by George Edmund Street, R.A., P.S.A., President. 

THE OBLIGATORY EXAMINATION : MARCH AND JULY, 1882. 

Professor Roger Smith, Fellow^ has undertaken to read early in the Session 
a Paper before the Architectural Association on the Examination which 
Candidates for the Associateship of the Institute will be required to pass. This 
Paper is in connection with an effort which the Association is making to 
provide instruction for Students such as may assist them in their preparation 
for these Examinations, and will be devoted chiefty to a review of the pubhshed 
course of examination, and to pointing out how Students and young Architecte 
may best prepare themselves in each subject. The reading of tlus Paper, as 
well as Professor Roger Smith's Courses of Lectures at University College, will 
help to direct attention to this important matter ; and the result of the efforts 
now set on foot will probably be to secure that the Candidates who come up to 
the Institute Board of Examiners from the Association and from ITmversity 
College will be well prepared and pass with credit. 

THE ASHPITEL PRIZE. 

The Candidate who distinguishes himself most creditably in the ObKgatory Examinations 
held during the year 1882 will be eligible for the award of the Ashpitel Prize (vjiue about £10.), 
in accordance with the following clauses extracted from the Schedule of Regulations : — 

1. From and after the first day of March, one-thouaand-eight-hundred-and-eichty-two, there shall be one 
prize eveiy year to be called after the within named Arthur Ashpitel, "The Ashpitel Prize," which shall consist 
either of books, a medal or money, or otherwise as shall from time to time be determined by the Council of 
the Institute, for which purpose there shall be expended one year's income of the shares and securities for the 
time being, subject to the tnists of the within written Indenture and of the Indenture of the thirtieth day of 
January, one-thousand-eight-hundred-and-seventy-five, endorsed thereon next preceding the day on which sncli 
prize Ib awarded. 

2. The prize shall be awarded to such candidate in the Obligatory Architectural Examination, conducted 
by the said Institute, as the said Examiners thereat shall report to the Council of the said Institute as ha^f 
most highly distinguished himself in such examinations in the course of the current year, and as deserving such 
prize.

RBVIZED LAWS RELATING TO THE ARCHITECTURAL SCHOOL. 

[Recently approved by Her Majesty ths Queen,] 

ADMISSION OF PROBATIONEES. 

All applicants for admission to the Schools of the Royal Academy must give proof of 
proficiency in drawing, or modelling, and^ except in the case of architects, of such acquaintance 
with the anatomy of the human frame as is comprized in a knowledge of the skeleton, and the 
names and uses of the external layer of muscles. 

Architects are required to produce as a specimen of ability, a plan, elevation and section 
(which may be copies of published drawings or engravings) of an existing building ; an original 
perspective sketch in pencil of an existing building, or part of a building, on a quarter of a sheet 
of imperial paper ; and a drawing of a piece of architectural sculpture, from the original or 
from a cast, shaded in pencil or tinted, and of the size of the original. 

Prior to the delivery of these specimens candidates must obtain from the Registrar, through 
the written request of any member of the Academy, or other artist or person of known 
respectability, a printed form the blanks of which must be filled up and delivered with the 
required specimens at the Royal Academy, on or before the 28th June, or the 28th December, 
to be submitted to the first Council held after those dates ; together with a certificate from an 
Architect-Member of the Royal Academy, or of the Royal Institute of British Architects, or 
of any other public Institution for teaching Art and Science, certifying that the applicant has 
followed up the study of architecture and architectural drawing, and has acquired a fair degree 
of proficiency in the same. If approved of, the candidate will be entitled to admission as a 
Pkobationer, and will be allowed six months in which to prepare within the Academy a set 
of drawings or designs. The time of attendance to be from 6.0 till 8.0 p.m. on Tuesdays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays, or at such other times as the Keeper shall on application give 
permission for. 

Candidates in any branch who have been unsuccessful in their first endeavours, can renew 
their applications at any subsequent period, by again going through the prescribed forms ; but 
the drawings or models submitted must be different from those sent in on any previous 
occasion. 

ADMISSION OF STUDENTS.* 

Architects will be required during their probation to make the following drawings : — 
A sketch in perspective of some subject set by the Master of the Architectural School, and 
executed in one day within the walls of the Academy ; a plan, elevation and section copied 
from a subject given to them in the same style as the drawings originally submitted ; and a 
drawing from a cast made in twelve hours in the Architectural Class Room. 

These drawings, together with the certificate before referred to, and the specimens 
originally presented by the applicants for admission as probationers, shall be submitted to the 
Council ; and if approved, the probationers will be admitted Students for three years. 

If any candidate shall be found endeavouring to impose on the Academy, by presenting 
as specimens of their talents drawings or models not of their own performance^ they shall be 
declared incapable of being admitted Students of the Royal Academy. 

At the expiration of the term of three years, the Students in Architecture, if they have 
not passed into the upper division of the Architectural School, will cease to be Students of the 
Royal Academy (see the paragraphs referring to the "Lower Division" of the Architectural 
School). 

THE ARCHITECTURAL SCHOOLf 

Students are not admitted to the School after 6.30 p.m., and in order to qualify for the 

* The period of studentship is limited to six yeais, and cannot be renewed. It is divided into two terms of 
three years each.

Lower Division. 

All probationers admitted as students belong to this division. They may pass into the 
upper division after one year's attendance, and must do so within three years of their 
admission, failing which, they will cease at the end of the three years to be Students of the 
Eoyal Academy. 

All work required to be done for the advancement of the student to the upper division, 
must be done in the school. 

Every student in this division must attend at least two complete courses of visits each by 
one visitor, each course to be of eight weeks ; and must make at least two complete sets of 
drawings of subjects given by the visitors, and one carefully shaded drawing, to the size of the 
original, from a cast. These drawings to be approved by the Council. 

In order to pass from this division into the upper division, the student must obtain a 
certificate from the master of the school of regular attendance and industry, and also of having 
attended a complete course of lectures by the professors of painting, sculpture and architecture, 
and of having passed an examination in perspective before the teacher of perspective, or of 
having gone through a course of lessons in the perspective school and obtained the teacher's 
certificate. 

Upper Division. 

Students may be admitted to this, division after one year's study in the lower school, if 
their attendance and work there are approved of by the CounciL 

Students in this division have the privilege of studying in the antique and life schools. 

Students of this division must attend the remaining courses of lectures, viz. : on anatomy 
and chemistry, and a second course of lectures on architecture, before competing for the Gold 
Medal and Travelling Studentship. 

Before the end of the first year the student must compete for a prize of £25., which will 
be adjudged to the best set of designs made in the schools, in a period not exceeding twelve 
weeks. In case of failure, he may compete again for this premium at any time within two 
years of his admission to this division. The subjects for competition will be given by the 



Before being allowed to compete for the Gold Medal and Travelling Studentship, students 
of the upper division must make during their studentship at least two complete designs of 
subjects set by the visitor, one of which must be that sent in for the £25. Premium. Each 
design to be accompanied by a detail of a portion to a large scale, and such details to the full 
size as the visitor may require, and the whole to be drawn within the schools. 

A class for modelling for architects will be held in the Architectural School on Saturday 
afternoons, from 2 to 6 p.m., to which all Students in Architecture will be admitted, and such 
ether students as may receive permission from the Keeper or visitor. 

THE PEESPECTIVE SCHOOL.* 

There are three courses of lessons in perspective during the year ; each course will consist 
of thirteen lessons, and will be complete in itself. 

Students must attend the whole of one course of lessons within their first term of 
studentship. 

Students who have received a certificate from the Teacher of having passed an examination 
in perspective, on their admission to the schools, are exempt from attendance in this school.

This Medal will carry a Travelling Studentship for travel and study abroad, of the value 
of £200., tenable for one year. 

A iS^velling Studentship for travel and study in England, of the value of £60. tenable 
for one year, for a design in architecture. The elevation of the design to be as large as an 
entire sheet of double elephant will admit, and to be accompanied by one or more plans, an 
elevation, sections, and a perspective view. 

These two premiums for architecture will be given in alternate years. 

Travelling Students in Architecture must commence their journey, whether abroad or in 
England, not later than the 30th April following their election ; and must deliver the sketches 
and drawings made on their journey, together with a complete set of measured drawings of 
some ancient building, the foreign student not later than the 1st of November in the following 
year, and the English student not later than the 1st November in the same year. Such of 
these sketches and drawings as may be thought most fit for the purpose are to be arranged for 
inspection on the third Tuesday in November in each year, and shall remain in the Academy 
until after the distribution of the premiums. 

Intending Competitors for the Architectural Gold Medal and Travelling Studentship 
must attend at the Royal Academy on a day to be fixed, to prepare their designs. Six weeks, 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., will be allowed for their completion. 

Annual. 

A Prize of £40. for a Design in water-colour or tempera for the decoration of a portion of 
a public building. The size of the sketch to be equal in area to a half sheet of imperial paper; 
and to be accompanied by a full-sized drawing in chalk or charcoal of one of the figures or 
groups. 

Should the drawing to which the prize is awarded be of high merit, the successful 
Competitor shall have an allowance of £4. a week for a period to be determined by the 
Council according to the size and nature of the designs (but which shall in no case exceed 
twelve months), during the whole of which time he shall be occupied in carrying out the 
design. 

A first and second Silver Medal for a set of architectural drawings of a given subject, 
from measurements to be made by the student.* 

A Prize of £25. for a set of Architectural Designs made in the upper division of the 
architectural school, in a period not exceeding twelve weeks. Open only to Students in the 
upper division of the Architectural School, and to be competed for within two years of 
admission to that division. 

A Silver Medal for the best Perspective Drawing in outline, together with a specimen of 
sciography, exhibiting the scientific projection of shadows, executed in the Architectural School. 
Open to students in architecture only. 

A prize of £10. for the best set of drawings of an architectural design made in the lower 
division of the Architectural School Open only to students in that lower division. 

Pbivilxgxs of Studsnts. 

Daring the tenn of studentship, Students of the Royal Academy shall have free access (for the purpose of 
study) to the schools to whidi they have. been regularly admitted^ at all the stated hours. They shall also 
have the privilege of attending the lectures of the professors, and ol admission to the Library and the AnTnml 
Winter and Summer Exhibitions. 

The names of the winners of premiums shall be placed in separate lists, in a conspicuous part of the 
Academy, with a statement of the particular prizes they have obtained.

REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE FUNDS OF 

THE GODWIN BURSARY. 

1. The Gk)dwin Bursary is founded for the promotion of the study of works of Modem 
Architecture in Europe (other than Great Britain and Ireland) and in America, in manner 
hereafter more specifically set forth. 

2. On the first Monday in February in the year 1882, and the first Monday in February 
in every subsequent year, or as soon thereafter as conveniently may be, the election to the

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Godwin Bursary shall be made by the Counca of the Eoyal Institute of British Architects, in 
accordance with the terms hereinafter mentioned. 

3. Any British subject of any age shall be eligible to hold the Bursary, provided that he 
give to the Council satisfactory evidence of his moral character, and satisfy them that he is 
practising or intending to practise the profession of an Architect, and that he exhibit specimens 
of his drawings or writings, and state the country which he proposes to visit. 

4. No person who has once held the Bursary shall be eligible for re-election. 

5. If in any year several persons, with the necessary qualifications, offer themselves as 
candidates for the Bursary, the Council shall make their selection by comparison of the 
Candidates' applications, drawings and testimonials. The candidate selected to hold the 
Bursary shall forthwith sign an undertaking to make a visit of not less than five weeks' 
duration to some part of Europe (other than Great Britain and Ireland) or of America, 
spedaUy to study, examine and report on some of the best specimens of modem planning, 
modem modes of construction, drainage, water-supply, ventilation and other sanitary 
arrangements to be found in the place or places he has undertaken to visit. He may, if he 
think proper, confine his inquiries and report to one building in the country visited, if it be, 
in his opinion, of sufficient importance to justify that devotion of his time. 

6. Every holder of the Bursary shall, on or before the first Monday in November following 
his election, present to the Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects a manuscript 
Memoir, giving the results of his visit and examinations, illustrated by drawings ; such Paper 
and drawings shall be the property of the Institute, and be open to the inspection of Members 
of the Institute during the hours when the Library is open. 

7. The Council of the Institute may, within five calendar months from the first Monday 
in November, declare their intention of publishing, and may in such case, within twelve 
calendar months from such first Monday in November, publish, at the cost and for the benefit 
of the Institute, the whole or any part of the Memoir and drawings so presented, and the 
copyright in the matter so published shall in such case belong to the Institute ; but the author 
of the said Memoir shall be at liberty, immediately after such publication, to publish any more 
elaborate account or drawings of or concerning the subject of the said Memoir ; and in case the 
Council shall not within the five months aforesaid declare their intention of publishing, or shall 
not vrithin the twelve months aforesaid publish the whole or any part of the said Memoir or 
drawings, then the copyright in the matter which the Council shall not have declared an 
intention of publishing, or shall not have published, shall belong to the author ; and for the 
purpose of giving effect to his said copyright he shall have access to the manuscript Memoir 
and original drawings, and be allow^ to have the same printed and copied ; but in any case 
the original manuscript Memoir and drawings shall be the property of the Institute. 

8. Every holder of the Bursary who shall fulfil to the satisfaction of the Council the 
conditions hereinbefore specified shall receive out of the income of the endowment a sum not 
exceeding £40., the said sum to be paid by two instalments, the first when he leaves England 
for the Continent of Europe or America, and the second if and when, after an absence of at 
least five weeks' duration in Europe (other than Great Britain and Ireland) or America, 
submit to the Council satisfactory evidence in the form of a Paper and drawings (as prescribed 
in clause 5) of his studies abroad. 

9. If any holder of the Bursary fail wholly or in part to perform his undertaking as laid 
down in the foregoing clauses, the Council nevertheless may, if they are satisfied that such 
failure has not been wilful, pay to him or his representatives the whole or a part of the sum 
above specified. 

10. If in any year no person offer himself as a candidate for the Bursary whom the 
Council shall think worthy, or if from any cause the income or any part thereof of the said 
endowment shall be unapplied in manner hereinbefore provided, such unapplied income shall 
be applied either in increasing the value of the Bursary for that or.any subsequent year or 
years, or in providing one or more additional Bursaries of like nature to that hereinbefore 
described for that or any subsequent year or years, or in both such objects, at the discretion of 
the Council of the Institute.

Deab Sir, — Your letter of the 14th ult forwarding to the Secretaries a Certificate for 
4 per Cent. Debenture Stock Caledonian Eailway Company, producing £40. per annum, was 
yesterday read to the Council of the Eoyal Institute of British Architects, and elicited much 
satisfaction, which was expressed in a unanimous desire that I, as President of the Institute^ 
should convey to you an assurance of the just appreciation by the Council, of the munificent

My Dear Sir,— The Council of this Society have for several years taken measures to turn 
the Saturday half-holiday to good account, so far as the members of the London workmen's 
dubs are concerned, by conducting parties over museums, galleries, public buildings, and by 
affording information as to their contents. As a large number of the members are in the 
building trades, the Coimcil of this Society are anxious to obtain admission to public works in 
course of construction, and the services of an architect who would kindly point out to the 
j visitors interesting and important facts as to principles and methods of construction. A few 

years ago, we had the services of a gentleman, now deceased, who succeeded in interesting a 
large number of men, and gave them information which they highly valued. The Council of 
the Union feel that the tendency of such visits must be to increase the interest of men in their 
work, and to enlarge their knowledge and capacity. It is important, they think, to give men 
in all trades a perception of the value of all cognate trades, and to give every man some 
knowledge of every branch of his trade, besides that in which he is specially engaged.

THE OPENING ADDRESS, 1881-82, 

Delivered by George Edmund Street, R.A., F.S.A., President. 

GENTLEMEN AND COLLEAGUES,— It is a time-honoured custx)in that the Opening 
Meeting of the Session shall each year be devoted to a review of our position, the 
work we have done during the past year, the losses we have sustained, and finally the 
openings which appear to oflFer themselves for the promotion of that which, above all, concerns 
almost all of us : the advancement of the art to which we have devoted ourselves. We all 
know how much it pleases some of our critics to assert that the objects of this Corporation are 
selfish first of all, and devoted to the improvement of the art and the science of building 
only in a very secondary degree. I need hardly waste words upon a refutation of such 
statements. I am content to point to the volumes of our Transactions for the most complete 
answer to them, as well as to the experience of those who have served on our Council from 
time to time. The real object of the Institute of British Architects is very different ; we exist 
not only because of, but for, our art. It is not because we are architects that we band ourselves 
together in selfish opposition to the interests of the world, but rather that the interests of the 
outside world and of the profession may be harmonized and proved to be identical ; and equally 
that our well-loved art may be more studied, more admired, better understood and more widely 
practised, not only by ourselves but by the public outside our ranks. The real interests of the 
public and of ourselves are identical. The obligation to carry on the business side of our work 
upon the highest rules of honour or integrity as between man and man is placed in the very 
front of the conditions of membership of this Institute. "We admit of no compromise or 
conditions ; and the condition of membership here is undoubtedly that of working thoroughly 
in the spirit and traditions of gentlemen. In addition to this, the practical work which we 
have to do is, by meetings, by reading of Papers and by discussions, to keep up and increase as 
far as we can the general interest in, and knowledge of, our art, without which neither 
accomplished architects nor an intelligent public will continue to exist. Naturally our work of 
this sort divides itself into that which relates to the scientific, and that which is concerned 
with the artistic, side of our art. I think there has of late years been rather a tendency to devote 
more time to the former than to the latter ; but the art of building, the art of draining and the 
like are exact, and do not admit of perpetual discussion. The development of attention to the 
study of novelty in construction is not always for the advantage of good building. Half the 
inventors, whose circulars cover our tables every morning, claim as the chief merit of their 
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inventions that they are cheap, and I would that occasionally thpy convinced us that they 
were equally lasting. You will pardon me, I am sure, for frankly speaking my mind on an 
occasion such as this. I maintain that British architects are honourably distinguished for 
the way in which, as a rule, they deal with all those questions of new forms of construction, 
of water-supply, of drainage, and of the general conditions on which comfort and convenience 
in our houses depend. English comfort is a proverbial expression almost all over the world, 
and our architects are fairly entitled to a large share of the credit of its creation. 

I wish it were quite possible to make the same assertion with regard to our artistic 
successes. It strikes me more strongly, the more I think of it, that we cannot quite escape 
some responsibility for the bad work which is done by builders without our aid. How is it, 
one may fairly be asked, that, with an ever-increasing body of architects, educated and trained 
more and more carefully, the vernacular architecture of the country becomes worse and worse 
every day? The vernacular architecture of a country is that which the carpenter, the 
bricklayer, the mason, the smith or the plasterer, does if left wholly to himself. We all know 
that the time was when little even of this work was wholly cpntemptible ; take even the last 
century, and in such work one sees a simplicity and restraint in design, and an absence of vulgar 
display, which make one feel a charm in work most of which certainly never passed through an 
architect's office. Go from the house built in the suburb of an English country-town in 1750, 
to one of the houses which rise in countless numbers on all hands now, and your verdict, as 
architects and as artists, must always, I fear, be given in favour of the former. Ck)mpare the 
two, and you will find that the taste of the eighteenth-century builder was for simple and good 
work before ornamental, so that he seldom came to the latter at all ; whilst the taste of the 
nineteenth-century builder is to do everything for display, sacrificing the money which might 
have made his work at least substantial to an investment in so-called ornaments to the show 
fronts only of hia house, which are costly to put up, costly to keep in repair, and hideous in 
their ghastly unfitness for their place. They have some " compo '* keystones, ornamental railings 
and balconies, a few lumps of terra-cottar, elegant cornices and window-dressings, and highly 
suggestive chimneypots; and for the sake of these the house has walls and floors so thin 
that every sound can be heard throughout, and so weak that in a heavy gale you rock in 
your bed. For all this of course we are only indirectly responsible, it must be admitted 
that too many, if not all, of us, think too much of the fronts of our buildings, and 
so have practically brought up a whole generation of builders and workmen to believe 
firmly that all buildings ought to have a show fronts we so often sacrifice solidity to 
the pleasure of creating what we call ornament, that we have led them naturally to assume 
that ornament is an object by itself to be clapped on to a building at all hazards, and 
even at the sacrifice of solidity. I should much like to see your attention more and mwe 
turned to this large and serious question ; it deserves discussion and action, for depend upon 
it some screws must be very loose indeed in our system if all our work iS'SO wholly outside 
the world as not to infiuence the vernacular architecture of the people for good. My only 
suggestion at present is that our duty is to show by example that simple building may be quite 
as good as extravagant building, that the essence of all good architecture is that it should 
be solid and lasting before it tries to be ornamental, that ornament is a feature which grows 
out of utility, and cannot be applied to a building like a loose fitting gannent, to covei* defect? 
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or distract attention from parts which are not supposed to be seen. It is unworthy of 
architects to build what is in its very nature ephemeral, and I wish heartily that before all 
questions of style this vital one of solidity were always present to us when we are making our 
plans. Depend upon it the builders who have been trained by architects who never build 
what is not solidly and well constructed are much more likely to build for themselves in the 
same spirit and way, than they ever are if they have been otherwise taught. And after all it 
is the work done by builders without the intervention of an architect that we principally see 
wherever we move in this ever-increasing city, and in others similarly conditioned. It is work 
which it ill becomes us to treat as non-existing; it is, on the contrary, one of the very first 
necessities of the day that we should, in some practical way, deal with it. 

There is another question to which the one just mentioned naturally leads, and this has 
to do with the extent to which we may be able to aflfect, in the interests of our art, the future 
architectural arrangement of the streets and buildings throughout our great cities. To state 
the case in this way is perhaps in fact to answer it, as far as relates to direct interference with, 
or influence over, what is done by municipal authorities; though as our Institute boasts 
properly that it is a British, and not only a London, Institution, our object ought always to be 
to keep this fact well before us, and to act even out of London whenever the importance of the 
case demands it In 1876 the late Mr. Wyatt, in the course of a discussion on Mr. Eastlake's 
interesting Paper on the Work and History of the Institute, told us that the author had 
omitted to mention one proof of the growing influence of the Institute. This he saw in the 
request, which had just then been made to us, to exercise control over the designs and elevations 
of buildings in Northumberland Avenue ; a request which became, I believe, a law to the 
extent of making it necessary that all these designs shoidd be "submitted " to the Council 
of the Boyal Institute of British Architects. Well I know not, gentlemen, what the 
general feeling on this subject is now. Some I know agreed with the view which I took at the 
time that the position we were taking was a dangerous one and one that could do no sort of 
good to our art. The taste of the individual members of a council may be excellent ; but there 
is an unwillingness on the part of a body of men to criticize too severely, or to agree in 
suggestions as to the alteration of, the work of a brother architect. Opinions differ round our 
own table as to what is best, sometimes even as to what is good, to such an extent as to end in 
approval being given in a general way to works in which probably every one of the Council in 
his own heart can see little good. Nor is this all. The elevations alone, which are not complete 

' without plans, are subm^ted; modifications of a very simple kind alone can be, and are, advised, 

the advice is neglected, and the building is after all erected with little, if any, attention to the 
opinion of the Council of the Institute. In the end, if Northumberland Avenue ever becomes 
an avenue of buildings, the Institute will have to ask itself whether the control it has 
exercized has been sufficiently strong, and the result so good, in comparison to that of the 
streets in which we have not been able to interfere, as to justify Mr. Wyatt's satisfaction. For 

- myself I have no hesitation in saying that it would be better, if we are to have no more 

power than at present, that we should have less. 

:. I do not think it right to close the few words I have to say on the Northumberland 

Avenue question without endorsing what fell from my predecessor in this chair on the subject 

^^ '^ of architects who are members of the Metropolitan Board. He was speaking of the business 
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relations which constantly bring members of our body, as well as the Institute itself, into 
correspondence with the Metropolitan Board of Works, and he concluded with the expre^oD 
of an opinion, in which I concur so completely that I think it only right to repeat it 
Mr. Whichcord's words related to the composition of the Board. " Architects," he said, "may 
be elected members of that Board just as barristers; solicitors and doctors may be so elected It 
would be ridiculous to say that professional men shall not sit at that Board because they may 
have had a pecuniary interest in some of its public building transactions. But I shall run no risk 
of censure when I say that a Fellow or an Associate of this Institute, if he be elected a Member 
of the Metropolitan Board of Works, ought not, from that moment, to have any professions! 
connection whatever with the purchase of land oflfered for sale or lease by the Board; nor 
should he be professionally engaged in the superintendence of buildings to be erected on land 
which is the property of ratepayers whose agent and representative he is." Such a statement 
is so obviously right and beyond question, that I am sorry it should be necessary to repeat it 
Upon the broad question of giving general advice through our Council, I feel sure that the 
Government, or the governing bodies of our great cities, might well, and with advantage to 
themselves, consult us from time to time on the preliminaries of great building operations; 
and I have no sort of doubt that we should always be willing to give the best help in our 
power. Whether the points to be settled are the best routes for new streets, the best sit€s 
for great public buildings, or the best openings for architectural improvements, it would be 
advantageous to every one if the subject were laid before a Committee of experts — such as the 
Members of Council of this Institute are — for advice and opinion. Take such cases, for instance, 
as the choice of a site for the New Courts of Justice ; or as to the choice among varions 
schemes for the placing of the New Government Offices which are even now required ; or as to 
the conditions on which railways are to be brought into London or across our river, and it is 
obvious that our opinion might well be asked, and almost certainly be acted on, with advantage 
to the world and without prejudice to any one. In the last case, for instance, can it be doubted 
that, if we had been consulted, the House of Commons would ever have allowed the London, 
Chatham and Dover Railway to erect its bridge across Ludgate Hill, and to erect a second 
and almost equally ill-placed bridge across the Thames, within a few yards only of another 
built on wholly different lines ? Nor would the South Eastern Eailway have been pennitted to 
build the two gigantic and odious sheds on the river-side, which have been the vmnotsomnch 
of the beauty of the matchless prospect. Such subjects lead me to say how useful a function 
this Institute might perform if it could keep a more a«tive surveillance on the mode in wbicn 
the works of deceased artists are dealt with. I am not among the passionate admirers of sucn 
a work as the General Post Office, but at any rate it was a consistent design, carried out m 
an honest and uniform spirit, and complete in outline and character. New wants fe^^ 
arisen since it was built, Eowland Hill has come and gone, and more and more accommodation 
is required. But it is almost beyond credence, that some of that increased space should bave 
been obtained by a series of erections on the roof of the original building, hideous in themselves, 
and wholly careless of the effect produced, or even of having in themselves any architectural 
character at all higher than that of a third-rate house or workshop. Yet so it is. -^^ 
perhaps it was because for years the porticos and colonnades of another great P""^^ 
building — the British Museum — were entirely filled with glass cases and partitions, y^'^^^^^ 
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any outcry from the public at such a defacing of a consistent and costly design, that 
the Government which represented the country was so heedless of the monstrosity of 
which it was guilty, when it made the additions to the Post OflBce. Nor is it out of place here 
to ask when the front of the Colonial OflBce in Whitehall is to be finished ? Its architect 
evidently prepared for the erection of two towers or pavilions at the angles of the front. 
His proposals were not acted on, and there to the present hour stands the building with its 
two most important angles evidently unfinished. Every day a large proportion of the 
Members of both Houses of Parliament, and most of the Ministry, pass under the walls of 
this unfinished front without, I suppose, one thought of the injustice done to the memory 
and reputation of one of the greatest architects of his time. Surely on such a question as 
this the Institute of Architects, if no one outside wiU move, ought to take some action. 

Then again I hope we are all agreed that there is no work in which we can as a body 
do better service to our art, or more certainly show our real sense of its value, than by sturdily 
opposing all schemes for the destruction of existing works of architectural art, or constructions 
of historical or archaeological interest. We have, as you know, a conmiittee for the conservation 
of ancient monuments ; it is a strongly constituted committee, and its existence cannot be too 
widely known. There is always work for it to do. Take for example the case of the City 
churches. It is no exaggeration to say for myself, what I doubt not very many of you feel 
also, that when I return from some foreign travel, and cross the railway bridge into Cannon 
Street, I feel a pride in the architectural beauty of the City of London, which is never lessened 
by contrast with what I have been seeing elsewhere. And to what, may I ask, is the beauty of 
this view owing ? There is a magnificent river and a sublime bridge, but beyond and above 
these a cluster of towers and steeples, of so much variety of design, so skilfully. treated, so 
picturesque from every point of view, as to afford unending delight. In the year 1800 there 
were 107 churches in the City ; in the year 1877 only ninety-five remained, and of these there 
were no less than thirty-one scheduled as " at present " to be pulled down. Only the other day 
another of Wren's reputed churches, St. Matthew, Friday Street, was said to be condemned, 
and though the particular case is not a strong one, it seems to me high time that this Institute 
should strain every nerve in order to save any more such regrettable destruction of the 
buildings to which London owes much of its pre-eminent beauty. If architects stand by 
quietly, it may be assumed that there are no artistic objections to such works. We may still 
permit men to go on in the cheap and easy fashion of making our ancestors' piety and liberality 
pay for building and endoMring churches which we, with all our increased wealth, choose to 
think we cannot afford to erect ; and by the time that all the empty churches (consequent 
largely on a non-resident clergy) have been removed, and their sites sold for counting-houses, 
shops, banks and what not, men will awake to the discovery that the architectural beauty of 
the City is a thing of the past, and that the loss is irremediable. At the West End I hope the 
same words of warning are not required. We have been appealed to in reference to a rumour 
that St Margaret's, Westminster, was to be taken away. This is a constantly recurring rumour. 
The penny-a-liners probably think that every one wishes it removed. They forget that it has 
just been refitted at great cost, that it is a building full of architectural and historical interest; 
and they are not aware that the builders of our great churches and cathedrals, beiag artists, 
had never any objections to the erection of small buildings near to, or in contact with, larger 
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ones> to wliich they gave infinitely more value and scale than they otherwise possessed I m 
glad to be able to assure you, however, in this case, on the best authority, that there is do 
foundation whatever for the rumour. It is remarkable to notice how much is lost on all sides 
for want of some active hands to save threatened works of art. We look round on the Paris, 
the London, the Florence, the Cairo, the Venice of our youth, and find that on all sides work 
has been destroyed, apparently mainly for the sake of change, for the loss of which no new 
building will ever atone. In London there is the well-known case of the colonnade of 
Burlington House taken away upon the understanding that it should be rebuilt, but lying in a 
mouldy heap somewhere on the other side of the river. In some similar limbo, I suppose, 
are the stones of Temple Bar, for the re-erection of which, in some spot not far from its old place, 
such for instance as an entrance to Temple Gardens, one would imagine that funds, might without 
difl&cidty have been foimd. Farther to the west is an even more interesting work — the Water 
Grate at Buckingham Street, Adelphi — treated in an even more ingeniously-spiteful way. For 
here the lovers of the beautiful have created a garden with lawns and shrubs and winding 
walks, which one would suppose might have been allowed to undulate as well as to wind. 
At any rate even now the level of the garden might be lowered for some distance, on either 
side and in front of the gateway, and Inigo Jones's work might again be seen in its int^'ty, 
instead of being earthed-up to nearly half its height, and of having its archway used as a 
receptacle for rubbish, and the decay of its old stonework hastened as much as possible by 
piles of damp earth and plants carefully placed against it by the landscape gardener. And, to 
conclude, there is the case of a church in Edinburgh, for taking down and re-building 
which, on a new site, stone for stone, a railway company were boimd to, and did, provide 
the funds. Here again the stones remain in a heap, and the Corporation, unless they are much 
traduced, have kept the money for their own municipal purposes. 

I might easily multiply examples of the same kind. They all seem to point in the same 
direction : to the necessity in such a country as ours for the creation of a Government Departmoit 
of the Fine Arts, whose oflBce should be not only to give order to our magnificent but dfteo 
confused and inaccessible collections, but to take care that our national buildings and our 
historical monuments are classified and preserved as far as possible from further damage either 
at the hands of time and weather, or at the equally destructive hands of those who (as in the 
case of the Post Office), have no hesitation in wholly destroying the architectural character of 
a great public building. I believe that the appointment of such a ministry might be followed 
very soon among other things by an addition to our museums, which has often been urged 
strongly — ^but hitherto unsuccessfully — of a museum of casts. Every one admits the advantage 
to students of art of such a museum. Berlin has shown us the way, and the expense could not 
be so great as to be a difficulty in the way of so rich a country as this is. Moreover it seems 
to be a necessary complement to the other collection^ which have been accimiulated wito the 
present century, as aflfordbg the very best means of educating the eyes of a people who are 
undoubtedly holding their own against foreigners in all artistic matters far better than they 
did before such museums were first of all formed. The collections at South Kensington, to 
which all who are interested in our art must always most gladly confess their indebtedness, 
contain no doubt a good many most valuable casts, but they represent only comparatively modem 
art, and even then are in no degree whatever complete, and they are not, as they should be, 
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exhibited by themselves, or classified in 3uch a way as to be thoroughly useful to students. 
I hope that we shall keep this subject well before us, and that no opportunity will be lost of 
pressing upon Grovemment the sense that this Institute must feel of the importance of such an 
addition to our^national collections. It is a feeling which is sharpened in us by the knowledge 
of the fact that such a museum would, to a very large extent, illustrate the close connection 
which ought to exist between the work of the sculptor and the architect. The best works of the 
greatest sculptors have neiEirly always been their decorations of architecture ; and the evidence 
of this necessary oonnection before the eyes of the people is the best way of familiarizing 
them with the fact, and of leading them to feel the want in those of our own buildings, 
where, even when the architect has adverti2ed his desire to see sculpture introduced, the spaces 
he has left for it are still, as a rule, conspicuous by their emptiness. The Government which, 
with a large and wise liberality, would deal with such questions as these, would secure for itself 
perhaps less temporary popularity, but would have the satisfaction of knowing that it more 
permanently benefited the highest interests of the community than it could by exclusive 
attention to purely political questions ; and as such work ought to be independent of party, 
what one set of ministers undertook would not be likely to be undone by their opponents or 
successors. 

At the recent Conference, the question of Competitions led to much discussion, and the 
resolutions arrived at have been discussed by the Council, who will ere long lay before you 
the result of their deliberations. The position which I hope will be taken by you will be to 
arrange that, in the event of a competition being indulged in, due securities should be given 
for really accomplished assistance, or advice, or judgment on the competing plans, not only in 
regard to technical questions as to compliance with conditions, but at least as much on true 
artistic questions, which are even more to be thought of and more vital But it is, I hope 
no part of our business or duty to do so much in the way of facilitating competitions as to 
lead the world to suppose that we are in any sense whatever admirers or encouragers of a 
system, the defects of which, under the best arrangements, are so many and so patent that 
the best men keep themselves wholly or almost entirely out of reach of them, with the result 
that works which result from competitions are seldom those which we look back on with the 
greatest satisfaction. 

Our Conference in its discussions leaned rather to the merely business-like side of our 
work, but let us hope that this was corrected in some degree by the visits paid to various 
buildings and collections in the metropolis. Of the latter, those to Buckingham Palace and 
to Sir Richard Wallace's were the most important. Probably we all regretted that the palace 
of our well-loved Sovereign was not more worthy, in structure and in decoration, of so great a 
monarch.- Your Council desired me to express their sense of Sir Eichard Wallace's singularly 
courteous treatment of us at Hertford House, in which I am sure I represented the unanimous 
opinion of our members. 

Our numbers still continue to increase. Last year at this time the total number of 
Fellows and Associates was 716. The additions during the year have been 28 Fellows, 
143 AssociatQj, 9 Honorary Associates, and 9 Honorary & Corresponding Members; and 
deducting the losses which we have sustained by death or otherwise, our numbers now stand 
at 370 Fellows and 491 Associates — a nett gain of 19 Fellows and 126 Associates. It is to be

hoped that this large accession of new members does not mean that we are reaching a lower 
level of qualifications so much as that the Institute is becoming more recognized as the centre 
of our work. A large increase of members involves also an increase of our means, and additions 
to our Library, which is rapidly increasing and is now of great value. Another addition to our 
means of doing good work is Mr. Godwin's generous foundation for the promotion of the study 
of modem structures and building improvements and adaptations. This has the special 
peculiarity of being open to all British subjects of any age, and though it is not educational 
in quite the same sense as most of our other prizes, it will, there can be no doubt, be of high 
value in its residts to the profession. 

The losses which we have sustained during the year will be duly chronicled, and a 

few words will suffice, in addition to what is doing, upon some of the names whose absence 

from our ranks we deplore. The death of William Burges took from us unexpectedly, 

and in his full vigour, one whose belief in his art, whose devotion to its study, whose 

enthusiasm for his work, have rarely been excelled. A student from first to last, an artist 

whose hand was always seen in every detail of his work, his example is one to be held up 

for our admiration and our emulation. He knew that unless an architect's work be good 

and thorough it has no enduring life. He knew that this lesson required to be taught us more 

than any other, and he made it the business of his life to teach it ; and I honour him the more 

that he gave to others what he had with infinite pains learnt. It was one of his greatest 

pleasures always to discuss, in public or in private, old modes of procedure, of manufacture, of 

design. There was nothing selfish in his acquisition of architectural or archaeological 

information. He was as ready to communicate as he was to acquire, and many of his 

published papers are replete with learning and information. The study of early French 

Pointed architecture had evidently produced a very strong and lasting effect upon him as an 

artist. He revelled in the somewhat rude and ponderous version of it which he affected, and 

it was in the sculpture and the decoration with which he rejoiced to overlay his work that he 

allowed his quaint and exuberant fancy to have fuU play. There was so much originality in 

what Burges did that his work was certain to be criticized. It was warmly admired and as 

warmly opposed, and he would have been the last man to wish it otherwise. In one thing at 

least all are agreed, and it is that his death was a real loss to our art The Boyal 

Academy had at last recognized his undoubted claims ; and unfortunately it still remained for 

this Institute to follow with a testimony in the shape of the Gold Medal, the bestowal of 

which, I am sure, could not have been much longer postponed. In Frederic Ouvry we have 

logt an adviser, who was not only always ready to give us his valuable counsel whenever we 

asked for it, but we had the satisfaction of seeing combined in him the able solicitor and the 

accomplished antiquary. For the greater part of his life he had been an active member of the 

Society of Antiquaries, of which he was for very many years treasurer, then vice-president, 

and finally president, after the death of Lord Stanhope. Among foreign architects, whose deaths 

we have to deplore, are some of great mark. Hector Lefuel, Member of the Institute of France, 

was well known by his works to many of us. The names of Davioud and of Mariette Pasha 

must not be forgotten. Both of these did great work in different directions, and will long be 

reinembered among us, the former especially by what certainly was a bold flight of genius — 

the Trocadero building; and the latter by his researches among the monuments of Egypt. 
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Time will not allow of my mentioning other less well-known names, or those of men whose 
life was less intimately bound up with, our own work here. 

The architectural publications of the year do not appear to be numerous, and I cannot say how 
much I regret this. Nothing in my opinion tends more to raise our art than some attention 
among us to the literary illustrations of architectural history and style, in which so many 
architects have in past times distinguished themselves. We have examples, in the case of some 
of our oldest members, which may well be commended to the notice of their juniors; for nothing, let 
me assure them, so certainly gives young men their first footing on the ladder which leads to fame 
and success. Our old Librarian, Mr. DoUman, has shown us how valuable a work it is possible to 
produce in his monograph of St. Mary-Overie's Church, as to which I have already had the 
pleasure of expressing my opinion here. The Society of Dilettanti has published another part of 
the antiquities of Ionia, in which, seeing that Mr. Newton, Mr. Watkiss Lloyd, Mr. Fergusson 
and Mr. Pullan, have combined their forces, we need not doubt the result. The magnificent 
government work, the Monumentos ArquUedonicos de Espana is still going on, and we are 
looking forward to the early publication of Herr Richter's promised edition of Leonardo's 
Treatise on Painting — a work which will have almost as much attraction for architects as 
for painters, for among the many hitherto xmpublished drawings which will be contained in it, 
many, I understand, are architectural designs. No great public works have, I think, been 
completed during the year. At Vienna, at Brussels and in Paris, great works are approaching 
completion, all of them undertaken in a spirit of lavish expenditure, which is somewhat 
surprizing to us in this coxmtry. The Cathedral of Cologne has been completed — ^the most 
gigantic work of modem times — ^in presence of which all unkind criticism ought to be 
hushed in admiration of the grandeur of the idea. The so-called restoration of St. Mark's, 
Venice, has I hope, for a time, been arrested — whether permanently or not it is impossible to 
say. Only too frequently works are done for which the necessity, if it exists, cannot but be 
regretted. Such a case is that of Coutances Cathedral, where the north-west steeple has been 
made to look as it might have done, when first built, by the obliteration of every mark of age. I 
most sincerely trust that this may not be the forerunner of an entire scraping of the whole of 
this magnificent church ! The question of the restoration of ancient buildings is one which is 
.constantly coming up for consideration, and I am constrained to say that unless the veiy 
greatest care and judgment, and the utmost reverence for every relic, actuate the restorer, 
restoration is not only a serious risk but an unmitigated eviL There is the risk of doing too 
much and of obliterating every sign of antiquity. Such works, in our own country, as the 
redecoration of the Chapter House at Salisbury ; or in Germany, such works as the decoration 
of the Castle at Meissen, and the far more interesting Castle on the Wartburg near Eisenach ; 
or in France, such as the re-decoration of the interior of the Sainte Chapelle, fill me, I confess, 
with distress. No one wishes more than I do to see our painters at work upon our walls ; but 
I do not wish to see their works obliterating, as they do at the Wartburg, every mark of 
antiquity inside the building. Our new walls and buildings are numerous enough for all that 
they can do ; and in the repair of old work — ^it is the repair strictly speaking that is the one 
thing needful, beyond which it is undesirable to go, and even this ought never to be treated 
as proper work for any but the most skilled hands. 

During this Session I hope that subjects will be found, both for discussion and for 
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illustration at our meetings, which may enable us to leave at least as good a record as 
heretofore. I cannot but think that it is not creditable that our Committee should have 
so much difficulty in persuading members to read Papers. If you look through the past 
volumes of our Transactions, and then at the best known names in our lists, you will find I 
fear that many, who must have matter well worth communicating, have never yet troubled 
themselves to make a single communication. It ought not to be possible for me to say this. 

Various matters of considerable practical interest will come before you this Session. The 
proposed repetition of the Electrical Exhibition is one which will be fall of interest to those 
who have not made it their business to visit Paris during the Exhibition there. And hardly 
second to this, in its interest for architects, is the Smoke Prevention Exhibition, which is to 
take place, this month and next, at South Kensington. There is small encouragement in 
London to use the best materials for building, if they are to be defiled as soon as built by the 
foul atmosphere which we create for ourselves ; and our utmost endeavours ought to be given 
to the cause both of clean lighting and clean warming, if we have any care whatever for the 
permanent efiTect of our buildings, both internally and externally. Among other subjects, 
which I hope your Council will see their way to bring before you, are suggestions for the 
consolidation of the Building Acts for the whole country in one uniform Act ; the 
preparation of such a statement on the subject of the Law of light and Easements as may 
help to form the basis of an Act of Parliament to do away with the present uncertainty and 
variety of opinion and practice; and the Council will no doubt feel it necessary to bring 
before you some amendment on the present mode of electing to the highest office in our body. 

Her Majesty's Gold Medal was given last year to Mr. J. L. Pearson, and this year to 
Mr. Godwin. Next year, according to the established custom, it will be given to a Foreigner. 
On these occasions it is sometimes of necessity given to one who has no connection with this 
Institute, and I do not hesitate to say that if the best man in our profession is outside our 
own ranks, we should both better obey the Queen's intention, and gain more credit, than if we 
insist upon regarding membership of this Institute as a preliminary condition for the aweuxi of 
the honour, which is- what hitherto, I believe, has practically been done. 

The most serious matter before us, next year, is the first Obligatory Examination for 
admission to the privilege of membership. It would be strange, indeed, if, in aland of freedom * 
such as ours, there had been but one opinion as to. the wisdom of the proposal, but it woidd be 
almost equally strange if , in a land of order such as ours fortunately is also, the examinations 
were not carried out with due zeal and thoroughness by your executive. Some of us may 
think that old times were not so very bad, and that want of some small preliminary technical 
cidture and education did not prevent many of our British architects from being really great 
men. But these are not the sort of men who will be affected by our examination, the object of 
which is rather to raise the general standard of education, and so to keep out of the Institute 
those who are wholly incompetent, than any vain hope of suddenly creatiug an unlimited 
supply of admirable artists. We must not raise our expectations too high, or we shall certainly 
be disappointed. At the same time I feel very decidedly that it is the duty of the Institute 
to take care that the examination is a bond fide one, involving careful preparation on the part 
of the candidates, and a real acquaintance with at least the groundwork of an artistic and 
a professional knowledge. It is obvious that there will be no difficulty in testing satisfactorily 
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the ability of all who come to be examined in many of those branches of our work in which 
every one who intends to act as an architect ought to be well grounded. The power of drawing, 
accurately and intelligibly, plans for buildings which will stand when built, is a sine gud non ; 
and there is much work of this sort as to which we shall have no difficulty in framing 
sufficient tests. The far more real difficulty is in an examination into the capacity of cfiuididates 
as artists ; and here I feel that it will not be desirable to make the test very difficult, for I know 
well imder what difficidties students often labour. As a visitor and teacher for some years in 
the Schools of the Royal Academy, where, probably owing to the examination at admission, the 
ability of the students is above the average, I have to see with constant regret a singular 
want of acquaintance with the first principles of architectural design, and with the rudiments 
of architectural detail, which mark the work of many students. But I hope all here will agree 
with me that it would be a fatal mistake to make the artistic part of our Obligatory 
Examination so very easy and rudimentary as to allow even the most ignorant of our candidates 
scraping through. The examination once instituted must be a real one, in the sense of 
meaning that the candidate has at least reached some fixed standard — even if a rather low 
one — of efficiency all round. My own opinion is that such a standard should, as far as possible, 
be so settled at first as to remain permanently the same. We are not likely^ so far as I can 
judge, to have a better prepared class five years hence than we have now. All the necessary' 
means of education exist now, and have long existed. The system of pupilage, which enables 
men to learn exactly how those who have succeeded in making their mark are in the habit of 
working, is no doubt the strong point of an English system ; and this can be supplemented by 
work in London under the professors at King's College and University College, and both in 
London and the proviuces under the Government teachers. Then there is the Architectural 
School of the Eoyal Academy, presided over by an active Fellow of our Institute, and where 
the students have the advantage — ^as frpm the crowded state of the school there can be no doubt 
they feel it — of the personal teaching and direction of most of the architect-members of the 
Academy in succession. Finally, there are the inducements held out, both here and at the 
Boyal Academy, to the more able and earnest art students, in the shape of prizes more or less 
attractive, and only to be gained by those who have achieved considerable artistic excellence. 
No one can fail to be struck with* the high average of the work submitted in competition 
for the medals and prizes which we annually distribute ; whilst at the Academy, though the 
excellence of the competition has been for many years very remarkable, I am sanguine 
that the alterations just made in our laws — with among other things the provision of a 
travelling studentship of £200 attached to the Architectural Gold Medal — ^will produce an 
even better efiect. The further new provision of a travelling studentship for travel in the 
United Bangdom, is valuable as showing that the existence of native art worthy of study is at 
last recognized by the Royal Academy, treading in the footsteps of our own Pugin Travelling 
Studentship, of which, as we know, the results have been eminently satisfactory. We shall 
all be agreed in allowing that such successes as the gaining of these artistic prizes in 
competition, either here or at the Eoyal Academy, will count as somewhat more than any 
artistic examination which we can conduct in a few hours here; and in the same way that 
when a graduate of one of our universities presents himself for examination, what he has 
already had to do for his degree wiU not require any sort of repetition at our hands. The 
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Institute having taken this examination in hand, we must all do our best to insure its success, 
and in one respect many of us can do more perhaps than we do. It is the master who does 
bad or inferior work, who ruins the prospects of those whose education he has undertaken, and 
the better the master's work the better will be the prospect of those who have been trained to 
look up to him. I think I may dare to say in reference to our English School of Architecture 
that it has, in some respects, made marked progress within the recollection of most of us. No 
school, I believe, has advanced i^ore in draughtsmanship, whilst the study of ancient examples 
at the fountain head has become universal among all those who have any enthusiasm or 
ambition. The individuality of the artist, which is the special mark of English art, is 
stamped as strongly on our architecture as it is upon the sister art of painting, and I trust that 
we here shall always steer clear of any attempt to follow foreign systems in this respect I 
heard, only a short time ago, the lively expressions of regret of a great German authority, that 
their Governmental system of teaching deprived them of the enviable independence and 
originality which struck him so much in our English system of architectural training. 

Let me now say a few words to those who at present do not see their way to joining 
the ranks of this Institute. They are of two classes — ^the old and the young ; of the former, 
it would be idle to shut our eyes to the fact that some very eminent names do not appear 
in the list of our members. Whatever the cause of their absence, I cannot say how much 
I regret it, and how heartily I wish it were possible to induce some, if not all, of them 
to give up their self-imposed isolation. I know that we see it asserted from time to time that 
this Institute concerns itself with nothing but questions of professional practice, professional 
etiquette, professional payments — that its whole concern is with the professional as opposed 
to the artistic part of our necessarily two-sided life. Well, gentlemen, I can only say 
that from first to last I have spent a good deal of time at your meetings and at your Council 
table, and my experience is not quite so dreary as these statements would, if they were 
justified by facts, make it But those who think that less than the right amount of 
interest and time is given to artistic questions should, by joining us, strengthen the 
hands of those — among whom they may coxmt me — ^who more or less agree with them. 
No one is more loyal than I am in every respect to that Academy of the Fine Arts to which 
it is my fortune to belong. Were this Institute in the least degree hostile to it I certainly 
should not have the honour of occupying this chair. But I hold that it is impossible for an 
instant to contend that all the artists ii^ our profession are to rest quiescent outside, because 
some half-dozen seats in that body are reserved for a few fortunate architects. It was a wise 
and noble act, when the Royal Academy was founded, to make its constitution what it is, and to 
combine within its ranks representatives of all the arts. But our art requires much more than 
this, and I for one feel that we cannot too much interest ourselves in the work of this Institute, 
in order above all things that the position of our art as an art may more and more be recognized 

One of the aims of this Institute is to regulate — ^so far as it tries to do, and that is not veiy 
far — ^professional practice by discipline, which being suited for gentlemen is suited for artists ; 
and those who do not belong to us do most undoubtedly, whether they like it, or allow it or 
not, reap advantages from our existence by their side. If the Institute were even remotely like 
a trades-union, then no appeal should come from me to these outside brethren, but knowing 
what its worth is I do not choose to lose this opportunity of appealing to them to join us. 
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The younger Society is very differently situated. The Architectural Association is, in so 
many respects, working in a groove which runs parallel to our own, that I can never avoid feeling 
that some means might and ought to be devized for enabling that active body to join us. I feel 
that there is so much that is admirable in the self-constituted system of education carried out by 
its members, in the energy with which they pursue their work, and in the high excellence of very 
much of it, that I rather grudge their securing all the energy of the young for an Institution 
with which we have nought to do. Surely some plan might be devized by which our juniors 
might, under their own government, be training themselves until they gradually fall into their 
places among us, instead of as now finding themselves often obliged to belong to two Societies 
where one should suffice. The young men want self-government : but I, who am no longer a 
young man, do not hesitate to say that this Institute suffers much and seriously by their 
practical abstinence from our meetings, our society and our work. And if it were possible — 
and it does not seem to me to be impossible — I should above all things like to see their 
connection with us established together with full liberty of self-government as to all those 
educational arrangements which they at present appear to manage so admirably and to prize so 
much. I believe that few of us grow much better artists as we grow older. A man's best work 
is generally done between the age of twenty and forty, and we shotQd all gain very much if our 
younger friends would occasionally read Papers and join in discussions with us older men. 
What chance there may be of doing anything in this direction I know not ; but nothing wotQd 
give me more pleasure, during my time of office, than having to assist in any such fusion of the 
two bodies as may be found practicable. 

There is again another class which might be more largely represented here, and this is 
the class of provincial architects. Some of our most distinguished members practice in the 
provinces, but the number of these who belong to us, compared to the total number of those 
who are really practising as architects in the country, is very smaU. I am well aware that the 
number of architects who could join us must be largely discounted : for among those whose 
names appear in Directories are many who are architects only in pame. But making every 
abatement in this way, I cannot but regret that no scheme has yet been successfully launched 
for creating local associations in connection with this Institute, whose members shotQd be bound 
by exactly the same by-laws, and who, either in towns or districts, should have the right of electing 
annually their own representative to «t on our Council. It may be objected that if all my 
suggestions were feasible and were acted on, there wotdd be no one left outside our ranks, and 
we should then inevitably attempt to make ourselves a close corporation. I do not fear this or 
I shotQd not make such proposals. The British public, depend upon it, will take good care that 
it can retain its liberty to employ whatever architect in its wisdom it prefers; and the 
occasional incursion upon us of an amateur, or of a sculptor or painter, seems to me to be likely 
to do much more good than harm to us and to our art. 

I fear, gentlemen, that I am trespassing upon your kindness and patience ; but I shall 
detain you now for but a very short time, whilst I endeavour to gather up some of the 
suggestions which I have already made as to the work before us, to be done somehow or other 
if this Institute is to do its duty by our art and by the world. 

We have gone on far too long, enduring the existence of bad building on all sides, shutting 
our eyes to it, declaring it to be none of ours, and that we can accept none of the responsibility 
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for it Believe me we are deluding ourselves. If the architects are now more nnmerous, 
more united and much more powerful than ever they were before, to what purpose is theii 
unity and power if they cannot persuade those who build badly to build better ? The fault I 
fear is with us. We hear architects of position plume themselves on being ''practical" men. 
we see them indulge in so-called practical discussions, whilst they earnestly deplore the over 
great attention which others would fain see bestowed on what they call merely artistic questioM 
So much is said about practice and practical matters that by degrees they cease to reahze that 
the business they are pursuing ought primarily to be regarded as an art pure and simple; 
and thus, looking first of all at the lower side of their art, they end by ignoring wholly the 
higher side. Do not mistake me. In our art the best artist is the most practical man. There 
is the highest art in the best disposition of a ground plan. There is equal art in the best 
construction applied to a scientifically-devized plan, and in the same way there is the highest 
art in so disposing the plan that the arrangement shall be convenient for the purpose and yet 
admit of well-balanced masses in the elevation, and well-arranged outlines and skylines. Beauty 
of detail is inferior in artistic importance to these qualities, but essential of course to a perfect 
work. I plead that, if we all in due order took this really practical view of the requirements 
of our art, aU our buildings would begin by being well-planned, would next be soundly 
built, with elevations meant to bear inspection wherever seen. There would be no sham fronts, 
no false use of materials, or deceits as to construction ; and if our nine hundred architect- 
members were all building in this way, depend upon it the day wotQd not be far distant 
when good building wotQd be so much the fashion, that the builder, imassisted by an architect^ 
would not care to do such vile work as now he almost always aims at, and succeeds, ia doing. 
The conclusion to which I have come, after many years' experience, is that the honest, 
well-constructed building never excites contempt. We may r^et that it has no style, but 
if it have the qualities just named it may be said to have the first elements of style in itself, 
and can dispense with anything adventitious. That fashions in ait come and go, most of us 
have already seen evidences ; but really good work is never out of fashion, whatever its style. 
One revolution we have seen accomplished under our very eyes. We have lived in the days 
of compo, we are now living in an age of brick. We have seen the world outside us 
converted from the use of a bad and mean material to that of a good and honest one ; and 1 
am sanguine enough to believe in the possibility of such a change, in other respects, as may 
make all building throughout England more tolerable, because more honest and less vulgar, than 
it now is. If I did not think this a matter which ought to be taken to heart by every one of 
us, I should not venture so frankly to state my strong opinions. I hope that I shall not find 
myself without very general support, and that in due time our own consistent determination 
never to build anything which is not solidly and well-constructed, with the best art we can 
bestow, will not only make men honour us for our work but anxious above all things, consciously 
or unconsciously, to build and work in the same way. Certain it is that, when we have 
accomplished this, we shall have just reached the point which throughout the world every good 
school of architecture seems to have reached long before its best period. 

SIE FEEDEEICK LEIGHTON, P.RA., Hon. Associate.— Genilemen, in obedience to 
the commands of the Council of this Institution, I rise to ask you to express, in a vote of 
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thanks, your appreciation of the very remarkable Address to which you have just listened. 
The duty thus placed in my hands is doubly grateful to me. As an Honorary Associate of this 
Institution I hold it a great privilege to be permitted on such an occasion to ask for this vote, 
but as a member of the Eoyal Academy I rejoice at the opportunity given to me of doing 
homage, on his own throne, to that efficient and devoted officer who sits on the right of the 
President at the Councils of the Eoyal Academy. Grentlemen, I need hardly say that I do 
not propose to follow minutely the vigorous and lucid speech to which you have just listened ; 
but if I have your permission I would ask leave to make to you one or two observations 
that suggested themselves to me on a perusal of that Address, which I owe to the kindness 
and courtesy of your Secretary. Now, in the very fore- front of his remarks, Mr. Street has 
touched a chord to which every lover of the building art must, I think, warmly respond. He 
has lamented, as well he may, the vast amount of building work, if it may so be called, which 
rises to the right and left of us in weary acres, in all directions, wherein the architect indeed 
has neither hand nor part, but in which a reckless — I had almost said a criminal — structural 
flimsiness vies with a depraved vulgarity of taste. Now, under the first of these vices, no 
doubt the chief sufferer is the occupant, but the effect of the other is far more reaching, and it 
is wider, for to the great masses of men the sum of their perception in matters of taste is, 
naturally, but the result of those fugitive impressions which follow one another, hardly 
observed, hardly noticed at the time, in the daily routine of their lives. I know nothing 
more certain to numb and deaden, in these masses, whatever latent spark there may be of 
perception of beauty, than this constant inhaling of what I may call the miasma of ugliness. 
I hope that Mr. Street's frequent allusion to the example of solid, tasteful and simple work 
may exercise a counteracting influence, and I may add what he surely thinks, though he 
did not say so, that in no way can you more certainly contribute indirectly to the chastening 
of taste, than by promoting the love for solid, simple and honest workmanship ; and for this 
reason, — that this love for solid and simple, sober and honest workmanship gives a necessity 
of dignity and sober tone of mind, to which meretricious tawdryness is wholly foreign, and 
indeed absolutely repugnant The triumph of the production of ugliness in this country has 
inspired Mr. Street with the desire to see the establishment of a minister affected exclusively 
to the interests of art. There can be no doubt, in the abstract, that a great deal could be said in 
favour of such a scheme. There is no doubt that a constant and vigilant influence, checking 
with authority all that is bad in art and fostering with favour all that is good, would have a 
most beneficent effect ; but I cannot help feeling, and I think you will feel with me, that 
very much is to be said on the other side, and that many and grave difficulties would beset any 
such scheme. In the meantime there is one controlling influence which is more potent 
than all, and which I think all of us should make it their best endeavour to educate, 
according to their strength and means — I mean the public taste. That alone is potent in the 
long run for what is good and for what is not good ; and believe me, gentlemen, as long as 
the grotesque indifference to beauty, and the callous indifference to ugliness and the hideous, 
which amuse while they also humiliate us, in the people at large of this country, are 
what they are, and until they yield to more refined perceptions, the career of any true 
architect will, I fear, be always a lifelong struggle against the serried and stolid ranks of 
the Philistines. But amongst those schemes for which the aid, if not the initiative, of the 

L 
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Gk)vemmeiit is indispensable, I rejoice very much to see that our President gives prominence 
to one in which I have taken a great interest for some time, and taken it, I regret to say, in 
vain. I mean the creation of a scientifically comprehensive museum of casts, such as we 
already see in Berlin, as your President has told you ; and not only there, but, either in 
conception or in process of creation, in other 'Continental cities — Paris, Munich, and even in 
little Switzerland, Berne or Zurich, I forget which. Gentlemen, when we consider that, in all 
contemporary scientific research, or in nearly all, the key-note is evolution, and when we 
further consider how faithfully the tone and temper of nations, and the growth and evolution 
of that tone and temper are mirrored in the art of those nations, how much we leam of them 
through the arts which can be learned by no other means, it does strike me as very extraordinary 
that in this country, which is the stronghold of the doctrine of evolution — nay its very cradle 
— ^so little should have been done to facilitate in this field the study of that great principle; 
and that, whilst biology and sociology, anthropology and philology, engross our strongest 
interests, archaeology should have a place so little adequate to its merits as a key to the 
study of mankind, quite irrespective of its intensely fascinating influence viewed on merely 
artistic grounds. That a perception of this want and this shortcoming is ripening in minds 
in which it may eventually lead to practical and social action, I venture to say I have some 
reason to hope, and I do not doubt that, at a day possibly not very remote, a young English 
archseologian may study at least the rudiments of his science without the necessity, as hitherto, 
to go to a foreign country for that purpose. But I fear, gentlemen, that I am presuming 
on your patience — I will only refer to one more point. So loyal an academician as 
Mr. Street could not fail to have alluded to the development which the study of your great 
art has taken of late in the schools of the Eoyal Academy, but there is one matter whici 
I know has at least as much weight with him as it has with me, but which has not found 
a place in his remarks. I allude to those provisions by which the Boyal Academy 
has sought to knit more closely the three arts which are its care, and to eliminate and 
set aside any barriers that may have hitherto existed between class and class, and that 
may have prevented the interchangeable study of those arts by all students alike. These 
provisions are meant as inducements as well as privileges. We hope that they will be freely 
used and that they will conduce to the consolidation and mutual strengthening of three noble 
arts which are one kin. And now I bring to a close this too long preamble, and move a vote 
of thanks to your President for the very excellent Address which he has just delivered. 

Eight Hon. A. J. B. BEEESFOED-HOPE, M.P., Past President— Ut. President and 
Grentlemen, I feel it a great privilege to be able to rise in this room to second the vote of 
thanks which my friend, and all our friends, Sir Frederick Leighton, has proposed with so 
much eloquence — thanking you for that extremely masculine, able, sensible, well-spoken, and 
admirably composed Address. I am using all those adjectives not as a piUng up of a fluffyi 
flimsy compliment, but as strictly critical definitions, as accurate as, on the* spur of the moment, 
I can find to define that composition. Having known, myself, the heart-searchings, the 
trouble, the nervousness, of preparing such an Address and delivering it from that chair, I can 
feel how great must be your triumph, Sir, at having so admirably fulfilled the duty that we 
annually impose upon our President — ^the tax we levy on him for the honour of sitting on that 
throne. We look on it as instruction for ourselves and instruction for the world, urbi et 
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orhi — urbs being this room, and orbi$ the morning papers of to-morrow. I listened with very 

.great interest to that portion of your Address, Sir, in which you dealt with a suggested Ministry 

of Fine Arts ; I listened with equal attention to the passing reference to it by the President 

of the Eoyal Academy. That is a point on which it is time for plain speaking. That idea 

of a Minister of Public Arts has been, as I believe, Sir, you know, a matter on which I have 

thought myself, on which I have spoken out myself, and which, if I do not forget, was referred 

to in one of those very inferior productions of a similar nature which I had the honour of 

delivering here. Of course, as you said, we are none of us young men any more. I hope you 

do not mean by that to infer that we are very old men either ; but we are in that staid, middle 

age which lifts us above the heads of our youthful contemporaries, and allows us to look at a 

wide landscape, and, looking at that, I couple what you say with Sir Frederick Leighton's very 

wise caution, and I say that a Ministry of Public Arts, if it will do enough and not too much, 

will be an admirable addition. I define it this way. I remember ten* or fifteen years ago 

there was a fashion — there were one or two artistic journals and a few gentlemen who ably 

defended what they called the idea of regularity in public buildings by a permanent official. 

Now, against that I protested, and I do protest. A permanent official would be a stereotyping 

of an official taste or non-taste. He would be the suburban builder in Exulsis, A permanent 

Director of Arts is a thing to be utterly and absolutely scouted ; and then, who is to be your 

Minister of Arts ? The more all of us see the working of a public office, the more we see that 

the gentleman who sits on the front bench of the House of Commons or the House of Lords 

has his own mysterious minister behind him, has that awful potentate, shrouded in eternal 

shadow, the permanent under-secretary. Now, of course, if we have Ministers of Arts, we 

must have the permanent under-secretaries. I say let us have the Minister of Arts, but let us 

see that the permanent under-secretary is not the permanent overseer. And, again, the 

Minister of Arts must follow, of course, the mutations of the party of the day. There is a 

Government in, say, with an enlightened man at the head, loving art, seeing that in the 

monuments of a nation much of its greatness rests. Then there comes a series of bad harvests, 

there is a war with the Cannibal Islands, or something or other which makes a run on the 

taxes of the country. The next Government comes in, and a Minister of Arts is put in as a 

man who shall cut the arts of the country down to the quick. There is that risk. It is made, 

as Sir Frederick Leighton says, by public opinion, but in what we do, in making that half 

Minister, the First Commissioner of Works, a whole Minister, which, in fact, is what it drives 

at, and which I have always advocated, we have to see these difficulties on the right hand and 

on the left. And our Minister of Arts must not be so powerful as to override those great 

independent organizations which do so much, so cheaply, with such earnest self-sacrificing 

devotion on the part of their members — our own Institute, the Eoyal Academy, the British 

Museum, and other bodies, who might be ground down and made mere departmental bureaux 

under an officious and too official public superintendence. I trust the President will not think 

I am throwing cold water on his suggestion, which is so valuable, but merely giving hints how 

best and most wisely to carry it out. Of all safeguards, to the peril of the peripatetic builder 

and for the development of taste, I look on this crowded room, I look on that awful array — 

like the children of Israel crossing the Red Sea — of ballot-boxes this evening, which show 

how the Institute is growing in the public estimation of architects ; and if it does grow, and if 
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it does really display itself, not as a struggling competitor, but as the recognized voice, the 
mouthpiece, the controlling authority of your great profession, it can never be sneered at, as 
it has been sneered at, from official benches, as a mere professional trade-union. Let us go 
on upon the good lines traced by the President, and let us take to heart that most admirable 
document, admirable in its business tone, admirable in its literary merits, with which he has 
cheered, instructed and delighted us. I beg leave to second the motion. 

The motion, having been put to the Meeting by Sir Frederick Leighton, the vote of thanks 
was carried by acclamation. 

The PEESIDENT. — I .thank you sincerely for your vote of thanks ; and I thank Sir 
Frederick Leighton and Mr. Beresford-Hope for the kind terms in which they submitted it. 
My suggestion of a Minister of Fine Arts is one which I am perfectly aware requires guarding 
in the most careful way, in order to make it practicable; but at this hour of the evening I shall 
not do more than thank you very sincerely for the kind way in which you have listened to 
me, and for the still kinder way in which you have received my efforts.

At the Second Ordinary Meeting of tte Session, held on Monday Evening, 
21 st November, Professor Lewis, F.S.A., Vice-President, in the Chair, the Minutes 
of the Ordinary Meeting, held 7th November, were read and signed as correct. 

The Chairman announced that by a Resolution of the Council, pursuant to 
By-law XLIV., EDWARD H. HORNE, Associate, of 39, Route de Calais, 
Boulogne-Bur-Mer, had ceased to be a Member of the Institute.

Mr. Frederick Willis Fareer, Hon. Solicitor ^ who was present for the first 
time since his acceptance of the office rendered vacant by the lamented decease 
of Frederic Ouvry, Hon. Fellowy was introduced to the Meeting. 

A Paper, by Gordon M. Hills* Associate ^ on ** Earthenware Pots (built into 
Churches), which hare been called Acoustic Vases,*' was read. The following is 
an abstract of it and of the discussion ivhich ensued thereon : — 

The Paper, Mr. Gordon Hills explained, was occasioned by the discovery, in August, 1878, of 
about 50 earthenware pots built into the walls of the nave of Leeds Church, near Maidstone, Kent, 
which suggested to hun the collection for the first time, from English and foreign sources, of 
notices of previous discoveries of the kind. The name given to such pots built into church walls, 
with their openings towards the interior of the church, was " acoustic vases." It was given to 
them on the strength of a passage in Vitruvius (V. 5), which the author quoted at length. In it 
this Roman architect of the Augustan age (who, however, owns his obligations to the Greek 
writer Aristoxenus) gives technical instructions for making and placing, expressly for acoustic 
purposes, brazen vessels in theatres. In the theatres at Rome there was no such arrangement, 
which Yitruvius explained from t^eir being built of wood — a naturally resonant material. In 
some provincial theatres in Italy such vases were used, and they were common in Greece. 
Vitruvius added that " L. Mummius on the destruction of the theatre at Corinth brought to 
Rome some of its brazen vessels, and dedicated them as spoils at the temple of Luna ;" and in 
the concluding sentence of the extract he explains the transition from brazen to earthenware 
vases. " Many clever architects," he wrote, " who have built theatres in small cities, have, for 
want of others, made use of earthen vessels yielding the proper tones." After a lapse of many 
centuries, the chronicler of the Monastery of the Celestins of Seans at Metz was the next witness 
cited, in a passage under 1432 (p. 133 of the MS. Chronicle), which was also given in extenso. 
It recorded that, in the year named, Ode-le-Roy, Prior of the Monastery, caused to be introduced 
into its church an arrangement of acoustic vases, having been struck with the good effect of 
such a device in another church. A marginal note to the account, " Ecce risu digna," was 
attributed to the chronicler himself. In a work of the year 1665, written by the Abb^ St. Leger, 
and entitled '* L'Apocalypse de Meliton/' the author gave this instance, amongst others, of the 
n^lect of their duties evinced by the religious orders — ^"Of 50 singing men that the public 
maintain in such and such a house there are sometimes not more than 6 present at the service : 
the dioirs are so fitted with jars in the vaults and in the walls that 6 voices there make as much 
noise as 40 elsewhere." An attempt made by a correspondent of Hie Builder to connect with 
acoustic pottery certain terra cotta cones discovered by Mr. Loftus in ancient Chaldean walls at 
Warka had utterly miscarried. Examples of acoustic vases belonging to classic times had been 
collected by Mr. R. R Brash. The greater theatre at Hierapytna in Crete had recesses for at least 
one row of echeia or jars. At Lyttus there were three rows. like provision seemed to have 
been made at Sagontiun. The ancient theatre at Scythopolis in Syria had seven recesses for 
tdtM in the position indicated by Vitruvius^ and Uke arrangements had been found in a 
theatre at Ari^uii in Asia Minor. Coming to mediaeval examples of so-called acoustic vases, 
Mr. Hills remarked that they had all been found solidly built into walls — a departure from the 
Vitruvian doctrine suggesting a different purpose. Beginning with continental instances, 
Mens. Stassoff, editor of the official Archseological Journal of St. Petersburg, was cited to prove 
that acoustic pottery had been found in a great many ancient Byzantine or Grseco-Russian 
churches in his country. For Sweden and Norway Mons. N. M. Mandelgren, a Swedish 
architect, claimed a pretty considerable number of churches furnished with earthenware pots 
built into the walls and vaults, with their orifices turned towards the interior of the building. 
This testimony of the Scandinavian antiquary to Mons. Didron, in 1861, was supported by one 
instance which Mr. Hills quoted firom his published worka Passing on to France, where the 
evidence seemed wholly negative as to the survival of any fragment or trace of the p|Ots put up 
by Ode-le-Roy in the chiu*di of the Celestins at Metz, Mr. Hills said it was in April, 1842, at 
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the church of St. Blaize, at Aries, that the first modem French discovery of earthenware pots 
built into the walls was found. Of this a detailed description was given, after Mons. Didion, 
who called the pots found "comets" of baked earth, and "pots acoustiques." They were 
shaped quite like the homs sounded by French herdsmen. The Abb^ Cochet's experiences of 
acoustic vases in the churches of Alvimare, Mont aux Malades, Peruel and Contremoulins, were 
next spoken of, reference being made t© his work, "Les figlises de TArrondissement de Yvetot," 
first published in 1852. The same author afterwaids described like discoveries in the old 
church of St. Laurent en Caux, Canton de DondeviUe, and two other churches. Besides these 
the so-called acoustic pottery had been reported at Aberbrach in Brittany, St Martin Angers 
and Clisson. In Switzerland it was conmionly said that numerous examples of acoustic pottery 
in walls were known. A few particulars were cited from Mr. Albert Way, F.S. A., and Dr. Keller, 
President of the Society of Antiquaries at Geneva. Crossing over from the Continent, Mr. 
Hills found one Irish and a few English instances, on all of which he dwelt more or less. The 
Irish discovery was at the fine old Collegiate Church of St Mary's, YoughjJ. The English 
finds of pottery built into church walls were next spoken of in order, from the earliest at 
Fairwell in Staffordshire, in 1771, to the latest in 1878 at Leeds Church near Maidstone. This 
last Mr. Hills elaborately described from personal examination of the site and aU the 
architectural features and facts. Intermediate examples were the churches of St. Nicholas, 
Ipswich, where the discovery was made in the course of repairs going on about 1848-9 ; St Peter, 
Mancroft, Norwich, in 1862; Fountains Abbey, Yorkshire, in 1854; St. Peter, Mounteigate, 
All Saints Church and St. John de Sepulchre, Norwich;, St. Olave, Chichester, in 1851; 
Upton, near Southwell, Notts., in 1863; Denford, Northamptonshire, in 1864; St. Clement, 
Sandwich, Kent, in 1869 ; East Harling, Norfolk, in 1872. In conclusion, Mr. Hills spoke to 
the question of the intention of the embedded jars. Vitruvius, Ode-le-Roy, and the Abb^ 
St. Leger declared the purpose to be acoustic. Mandelgren expressed no opinion as to the single 
Swedish example he had discussed in print, yet it was conceivable that the five rows of jars in 
the vault of that little choir might have been placed there to check the echo of the chanting. 
Mons. Didron was sceptical as to the acoustic purpose until he became aware of the avowed 
design of Ode-le-Eoy. The Abb^ Cochet fully believed the object of his examples to be acoustic, 
perhaps rather from the resemblance of his jars to the French rustic homs of our days, than from 
their disposition in the buildings ; for in no case did his observations point to acoustic arrangement. 
The Irish example gave arrangement in the spacing of the jars and want of arrangement in their 
form, unless, as Vitruvius would have had it, the variety in form was meant to produce a distinctive 
note from each. Mr. Brash, who reports this instance, firmly believed in the acoustic effects, and 
said that since the restoration of the chancel he had repeatedly experienced them, and found they 
made sounds originating in the chancel audible, to an unusual degree, in other parts of the 
church. Nevertheless, Mr. Hills inclined to say with Mons. Didron, " Ce moyen d'acoustique 
me parait assez pueril," or with the Metz chronicler, "Ecce risu digna." The five similar instances 
in England (one at Ipswich, three at Norwich, one at Fountains Abbey) had all been variously set 
down as "acoustic" and " doubtful " and " for warming." They undoubtedly formed a class by 
themselves. . Mr. Hills thought the position of the jars beneath the floor decidedly militated 
against the acoustic theory. In the examples at St. Olave's, Chichester, Upton and Denford 
we returned from jars sunk beneath the floor to those having an elevated position. In these 
instances, if acoustics had been in view, the means adopted seemed quite insignificant, wliilst 
St Olave's was so tiny a structure that we could hanily conceive the need for any aid to 
sound. It had been suggested that in this instance the earthenware jars might have been 
connected with the keeping of relics. Some of these and previous instances had suggested to 
Mr. Hills means for the suspension of hangings. 

The CHAIEMAN thought that the Paper, of which necessarily but a portion had been 
read by Mr. HiUs, was the only complete one written upon a subject not very much studied. 

H. H. BURNELL, F.S.A., AssodcUe, made some remarks. 

Mr E, P. LOFTUS BEOCK, F.S.A., thought it might certainly be assumed that those 
articles of pottery were intended for some acoustic purpose. The pots themselves were of a 
familiar type to archaeologists : the ordinary culinary vessels of the time. The fact that a 
great number had been found in Norfolk and Suffolk was curious. It would seem as if some 
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one had started a theory in those parts that the pots were good for sound, but with respect to 
their introduction into the choir of a church, he thought it the worst possible position in which 
they could be placed If it were wanted to produce a long drawn-out sound — like that of an 
.£olian harp for instance — the use of those pots in such a position as the nave of a church might 
perhaps be advantageous. He had read how an echo had been cured in a church by placing 
against the end wall of the building, at a few inches from the wall, a series of boardings, and 
it might be worth while to ascertain whetfcer the introduction of such vases into the west wall 
of a church would do any real good. 

JOSEPH CLARKE, F.S.A., Member of Cawncil, followed with a few remarks. 

THOMAS BLASHILL, Fellow, had seen pots of the kind in the wall of Denford Church, 
Northamptonshire, placed about nine feet above the floor, and the bottom of the pots was towards 
the face of the wall. Some raggedness about the edges showed that the end had been broken 
out, and, after putting his hand through one, he fancied he felt the wall on the other side. The. 
idea that a hoUow object of a sounding nature might be used in a building for increasing and 
improving sound had been carried out at a much later date than the Lecturer seemed to imply. 
One instance had impressed itself on his (the speaker's) mind, not in respect to pottery, but in 
a case quite analogous. The objects used in that case were horses' skulls, such skulls being 
remarkable, as they well knew, for large cavities. He remembered being present, exactly thirty 
years ago, at a gathering in a large room of an old inn about eight miles from Hereford, and 
the floor of that room, the landlord told him, was laid over a quantity of horses' skulls which 
had been put there " to improve the sound of the fiddle." Now two or three years ago, he (the 
speaker) passed that same inn, which was then surrounded with scaffolding, and on the top of 
each scieiffold-pole was placed a horse's skull. It appeared that, in the course of the alterations, 
the workmen had come upon those skulls, 24 in all, laid in three rows, and screwed through the 
eye-holes to the under-side of the floor-boards. Mr. Blashill remembered another case, he 
thought in Lancashire, where on removing a floor the main beam was found laid over horses' skulls. 

ARTHUR GATES, Member of Council, proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Gordon Hills for 
his exceedingly interesting Paper, and he trusted that when the complete Paper was printed in 
the Transactions, the observations of Mr. Conyngham with reference to the openings or recesses 
in the theatre at Saguntum would be appended, for they might serve as a little comment on 
the remark that vases were not found there, though it was hardly likely that any brazen vessels 
would have been left by the spoliators. He (the speaker) thought that Mr. Conyngham went 
into some detail respecting the application of the principle laid down by Vitruvius. There was 
another instance that might serve to throw light upon the Swedish architect's practice of placing 
five rows of vases in a wall. In one of the early editions extant of Terence the speaker had 
met with a sort of introductory essay by a commentator — the name and date of whose existence 
were equally unknown — who mentioned the use of brazen vessels for increasing sound, and who 
said that in certain temples of antiquity, at the springing of the vaults and in the upper parts, 
there were rows of cavities in which brazen vessels were placed with their mouths turned 
outwards. Those vessels served to increase the distinctness and the melody of the singers 
within the temples. Mr. Cates hoped that the passage he had quoted from a commentator of 
Terence would be added to Mr.Hills's Paper, and that the author himself would furnish, between 
the present time and that of the publication of his Paper, additional information. 

CHARLES FOWLER, Fellow, referred to a similar application of pots at the theatre of 
Taormina in Sicily (Tauromenium), for when there, some twenty-five years ago, he had made 
notes and sketches of a number of pots arranged in rows. He remembered maJ^ing his guide 
go on to the stage and speak, for the purpose of judging of the acoustic properties of that theatre ; 
and he heard with extraordinary distinctness all that his guide said, though the latter only 
spoke in a moderate tone of voice. One other point occurred to him: it was that the late 
Professor Cockerell, when engaged in completing St. George's Hall at Liverpool, had intended 
to apply some similar kind of arrangement of vases in the Concert Room. The Professor 
contemplated placing pots or vessels of some sort under the seats, because he believed that 
thereby the acoustic properties of the room would be improved — more particularly for music. 
Mr. Fowler seconded the vote of thanks to Mr. Hills. 

Pkofessor KERR, Fellow, spoke of the music of the ancients as being of a scale 
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difiPerent to that of the modems ; it was like that produced by the black notes of a pianoforte. 
It occuired to him that the bells, described by Vitruvius as having been placed in theatres, were 
introduced for the purpose of increasing resonance, which could be more readily done in that 
peculiar style of music. If so, pottery vases or ordinary domestic utensils, burnt hard, would 
give much the same effect ; and it seemed to the speaker by no means an irrational idea to put 
such articles into churches when intoning was an important part of the service. Though the 
Lecturer had, while reading the Paper, left the matter in some confusion, for he seemed very 
sceptical about the the whole theory, the discussion had put the thing on a different footing. 

JOHN SLATEE, B.A. (Lond), Fellow, was reminded of a description in Victor Place's 
work on explorations at Khorsabad of some vases without bottoms which were found among 
the ruins, and which were used for the purpose of obtaining light through the roof. 

HUGH STANNXJS, Associate, desired to ask Mr. Hills whether he had considered 
ventilation as being the purpose of those pots. Vitruvius referred to brazen vessels, but the 
illustrations before them were of earthenware pots, many of which had neither top nor bottom. 
That from Leeds Church was simply a tube. In the present day, when ventilating bricks were 
easy to obtain, pots would not be used for such a purpose ; but in walls of rubble work it was 
not easy to leave an opening for ventilation. It was a natural thing to use any oidinaiy 
utensil lying about, to knock the bottom of it out, and insert the pot, as a tube, in the wall. 

The CHAISMAN, in putting the vote of thanks, said that the theatre at Taormina, to 
which Mr, Fowler had alluded, was one of the grandest things in the world, and Mr. Fowler's 
experience with respect to that ancient building — entirely Roman work — was favourable as r^aids 
the manner in which the pots were placed. A short time ago, when he (the Chairman) visit^ the 
theatre at Argos, where there were no traces of pots, he had had an opportunity of trying how 
the voice sounded there. That theatre was very nearly 500 feet in diameter, and the orchestra 
part, in which the chorus used to perform, was 200 feet in diameter. To give an idea of the 
size of the theatre, he would state that the orchestra alone could have held Covent Grarden 
Theatre. He had asked one of his companions, a clergyman, to stand in a position where 
the stage originally was and speak. A wind was blowing right across at the time, and though 
the clergyman spoke in the same tone of voice as in a church, his voice was heard distinctly. 
It was a perfectly successful experiment of open-air speaking. With regard to Fountains 
Abbey, and the vases discovered there, some reports by the late Earl de Grey, printed in 1853 
in the Transactions, afforded a great deal of information on the subject. 

The vote of tlumks having been put to the Meeting, it was carried by acclamation. 

GORDON M. HILLS, Associate, in reply, thought that the Vitruvian arrangement 
must have produced a sounding and resonant effect. The articles used, as Professor £err 
mentioned, were bells, the mouth of the bell being placed downwards, supported in fix)nt by a 
small block or wedge; but it was expressly stated that the effect produced was a sound 
striking against the outside of the vase or bell. He (the lecturer) was far from saying that the 
use of earthenware pots would not have any resonant effect ; he was not willing to say that 
such a complete arrangement as that put up by Ode-le-£oy^ or as that found at Leeds church, 
would not have had some effect. But in the mediaeval cases — except the account given by the 
Abb4 St Leger — ^the application of those pots seemed to have been a failure, and in the Ode- 
le-Roy case, the pots were done-away-with very soon after they were fixed in their places. He 
thought that it might be taken for granted that, in all cases, the mouth of the vase was turned 
outwards. As to the point whether such pots were used as tubes, those at Leeds church had 
perforated bottoms, though they were built solid in the wall, and in every case the mortar had 
to be cleared out of the perforation. The instances related, where open tubes were found in 
roofs, he took to be purely constructive, and he had employed that system of obtaining a 
subdued light in a church he had erected in Malta. But in his Paper he had attempted to 
confine himself mainly to the application of pottery for the purposes of soimd. He thanked 
the Meeting for the favourable reception accorded to his Paper.

With reference to the current reports of the President's state of health, 
the Chairman made a communication, adding that 

Mr. Street had had a severe illness which caused great uneasiness to his friends, but he was 
now better. He (the Chairman) would quote for the information of the Meeting from a 
letter just received. Writing of his father, Mr. Arthur Street said, "I can give you a 
decidedly satisfactory account of his progress, but he has been sickening for this illness for 
so many months that it is only natural that we should look for a rather slow recovery. 
Still perfect rest will, no doubt, restore him to health." The President would, as soon as 
possible, take a quiet trip abroad, and it was hoped that entire abstention from business would 
insure his complete recovery. 

A Communication by Major Bale, Associate^ referring to Native Buildings 
at the Gold Coast, was read. The following is an abstract of it: — 

All native buildings on this coast, and far into the interior, were built of the materials at 
hand. Those at the town adjacent to Cape Coast Castle had flat roofs for catching the rain, no 
good water existing nearer than the Sweet Eiver, six miles off, but at Elmina, two miles across 
the river, the native houses were mostly thatched with palm leaves, or branches, or long grass. 
In "the Bush," or interior, native "crooms," or villages, were generally near a stream, but to 
secure rainwater without resorting to flat roofs, as they prefer thatch, they provided gutters 
round the outside house- walls. These gutters were of fine clay, laid to a sufficient fall, and well 
puddled. It bakes hard in the sun, and whilst drying is made hard and smooth on the surface 
channel by rubbing, till it assumes a glazed appearance. Such a gutter, with an occasional 
rub should repair be needed, will resist the rains of a season. The African, whether on his 
own continent or in the West Indies, it was remarked, is wonderfully imitative, but not 
inventive. In Africa, where he is left to himself, experience teaches him expedients, both as 
regards buildings ashore and the sort of canoe best adapted to the kind of surf along the 
various parts of the coast. The natural clay or mud was mostly used for the walls, with poles 
cut from the forest for floor and ceiling joists, which were laid without any kind of wall-plata 
Over these joists brushwood was laid, which was covered with mud made smooth by rubbing. 
This formed either a floor or a roof ; for the builders, being often unable to complete the house 
to two storeys, put bamboo or other rain-water shoots through the walls, and inhabited the 
lower rooms of the as yet roofless house. A sketch of such an unfinished house was shown. 
The house was built from the soil on the hill-top. At Cape Coast it was a mixture of 
ferruginous clay, fine gravel, granules of quartz, talc fragments and decomposed granite. Some 
of the clay was highly ochreous. For building purposes the soil was dug out, picked free from 
large fragments of stone, &c. by hand, and kneaded with water into a tough puddle caUed 
"swish," which was made up on the ground by female labour into balls of about 14 pounds weight. 
Nearly every labourer carried on her back, in the folds of the single garment worn by the sex, 
the inevitable baby. The builders were men, who received from the women the " swish " balls 
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thrown by hand, which the builders caught and placed "with a jerk" on the wall, approximately 
squaring the mass with their fingers. No scaffolding was needed, only a bamboo ladder. The 
sun soon dried the wall hard, and all cracks were puttied up with " swish." An illustrative 
sketch was exhibited of a house built in the town of Cape Coast of the rudest materials and in the 
most primitive style. The " swish " was vari-coloured, and much of it discoloured with surface 
dirt. The floor joists and some of the roof joists showed through the walls. Boards were 
inserted in the walls over the upper windows, and other boards, simply weighted down, 
protected the parapet from the weather. All partition walls were carried up from ground to 
roof, which they thus divided into sections. These rude huts, however, were often strikingly 
well planned for native customs, and fairly proportioned. In elevation, also, they often had 
a breadth of effect amounting to repose and dignity. Some of the oldest buildings had details, 
such as cornice, door and window jambs, &c., in small slack-burned bricks (size 6 inches by 
3 inches by 2 inches). These were commonly cemented together with " swish," but in the 
better class work, comprizing some of the oldest houses, lime was used, made of burnt shells. 
It set hard, and made durable work in combination with these native bricks, which the author 
said were kiln-burnt, adding a description of the kiln. He deemed it a remarkable coincidence 
that in older examples of these huts, often very far from modem influences, the design, both in 
plan and elevation, was identical with that of the stone buildings of ancient Egypt, although 
the Ashanti examples, sketches of two of which were shown, were built wholly of " swish." 
Another illustrative sketch, that of a native house by the sea, the author thought especially 
suggestive of the ancient Egyptian style. 

A communication by E. PhenA Spiebs, Fellow^ referring to the Works of the 
late Major Mant, R.E., Fellow j was read. The following is an abstract of it : — 

The author unfortunately had not enjoyed the advantage of seeing any of the actual 
buildings with a view to this brief notice, but those present, who had seen them, might 
supplement his remarks. Major Mant's career was then sketched, from his joining the 
army in 1859 and going to India in the same year until his election in May last to 
the Fellowship of the Institute. The first work bearing his name was the High School of 
Surat, an Italian-Gothic building which cost £25,000. This and the Kolapore Town Hall, 
built in 1872, showed his early bent to Gothic work ; but in that same year he must have 
begun to study also the native Indian style, in which within the next two years he erected at 
Bhownugger the Court House and High School, costing £9,000. each ; the High School at 
Kolapore, at a cost of £30,000.; and a monument at Florence to the Kolapore Eajah's 
memory. His knowledge of the Hindoostani and Urdoo dialects enabled him to employ native 
Indian talent, and to train Indian draughtsmen to work out his designs, especially the 
ornamental details. From 1876 until the Major's death, Mr. John Fotheringham, who had 
also deeply studied the native style, was his assistant. The Cooch Behar Palace, designed by 
Major Mant in 1875, was lefb unfinished for lack of labour, owing to the unheal thiness of the 
site. In the same year he designed and carried out a College at Dacca, at a cost of £10,000. 
In 1876 he built a small Church at Balasore and another at Chupra ; at Dacca a Hall and a 
College, the former named after Lord Northbrook and the latter after Lord Mayo ; lastly, the 
Hospital and Library at Baroda, costing £30,000. Amongst his next year's works were the 
Me(fical School at Patna, named after Sir Richard Temple; the Normal Training and Vernacular 
School at Cooch Behar, and the Mitford Hospital. In 1878 he began the Hospital at Kolapore, 
which cost £27,000., and the Joonagarh High School, at an outlay of £15,000. Major Mant's 
three greatest works, however, were the Palaces for the Guicowar of Baroda, for the Rajah of 
Kolapore and for the Maharajah of Durbhunga respectively. The first two, the author said, 
he was able to illustrate more in detail that evening. The design for the last was not finished 
at the time of the Major's death, so that the first sketch only could be produced. Its estimated 
cost was £160,000. The Palace at Baroda, now in course of erection at a computed cost of 
£200,000., was then described according to a plan shown. The main walls were of brick, 
faced with a vitreous sandstone found in the neighbourhood. The strings and cornices were in 
blue and yellow tufa stone, a fine sandstone was being employed for the capitals of columns, 
and it was proposed to use marble for the domes and for the lining of the principal apartments. 
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Owing to the dijB&culties of transport, it had been intended to employ teak- wood for the beams 
and joists, instead of iron, all of which would have had to be sent out from England At the 
time, however, of the architect's death, estimates were being obtained for iron beams and joists 
and for fire-proof floors throughout. Thin slabs of stone and tiles were proposed to be laid on 
the joists, and concrete or earth on these to form a floor, that being the usual method of 
forming floors in India. The earth was well rammed down, and being soft and cool it was 
preferred by the natives. Of course it was carpeted. In the main corridors cement and tiles, 
and in some cases marble, would form the surface. The roofs, save over the durbar haU and 
staircases, were all flat, the cement being covered with asphalte. The Hindoos trusted to the 
concrete alone, making it, however, much thicker than Major Mant proposed. A description 
of the Kolapore Palace, with references to the illustrations, followed. The principal buildings, 
it was remarked, from which Major Mant seemed to have drawn his inspiration were those in 
the Hindoo-Saracenic style round Agra, the Jain temples of Ahmedabad, and the timber 
edifices in the Goojerat domestic style. The Paper then proceeded to vindicate Major Mant's 
memory from the imputation that the temporary insanity under the influence of which he took his 
own life had been brought on by this discovery of his having fallen into architectural blunders 
sure to lead to his professional ruin. This slur effaced, the way was open for estimating, in 
conclusion, with something like fairness, the qualities of Major Mantes intellect and heart. 

Major MORANT, E.E., Hon, Associate, said that, as a brother officer of Major Mant, and 
having been his colleague in India, it was extremely encouraging to receive so generous a 
recognition of any little services rendered as bad been afforded that evening. He was glad to 
notice that Major Mant, who began by introducing Gothic architecture, which, though suited 
to western Europe, was in many ways unsuited to India, had fallen back upon the architecture 
of the country itself. It was well to adopt in that country a style indigenous to it^ and of 
which excellent examples existed there both of Hindoo and Mohfiuounedan origin. The Indian 
styles, as far as he (the speaker) had seen them, were suitable for domestic biuldings, and both 
Major Mant and other architects had so adapted the Indian styles as to make very suitable 
buildings out of them. The Hindoos were lavish in ornamentation, but the European was 
obliged to bow to the economical conditions of the coimtry and of the present time. There 
was a difference also between the mode of executing architectural works in India and in Eiux)pe. 
An architect at home devoted almost all his time to designing his building and drawing die 
necessary details of it, but the execution of it was confided to a contractor, whereas in India 
the architect, or rather the engineer, had the whole of the work upon his hands. He had not 
only to design, to make his working drawings and detail drawings, but he often had to make 
his own bricks, procure his own timber, and act as a contractor acted in England. He (the 
speaker) might say in conclusion that a great opening for architects existed in India, and he 
was sure that architects who went there would receive a treatment as generous as that 
accorded to Major Mant at the hands of Mr. Spiers. 

Sib RICHAED TEMPLE, Bart, K.C.S.I., had pleasure in bearing testimony, not only to 
Major Mant's qualifications as an architect, but also as a man and as a public officer. A more 
talented and conscientious engineer never existed in India; his career formed an episode in 
the history of Indian architecture and engineering. The fact was that we had gone on, for 
nearly a century, building structures in India which, instead of having a civilizing effect upon 
our native subjects, had a barbarizing, demoralizing and debasing influence. One cause of this 
was the fact that the military and civil engineers employed there had never had a proper 
technical education in architecture. He did not wish to disparage the taste or skill of the 
Indian engineers, for, as to their science, few engineers in the world, of any country, had done 
better work than they — ^the Indian public works were among the grandest monuments of 
British rule in the east — ^nevertheless artistic taste had not characterized British buildings in 
India. In respect of taste, beauty and sublimity, so far as they relate to architecture, the 
natives of India surpassed us ; and if architects in England would have their taste refined, 
their imagination stimulated, and their thoughts raised, he would recommend them to visit, an 
easy task now-a-days, Agra, Delhi and Bhurtpora The distinguishing merit of Major Mant 
was that, whereas his architectural < predecessors had transj^lanted, bodily, European styles into 
India, — endeavouring to naturalize the gothic as an unhappy exotic in that eastern soil — ^Major 
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Mant had tried to hit upon some style which should unite the usefulness and solidity of 
European science with the beauty, grandeur and simplicity of native art. A defect, however, 
existed in Major Mant's designs — a want of simplicity, a want of grandeur — when compared 
to native works of earlier times. They were too much overlaid with details and a little deficient 
in grand striking features. He (the speaker) supposed that it was the same in all countries as 
it was in India. If you were to have striking compositions you must have prominent features ; 
if there were to be towers there must be one tower monarch of them all ; and if there were to 
be domes there must be some of middle size and there must be one that would be a landmark 
from afar. He had often discussed these subjects with Major Mant, and pressed such views 
upon him in conversation. With that line of Emperors popularly known as the Great Moguls, 
Indian Mohammedan art had been eliminated, and he (the speaker) regarded the Great Mogul 
as the greatest architectural genius that had ever lived, not excepting, he believed, the ancient 
Greeks. The Mogid buildings were the peerless structures of the world ; and whatever ideas 
gentlemen who had not visited India might have formed about marble structures, — ^from seeing 
Milan Cathedral for instance — ^they would sink into insignificance before such buildings as 
adorn Agra and its neighbourhood. In conclusion, he deemed the influential Meeting then 
gathered at the Institute of British Architects as a very happy circumstance for Indian 
architecture and art. He trusted that the noble work begun by Major Mant would be properly 
carried on, and that the government of India would go to the fountain head and get some of 
the best men from the Institute of Architects to succeed him. He had little more to say, except 
to hope that Sir Andrew Clarke, who had held the high ofi&ce of Minister of Public Works in 
India, and who was present, would speak on these subjects, because he could do so with more 
authority than he (the speaker), who was mainly a political administrator. 

Colonel Sir ANDREW CLARKE, RE., C.B., K.C.M.G., felt that, unprepared aa he was, 
and following so ready a speaker as Sir Richard Temple, he was somewhat at a disadvantage, 
and at the very outset he would say, on behalf of his brother engineers and architects in IncSa, 
that if their genius had been clipped it had often been clipped by the scissors of his hon. friend 
behind him, that was, by the Finance Minister of the day. For instance, there was the college 
at Ajmere. When Major Mant's designs for that building were first brought to him he used 
all the authority he possessed in order that that great and beautiful work might be carried out 
in its entirety. But the everlasting rupee was thrust in his face, and this was cut down and 
tJiat was cut down, and the prominent feature to which Sir Richard alluded — the great tower 
of that very college — ^was ruthlessly struck out by the Finance Minister, though it was not his 
hon. friend On the contrary, he might say, he thought, to a sympathizing audience, that 
architecture in India had received an impetus at the hands of Sir Richard Temple which 
would be lasting, and though no one more than he (the speaker) grieved over and deplored the 
loss of his dear friend Major Mant, yet it was gratifying to know that there were one or two 
men in India worthy to follow him, and he alluded particularly to Major De Fabeck, who had 
produced some beautiful works. Assistance from native architects could not yet be depended on. 
The truth was, at least as far as his investigations went, that the buildings to which Sir Richard 
Temple had so eloquently and forcibly alluded were designed by Europeans. Aroimd Agra could 
still be seen the tombs of several Italians who at that period were employed either in carrying 
out the details of those building, or, as he personally believed, in the conception of the works 
themselves. The native was a conscientious and painstaking labourer, but he required 
direction, and he was more of a copyist than an inventor. He (the speaker) thoroughly 
endorsed what Sir Richard Temple had said as to the meanness of our architecture in India, 
with few exceptions, in the early part of this and the end of the last century. Nothing to his 
mind was so painful as to go into some of the old forts, inclosed by beautiful walls and 
containing beautiful buildings of native cheoracter, and see the modem works which our 
engineers, forced by the civil — not the professional administration — were compelled to erects 
the buildings hideous, ugly and demoralizing, to which his hon. friend had alluded. 

Surgeon-Genebal Sir JOSEPH FAYRER, M.D., KC.S.I., said that he had seen 
the buildings alluded to by Sir Richard Temple and Sir Andrew Clarke, and though he had not 
had the pleasure of personally knovring the late Major Mant, he had heard of his natural genius. 
His death was largdy brought about by consequences of climate and overwork which told so 
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heavUy upon our countrymen in India* He (the speaker) could not oflTer an opinion upon the 
buildings erected by Major Mant, but he. was glad to see that a movement had commenced 
in India respecting new buildings. 

Mr. WILLIAM SMITH, M.Inst.C.E., said that as Sir Richard Temple had mentioned his 
name, he felt it incumbent to say a word in reference to the late Major Mant. He (the speaker) 
was no longer in the service of the Indian government, but he was professionally 
engaged for a time at Cooch Behar, where he had seen a design of Major Mant's carried out ; 
and travel as one might over the greater part of Bengal one would hardly find a handsomer or 
more appropriate building than the Vernacular School there, which was completed at the 
beginning of the year, at a cost of £5000. 

The SECEETARY stated that James Fergusson, F.RS., Past Vice-Presidmt, had written 
expressing regret at his inability to be present at the Meeting, but that Mr. Fergusson had, 
that afternoon, carefully examined the drawings exhibited. 

The chairman moved a vote of thanks to Major Bale and Mr. Spiers for their 
communications, which was carried by acclamation. 



THE ROYAL GRAMMAR SCHOOL AT HIGH WYCOMBK 
The Council have received from J. H. Middleton, M.A., F.S.A., Associate, a report upon 
the High Wycombe Grammar School, which is said to be about to be pulled down, as follows: — 
The place was originally founded as a hospital for lepers ; the date of its foundation is unknown, but it 
was not later than the middle of the twelfth century. It was dedicated to St. John the Baptist, and contained 
both brethren and sisters, presided over by a master, who was probably a leper himself. The oldest part of the 
hospital now remaining is a very fine late Norman hall, date about 1160, arranged with nave and aisles, as was 
nearly always the case with monastic infirmaries. The nave is 62 feet by 16 feet, and the aisles are 8 feet wide. 
The arcade is formed of plain sauare semi-circular arches in five bays. The pillars are alternately round and 
octagonal, 2 feet in diameter ana 8 feet 6 inches high. They have square moulded abaci, and are carved in a 
very spirited manner with foliage and dragons. All this fine stonework is as fresh and sharp as if it were new. 
The axis of this hall nms north and south, the entrance being at the south, towards the street. At the north 
end of the nave there is a curious bread-oven, which appears to be contemporary with the Norman wall it is 
in. The outer walls of the hall have not escaped alteration and rebuilding in the way that the arcade has done. 
This Wycombe Hospital was, of course, suppressed at the dissolution of reBgious houses, and the building, with 
its endowments, was granted by Elizabeth to the corporation to found a grammar schooL To fit it for this 
purpose it has been cut up into many rooms, and the outer walls have been to a great extent rebuilt and altered 
in various ways. An upper floor was put in at the level of the springing of the arches, so that the arches onlv 
appear upstairs, and the lower part is so sub-divided that only one column can be seen at once. This sixteenth 
century work has been renewed and remodelled, so that little of it now remains. The chapel is a rectangular 
building, extending eastwards from the east side of the hall (see plan). The walls may be Norman, but the 
only ola windows Sate from about the year 1360 ; theV are early decorated in style. They are on the north 
side — one is a plain lancet, the other two have two lights and good decorated tracery. The south side of the 
chapel has been rebuilt in the present century. The end of the chapel which joins the hall is closed by a stout 
oak-framedpartition, probably put up when the hospital was turned into a school in th& middle of the sixteenth 
century. Tne usual mediaeval plan was to have the infirmary hall opening straight into the chapel, with no 
division but an open screen. A good example of this arrangement stul exists at St. Mary's Hospital, Chichester, 
and I have no doubt it was so here. The east end of the chapel is formed by a similar oak partition of the same 
date. Before the dissolution the chapel probably extended further eastwards. The roof is a fine open one, of 
oak, but apparently not older than the end partitions. I would wish to remind the Council of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects that hospitals for lepers have in very few instances survived to our times, and 
that this Wycombe example is a very complete and interesting one. The arrangements of these hospitals is a 
subject which modem antiquaries know little about, and therefore the loss of so fine a specimen would be a 
grievous and irreparable misfortune. 

*^^* Students and others, in a position to make careful drawings of what remains of the 
original hospital, are invited to apply to the Secretaries, who will afford information respecting 
the history of the building, and who have at their disposition drawings connected with it. A 
long notice, derived from authentic sources, was published in T?ie High WycoTnbe Free Press 
for 23rd January, 1857, and about the same time a proposal was entertained by the Trustees 
of the School for restoring the original building and making additions to it.

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THE DEATH OF GEORGE EDMUND STREET, R.A., F.S-A., 

President. 

PBOfBSSOR HAYTEB LEWIS, F.S.A., Ft«j-PrMifonf,— Gentlemen, before I allude to the 
sad event which haa just taken place, it is my painful duty also to announce to you the recent 
death erf two of our distinguished Past Vice-Presidenta, Mr. Anthony Salvin and Mr. Decimua 
Burton. Mr. Salvin was well known — ^probably better known to the generation immediately 
before most of us than to the present one — as a very earnest worker in the aaxne cause aa 
Mr. Street Many of the large country seats of the nobility owe their designs to him, and 
vp to the latest period his advice was taken, if I am rightly informed, as to the exteoaive 
restorations connected with the Tower of London. The works of Mr. Decimus Burton are 
perfectly well known to everyone. The two Clubs — the Athenseum and the opposite one, the 
Senior United-— owe their designs to him. You all know his work in the picturesque entrance 
cf Hyde Park and the massive arch opposite. In his time no architect was better known, and I 
learn from those who knew more of him than I did that no one was more respected than 
Decimus Burton* I now allude to what has become the business of the evening. The Council 
could not postpone this Meeting, the sad event having happened at so recent a period. 
It was only about half-past ten last night that Mr. Street died. I told you at the last 
Meeting that I had had an interview with him, and I likewise read a portion of a. kind letter 
from his son, the feeling expressed in it and as entertained by his physicians being decidedly 
hopeful. The favourable signs continued, and on last Friday he was to have left town for 
Egypt, where he hoped to have passed, as I told you at the last Meeting, some short period of 
entire repose. It was a new country to him — one which he greatly desired to visit, and of 
which, had he been permitted to carry out his intention, he would have made most valuable 
use in his future writings. But man proposes and God disposes. On Thursday afternoon, 
while conversing with one of his old friends, a fellow Royal Academician, he was struck down 
heavily by a severe stroke of paralysis. The whole of his left side was paralysed, though for 
some little time he was conscious. Consciousness, however, soon left him though I am told he 
suffered no pain. He had, I need scarcely say, every possible care and attention which the 
skill and science of his physicians and the devoted love of his family and friends could device 
or bestow upon him, and he had, moreover (I am sure that you will not think that I am wrong 
in saying so) the most affectionate care of aU his servants. He has been too much before the 
world — ^the artistic world — ^to require me to give you much of his history, and you all knew him 
too well and respected him too much for me to eulogize him. To many of us he was known as a 
friend, hearty and cheery, of ready wit, making and taking lively sallies and most playful 
home-thrusts in the heartiest and the most playful way. Above all, he was sincere ! Fearless 
in asserting his own views, no doubt he sometimes came into collision with others and may 
have appeared at times to bear somewhat too harshly on them, but who is there here, or who 
is there in the world who, feeling strongly, does not strongly act and write? Much is to be 
forgiven in a man who fearlessly .proclaims his sincere convictions. From my personal 
knowledge of Mr. Street for years, there is no one to whom I can better apply the words of 
Polonius to Laertes : ** The friends thou hast, and their adoption tried. Grapple them to thy 
soul with hooks of steeL'' To all of us he was known as a sldlfiil artist, aa a powerful writer. 
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He was a fearless champion of tJie views which he coxisidered right, fearless of what others 
thought, fearless of what the results to him might be. He had the courage of his opinions 
and he adhered to them at all times and in all places, no matter what the loss of profit or of 
place might be to him. To those who have known him mainly by his works and in his works 
he was the high-minded gentleman — a friend to all that was noble anH true in art, ever ready 
to aid progress in those about him, to aid the progress of art in every shape — sparing no 
exertion when he thought that exertion would be needful, attending to his work in the most 
minute details, which he looked upon as of extreme importance to the carrying out the design. 
He was absolute master of every detail, and to all those who knew him well, and could see 
his working, that working was a proof of most marvellous power and action. I may mention 
what most of you know, that in that great work of his — the Law Courts — ^there was not a 
single door or window from the top to the bottom, the details of which, and even of the 
woodwork, were not drawn out full size by himself with his own hand. Others will speak more 
worthily than I, and, I dare say, at greater length, but few can be more sensible than I am 
of the loss of a dear friend, and no one can feel more keenly than I do that a great power in 
Art was lost and passed away when George Edmund Street died. Gentlemen, the Cioundl 
have passed a resolution of condolence with the members of Mr. Street's family — ^his son, 
his brother, and his sister — which I will read to you. It is scarcely necessary to ask that, 
and I do it as a mere matter of form, feeling sure you would like to have the privilege of 
acquiescing therein, you will heartily and thoroughly endorse it. The words are these : — 

Besolved — That the Secretaries be instructed forthwith to draw up and transmit to Mr. Arthur Edmund 
Street a letter in the name of the Council, expressive of their sorrow corporately and individually 
at the unexpected loss of the distinguished President of the Institute, and of condolence with the 
family in their sudden bereavement. 

Bt. Hon. A. J. B. BERESFORD HOPE, M.P., Past Prmefen^.— Professor Lewis and 

(Gentlemen, I should have shrunk from taking on myself this painful duty but for the fact that 

in looking around the room I find that I enjoy the melancholy pre-eminence of being the senior 

Past President here. In that character, then, .1 venture now to come forward. I venture to 

come forward in this moment of stunning grief to make myself the mouthpiece of the Institute, 

as the Institute, and not only of its governing body, both to itself and to the world. Really — ^if I 

speak with strong feelings forgive me — ^in this dreadful year of 1881 we have been walking 

in tenebris et umbra mortis. I thank God there are only twelve more days in this most terrible 

year, and I pray God that those twelve days may not be days of catastrophe. I cannot help 

reflecting that it was just six weeks ago that I was standing where I now stand, and I was 

addressing him who then occupied the seat in which you are now presiding — ^healthy, vigorous, 

earnest, delivering that grand massive address, logical in argument, elevated in tone, and 

admirable in composition. We all were proud of him, and could any of us have thought 

that in only six weeks we should meet as we are meeting to-night? But I feel that "We 

have come to bury Caesar, not to praise him," and yet we must say something; but you, 

sir, have embodied so well, so clearly, and so fully the great and good points of our 

President's grand character that I feel there is very little for me to say. His honesty, 

his boldness, the way he conquered people by the conviction that about him there was 

no trickery, no diplomacy in its bad sense, was not less remarkable than his fearless, 

earnest advocacy of what was right and true and beautiful — ^beautiful in the moral and in 



the material world. He has passed away young, but he has passed away in many respects 
full of honours — ^passed away our President, passed away ten years a Eoyal Academician, passed 
away just completing the monumental building of our own later generation — that building 
which will, we hope, for generation after generation, exist in dignity, for it is our anticipation 
that the British Empire, and the Monarchy which is its crown, will go down from age to 
age ; and if it does so go down, except there be some unexpected catastrophe^ Street's Courts 
will be the palace, the throne of the august administration of justice of this most august, and 
famous, and beneficent Empira But still the human void is great. He has gone, following 
only by a few months his noble-hearted rival Burges, both of them Death's trophies of this 
year 1881. I could go on a long time, but I shall best meet your sorrow by not saying any 
mora I could only by piling words weaken the feeling that wells up in all our hearts. I 
move that that resolution of the Council be made the resolution of the Institute, and after that, 
that we dismiss all other business, and go away in sorrow to meditate on whom we have lost, 
and make him our personal and our artistic example to guide our own exertions. 

CHARLES BARRY, F.S.A., Past President.— I rise to second Mr. Beresford Hope's 
resolution. It must be the anxious wish in the heart of everyone here to express the feelings 
which we have individually had towai'ds our late President. Those feelings have been well 
expressed by you, sir, and they have been further well-expressed by Mr. Beresford Hope, but I 
cannot forget and I shall feel privileged always in remembering that, during the time I had the 
honour to occupy that chair, Mr. Street was my loyal coadjutator as Vice-President — a man 
much superior to myself in mental vigour and in artistic power, but at the same time he did 
not feel it inconsistent with the powers he knew himself to possess to loyally support me when 
I occupied that chair, all through those three eventful years. They were eventful in the histoiy 
of the Institute, and during that time we worked loyally and thoroughly together. It is 
known of course to the Institute that on some points, since, we have felt it our duty to take 
somewhat different views, but I bear witness to the absolute sincerity and honesty of Mr. Street's 
character, inasmuch as, though we were in that position of somewhat seeming difference, we both 
of us felt as regards each other (I am sure I felt for him and I am equally sure he felt for 
me), that the only object we both had was the benefit of the profession to which we belonged, 
and the stability and permanence of this Institute, with which we were both so greatly 
identified. Outside these walls, and beyond that ofl&cial difference of opinion, was the 
friendship which had been the result of many years' esteem, and which was cemented by the 
result of our working together here, and that friendship never faltered for a momeiit : cordial, 
kind, genial and sympathetic, Mr. Street invariably was. Those who had the privilege as I 
had, to know him well, will understand me when I say that I hardly know, sir, how to express, 
in adequate * terms, the feelings which I experience now at the most sudden and terrible 
stroke which has deprived us of the advice, the power and the talent, and the energy, and the 
persistency, and the consistency, and the sincerity of our late distinguished President. I shall 
not add any further words, but I could not be here, and I do not think it would have been at 
all consistent and proper on my part to be here, without bearing my humble testimony to our 
great sense of the loss, the exceeding loss, which this Institute, and still more the profession of 
architects, have so suddenly and unexpectedly sustained. I beg leave to second the resolution 
that has been moved by Mr. Beresford Hope. 

The motion having been put by the Chairman was carried unanimously and suh sileniio, 

HORACE JONES, Vice-President,— Will you permit me, after the eloquent and excellent 
speeches we have heard, which have been especially devoted to our late leader and companion, 
to say that, in my opinion, the fittest tribute we could pay this evening to his memory would 
be to cease our labours for the night. Therefore, with your permission, sir, and gentlemen, 
instead of pursuing the business of the meeting, I will move that, in consequence of our present 
grief and the cause of that grief, we do now adjourn. 

EWAN CHRISTIAN, Vice-President.— I am sure we must all feel that a great light has 
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been q^uenehod^ that« ftrinfie aad a laader bae faUeou and therefore the fewei wo^ Bpokan oa tius 
QCcasiQii the better. I venture to second Mr. Horace Jones's motion that we do now adjourn. 
The motion, having been put in a few words from the Chairman, was carried unanimously 
satA 9ub silenHo. The proceedmgs then terminated. 

The letter ordered to be transmitted to Mr. Aethub Stbeet is thus worded: — 

Dear Mr. Street, — We are instructed by the Council of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects to inform you that they received, to-day, with feelings erf poignant sorrow and 
profound regret^ the intimation of the sudden and deplorable death of Geoige Edmund Street, 
the President of the Institute; and though they shrink from intruding on the sacred privacy 
of family grief, they feel that an assurance of the high esteem, and of the affectionate regard, in 
which your lamented father was held by his colleagues, may, even at such a moment as this, 
bring to you, and the other members of his family, some sense of relief and gratification, sad 
though it be. In this hope we are further instructed to send you a copy of the roaolution 
unanimously passed to-day, in a full meeting of the Council — a resolution which was afterwards, 
on the motion of the Eight Hon. A J. Beresford Hope, Past President, seconded by Charles 
Barry, Past President, adopted with unanimity by the Oixiinary Meeting of the Institute held 
this ec^ening. That meetiDg, convened for a different purpose, would have been postponed had 
ttoEie permitted. It was however early adjourned, as a tribute of respect to the memory of 
Mr. Street. The few remarks then made expressed the feeling that the loss sustained by the 
Profession of Architects, the Institute and the Public, in the death of your fatibcar, while in all 
Kspects to be deeply deplored, is in many ways irreparable. The resolution, to wbic^ we have 
above alluded, is as follows : — 

"That the Secretaries be instructed to draw up forthwith, and transmit to Arthur 

Edmund Street, Associate, a letter in the name of the Council, and of the Members 

of the iioyal Institute of British Architects assembled at the Ordinary Meeting of 

the Institute, held on Monday evening, the 19th December, 1881, expressive of the 

sorrow felt by them, corporately and individually, at the unexpected loss of the 

distinguished President of the Institute, GEORGE EDMUND STfiEET, and of 

condolence with his family in their sudden bereavement." 

We have only now to assure you of our own sympathy in this untimely tergoaination of a 

great career — a sympathy all the more sincere from the remembrance of our too^short 

official intercourse with the accomplished chief and generous friend, whose death we personally 

deplore.

Su^estion 
of the Path : Emphasize the articulation ; analogous processes of production, e. g, plaster work in Moorish and 
terrarcotta in Lombard styles ; Indian surface work ; iron style must, however, be logicidly deduced though 
eclectic; exemplum treatment of stanchions, brackets and ties.

REPORT OF THE LiaHTNING ROD CONFERENCE. 

The CHAIRMAN". — I have to bring to your notice the Report of the Lightning Eod 
Conference. The subject of injury to persons and property by lightning has forced itself upon 
the attention of scientific men for some time, more especially in France. It was forced upon 
Frenchmen by the extraordinary number of accidents. The returns, there, have been taken for 
nineteen years, and more accurately than we do, because they take the accidents which are not 
fatal, as well as those that are. and in these nineteen years no fewer than 6714 persons were 
struck by lightning, and 2238 were killed. We cannot wonder then that the subject has 
attracted great attention. The subject was taken up here by the Meteorological Society two 
years back, and they sent out invitations to different societies, and amongst others, to our own, 
asking that delegates should be sent to a Conference to be held, which was to go thoroughly 
into the matter. Six societies responded and sent delegates. The Meteorological Society, 
sent Mr. Brooke, who unfortunately died very soon after he was nominated. He was 
elected Chairman but occupied that position only a short time. Mr. Dymond, as a Vice- 
President of the Meteorological Society, attended nearly every meeting, and Mr. Symons, who 
was its President. The Society of Telegraph Engineers sent Mr. Latimer Clark and Mr. Preece, 
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the Electrician to the Post Office, both gentlemen having likewise been its Presidents ; the 
Physical Society sent Professor Adams, a colleague of Professor Kerr at King's College, and 
Professor Carey Foster, a colleague of my own at University College. In addition to these, 
there were Professor Ayrton and Professor Hughes, both first-rate authorities in electrical 
matters ; and lastly, you did us the honour of sending Mr. Whichcord and myself to represent 
you. For Secretary we had Mr. Symons, who brought the whole chaos of materials into order, 
classified them properly, and at last drew up the skeleton report which was adopted pretty 
nearly as he suggested. The first thing we did was to send round circulars to the different 
manufacturers to know what their practice had been. The Institute sent a circular to its 
members, asking them to send in particulars of any accidents known to them occasioned by 
lightning, and stating the circumstances in tabular form. We had 36 replies which form 
part of the Appendix Then particulars of other accidents of various kinds for a number of 
years were collected by Mr. Symons, and we had a very good basis of facts to start upon. As 
a large amount of information was scattered in different reports from scientific societies — ^more 
espemlly in reports made to the Academy of Sciences in Paris — ^these reports were analyzed 
and abstracted. Then we had likewise the opinion of foreign authorities as to the best mode of 
protecting buildings. Finally we had some reports that were made, giving the information at 
Paris up to the present time according to the best authorities. A couple of pages have been 
added, giving information to architects which will form the basis of specification for any building 
in which you want conductors fitted up in the best possible manner — ^in fact, giving a regular 
specification from which anyone may draw out his orders so that you may not be at the mercy 
of contractors. More than that, there was a paper drawn up, giving directions for personal 
safety, by Professor Carey Foster, and another drawn up by another member of the Commission, 
showing how, in the ordinary construction of a house, and using the ordinary material without 
any special apparatus, you could use the gutters, the water pipes, &a, so as to produce a certain 
amount of protection, though not perfect protection. As far as Mr. Whichcord and myself went, 
our knowledge of electricity was not sufficient to enable us to take a very leading part in the 
matter, but anything we said was listened to with great attention and carefully considered, and 
we were able to point out work which would not have come under the notice of a person not 
thoroughly acquainted with building construction. This report has been signed by the whole 
of the members. I am told that it is looked upon as a very valuable contribution indeed to 
electrical science. As far as we are concerned personally as architects, I think we are very much 
indebted to the members of the Conference for the extreme care and attention they have 
bestowed. 

Pbofessob KEKR, Fellow.--- 1 have the pleasure to move, That this iTtstUute acknowUdgt 
with its best thavJcs the great success of the Com/mittee's labours and the value of their Beport I 
have had the satisfaction of looking through the volume, and I must say that a more elaborate 
and exhaustive discussion of the subject could scarcely be supposed possibla Our distinguished 
friend, Mr. Symons, will tell us more about it presently ; but to me, as being not an electrician 
but only an architect, it seems to be very successful indeed. Gentlemen may perhaps wish to 
know in half a dozen words what is the conclusion arrived at with regard to the effect of a 
lightning rod applied to a building. It is this — that by carrying down from the summit of the 
lightning rod a line at an angle of 45'' with the horizon, and causing that line to revolve round 
the vertical axis so as to form an imaginary cone, the point of the lightning rod which is the 
apex of that cone is said to protect all that lies within the cone. Why that should be so I am 
obliged to say I am totally at a loss to see. I should like if Mr. Symons would give us some 
idea of the reason. It seems to me that the imaginary cone ought to be turned upside down 
and made to proceed upwards from the point of the lightning rod, because then such a cone, or, 
for instance, the intersection of several of such cones proceeding from several such points, 
would seem to direct one's attention to the attraction of the electric spark from the upper air 
(as the region from which comes the influence against which the building is to be protected) ; 
whereas I cannot see how a cone proceeding downwards from the point should have any reason 
for protecting all that is within its circuit That is the only point which attracted my notice 
as requiring explanation. The rules which are given in the volume for the mechanical part 
of the disposition, arrangement and construction of lightning conductors are very elaborately 
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discussed, and no architect can fail to infonn himself from that volume of all that he reallj 
requires to know. I therefore have very great pleasure in moving the resolution which I have 
the honour to lay on the table. 

JOHN HONEYMAN, Mtrnher of C<mncU, — I have great pleasure in rising to second the 
motion. I think that our Chairman has given a very modest sketch of the united labours of 
the Conference in preparing this admirable report. It is impossible to look through it without 
being struck very forcibly by the tremendous amount of labour and time which must have been 
expended in its preparation. We, I am sure, are deeply indebted to the Conference for the result 
of their labours. I notice, amongst other things, that the report itself is a model of conciseness 
and comprehensiveness. Indeed the volume may be considered a compendious handbook, 
not only for direction in the construction of lightning conductors, but for smy amount of 
research in regard to the scientific questions involved. There is still room left to the architect, 
undoubtedly, after all has been said and done, for the exercise of his judgment to a lai^ge 
extent, and of his taste in the application of these conductors ; but the great point gained is that 
we absolutely know what is necessary, and on the very highest authority. I have no doubt 
that this volume will be of immense interest and use, not only in Great Britain but throughout 
the world, because, of course, in a matter of this sort, what is good for us is good for anyone 
anywhere, and this I am sure will be the highest reward the members of the Conference can 
have for their labours. One result of the perusal of this book has been to make me somewhat 
covetous of something more being done in the same direction. There are, for example, such 
questions as dry-rot, decay in stone, &c., where the combined conference of distinguished scientific 
men would be of immense advantage, and it would be a cause for our additional thaDkful- 
ness to the present Conference if it should lead to the Institute inaugurating some such 
investigations. 

Mr. G. J. STMONS, F.RS. (President of the Meteorological Society).— I feel some 
hesitation in rising, because I know very well the services that have been rendered by those 
members of your own body whom you selected to represent you, and that thanks are due 
rather to them than to myself. Mr. Honeyman, in his remarks, called attention to the quiet 
and modest way in which Professor Lewis spoke of the work of the committee, but even he did not 
know, as I do, how enormously we are indebted to Professor Lewis himself for the assistance he 
has given. If Mr. Honeyman had looked into the index he would have been astonished at the 
number of abstracts which have been contributed by Professor Lewis, and in saying so I do not 
ignore the valuable assistance of Mr. Whichcord. I am only speaking the sentiments of the 
members of the Conference if I say that we feel much indebted to the Koyal Institute of British 
Architects for the excellent choice they made. We are also indebted to them for the circular 
which they issued to their brother members, and for the responses obtained. They formed the 
practical element in the Conference ; the Telegraph Engineers and the Physical Society the 
electrical element; and the Meteorological Society — well, I don't know what element they 
supplied, except, perhaps, the digestive. There was one point which I regret, and for which 
I cannot account, and that was the singularly small number of manufacturers who responded 
to our circular. We sent to ask them what they were doing, and what rules they were 
following, but my impression is that we did not have answers from more than one in a dozen. 
We had valuable replies from about ten manufacturers, but a very large proportion said 
nothing. Possibly the reason is that many of them are working by nile of thumb, without 
very much knowledge, and hence were afraid to commit themselves to pen and paper. One or 
two of those who did reply have committed themselves very considerably with respect to the 
bibliography. I do not suppose any one was more astonished than I was at the number of 
books that had been written about lightning conductors. The list of publications in that 
report includes seven hundred and four works, but many of them are a reiteration one of 
another, without apparently anything very much beyond copying what had gone before. A 
remark was made as to our report bemg of some use abroad. Perhaps it is a Uttle bit of vanity 
to say so, but I have already had three or four letters from most distinguished electricians on 
the Continent, expressing their extreme satisfaction with the work, and this must be gratifying 
to those who assisted in compiling it. With respect to the area of protection I cannot without 
the blackboard make myself thoroughly clear. The main idea to be kept in mind in 
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considering damage by lightning is that of a fluid. I think you will get all the best rules for 
the formation of conductors if you will imagine a sort of atmosphere denser than our own, or 
if you like to call it so, " an ocean," which has the power of being attracted and drawn up just 
as the tides in the ocean are drawn up by the moon. I must, to be clear, go back to first 
principles. A flash of lightning is simply the discharge of two opposite electricities, the one 
in the clouds, the other in the earth. If you have a rod of metal reaching from the earth to 
the cloud, the lightning woidd pass down that, and there could be no discharge. If, on the 
other hand you have merely a brick chimney, then the Ughtning, finding a bad conductor,, 
breaks that, and so you have damage done. Take the chimney away altogether and what 
happens ? The electricity in the earth may be imagined to be drawn up just as the electricity 
in the clouds is drawn downwards, and they will break across each other at a certain point, 
and then there will be the lightning flash and a destructive discharge. Now the rule of the 
angle of 45° is not based upon an electrical theory at all, but upon actual experience. 
M. Duprez, of Belgium, and others have for several years investigated the cases in which 
buildings, already provided with adequate conductors, have been struck, and the question is, — 
how near to the conductor may a buUding be struck? Take a church with a single steeple at 
one end, and a long nave and perhaps a little transept, if you have a conductor on the steeple 
it by no means necessarily protects the chancel. It aU depends upon the height of the 
steeple, and there are many cases in which a church with a good conductor on the steeple has 
been struck on the chancel or transept. That shows that there is a point beyond which the 
super-elevation will not afford protection, and a large number of measurements, which have 
been taken of the horizontal and vertical distance from the conductor, give us only two, and 
those doubtfid, cases of injury within a radius of 45". Those are the facts upon which the rule 
is based. You will find the whole thing rather fully worked out in the report. Mr. Preece 
read a Paper before the British Association at Swansea, in which he went carefully into the 
subject from a purely electrical . point of view, and he got a curved value, his curved value 
giving an area of protection rather less than ours. His curve runs down the steeple rather 
closely, and does not go off at an angle of 45° but spreads out at the base. Practically the two 
things are nearly the same. The area protected, generally speaking, is of a radius equal to the 
height. I have to thank you for the way in which you have received our efforts.* 
The HON, SECEETART having put the motion, it was carried by acclamation. 

PUBLIC ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS. 

The chairman regretted that though the subject of Architectural Competitions was 
now before the Meeting there was little time to discuss it. A statement of the course of 
procedure since the reading in 1880 of Mr. Thomas Porter's Paper had been drawn up, and if 
the Secretary read it he (the Chairman) was sure that a clear notion of what had been done 
would be given. 

The secretary, having read the statement, 

CHARLES BARRY, F.S.A., Past President, thought that the question was one in 
which every Member must necessarily take great interest. So long as the profession of 
Architecture was distinguished from every otiher by being put through the curious ordeal 
called *' Competition," so long would the subject be of the greatest importance to Members. 
Everybody knew the abuses which had crept into the system' — the injustice and trouble 
to everybody concerned in it — and all would agree that if they could make the whole 
conduct of it more just and more equitable, they would do well to give serious attention 
to the matter. The promoters of Competitions often erred from ignorance rather than 
intention, and, therefore, if the Institute, as the ofl&cial mouthpiece of the profession, could 
throw out suggestions such as that Paper (issued on 5th instant to every Fellow and 
Associate) furnished, they would be doing a great work. He gathered that it was the general 
wish for the oflBcial statement just read to be circulated, and he concluded by moving that the 
whole statement, inclusive of the Report of the Institute Special Committee on Architectural 
Competitions, and of other cognate papers, be printed in the Journal of Proceedings.

LACY W. RIDGE, Fellow, having nuule a few remarks, urging that the matter might 
be concluded that same evening, the Chairman suggested that the discussion of the whole 
subject might conveniently be taken on Monday, the 20th March, which was a BusinesB 
Meeting, and this having been accepted, the Proceedings terminated.

FUITEBAL OF THE PRESIDENT. 
The Memorial to the Dean of Westminster, praying that the body of the 
President might be interred within Westminster Abbey, is as follows : — 

Very Reverend Sir, — Referring to the lamented death, on Sunday last, of our late 
President, George Edmund Street, RA., and having regard to the distinguished position he 
had attained, and his world-wide reputation, We, the Council of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, b^ leave respectfully to submit that this is a case in which you may appropriately 
exercise your prerogative as Custodian of Westminster Abbey, and accord to the great man 
who has passed away the honour of interment within its sacred precincts. We do not presume 
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to ground this memorial on the circumstance either that Mr. Street was the honoured 
President of our own Society, or the most eminent Architect-Member, as well as Professor of 
Architecture and Treasurer, of the Eoyal Academy, but on the fact that he was an acknowledged 
leader in his own art, possessed of powers which, had he lived, would have justly made him the 
recipient of the highest honours, and that he was, moreover, so pre-eminent, both by his works 
and writings, that the honour proposed to be accorded to his memory would be accepted by all 
as a fitting tribute to the Arts in the person of a most gifted and illustrious master. We 
venture to remind you of the precedents of the late Sir Charles Barry and the late Sir Gilbert 
Scott, to whom a similar honour was accorded. Mr. Street's numerous churches and other 
works are too well known to call for special notice here ; we will only therefore refer to his 
greatest public work, and that by which his reputation will be mainly judged by posterity — 
the Eoyal Palace of Justice — ^a monument of his genius, and one which, alas ! he has not lived 
to see completed. Praying for a favourable response to this memorial, which has received the 
hearty concurrence and support of Sir Frederic Leighton, President of the Royal Academy, 
and of other eminent representative men. We, the Council of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, at a Meeting held on Wednesday the 21st day of December, 1881, have hereunto 
affixed the common seal of the Institute, and have the honour to remain. Very Reverend Sir, 
your most obedient humble Servants.

The Dean of Westminster having assented, a Special Committee (consisting of the Senior 
Vice-President and the Secretaries) was appointed to make the necessaiy arrangements for 
paying the last respects to the deceased I^sident, so far as regarded the Members of the 
Institute, each of whom received an invitation to attend at the Abbey on Thursday, 29th 
December, 1881, the day fixed for the ceremony. 

The funeral procession started from the residence of the deceased shortly after two o'clock, 
and proceeded to the Abbey by way of Eegent Street, Waterloo Place, Cockspur Street, 
Whitehall and Parliament Street. The coffin, placed in an open car, was followed by twenty- 
three carriages, namely: — eight, containing the chief mourner, other members of the family and 
private friends; four containing the Council of the Eoyal Academy; nine containing the 
Council smd representative guests of the Eoyal Institute of British Architects; one containing 
representative Members of the Society of Antiquaries; and one containing the President and 
representative Members of the Architectural Association. Following these came a carriage, 
fully equipped, of H.E.H. the Prince of Wales, and six other empty carriages.

The grave is situated 
in the Nave, beneath the pulpit, near the last resting-places of Sir Charles Barry and of 
George Stephenson, and next to that of Sir Gilbert Scott

At tbe Sixth Ordinary Meeting of the Session, held on Monday Evening, 
the 23rd of January, Horace Jones, Vice-President, in the Chair, the Minutes 
of the Ordinary Meeting, held 9th January, were read and signed as correct.

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The Hon. Secretary announced that the Council had examined and approved ^ 
the sketches and the written account of the tour made principally in Somersetshire 
by William Richard Lethaby, Pugin Travelling Student^ 1881, and that they had 
awarded him the sum of £40. Mr. Lethaby's sketches, which were exhibited on 
the walls of the Meeting Room, were remarkable if only from the fact of their 
having been made in an exceptionally short space of time, 

A Paper by Hugh Stankus, Associate, on "the Artistic Treatment of 
Constructional Ironwork," was read by the author. The following is an abstract 
of it and of the discussion which ensued thereon : — 

Ironwork had not been fairly treated either by its critics or by the great majority of its 
friends. Its critics, save in the rarest emergencies, spumed this material as unarchitectural, 
wsmting in bulk and moniunental effect, as neither suiting any historic style nor having one of 
its own. These objections were met seriatim^ partly by citing the authority of the late Professor 
Baixy, RA., and of Mr. G. Aitchison, A.E,A., partly by reason, which, Mr. Stannus urged, was 
against Mr. Euskin's dictum, that " true architecture does not admit iron as a constructive 
material," since it was but Irish logic to object to the use of a material " till we have become 
accustomed to it." Again, it was unfair to expect as yet from so new a material as iron a 
perfect style of its own. The Greek Doric took a long time in growing to maturity. Worst of 
all, however, had iron been treated by foohsh friends, who had tricked out this Cinderella in 
the finery of her elder sisters. These borrowed clothes iron would in time outgrow, and get 
clothes of her own. Her own garb, a fairly characteristic treatment of iron, a material no 
longer to be ignored, and demanding artistic treatment, was what the reader pleaded for. 
Having further limited his subject, and avowing his aim to be the addition to what was mere 
construction of those qualities which raise a design into the domain of architecture, the author 
said he proposed : 1, To state the negative laws ; 2, To realize the data of the problem; 3, To 
suggest the path along which its solution was most Ukely to be found. The broad negative 
laws prescribed that constructional ironwork should be so designed as not to imitate the 
characteristic forms of dissimilar materials, such as wood and stone. Forms produced by 
undercut carving, Uke the Corinthian and Early English capitals, should not be aped in iron, 
which could not rival their exquisite beauty. A second negative law was, not to carry on the 
mouldings and other forms of the wall against which iron may be placed. This was really but 
a special case coming imder the first law. The prohibited practice was to be condemned as 
Ukely to lead to deception. The next]negative law was, not to hide the joints and strengthening 
parts. The last such law was, not to imitate natural forms. Thus in the selection of moiifi 
cast-iron must not be ornamented with natural fohage. The prohibition was a case of the 
general law, that in all mechanical repetitions the forms should be conventionalized. From a 
succession of the same flower or group of flowers repeated in cast-iron, without either the 
infinite variety or the delightful crispness of nature, we turned away in disgust. Instances, 
with references to drawings, were given of breaches of these negative laws. The chief 
offender, it was pointed out, was cast-iron, which wa3 even made to ape the forms of 
wrought-iron. As shaming such shams the truthful, unaffected ironwork of the Crystal 
Palace was cited. Mr.. Stannus hinted to those wishing to develop the proper treatment, 
that since they seemed to have somewhat lost the scent it would be better to "hark back" 
to such examples. Passing to the second division of his subject, the data of the problem, 
the author set down in order the advantages and difficulties of cast-iron and wrought-iron 
respectively as compared with stone or brick, and the resulting capabilities and necessities 
in construction, with a view to the development of the ornamentation from the construction, 
and to the architect's becoming possessed with the spirit of his material. This would enable 
him to accentuate its characteristic qualities. In favour of cast-iron we had modelled surface, 
giving richness and hiding inequality ; cheapness when there was a repetition of the same 
factors ; largeness of pieces ; easy renewal of parts ; beauty of perforation when seen against 
the sky or l^ht. Against it were rust and deterioration, whence the need of easy access to 
every part for frequent inspection and painting ; the " strip " (incident on moulding in sand) 
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preventing squareness ; the difficulty of making the joints and bolts artistic. The advantages 
of wrought-iron were tensile value; lightness as compared with strength; largeness; easy 
renewal ; beauty of perforation. Its disadvantages were rust, &c., as before ; difficulty with 
joints, bolts, stifi&iess, &c., as before. To design ironwork, whether cast or wrought, so as to 
overcome these difficulties, and to produce works comparable with those in stone, &c., with 
all the prestige of prescription on their side, was at present a hard task. But just as other 
difficulties in the world brought out man's nobler qualities, and just as it was not by shirking 
obstacles, but by surmounting them, that his pre-eminence is developed, so it was not by 
slurring over the special difficulties presented by ironwork, but by acknowledging and even 
emphasizing them^ and by developing the artistic treatment out of these very difficulties, that 
we should show the material by the character of the design. The curved form of the arch, and 
of that most perfect evolution from it — rib vaulting, were both resultants from a disadvantage, 
namely, that the workmen had only small stones and limited funds at their disposal, instead of 
those megalithic quarries and rich treasures which had rendered trabeate construction possible. 
So in iron architecture, if the forms were deduced logically from the difficulties of the material 
there was a great future before it, and before any one who would take the trouble to master its 
capabilities. Detailed instruction was then given for designing in cast-iron and wrought-iron 
respectively, with numerous illustrations. Reaching at length the last branch of his subject, 
Mr. Stannus pletuled for eclecticism in the selection of mot^s, pending a gradual development 
in the right direction towards true independence. The Moresque style had been adopted 
for the details of the Paddington Railway Terminus, Bruners architectural collaborateur, 
the late Sir Digby Wyatt, having turned to account the fact that the Moresque ornaments 
were mtule in moulds, like cast iron. Similar hints might be taken from the terracotta style 
which flourished in the valley of the Po during the 15 th century. Some of the Indian buildings 
also, so finely illustrated by Mr. Fergusson, presented great wealth of suggestive detail for 
surface-ornamentation. At the same time the iron style of the future must be logically 
deduced, as well as be eclectic. Along with the purity of line and mathematical proportion 
of the Greek architecture, the distributed surface-decoration of the Mohammedan, the rich 
modelling of the Roman, the simplicity of the component parts of the Romanesque, and the 
economy of material and constructive truth of the Gothic, there should be a rigid reference to 
the constructional necessities of the material 

JOSEPH JENNINGS, Fellow, remarked that the Paper did not touch on the protection 
of ironwork from rust, save by paint. Now they were hoping for success in its protection by 
oxydization, and that would very much alter their position as to the use of iron. He supported 
the lecturer's condenmation of iron columns in architecture, and even went farther, rejecting 
hollow columns of iron as altogether a mistake. Sections supported by iron should always be 
preferred, with a cross in which all the weight of the iron is equal, and in which you see and 
can use the whole of it. He concurred also as to the advantantages of piercing iron by 
punching. The objection to unequal weight in casting was an objection to the present method 
only, and the beautiful ornaments cast at Berlio proved that the attainment of the most 
perfect castings was but a question of expense. He trusted that the next twenty years would 
witness great improvements in the whole manufacture of iron. In fitting the rivets, what used 
to be done by hammering was now wholly done by pressure. When we saw taking place 
changes thought so advantageous to strength and efficiency, we might look for considerable 
advances in other departments also of iron manufacture. The speaker concluded by moving a 
vote of thanks to the author of the Paper. 

A. W. BLOMFIFLD, M.A., Member of Council, was reminded by Mr. Stannus's dictuni — 
that we ought not to resort to stone forms for our ideas as to what would be proper in 
ironwork — of a Paper by Mr. Skidmore read a good many years ago before the Architectural 
Association* In this Paper, of which some further account was given, it was attempted to 
deduce all architectural forms from metalwork, the Corinthian capital itself being given as an 
instance. Mr. Stannus, in talking about wrought ironwork, said nothing about hammered 
work in foliage. Possibly, as the lecturer had said, they could not produce an Early English 
capital in hainmered iron, but, added the speaker, he ventured to think they could produce a 
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very beautiful Corinthian capital in hammered iron, and that its foliage too might be reiy 
fairly rendered in the same material. Mr. Stannus's hint as to new forms in iron columns was 
a very valuable one, as was pointed out in various instances. What Mr. Stannus had said 
about the designing of buildings downwards, had probably struck a good many others, as it 
had struck himself. The reader, most likely for want of time, did not notice the Spanish 
ironwork, which was almost a study in itself, and one of great value. Mr. Blomfield had great 
pleasure in seconding the vote of thanks. 

JOHN P. SEDDON, Fellow, said he had never used iron if he could possibly help it 
Though feeling it quite possible to treat it artistically, and always very glad to see anybody 
else giving attention to it, it seemed to himself an ungainly material and difficult to deal with 
architecturally. Hence he had done his best to do without it, and had nearly always succeeded. 
Yet it had evidently some such architectural future before it as Mr. Stannus had sketched out, 
and would not always be left, as now, in the hands of engineers. Indeed, the diflTerences 
between the two professions might really be reduced to this, that the architects tried to have 
some consideration for beauty, and the engineers none whatever. He thought each should 
consider how best to deal with the materials at hand in a beautiful as well as in a utihtarian 
manner. M. VioUet-le-Duc's remarks on the subject always seemed to him the most 
unsatisfactory part of his Entretiens, While the author was deducing grand principles from the 
old buildings all felt themselves in the hands of their master, but his experimenting with iron 
seemed exceedingly ludicrous. The failure of such a man did not render very hopeful an early 
and complete solution of the problem. The material, it should be borne in mind, was not a 
new one, and the great mediaeval architects had produced admirable works in wrought-iron, 
but not in cast-iron. Referring to the seeming inability of the friends of iron to get away 
from the skinny circular column and its Corinthian capital, the speaker said it seemed to him 
quite needless to have capitals at all. Iron should receive just such decorations as coidd be 
easily relieved by paint. Whether or not some other method might be invented they need not 
then discuss, but had only to thank Mr. Stannus for his interesting Paper. 

CHARLES FOWLER, Fellow, entered into interesting details illustrative of what Mr. 
Stannus had said as to the admirable use of iron in the Crystal Palace. Reference was 
particularly made by the speaker to the concealed joints, which were at the same time one of 
the greatest beauties of the Gothic style, where they appeared in connexion with ribs and 
bosses. Some critical remarks followed on certain statements made in the Paper. Mr. Fowler 
thoroughly agreed with the reader's idea as to designing downwards, instancing the Crystal 
Palace, of which the roof was first thought out, and the rest worked out for that. 

GEORGE ELKINGTON, Jun., Associate, as a younger member, desiderated light in his 
perplexity how to reconcile the opposing systems of treatment which seemed best for the 
diflFerent materials, and put various hypothetical cases bearing on the problem. 

Professor ROBERT KERR, Fellow, apprehended that the ironwork meant by Mr. 
Stannus was that of architectural construction, as distinct from that of ornamental art The 
question was this, supposing ironwork to be a material of the future, how ought it be treated 
artistically, so as to be on a par with the treatment of stone, timber, terracotta and some other 
materials. He suggested that the Institute might offer a prize of £50. for the solution of the 
problem. Meanwhile the Professor expressed at some length his thoughts as to the direction in 
which the solution was to be sought, although giving at the outset his reasons for doubting 
whether iron was destined to be the architectural material of the future. The great diflBculty, 
which he could not see we were on the way to overcome, was rust. He concluded an elaborate 
review of the subject by expressing a hope that the Paper of the evening might awaken in their 
minds an effort to consider the matter with more precision than they had hitherto done. 

C. FORSTER HAYWARD, F.S.A, Fell&w, had been surprized to miss from the Paper 
any reference to the ironwork carried out, with Mr. Ruskin's help, at the Oxford Museum. It 
was largely the work of one of our best workers in iron architecture — Mr. Skidmore. The 
speaker agreed to a very great extent with the lecturer's negative principles, but thought he 
almost went too far when he said that no moulding of one kind should be continued in a material 
of another. Reasons were given for his dissenting from the views expressed by Mr. Stannus 
in this and some other particulars, 
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The chairman, whilst congratulating the meeting on the share his friend Professor 
Kerr had taken in the discussion, could not agree in some depreciatory remarks in which he 
had indulged upon suspension bridges. To his own mind one of the most useful modes of 
employing iron was its tensile use for such structures. After some further references to the 
debate, the Chairman submitted the vote of thanks, which was passed by acclamation. 

HUGH STANNUS, Associate, replied seriatim and with due brevity to the remarks, 
arguments and questions which had been specially addressed to him by the various speakers. 
He added that he had looked forward to the benefit he might have derived from the mature 
judgment and the wise and accurate observation of the eminent man who was no longer with 
them, and he could not but deeply feel the disappointment he had personally sustained by their 
common loss. He could only thank them for the forbearance with which fliey had listened to 
him. 

PUBLIC ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS. 

The Statement submitted (and partly read) to the Fifth Ordinary (Business) Meeting of 
the Session, 9th January, 1882, and ordered to be printed, on the proceedings of the Institute 
in the matter of the conduct of Architectural Competitions, is as follows: — 

[Beprint of the 1872 Paper.l 
GENERAL REGULATIONS FOR THE CONDUCT OF ARCHITECTURAL 

COMPETITIONS.* 

1. The Promoters of every eompetitioii should appoint one or more Profeseional ABsesson, whose names should 
be published in the Advertizements and Instructions. It should be the duty of these Assessors — 
to advise upon the details of the Instructions ;

) determine which of the designs conform to those Instructions ; 
> exclude all others ; and 
(d.) to advise the promoters on the relative merits of the designs admitted to the competition. 

5. Every member of the Committee of Adjudication and ^veiy Assessor must necessarily abstain from taking 

a part in the competition, or in the execution of the proposed work. 

3. The number and scale of the required Drawings must be distinctly stated, and they should not be more in 

number or to a larger scale than necessary in order «learly to explain the design. If perspective views 
be required, the Instructions should be such as to insure uniformity of size, number, mode of 
colouring, &c 

4. The Instructions should clearly state whether the plans are to be marked with the author's names or with 

mottoes, and whether the amount pro)[>o8ed to be expended will be strictly limited, or may be considered 
as approximate only. 

6. Designs ought to be excluded from competition— 

{ol\ if sent in after the period named (accidents in transit excepted) ; 
?6.) if in violation of any of the Instructions ; 
Ic.) if they do not substantially ^ve the accommodation asked for ; 
(cL) if they exceed the limits of site ; and 

(e.) if the Assessor (with or without the assistance of a Surveyor) should determine that their 
probable cost will exceed by ten j^ cent the intended outlay, or the estimate of the competitor. 

6. All submitted designs, unUn excltided under RiUe 5, should be publicly exhibited after the final award. The 

report of the Assessor and the decision of the Committee should be published at the time of 
exhibition. 

7. It should always be an undertaking by the parties inviting plans in competition, that — subject to 

compliance with the conditions, especially as to a tender being obtained within ten per cent, of the 
competitor's estimate — the author of the design declared to be the best is to be employed on the work if 
conied out, subject to any special arrangements which may be recommended by the Assessors in the 
• interest of the work. 

* In cases in which Competition shall be justified by the extent and importance of the work or other special 
^umstanc^. 
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8. The first premium should not be less than one-half per cent of the proposed outlay ; it is not to be merged 

in the commission, but must be subsequently increased by one-half per cent if the premiated design be 
not carried out, or if the work be abandoned. Other premiums should be oflFered, the aggregate amount 
of which should not be less than one per cent, upon the intended outlay, divided into as many premiumB 
as may be convenient The above applies to works over jf 10,000. in value ; in the case of smaller 
works the percentage of remuneration should be increased. In cases of Ivmited competition each 
competitor should receive some payment in order to meet his expenses. 

9. Designs for which premiums have been adjudged and paid ought not thereby to become the property of the 

promoters. 

[Statement submitted, 9th January, 1882.] 

On the 26th January, 1880, a Paper entitled " Architectural Competitions " was read hy 
Mr. Thomas Porter. It was discussed the same evening, and the discussion was adjourned till 
the 9th February, when it was re-opened by Sir E. Beckett, followed by Professor Kerr and 
others. Mr. Porter replied in a speech which concluded with the assertion of his belief that 
'' it would not be impossible to frame about a dozen healthy laws," which would be accepted 
and endorsed by a large majority of the members of the profession. 

At the Special General Meeting held 8th March, 1880, the following resolution was 
carried n^m. cow. ; — 

That a Committee of the Boyal Institute of British Architects be appointed to take 

into consideration tl)e subject of Architectural Competitions, that shall, in concert 

with other London and provincial Societies, suggest certain regulations for the 

conduct of Architectural Competitions, and report to the Council the result of 

their action. 

On the 24th May, 1880, Mr. Porter reported that a Committee of 22 Fellows and Associates 

had been appointed, of whom Mr. Charles Barry was chosen Chairman, and Professor Kerr 

Vice-Chairman, with himself as Hon. Secretary. On the same evening the late Mr. Street, 

then a Past Vice-President, presented a Memorial on the subject of Architectural Competitions, 

signed by more than 1300 architects, and worded as follows : — 

MEMOEIAL TO the COUNCILof the EOYAL INSTITUTE OF BEITISH AECHITECTS. 

We, the undersigned Fellows and Associates of the Royal Institute of British Architects, being fiilly 
convinced of the unsatisfactory state of Puhlic Architectural Competitions as at present conducted, beg 
respectfully to hring the suhject hefore the Council of the Institute for their consideration. 

Tour Memorialists are of opinion that this question can most successfully he dealt with in the interests of 
the whole profession hy the Institute, as representing so large a section of it, and they earnestly hope that the 
Council will he ahle to devise a remedy, which, while insuring greater advantages to the puhlic, will at the 
same time place the competition system on a more satisfactory hasis. 

Tour Memorialist^ are further of opinion, that the necessities of the case call for united action on the port 
of the profession, and that the most effectual way of insuring this will he to devise some scheme whereby all 
memhers of the profession can agree not to take part in any Public Competition, unless a professioDsl 
adjudicator of established reputation is appointed ; and to such a condition, if generally accepted, your 
Memorialists are prepared to bind themselves. [Here follow 335 Signatures.] 

And we the undersigned Architects, not being memhers of the ahove Society, are desirous to aid this 
reform in Public Competitions, as set forth in the Memorial, and we are willing to bind ourselves under a 
similar condition, if generally accepted. [Here follow about 1000 Signatures.] 

Mr. Street in presenting the Memorial pointed out that it pressed simply for one rule to be 
observed for the future in competitions by the Members of the Institute and other Architectural 
Societies th^t feel with (hem : that there should be a professional adjudicator in the case of all 
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competitions upon which we undertake to enter. If an attempt were made, Mr. Street said, to 
suggest many new regulations it would be found, that we should be trying to do what it is 
impossible for an Institute like ours to do. Mr. Whichcord, then President, was in the chair 
at the time, and he stated that the Memorial would be considered by the Council simultaneously 
with the Report of the Special Committee appointed by the Institute to consider the whole 
matter of Architectural Competitions. 

That Committee held several meetings, and on the 14th February, 1881, their Chairman 
presented to the Coimcil a report, as follows : — 

To the C(nt/iwU of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 

OENTLEiaEN, 

In pursuance of the Besolution passed at the General Meeting of the Institnte on the 8th of March 
last, '* That a Ck)mmittee of the Royal Institute of British Architects he appointed to take into consideration 
the subject of Aichitectuial Competitions, and report to the Council the result of their action," the Committee 
so appointed have given the whole subject their careful consideration. They have had hefore them the existing 
Regulations for Competitions issued by the Institute, and a number of valuable suggestions made by Members 
of the Committee and others, and also a statement drawn up by their Hon. Secretary, Mr. Thomas Porter, 
after diligent inquiiy into the Statistics of 36 Competitions in the yeais 1877, 1878 and 1879, relating to Works 
estimated in the aggr^^te at ^£483,675, and in respect of which the total sum of ^03,027 was offered in the form 
of Premiums. In these 36 Competitions, 967 competitors submitted probably 6,000 to 7,000 Drawings, and the 
Committee have ascertained that the successful competitors were not in all cases professionally employed on the 
Works to which they had devoted so much time and money, and in some cases the Works were intrusted to 
Architects who were not even competitors. 
Of these 36 Competitions — 

27 were for Works not exceeding j^,000. 
(2 „ „ „ „ ^0,000. 

9 2 „ „ „ „ ^0,000. 

1 5 „ „ over ^£30,000. 
Taking the above to be a* fair average of the results of the Competition system as at present in use, it 
appears that as regards 27 Competitions by 630 competitors for Works of an estimated value of £6,000 and 
under, an actual expenditure of about j^,168 was probably incurred in the preparation of the Competition 
Drawings (as shown by Appendix A) ; while, as regards the remaining 9 Competitions, of a more important 
character, for Works estimated from jfil 5,000 to jff 100,000, by 337 competitors, there was probably incurred 
a like expenditure on Drawings of jffl6,000 to jfil7,000 (as shown by Appendix B), the result actually being 
that the total Commission and Premiums paid in respect of the first-named 27 Competitions was but i^,777, 
against the probable expenses of the competitors of j^6,168, and as regards the 9 large Competitions secondly 
named, the total Commission and Premiums amounted to j^0,230, while the expenses of the competitors probably 
amounted to between j«16,000 and jCI 7,000. 

The Committee think it will be admitted that the individual gain of 36 Architects, had they all been 
chosen to conduct the respective Works (though this was not always the case), out of no less than 967 com- 
petitors is no fitting recompense to the Profession for the labour and risk involved, and, that a system which 
shows such results needs radical change. 

The Committee feel that such radical change can only be expected from the agreed action of the Members 
of the Profession themselves ; and with this conviction and on the assumption that Competitions in some 
shape will probably continue for some time to come, they have addressed their deliberations to the following 
questions : — 

Firsthf — Gan a simple series of Recommendations or Suggestions he drawn up which (if adopted) will diminish 
the above hardships to the Profession, and at the same time secure to the PMic the benefits that 
Ckympetitions are considered from their point of view adapted to produce ? 
Secondly — Ckin the approval of and adherence to such Beconvmendations he anticipated and secured from the 
Memhers of the Profession generally, if promulgated under the auspices of the Royal Institute of Bntish 
Architects as its central atUhority ; and what would he the hest mode of ascertaining such approval 7 
Thirdly, — IVhat is (he hest mode of permanently retaining the adherence of the Members of the Profession to such 
Recommendations, and securing the adoption of them by the Public ? 
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firstly — ^To thla question the Committee reply in the aflirmative, and propose tliat tke following 
Recommendations and Suggestions be embodied in an approved form, with any of the " General Regnlationfi 
for the conduct of Architectural Competitions," hitherto issued by the Boyal Institute of Britiah Architecte, 
which may be consistent with them. 

1. The Promoters of an intended Competition, as their first stepy should appoint one or more Professional 
Assessors, Fellows of the Royal Institute of British Architects (of not less than 15 years practice), whose names 
should be published in the original advertizements and Instructions. It should be the duty of these 



a To advise, ixi the outset, on the details of the Instructions, among others as to the time to be allowed 
for the preparation of designs, the suflSciency of the proposed outlay, the payments to competitors, 
and whether any and what information (beyond the Instructions) be given to the competitors, if 
request be made within a time to be specified, and generally on any matters connected with the 
Competition. 

b To determine which of the designs conform to the Instructions, and to exclude any that hxve 
departed from the spirit of the Instructions. 

e To advise the Promoters on the relative merits of the designs admitted to the Competition. 
S. Every member of the body promoting the Competition, and every Assessor, must necessarily abstain 
from taking part in the Competition, or acting as Architect in the execution of the proposed work. 

3. The number and scale of the required Drawings should be stated, and it is desirable that they be no 
more in number or to a larger scale than necessary to explain the design. If Perspective views are thought 
desirable, the Instructions should be such as to insure uniformity of size, mode of colouring, &c., and such 
Perspectives, since they involve considerable outlay, ahould be paid for, as provided in clause 9. 

4. Designs to be excluded from Competition — 
a If sent in after the period named (accidents in transit excepted). 
b If in violation of, and opposed to the spirit of the Instructions. 
e If they do not substantially give the accommodation asked for. 
d If they exceed the limits of the site ; and, 
e If the Assessors (with or without the assistance of a Surveyor) should determine that their probable 

cost will exceed the intended outlay. 

5. All designs admitted to the Competition should be publicly exhibited, but not till after the final award. 

6. The work, if carried out in any shape, should be placed in the hands of the architect whose design has 
been adjudged to be the best, and he should be thereby placed in exactly the same position in relation to the 
Employer, and the intended work, as he would have been had he alone been professionally consulted. 

7. In case a Competition has resulted in the selection of an architect, and the instructions to him to 
{ proceed further in the matter are not given within twelve months from the time of the architect being so 

t i selected, he should be entitled to one per cent, on the cost of the work, as named in the Instructions, inclusive 

of the sum paid to him in common with the other competitors, and such payment is to be taken on account of 
Commission, should the work be at a future time carried out from the design submitted by him in Competition, 
and under his superintendence. 

8. If the Employer desires to possess or retain any other of the Designs except the one adjudged to be the 
best, he should have the opportunity of doing so by making up the payment to the author (if he be willing to 
part with his drawings) to jf per cent on the estimated cost. No drawings should be retained by the 
Employer, except those of the Design adjudged to be the best, and which is proposed to be carried out (subject 
to needful alterations) unless purchased as above. 

9. Competitions should be initiated either a, — ^by inviting preliminary Sketches, involving only moderate 
cost to each competitor, preparatory to a final Competition, or 6, — by personal invitation mthout Sketdies, 

a By advertisement, inviting Architects willing to compete for (here describe the intended work), 
to send in their names by a given day, on receipt of which, each applicant will be supplied with 
the Instructions prepared under the advice of the Professional Assessors. Each applicant, from 
such Instructions, to send in by a given date a Sketch Design (here describe limit and character of 
such Sketches). The Promoters, with the advice of the Professional Assessors, will select from 

such Sketch Designs not less than (here specify the number), the authors of which shall be 

invited to join in a final Competition, in which each shall receive for the preparation of his 
design a sum to be fixed by the Promoters, with the advice of the Assessors. From these designs 
a choice to be made of the Architect to carry out the work. 
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b By advertisement, invitiiig Architects willing to compete for (here describe the intended 

work), to send in their names hj a given day, with such other information as the Candidate may 
think likely to advance his claim to be admitted to the Competition. From these names the 

Committee — with the advice of the Assessors — will select (here specify the number) to 

compete, and each Competitor thus selected will receive £ for the preparation of his 

design. From these Designs a choice to be made of the Architect to carry out the work. 
Note. — The total sum to be thus divided among the Competitors may reasonably range from 1} to 2^ 
per cent on the estimated cost of the intended building. If Perspective views should be required, 
an additional sum should be paid. 
10. The Conunittee recommend that where preliminary Sketches are submitted each competitor should 
be at Uberty to sign his sketches or adopt a motto— but in all other cases he should sign his name to his 
drawii^^ 

These Suggestions are recommended for adoption, with the object, amongst others, of abolishing the 
present system of one or more premiums, and reducing the ultimate number of competitors to a reasonable 
limit, so that a payment to cover actual expenses may be made to each competitor finally invited to send in 
designs, without making too laige a pecuniary demand on the Promoters. 

Secondly — Can the approval of and adherence to nu^ Becommendations he anticipated and eeeuredfrom the 

Members of the Profeeeion generally, if promtUgated under the auapica of the Eoyal Institute of British 

Architects as its central au^ority; and what vmUd be the best mode of ascertaining such approval? 

The Committee consider they are justified in anticipating that such approval and adherence will be given, 

from the ready subscription of upwards of 1,276 members of the Profession to the Memorial lately presented to 

the Institute by Mr. Street, on one of the most important points in the conduct of Competitions, viz. : that 

Professional Assessors should invariably be appointed. 

In the special view of that Memorial the Committee fully concur, and they believe that a very general 
assent by Members of the Profession may also be expected to their further rscommendations, especially to the 
hardly less important point, viz. : that any such Assessors who are finally to advise should be consulted at the 
outset by the Promoters of Competitions in the preparation of those conditions which must regulate not only 
the labours of the Competitors, but also the advice which as Assessors it will be their duty to give. 

The Committee suggest to the Council that, with a view to ascertain this assent by Members of the 
Institute, a printed copy of their Recommendations (when approved by the Council and shortly formulated) 
be sent to them, accompanied by the request that they will consider the same, with the view to the adoption 
thereof at a Special Qeneral Meeting ; and that in the event of any Member not being able to attend such 
Meeting, he will return the Form with any remarks he may think it necessary to make prior to such Meeting. 
And the Committee further suggest that, after the said Qeneral Meeting, copies of the Recommendations then 
adopted be sent to all Members of the Profession, with the request that they will express by signature their 
concurrence in any or all of the same. 

The Conuuittee are of course aware that any such formulated Recommendations will not be binding in 
Law, but they trust it may be relied upon that the Signatories will consider them morally binding, and will 
honourably abide by them in their own practice, and take every opportunity to make them publicly known. 
Thirdly --What is the best mode of permanently retaining the adherence of the Members of the Profession to such 

Becommendations, and securing (he adoption of them by the Public ? 
Inasmuch as in most of the large centres of population in England there are one or more Fellows and 
Asaociates of the Institute, the Conmiittee suggest that at each place one or more of these gentlemen be invited 
to put himself in communication with the Secretary, with the following objects : — 
a To apprise him beforehand of any intended Competition in his locality. 
b To inform him how far the Recommendations of the Royal Institute of British Architects are to 

be or have been adopted, 
c To inform him of any failures in their adoption, and as far as possible the causes thereof. 
The Committee further suggest that copies of the said Recommendations be supplied at the Institute to all 
Applicants, and that the Secretary be instructed to forward a copy to the Promoters of any Competitions, 
calling their attention to its contents for their guidance. 

In conclusion, should the Council see fit to adopt the general principles of the Reconmiendations set forth 
in this Report, the Committee will be prepared to formulate the same and submit them to the Council previous 
to the consideration thereof at the Special meeting of the Members of the Institute above referred to.

* Note attached to the signature of Professor Kerr : — 

" I am of opinion that the system of Architectural Competition without the direct and adequate remuneration 
of the competitors at large, is wholly objectionable, and can only tend to the aggrandizement of unscrapuloua 
speculators at the expense of their brethren. I see no sufficient remedy for this in the mere employment of 
professional adjudicators. I am of opinion that if the practice of Competition can be accepted by the public on the 
condition of adequate payment being made for the designs submitted as a whole, the system ought to be not only 
sanctioned but encouraged ; and I believe the public are prepared to accept this condition. In that case it only 
remains for the Institute to lay down principles of regulation. I am of opinion that public and private Competitions 
ought to be governed by the same rules. I believe that 2^ per cent, on the proposed outlay will be found to be the 
lowest amount that can be required to be divided among^ competitors on this basis ; and I consider that this 
allowance may be recognised for the present as a universal rule, provided the labour to be expended on the designs 
be in each case regulated accozdingly.** — R. E. 
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This Report was taken into consideration by the Council on the 18th March, and again on 
the 4th of April, 1881, when it was referred back* to the Committee, inasmuch as they had not 
taken any steps to confer with other London and provincial Societies, as the terms of the 
Eesolution upon which the Committee acted originally dictated. This omission was, however, 
explained by Mr. Barry, in a communication to the Council made on 11th of April, 1881, when 
it was decided to invite the Conference of Architects, then about to assemble, to take the matter 
into their consideration. This was done at two meetings held on Tuesday, 10th May, when, though 
the Eeport of the Institute Committee was not formerly submitted, the gist of that Report was 
discussed and its provisions sifted. So that at the close of the second meeting, the Conference 
(attended at the moment by 14 Fellows, 12 Associates and 10 Visitors) agreed to a series of 
Resolutions, which were printed in the Proceedings, and which were, substantially, the same 
as those recommended by the Committee. These Resolutions are thus worded : — 
In the opinion of this Conference it i$ desirahle : 

1. That the promoters of an intended competition, <u ihtiir first stepy should appoint one or more 
professional Assessors, Fellows of the Royal Institute of British Architects (of not leas than fifteen

2. That the Assessor or Assessors ought to draw up the particulars and conditionB ; or adyise upon 
and supplement them if already drawn up. 

3. That the decision of the Assessor or Assessors ought to govern the choice, unless insuperable 
objections shall arise. 

4. That Competitions should be initiated either (a) by inviting preliminairy sketches^ involving only 
moderate cost to each competitor, preparatory to a final competition ; or (b) by personal invitation 
without sketches. 

If (a) — By ad vertizement, inviting architects willing to compete for (here describe the 

intended work) to send in their names by a given day, on receipt of which each applicant will be 
supplied with the instructions prepared under the advice of the professional Assessors. Each 
applicant, from such instructions, to send in by a given date a sketch design (here describe limit 
and character of such sketches). The promoters, with the advice of the professional Assessors, 

will select from such sketch designs not less than (here specify the number), the authors of 

which shall be invited to join in a final competition, in which each shall receive for the pre- 
paration of his design a sum to be ^ed by the promoters, with the advice of the Assessors. From 
these designs a choice to be made of the architect to carry out the work. 

If (b) withotU sketches — By ad vertizement, inviting architects to compete for (here describe 

the intended work) to send in their names by a given day, with such other information as the 
candidate may think likely to advance his claim to be admitted to the competition. From these 

names the promoters, with the advice of the professional Assessors, will select (here specify 

the number) to compete, and each competitor thus selected will receive (here state the 

amount) for the preparation of his design. From these designs a choice to be made of the architect 
to carry out the work. 

5. That the eventual employment of the author of the best design, as the only real prisBS of the 
competition, ought to be considered an obligation of honour, if it can reasonably be accomplished. 

6. That every member of the body promoting the competition, and every Assessor, must necessarily 
abstain from taking part in the competition, or acting as architect in the execution of the 
proposed work. 

* The Resolution of the (Council is as follows : — " Thaty incLsmueh as the Report appears to deal with only a 
part of the subject contained in the Resolution by which the (Jommittee were appoirUed, it be referred back to ike 
Committee^ with a request (hat they wiU consider the possibility of making a simpler proposal as to the appoiniimeiU 
and duties of professional Assessors or judges of designs; Qiai they wiU add thereto a complete set of General 
Begulations incorporating those issued in 1872 ; thai they will endeavour, as far as possible, to make them short amd 
simple, and such as may probably meet with a general acquiescence on thepart both of the promoters of OompetUions 
and of (architects generally. (Extract from Minutes of Council, 4 April, 1881.)

payment should be taken on account of commission, should the work be at any future time 
carried out from the design submitted by him in competition and under his superintendence. 

9. That if the employer desires to possess or retain any other of the designs except the one adjudged 
to be the best, he should have the opportunity of doing so, by making payment to the author (if 
he be willing to part with his drawings). ^ 

10. That when preliminaiy sketches are submitted, each competitor should be at liberty to sign his 
sketches or adopt a motto, but in all other cases he should sign his name to his drawings. 

11. That the Council of the Boyal Institute of British Architects be respectfully requested to take the 

initiative in establishing a system' of competition on the above baais, and in procuring for it the 
adhesion of the whole profession throughout the country. 

Previously to this, and indeed as early as January, 1881, an application was received 

from the Lord Provost of Glasgow, asking the Council to forward suggestions or recommendations 

for the purpose of assisting the Glasgow authorities in framing the conditions of an important 

conapetition proposed for a municipal building in that city. Four Members of Council were 

deputed to consider this request, and on the 14th February they made their Beport The 

suggestions sent to the Lord Provost of Glasgow were published in the Beport of the Institute 

Council (1881). They are thus worded : — 

SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CONDUCT OF AN ARCHITECTUEAL COMPETITION. 

1. A professional man, in whom the competing architects would have full confidence, should be 
appointed to assist the Town Council in ^e preparation of the conditions of the competition, and to 
act as Assessor and adviser throughout, such Assessor not to be interested directly or indirectly in any 
design sent in, and not to be employed in the subsequent carrying out of the building. 

2. In order to arrive at a satisfactory result, the competition should be one for a complete design, 
including both plan and elevation. 

3. Considering the national importance of the edifice and the labour which the preparation of a complete 
design would impose on each competitor, it is desirable that a preliminary open competition should 
be held, consisting of drawings to a small scale only, and limited in number. 

4. From the competitors in this preliminary competition a certain number, not exceeding twelve, should 
be selected to compete anew with drawings for the complete building. 

6. The details of the conditions for both these competitions, being to a certain extent dependent on local 
circumstances, should be arranged by the Assessor in conference with the Town Council. 

6. In the preliminary competition no premiums shall be offered. Those selected from such preliminary 
competition to be admitted to compete for the execution of the work should be paid a fixed sum, 
which, in the opinion of the Assessor, would be reasonably sufficient to cover the expense of drawings, 
on condition that such finished design comply in all respects with the conditions of the competition. 

7. The Assessor should select the three best designs and place them in order of merit 

8. The successful competitor should be employed as the architect of the building, at the usual professional 
terms of remuneration. 

9. Should any insuperable obstacle prevent the employment of the first placed competitor, such employ- 
ment should devolve on the second. 

10. The instructions should be rigidly adhered to, and the Assessor should be instructed, before considexing 
the merits of the designs, to exclude every set of drawings which may not comply with such 
instructions in their entirety. 
On the 23rd May, 1881, the Resolutions respecting Competitions agreed to by the General 
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5. 



6. 



Conference of Architects at the two meetings held on the 10th May, 1881, were submitted to 
the Council and were carefully considered. The Council came to the conclusion that the said 
Resolutions might be advantageously condensed, thus : — 

1. That the promoten of an intended competition, as their first step, should appoint one or more 
professional Assessois, architects of established reputation, whose names should be published in the 
original advertizements and instructions. 

2. That the Assessor or Assessors ought to draw up the particulars and conditions ; or advise upon, and 
supplement them, if already drawn up. 

3. That the decision of the Assessor or Assessors ought to govern the selection of the designs in aU stages 
of the competition. 

4. That competitions should be initiated either by inviting preliminary sketches, preparatory to a final 
competition, or by personal invitation. The promoters, with the advice of the professional AssesBor 

or Assessors, should select from such sketch designs not less than (here specify the number), 

the authors of which should be invited to join in a final competition, in which it is desirable that each 

should be paid for the preparation of his design a sum to be fixed by the promoters, with the advice 

of the Assessor or Assessors. The author of the design selected from among these should be employed 

to cany out the work, and the other designs returned to their authors. 

That every member of the body promoting the competition and every Assessor must absolutely 

abstain from taking part in the competition, or acting as architect in the execution of the proposed 

work. 

That in all competitions, preliminary or otherwise, the drawings should be distinguished by a motto 

or device only ; and that any attempt to influence the decision of the promoters^ or of the Assessor or 

Assessors, should disqualify competitors. 

On the 10th October, 1881, the Coimcil ordered a digest to be prepared on the basis of 

the above Resolutions — the said digest to ultimately take the place of the Institute official 

Paper on Competitions — and on the 30th December approval was formally given by the Council 

to the following amended Paper, entitled Siiggestians for the Conduct of Architectural 

Competitions. An order was also given to i3sue to every FeUow and Associate a copy of the 

Suggestions, together vrith a reprint of the original "General Regulations" adopted at the 

Conference of Architects, 1872, and to submit the whole for the approval of the Members on 

Monday Evening, 9 January, 1882. The amended Paper or Digest, which was duly circulated, 

is thus worded : — [Amended Paper, 1882]. 

SUGGESTIONS fob the CONDUCT op AECHITBCTURAL COMPETITIONS. 

1. — The promoters of an intended competition should, as their first step^ appoint one or 

more professional Assessors, architects of established reputation, whose names should 

be published in the original advertizements and instructions, and whose decision 

should govern the selection of the designs in all stages of the competition. 

2. — ^The duty of these Assessors should be, — 

a to draw up the particulars and conditions, or to advise upon and supplement 

them if already drawn up; 
b to determine which of the designs conform to those instructions ; 
c to exclude all others ; and 

d to advise the promoters on the relative merits of the designs admitted to the 
competition. 
3."*-Every member of the body promoting the competition, and every Assessor engaged 
upon it, should abstain absolutely from taking part in the said competition, or from 
acting as architect in the execution of the proposed work. 
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4 — The number and scale of the required drawings should be distinctly stated, and they 
should not be more in number or to a larger scale than necessary to clearly explain 
the design. If perspective views be required, they should be uniform in size, number, 
mode of colouring, &c. 
5. — Competitions should be initiated either by inviting preliminary sketches, preparatory 
to a final competition, or by personal invitation. The promoters, with the advice of 
the professional Assessor or Assessors, should select from such sketch designs not 

less than (here specify the number), the authors of which should be invited to 

join in a final competition, in which it is desirable that each should be paid for the 
preparation of his design a sum to be fixed by the promoters, with the advice of the 
Assessor or Assessors. The author of the design selected from among these should 
be employed to carry out the work, and the other designs returned to their authors. 
6. — ^Each design should be distinguished only by a motto or device, and any attempt to 
influence the decision of the promoters, or of the Assessor or Assessors, should 
disqualify a competitor. 
7. — A design ought to be excluded from a competition, — 

a if sent in after the period named (accidents in transit excepted) ; 
ft if in violation of the instructions ; 

c if it do not substantially give the accommodation asked for ; 
^ if it exceed the limits of site, and 

e if the Assessor or Assessors (with or without the assistance of a surveyor) 

should determine that its probable cost will exceed by 10 per cent, the 

intended outlay, or the estimate of the competitor. 

8, — ^All the submitted designs, except any excluded under clause 7, should be publicly 

exhibited after the final award. The report of the Assessor or Assessors, and the 

decision of the promoters, should be published at the time of exhibition.

The following communication referring to the above subject has been 
submitted to the Council and ordered to be printed, thus: — 

Manchester, January 6, 1882. 
Deab Sib, — ^In a circular received yesterday from you relating to the subject of Competitions, 
I observe that clause 5 of the Suggestions provides fully for cases where preliminary sketches 
and a double competition are proposed, but does not clearly define what is intended under the 
alternative system of a personal invitation. It appears to me that this was better put in the 
Paper stating the Besolutions of the last Conference, and printed in the Journal for 1880-81 
at page 260 (clause 4); and I would respectfully suggest that this should be adopted in 
preference to clause 5 in the present " Suggestions." I suppose the intention is only to 
recommend the double competition in cases of exceptional importance or great magnitude, as 
for large public bidldings such as the Glasgow Municipal Offices ; and that for ordinary work 
the competitions (where necessary at all) should be conducted by personal invitation, the latter 
being, in my opinion, quite sufficient for all ordinary purposes ; otherwise the labour to future 
competitors would be, in many instances, out of all proportion to the value of the work to be 
obtained. Indeed in all cases the greatest care should be taken by the Assessors to reduce the 
labour and cost to the several competitors. I am sorry I shall be unable to attend the Meeting 
on Monday, but the importance of this subject to all members of the profession must be my 
excuse for troubling you with this, as the document about to be issued may greatly influence 
and practically rule public opinion for some considerable time to come. — I remain, &c.

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This Report was taken into consideration by the Council on the 18th March, and again on 
the 4th of April, 1881, when it was referred back* to the Committee, inasmuch as they had not 
taken any steps to confer with other London and provincial Societies, as the terms of the 
Resolution upon which the Committee acted originally dictated. This omission was, however, 
explained by Mr. Barry, in a communication to the Council made on 11th of April, 1881, when 
it was decided to invite the Conference of Architects, then about to assemble, to take the matter 
into their consideration. This was done at two meetings held on Tuesday, 10th May, when, though 
the Report of the Institute Committee was not formerly submitted, the gist of that Report was 
discussed smd its provisions sifted. So that at the close of the second meeting, the Conference 
(attended at the moment by 14 Fellows, 12 Associates and 10 Visitors) agreed to a series of 
Resolutions, which were printed in the Proceedings, and which were, substantially, the same 
as those recommended by the Committee. These Resolutions are thus worded : — 
In the opinion of this Conference it is detirdble : 

1. That the promoters of an intended competition, cu their firtt step, should appoint one or more 
professional Assessors, Fellows of the Royal Institute of British Architects (of not less than fifteen 
years' practice), whose names should be published in the original advertizements and instructions. 

2. That the Assessor or Assessors ought to draw up the particulars and conditions ; or advise upon 
and supplement them if already drawn up. 

3. That the decision of the Assessor or Assessors ought to govern the choice, unless insuperable 
objections shall arise. 

4. That Competitions should be initiated either (a) by inviting preliminary skeUhes, involving only 
moderate cost to each competitor, preparatory to a final competition ; or (b) by personal invitation 
without eketehee. 

If (a) — By advertisement, inviting architects willing to compete for (here describe the 

intended work) to send in their names by a given day, on receipt of which each applicant will be 
supplied with the instructions prepared under the advice of the professional Assessors. Each 
applicant, from such instructions, to send in by a given date a eketeh deeign (here describe limit 
and character of such sketches). The promoters, with the advice of the professional Asaeeaoxi, 

will select from such sketch designs not less than (here specify the number), the authors of 

which shall be invited to join in a final competition, in which each shall receive for the pre- 
paration of his design a sum to be fixed by the promoters, with the advice of the Assessors. From 
these designs a choice to be made of the architect to carry out the work. 

If (b) vnthovUfketchsB — By advertizement, inviting architects to compete for (here describe 

the intended work) to send in their names by a given day, with such other information as the 
candidate may think likely to advance his claim to be admitted to the competition. From these 

names the promoters, with the advice of the professional Assessors, will select (here specify 

the number) to compete, and each competitor thus selected will receive (here state the 

amount) for the preparation of his design. From these designs a choice to be made of the architect 
to carry out the work. 

5. That the eventual employment of the author of the best design, as the only real priae of the 
competition, ought to be considered an obligation of honour, if it can reasonably be accomplished. 

6. That every member of the body promoting the competition, and every Assessor, must necessarily 
abstain from taking part in the competition, or acting as architect in the execution of the 
proposed work. 

* The Resolution of the Council is as follows : — ** That, inatmwh aa the Eeport appecart to deal with only a 
part of the subject contained in the ResoliUion by vMch the Committee were appointed, it he referred hcuk to the 
Committee^ with a request that they wUl consider the possibility of makirvg a simpler proposal as to the appointment 
and duties of professional Assessors or judges of designs; that they vM add thereto a complete set of General 
Regulations incorporating those issued in 1872 ; that they wUl endeavour, as far as possible, to make them tkort and 
simple, and such as may probably meet with a general acquiescence on thepart boih of thepromoters of Competitions 
and of architects generally. (Extract from Minutes of Council, 4 April, 1881.) 
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7. That the work^ if carried out in any shape, should be phiced in the hands of the architect whose 
design has been adjudged to be the best, and he should be thereby placed in exactly the same 
position, in relation to the employer and the intended work, as he would have been had he alone 
been professionally consulted. 

6. That in case a competition has resulted in the selection of an architect and the instructions to him 
to proceed further in the matter are not given within twelve months from the time of the 
architect being so selected, he should be pcud at the usual professional rate, under the advice of 
the Assessors, inclusive of the sum paid to him in common with the other competitors ; and such 
payment should be taken on account of commission, should the work be at any future time 
carried out from the design submitted by him in competition and under his superintendence. 

9. That if the employer desires to possess or retain any other of the designs except the one adjudged 
to be the best, he should have the opportunity of doing so, by making payment to the author (if 
he be willing to part with his drawings). 

10. That when preliminary sketches are submitted, each competitor should be at liberty to sign his 
sketches or adopt a motto, but in all other cases he should sign his name to his drawings. 

11. That the Council of the Boyal Institute of British Architects be respectfully requested to take the 

initiative in establishing a system' of competition on the above basis, and in procuring for it the 
adhesion of the whole profession throughout the country. 

Previonsly to this, and indeed as early as January, 1881, an application was received 

from the Lord Provost of Glasgow, asking the Council to forward suggestions or recommendations 

for the purpose of assisting the Glasgow authorities in framing the conditions of an important 

competition proposed for a municipal building in that city. Four Members of Council were 

deputed to consider this request, and on the 14th February they made their Eeport The 

suggestions sent to the Lord Provost of Glasgow were published in the Eeport of the Institute 

Council (1881). They are thus worded : — 

SUGGESTIONS FOE THE CONDUCT OF AN AECHITECTUEAL COMPETITION. 

1. A professional man, in whom the competing architects would have full confidence, should be 
appointed to assiBt the Town Council in Uie preparation of the conditions of the competition, and to 
act as Assessor and adviser throughout, such Assessor not to be interested directly or indirectly in any 
design sent in, and not to be employed in the subsequent carrying out of the building. 

2. In order to arrive at a satisfactory result, the competition should be one for a complete design, 
including both plan and elevation. 

3. Considering the national importance of the edifice and the labour which the preparation of a complete 
design would impose on each competitor, it is desirable that a preliminary open competition should 
be held, consisting of drawings to a small scale only, and limited in number. 

4. From the competitors in this preliminary competition a certain number, not exceeding twelve, should 
be selected to compete anew with drawings for the complete building. 

6. The details of the conditions for both these competitions, being to a certain extent dependent on local 
circumstances, should be arranged by the Assessor in conference with the Town Council. 

6. In the preliminary competition no premiums shall be offered. Those selected from such preliminary 
competition to be admitted to compete for the execution of the work should be paid a fixed sum, 
which, in the opinion of the Assessor, would be reasonably sufficient to cover the expense of drawings, 
on condition that such finished design comply in all respects with the conditions of the competition. 

7. The Assessor should select the three best designs and place them in order of merit 

8. The successful competitor should be employed as the architect of the building, at the usual professional 
terms of remuneration. 

9. Should any insuperable obstacle prevent the employment of the first placed competitor, such employ- 
ment should devolve on the second. 

10. The instructions should be rigidly adhered to, and the Assessor should be instructed, before considering 
the merits of the designs, to exclude every set of drawings which may not comply with such 
instructions in their entirety. 
On the 23rd May, 1881, the Eesolutions respecting Competitions agreed to by the General

tower, it caused agitation in the air with which it came in contact. He thought every system 
of drains should he provided with the means of flushing all its branches. The Model By-laws 
contained two elaborate schemes for the ventilation of drains, neither of which, he argued at 
some length, was practicable under all circumstances. A careful examination of these By-laws 
disclosed a compromise between conflicting advisers ; thus only could their inconsistencies be 
explained. The undue influence of members of the medical profession and of other theorists 
was palpable, and in the interests of true sanitary science itself it was high time architects and 
engineers should be required to assume their legitimate responsibilities with respect to legislation 
on such matters. Plurtibers and Drainers, — It was not easy to over-rate the importance of having 
all plumbing and draining well executed, but under existing arrangements the difficulty of 
securing go(^ work and material was almost, if not quite, insurmountable. In the United States 
plumbers were licensed. In Liverpool none but " authorized ** master-plimibers were allowed 
to undertake work connected with the water supply. Mr. Boult thought the supervision of pipes 
and fittings too minute, but the principle of licensing master-tradesmen for all plumbing and 
drainage seemed a good one, to which might be added other securities for honest workmanship. 
Modes of CanstriLctian. — ^Tbe provisions for regulating the construction of houses ought not 
to enter into such details as the ingredients of mortar and concrete. It would be just as 
reasonable to specify the kind of timber or iron. The Model By-Laws and the Metropolitan 
Building Act omitted aU reference to the quality and strength of timber, and there seemed 
to be the like laxity as to iron. A special tribunal of skilled experts for each provincial district, 
with a superior court of appeal sitting in London, might be appointed. To these tribunals 
might be referred all questions as to materials (old and new) workmanship, parti-ownership, 
ruinous structures, ventilation, and other sanitary questions ; possibly also cases of ancient 
light and air with other easements. Classijicatian, — The importance was shown of the distinct 
classification of buildings of every kind and of an interpretation clause. The wording of the 
Liverpool Fire Prevention Acts, passed nearly forty years ago, made illegcJ the adoption of any 
of the modem improvements, such as concrete arching, solid timber blocks, or any of the 
so-called fire-proof iron and concrete floorings. Nor was it allowable for the doors and shutters 
to be of concrete, indurated fibrous plaster, or other incombustible material, except iron. 
Legislation on such subjects ought to be tentative and uniform throughout the kingdom. 
Wails, — The rules for determining the thickness of brick walls, as given in the Metaropolitan 
Building Act and the Model By-Laws, seemed very complicated, and capable of being greatly 
simplified. The obvious principle was that, other things being equal, the thickness of walk 
should be in proportion to the height ; but warehouses, being exposed to much rougher usage 
than dwellings, their walls must be stronger. Provision should also be made for the exceptional 
contingencies, to which many public buudings are exposed. Mr. Boult endorsed the rules in 
the Metropolitan Act for roughly adjusting the increase in strength of cross-walls in proportion 
to the distance between them. Rmnous Structures. — Though the powers conferred upon local 
authorities under the Metropolitan Building Act, which were very similar to those given under 
the Towns Improvement Clauses Act, 1847, had long been found sufficient in the metropolis, the 
Liverpool authorities had actually desired to compel the justices to order the demolition of a 
structure on the ex parte information of their own surveyor, without allowing the owner to 
challenge his judgment. This was another illustration of the dangerous tendency in authority 
to become autocratic. Projections. — The rules limiting the projection of architectural and 
other features laid down in the Metropolitan Act seemed too stringent. Alternative rules 
were suggested Exempted Buildings. — ^The trinodis necessUas — stability, security from fire, 
healthiness — ^required for all other structures, ought to be imperative upon the exempted buildings 
also. Pla/ns. — One of the strongest instances of the bureaucratic spirit inspiring the Model 
By-laws was to be found in the requisitions for plans and other drawings for intended sta^eets and 
buildings. It was very much to be regretted that the extremely moderate suggestions of their 
amendinent which emanated &om the Institute of British Architects were not accepted by the 
Local Government Board. It was lamentable to see any department descending to such petty 
inquisitorial details — a proceeding more like the officialism of some smctUer foreign states than 
the reasonable requirements of a constitutional government. Nothing more conclusively 
showed how much some influential persons had lost discretion under an irrational panio and its 
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o&priog, a no less irrational mania. Every local authority ought to possess a plan of it8 
district, such as is described in the Towns Improvement Clauses Act, 1847, for whicli a. 
scale of sixty inches to the mile is specified, reference to which would render needless 
many vexatious requirements, such as were copiously exemplified under this head. 
SurveffOTB of Buildings. — In the appointment of surveyors to assist the local authority in 
enforcing the provisions of a Greneral Building Act there should be a better guarantee for their 
competency. There were cogent reasons against the management of local affairs by a 
Government department exclusively, but a blending of the imperial and local systems could be 
so adjusted as to be highly beneficial Mr. Boult's preference was in favour of the system 
which had long prevailed in the metropolis, and was apparently justified by results. In very 
populous districts more than one surveyor would be required, whilst, where there was little 
building, districts might be grouped together. In any case, the gentlemen selected should hold 
certificates of competency from the Institute of British Architects. In vending up his Paper 
Mr. Boult reminded his audience that the enactments reviewed were meant to confer on the 
local authority great powers for the public good, but the manifest lack of what lawyers term 
reciprocal covenants led one to ask Quis tmstodiet custodes? In. the interest of the pubUo 
health, smd on other grounds, a simple and inexpensive method of bringing peccant authorities 
to book was an absolute necessity. For, however perfect, structural and sanitary enactments 
were utterly worthless if not enforced with uniformity, impartiality and intelligence. Expressing 
his full appreciation of the distinction of having been asked to undertake the task he had 
nov completed to the best of his ability, the author trusted that any omissions or defects 
in his tentative essay would be largely rectified in the discussion. If a uniform system for 
r^udating the structural and sanita^ arrangement of buildings were essential, the first step was 
to determine the principles on which that system should be framed^ and to these he had sought 
to direct their attention. 

The CHAIBMAN, remarking that owing to the length of the Paper there was no time 
left for much discussion, inquired of Mr. Gordon Smith, Architect to the Local Government 
Board, whether he would say a few words. 

P. GOEDON SMITH, Fellow, said the author of the Paper had raised a great many 
questions, as to some of which he entirely s^eed with him, whilst dissenting from a great 
many others. A good many of Mr. Boult's remarks, he thought, had arisen from misconception. 
Indeed he felt sure Mr. Boult had misread the By-laws, possibly through not reading the Public 
Health Act which authorized them. The objection that the Model By-laws did not define the 
term '' building " was an instance of such misconception, as was pointed out ; and there were a 
good many others, such as the remarks on the damp-course and on other matters, which, 
probably, would not have been made but for the author's forgetfulness of the fact that the 
By-laws, like the Act itself, applied to new buildings only. 

LACY W. BIDGE, Fellow, told how he had lately baffled the demand of a new Local 
Board for copies of all drawings. They should struggle not only against needless enactments, 
but also against such encroachments of the local authorities. He thought he could appeal to 
the Chairman's experience that some ecclesiastical bodies were particularly prone to press 
unreasonable claims of the kind. The speaker moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Boult for his Paper. 

E. C. BOBINS, F.S.A., Fellow, in seconding the motion, expressed the opinion that its 
importance, as Mr. Gordon Smith's remarks had shown, entitled it to a fuller discussion than could 
then be given. He accordingly suggested that its further consideration should be postponed. 

Ths SECBETABT proposed the inclusion of Colonel Prend^^st's name in the vote of 
thanks, that gentleman, a distinguished Hon. Associate, having obligingly read the Paper in the 
author's absence. The suggestion, having been seconded by the Hon. Secretary, was adopted^ 
and the compliment acknowledged by the gallcmt Colonel 

The CHAIBMAN would just add a word on the subject of damp-courses, which had been 
spoken to by Mr. Gordon Smith. He might claim some Imowledge about it, and he had found 
it best, when one had a basement storey, to lay two damp-proof courses, one at the bottom as a 
provision against the capillary attraction from the earth, and then another at the level of the 
ground to shut off the damp which might run in laterally from the ground above the other 
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diamp-proof course, but the great point was the connexion between the two. He had had one 
or two remarkable experiences of the advantages of his method. One instance was when he 
had to rebuild a suite of offices in Scotland Yard for the Ecclesiastical Commissioners. He 
had to go down 25 feet below the surface for a foundation, and the soil was no better than 
Thames slush. The water ran close to the walls in the lower parts. Having described his 
course of procedure, whereby the basement wall was bmlt hollow and the void filled in 
with asphalte, the Chairman said the first proof he had of the advantages of the method 
adopted was tJiat the Chief of the Mapping Department, who in the basement storey of the 
old building had always suffered from rheumatism, was at once completely cured. Moreover, 
all the files of returns, from 60,000 to 70,000 in number, were turned down into the new 
basement storey, and showed not a trace of damp. This was an illustration of the advantages 
of adding a vertical to a horizontal damp-proof course, which put to shame the " dry area " of 
the speculating builders. In a house he had to build he adopted the same plan, and there were 
no diyer walls in any basement storey in London. After some further observations bearing on 
the same subject, the Chairman announced that the Discussion on Mr. Boult's Paper would be 
resumed at the next fortnightly meeting, when they expected to be favoured with the 
presence of the author.

UNIFORMITY IN BUILDING AND SANITARY REGULATION. 

The Discussion, adjourned from the 6th February, of Mr. Joseph Boult's 
Paper on " Uniformity in Building and Sanitary Regulation *' was resumed, as 
follows : — 

E. C. ROBINS, F.SA., Fellow, called attention to the Conferences in 1876 and 1878, at 
which the subject had been considered, and before the latter of which, Mr. Boult had read 
a Paper, of which his present Paper seemed to be an elaboration, giving his latest opinions. 
That gentleman's four years' further incubation was perhaps preparatory to the resumption of 
the matter at the next General Conference. Mr. Boult recommended a Building and Sanitary 
Act combined, whereas Mr. Honeyman and others preferred to have them separate. The speaker 
laid no stress on this question, the main thing being to enforce broad principles of action, 
without descending to petty details, which should be left to local requirements and the growth 
of scientific appliances. Mr. Boult's remarks on " Essentials and Non-Essentials," recognized 
this distinction. As to " Laying out Land for Building," Dr. Farr's important statistics had 
established the principle contended for by Mr. Boult, that the density of the population must 
be taken into account. These figures proved the death-rate to be in proportion to that density. 
Before the Great Fire, the yearly London death-rate was 80 per 1000 ; after the Fire it fell to 
60 ; now it was about 20. Such had been the result of recent sanitary measures and the 
growing prosperity of the masses. As to " Unbuilt Areas," a back street 20 feet wide, or a 
common garden, like those at Netting Hill, would be better than a multiplicity of small open 
spaces. In opposition to what was termed Mr. Boult's strange assertion — " It is useless to 
provide the means of ventilation for people not intelligent enough to use them," it was aigued 
that we should not stoop to the level of the lowest, but seek to educate them up to a better 
future. Mr. Christian had shown at the last meeting the practical way of dealing with damp- 
courses, and Mr. Eobins took the opportunity of referring in detail to some recent experiences 
of his own, in reply to what he characterized as Mr. Boult's sweeping remarks on this head. The 
speaker alluded to the advantage be had enjoyed last month of visiting, in the company of 
Professors Armstrong and Ayrton, the laboratories of the Technical Schools in Switzerland, 
Austria cmd Germany. He particularly spoke of the lessons he had learnt in Dr. Pettenkofer's 
Hygiene Institute at Munich. 

J. DOUGLASS MATHEWS, Fellow, said it seemed to him that the Model By-Laws had 
been drawn up more to keep down speculating builders than to show how to build in a proper 
manner. They rather fettered with needless restrictions those who were anxious to do their 
duty as loyal architects, who would scorn the evasion of the law. The Council of the Institute 
had, in 1876, appointed a committee* to discuss this matter in accordance with the request of the 

* This Committee on " General Building Regulations for the United Kingdom," of which Mr. Mathews 
was a Member, held fourteen Meetings, and reported to the Council at the beginning of 1S77. This report is 
published at page 294 of the Transactions, 1S77-7S. At page 277 of the same volume, will be found a 
comprehensive Paper by Mr. Mathews, on " The Model By-laws as a basis of a General Boilaing Act." 
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Local Govemment Board, to whom theyafterwards reported. That body, however, hardly gave the 
attention to the report which the Institute might fairly have expected. The speaker quite 
agreed with Mr. Boult that the By-Laws entered too much into detail. There should be a 
general Act dealing with matters in a broad way, and leaving local authorities to make by-laws 
applicable to their own particular districts. He could not endorse Mr. Boult's opinion that 
the builder's business should be as free as the hatter's or the shirtmaker's. There were public 
interests involved in the trade in houses which the Govemment were bound to look to. The 
health of the people was one, which it was at their peril to neglect, and there were others hardly 
less important, as was pointed out. The speaker next proceeded to discuss at length the damp 
course, drainage, and other questions raised by the Paper. In conclusion, he strongly expressed 
the conviction that if there were to be a General Act, everything necessary should be included 
in its provisions, and he suggested that the subject should be again brought forward at their 
next Conference. 

Mr. EGBERT RAWLINSON, O.B., agreed with what had been said, that any General 
Building Act worth having must give a very wide range and must not be too centralizing. 
Yet it must be framed and carried out by a central authority. Of the difficulties thus 
involved he had had experience enough in his own department to know that to oflfer suggestions 
was better than laying down rules. A perfect Building Act they could not- have, but the most 
acceptable would be one giving general instructions, upon which by-laws might be framed, and 
as much as possible shunning structural detail. To prescribe water-fittings of a special type, 
for instance, would be to play into the hands of the maker of such fittings, to the prejudice of 
a dozen types as good. He did not know how any general law was to dictate as to sites of 
houses. He had had a pretty wide experience, and had found houses built on sites which it 
was impossible to sewer and drain properly, but to debar building on such sites would often 
stop the growth of towns — very properly, it might be, but not always justly. All the Isle of 
Dogs was 10 or 12 feet below high water mark; all West Ham, and a great part of 
Bermondsey, were below the same line. So much for the metropolis, and he did not know an 
English seaport where the rigorous application of what was doubtless a right principle would 
not shut out great building areas. Again, let them take the building by-laws, or, in fact, local self- 
government. What were local boards ? How were they constituted ? Who got elected upon 
them ? Were we quite sure that all those gentlemen who gratuitously gave their time to the 
management of local affairs really did so " free, gratis, and for nothing" ? Had they no 
interest, direct or indirect, in sitting on that board ? Had they nothing to do with the 
buildings about to be erected or managed ? You would find a great proportion of them 
concerned in buildings ; say, either cottage owners or anxious to be cottage builders. The first 
Public Health Act provided that the local board might appoint its own surveyor, but that they 
could not discharge him without the consent of the Centred Board. That provision was meant 
as a shield of that officer's independence. But there was such an outciy about the dictatorial 
interference of the Central Board that in 1854 or 1855 the protective clause was repealed Let 
another instance be taken. The whole country was subdivided into districts either urban or 
rural, the latter being also empowered to carry out sewerage works. And what did they do ? 
They often sent out plans no better than a fifth-form schoolboy could scrawl in his exercise book, 
and on the strength of such plans loans were advanced for extensive waterworks or systems of 
sewerage. The Central Board was not an executive body. It had no establishment for making 
proper plans. But there had been issued some Local Govemment Board " suggestions," which 
were sent to the local authorities, directing them to apply to some educated surveyor, that their 
plans might be properly drawn, so that they might have the loan sanctioned. Some of them 
did so. Others did not, but accused the Central Board of putting a block on all sanitary 
progress. He was constantly met with the demand for absolute power to take possession of 
other people's property on the plea of its being wanted for public purposes. He appealed to 
the Institute to say whether any govemment could be expected to give such arbitrary powers. 
He knew nothing so ruinously costly as action under the Lands' Clauses Consolidation Act^ 
which made it quite possible to litigate about £500. and spend £5,000. in the attempt to settle 
the claim. A General Building Act, if it did nothing more than prevent the abuse of 
abeady existing areas, would do a great deal of good. They might have the most 
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perfect laws, but all depended upon those who had to carry them out. Evils would spring up 
which they could not cure, but must endura For all that he did not want more ceutralizatioiL 
They had quite enough of that, and he spoke as a Government officer. They had a great deal 
better suffer some evils than be over-ridden as people were in France, where they could not 
raise a paving-stone save by the leave of the central power. Enormous good was being done, 
and the discussions in that room, embodied as they would be in the TRANSACTlOiira^ and read 
generally as they would be, would do great good, for there was no more practical way of 
doing the work of reform than by the spread of knowledge. 

Mr. W. GOLDSTR aw argued at some length from what he had seen of the circumstances 
and exigencies of Liverpool, his native town, as well as that of Mr. Boult, that a General 
Building Act would be a great boon to the country. He was, however, convinced that the 
London system, of employing practising architects as District Surveyors, would not answer in 
Liverpool. In his opinion, officials who administered a General Building Act should not be 
permitted to seek private practice. 

Dr. BICHAUD T. THOBNE owned that he felt somewhat piqued as a member of 
a profession which, in common with architects and engineei-s, had helped to promote the 
Public Health Act, at hearing Mr. Boult express a conviction resulting from forty years' 
experience that medical men were mainly responsible for the present deplorable state of 
sanitary science. On the part of the Local Government Board he had often been called, with 
his colleague Mr. Gordon Smith, to visit different parts of the country for the purpose of 
explaining medical points to sanitary authorities. But he had nothing to do with the making 
of the Model By-laws, and had no interest in backing them up. Leaving this more personal 
question. Dr. Thome proceeded to prove, in opposition to a former speaker, and by facts within 
his own knowledge, the use of concrete for sites to be even more necessary in the case of rock, 
gravel, &c., than in damp ground. He had frequently to inquire into the origin of epidemics, 
and he had found in most admirably constructed houses typhoid and diphtheria had broken out 
owing to a neighbour's drain having leaked into the uncovered gravel beneath. As to the 
Model By-laws, they were not to be regarded as hard and fast rules. They were what they 
were called — models, and were not meant to be followed in every single detail. He had been 
particularly struck with the educational influence of the code. Nothing had a greater effect 
on the public than to provide them in the first instance with good sanitary conditions. 

Mr. ELLICE CLABK, of Hove, said it was his misfortune on that day week to prosecute 
six builders for using what they chose to call mortar, but which contained ten parts of loam and 
one of lime. Yet evidence was given by two Members of the Local Board against their own 
officer to show that the mortar used by the accused was good for making veiy &ir rubble- 
walling. The By-laws were not meant to harass respectable architects, but to curb speculating 
builders. He had seen thousands upon thousands of the houses run up by these "jerry" builders, 
and it seemed impossible to embody in a general Act anything like the strii^nt provisions 
requisite to insure honest building on their part. The speaker gave his experience, as a local 
official, of the difficulty of coping with the tricks and artifices of these persons. If there was 
to be a general Act of Parliament he hoped it would leave details to be dealt with locally. He 
believed in the metropolitan system in the selection of local surveyors, according to which 
men eminent in the architectural profession, and whose private practice rendered them 
independent, were chosen for the office. 

JOHN HEBB, Fellow, hoped to have learnt that Mr. Boult advocated increased stringency 
in the law rather than its relaxation, and he thought it had been very well shown that the Modd 
By-laws were after all more of the nature of suggestions. They did not become By-laws until they 
were adopted by some of the local authorities, and it rested with the local authority to accept them 
in their entirety, or to take so much of them as might seem applicable to the particular case. 
They seemed to descend into minute directions and details, but for all that they might still be 
termed skeleton suggestions. He had hoped to hear more about their Building Act, and would 
have been glad to hear hints as to possible amendments. The proposition that there should 
be one uniform law he could not help thinking Quixotic. It would be impossible to have one 
law for all England. The diverse nomenclature of building materials in different parts of the 
country was but one instance of the difficulties to be encountered should the attempt be made 
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The Groveriunent had shown no great anxiety to reform the building laws. The attempt at 
codification in 1875 turned out a disastrous failure. The Bill had been very patiently frwned, 
but it was thrown out by the House of Commons, the Institute and the district surveyors 
being foremost amongst its opponents. The Metropolitan Board of Works had introduced into 
the present Parliament a short Bill dealing with the limitation of the cubical contents of 
warehouses, &c., but it thought any attempt at a more comprehensive reform unadviseable. 
The Act of 1878 had been pretty generally approved, and its working had been beneficial. 

HENRY DAWSON, Fdlaw, thought there should be two sets of rules. The general 
there could be no objection to. The particular rules, relative to strength of timber and iron, 
and requiring the deposit of drawings, should be applicable to those buildings only in the 
erection of which no architect was employed. A professional tribunal to appeal to in disputed 
cases would stop a great deal of litigation. 

The chairman thought they were all deeply indebted to Mr. Boult for having brought 
the subject before them. The By-laws were for restraining the " scamps," and no honest men 
need fear them. How were these " scamps" to be dealt with if no details distinguishing between 
good and bad work were specified ? He did not think uniform legislation possible. Climate, 
materials, modes of building varied greatly, though th^ principles of sound building, and of 
sanitary science, continued the same. The Chairman's reiteration of a vote of thanl^ to Mr. 
Soult was carried by acclamation. 

Mr. JOSEPH BOULT, in his reply, said the remarks to which Dr. Thome had taken 
exception, were intended to apply to some members only of the medical profession. As to 
over-crowding, I>r. Richardson allowed for no more than 30 persons to an acre, but the Peabody 
Trustees crowded their tenants together on the scale of 1500 to the acre. Yet the Peabody 
Buildings could not be so unhealthy, since the death-rate there was but 17 per 1000 as compared 
with 21 for London at large. He did not think a damp-course could be made compulsory. By 
going too much into details they would miss all t^reement amongst themselves. There were 
three objects laid down as essential by the Local Government Board — stability of the structure, 
security against fire, and healthiness. The act should embody these conditions, and so far from 
allowing local authorities to frame by-laws, that would be but a perpetuation of the present 
defective system. The act should be consistently and uniformly enforced in its integrity on all 
suitable occasions.

Extract from the Report of the Gmincil presented to the Anrnuil General Meeting, 2Uh January, 1882. 

The late President of the Institute. 
" Before concluding this Report, it remains to be told that your President, representing the 
Society, and by special invitation from the Council of the Institute, attended the recent 
funeral of Mr. George Edmund Street, E.A.; and your Council wish to add a few words to 
express their sense of the loss the profession has sustained in Mr. Street's death, and to record 
the ceremony of his burial in Westminster Abbey, attended by circumstances of public 
mourning and respect, which reflect a light from his own pre-eminent qualities, upon the 
Institute of which he was President, and on the profession to which he belonged. Mr. Street 
was well known in Leicester as the architect of St. Peter's Church, the restorer of St. Martin's 
and St. Margaret's, and as the author of valuable literary works and essays ; his life and work 
may therefore claim a special reference on this occasion. Members of the Society may indeed 
be reminded, that a former President of the Institute, who received the same honour in his 
burial, was equally well known to them ; but Sir Gilbert Scott held the office of Architect to 
the Abbey of Westminster at the time of his death, and was moreover the designer of the 
Prince Consort Memorial ; whereas the late President of the Institute appears more distinctly 
as a representative amongst the diligent masters of the profession at large ; and therefore, in 
lamenting Mr. Street's death, and adding their slight tribute to his memory, your Council may 
be allowed to refer to his career, as a special example and encouragement to every member of 
the Society."

The Council have received a letter, addressed to the Sbcretaeies, from 
Professor T. Hatter Lewis, F.S.A., Vice-President , as follows : — 

12, Kensington Gardens Sqtuire, W,, 27th Februari/, 1882. 
My Dear Sibs,-^— The time is now near at which it will be requisite for the Council to 
nominate, for the approval of the Members of the Institute, the officers for the ensuing Session, 
and by our By-laws, I am next in rotation as President. When I declined the office last year I 
thought it very possible that travel and rest might enable me to perform my duties as Vice- 
President, and that, when Mr. Street's term of office expired, I might perhaps find mjrself 
strong enough to be his successor, should it be the wish of the Members that I should be so. 
But the rest, which I thought I should have as his Vice-President, was cancelled by his 
lamented death, and though I did my best, when suddenly called upon, to fulfil the duties of 
the office, which then devolved upon me, the experience of the few meetings at which I was 
able to preside showed me that I was not strong enough in health to perform them to the 
satisfaction of the Members and of myself. I feel, therefore, compelled, in justice to my 
colleagues and to the Members with whom I have formed so many friendships during the 
twenty-five years which have elapsed since I was first elected on the Council, again to decline 
the honour of being nominated as President. And in thus withdrawing from the active work 
of the Institute, I trust that I shall carry with me the same kindly feelings from its Members, 
as I am sure I have towards them. Believe me, very truly yours, T. Hayter Lewis. 

The Council consequently directed a letter to be written to Professor Lewis, 
expressing their regrets at las notice of intention to decline the Presidentship, 
and of his consequent retirement from the oflBce of Vice-President, at the same 
time reciprocating the warm assurances of esteem contained in his letter.

Member^ aiid conveying Her Majesty's th^mjcs 
for the Congratulatory Vote passed at the last Meeting. 

A large number of Donations of Books, &c., was announced, and the usual 
vote of thanks returned to the various donorsi. Mr. Hansard, Chairman of the 
Library Committee, stated that he had that day attended the sale of the late 
Mr. BuRGBs's drawings and books, and that he ha^d boen enabled, with the 
authority of the Coimcil, to secure a few works of Interest for the Library. 

THE WHICHCORD PORTRAIT. 
The portrait of John Whichcow), F.8.A., Past President, painted by 
L. Alma Tabema^ R.A-9 Hon. Associate, and exhibited for the first time tQ th^ 
Members, was formally presented by Chaelbs Babey, F.S.A., Past Presidmt^ 
Treasurer of the Whiohoobd Portrait Fund. 

CHAELES BAERT, F.SA., Past PreMerU.—I think, sir, that though we have to thank 
Mr. Whichcord for having consented to sit for his portrait, and to give to us and our successors 
the gratification of possessing it for all time, our thanks are infinitely more due to Mr. Alma 
Tadema, who sits beside me here, for having undertaken a work in which we all feel so great an 
interest. I had the hardihood to ask a man like Mr. Alma Tadema to undertime this 
work, though I knew his position and the extreme value of his time, which of course 
no subscription such as we are able to raise can possibly compeiisate; and therefore I 
hope that the Members will thank him in the warmest way for having undertaken the 
work which I so daringly asked him to do. You will notice that the treatment has an 
originaUty which is all his own. Instead of simply painting our Past President as a lay 
figure with an indefinite distance, he immediately realized the idea which we wished to 
perpetuate, that he was a president. He therefore thought — and I think happily thought — 
that an individuality should be given to the portrait, that it should be the President of the 
Institute, seated in the Presidents chair, and wearing the President's insignia The result is 
that we not only have from Tadema's pencil a portrait of an honoured president, but I venture 
to say — I dare say the painter may blush, I do not know whether he is given to blushing — ^but 
I venture to say, even at the risk of bis blushing, that we possess a work of art far superior to 
anjrthing that we have hitherto possessed of the kind. Now Mr. Vice-Piesident, as the 
treasurer of the fund, I may be permitted to remark that, out of 1000 professional members, 
just 102 have at present the pleasure of presenting this portrait to the Institute. I need hardly 
say that from 102 architects no kind of compensatory sum could be raised — although many of 
the subscriptions are very generous— no kind of sum could be raised which could be of any 
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adequate recompense to our friend Mr. Tadema. But I should like to add, sir, in conclusioii, 
that I do not propose, as treasurer of. the Whichcord Portrait Fund, to close the account 
for about a fortnight's time, and I should like that fact to be known to the other 900 
professional members, for there must be many amongst them who will not allow their 
names to be absent from the list of subscriptions. 

The CHAIEMAN. — It affords me great pleasure on behalf of the Institute to accept the 
noble and handsome gift which Mr. Barry has just presented. If our friend and Honorary 
Associate, Tadema, has found a good subject in our Past President to paint, our Past President 
has had an excellent artist to paint him. 

The thanks of the Institute were then voted by acclamation and with loud cheers. 

L, ALMA TADEMA, R.A., Hon. Associate. — Mr. Chairman, gentlemen, I rise to thank 
you for the kind way in which you have received my small efforts to show interest in 
this noble Society, to which I am proud to belong. You know that I have a special 
inclination to love architecture. I have shown it to you often in my works, and that is really 
the sincerest way of showing what one loves. Therefore I was really gratified when Mr. Banj 
thought of me in reference to the portrait of Mr. Whichcord. I have besides leamt, on more 
than one occasion, to appreciate that kind man whom I have had the happiness to paint for jon. 
He has grown upon me since he came to sit to me, and become quite a friend So I 
have to thank you for having given me the opportunity of counting one friend the more. 
Moreover, a painter tries to make a picture, but what he looks for above all is a little 
appreciation of his efforts, and that I have found so abundantly here, gentlemen, that I really 
feel inclined to do what Mr. Barry said I was going to do — ^to blush

PUBLIC ARCHITECTURAL COMPETITIONS. 

The Chairman, having reminded the Meeting that an amended Paper, 
entitled " Suggestions for the Conduct of Architectural Competitions," had been 
for some considerable time in the hands of Members, that a statement of the 
whole course of procedure which had taken place in connection with the discussion 
of the matter of Competitions had been published in a recent number of the 
Journal of Proceedings, and that a further amendment, proposed by the Institute 
Special Competitions Committee, of the " Suggestions, &c." was printed in the 
last number (11) of the Proceedings, stated that a letter referring thereto had 
been received from the Leeds Architectural Society, which would be communicated 
to the Meeting. The Secretary then read the letter as follows : — 

At a Specifid Meeting of the Leeds Architectural Society, held at the Philosophical Hall, 
on Thursday evening, the 12th of January, the " Suggestions for the Conduct of Architectural 
Competitions" issued by the Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects, were brought 
up for consideration and, if possible, approval A tacit approval was given to all the 
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clauses of the circular, with the exception of such portions of the 5th, which relate to the 

recommendation for a Preliminary Competition of Sketch Designs, as a preparatory step to 

inviting a limited number of Architects to take part in a final one. The Leeds Architectural 

Society ventures to protest with its utmost strength against such a recommendation going 

forth as the wish of the Architects of this country. The burdens laid upon the profession 

through the system of Competitions are already all but intolerable, and it would be strange 

indeed if their weight were increased by the action of those who are, or should be, most 

interested in lightening them. The diflTerence in labour and expense between preliminary 

sketch designs (so called) and fully finished drawings made to a reasonable scale, is so small, 

that to insist upon a double competition, requiring both sketch and finished drawings, means 

simply twice the work and cost in comparison with the system the circular proposes to abolish, 

without bringing any corresponding benefit to the competitors. It also would open up every 

contest of the kind to two opportunities for the introduction of abuses to which competitions 

are liable. No sufficient, or indeed any, reason has been given why this addition to the usual 

mode of conducting competitions should have been made to the regulations adopted at the 

General Conference of Architects held in 1872. Could any reasonable advantage be claimed 

for it, the Leeds Architectural Society would be prepared to give it a trial, but it cannot, 

consistent with its duty to its members, allow of a change so detrimental to the profession to 

be adopted quietly, and it trusts that the Eoyal Institute of British Architects wiU see its way 

to dispense with the objectionable portions of the 5th Clause. Should it be insisted on, the 

Leeds Architectural Society will feel itself bound, in the interests of provincial Architects at 

least, to endeavour to prevent its adoption wherever it can make its influence felt.

It was then formally moved by Ewan Christian, Vice-President^ and seconded 
by David Brandon, F.S.A., Member of Council^ that the amended Paper, entitled 
" Suggestions for the Conduct of Architectural Competitions " be adopted. 

CHARLES BARRY, F.S.A., Past President, said that it might be in the remembrance of 

the Meeting that a Committee was appointed, during the latter part of the Session of 1879-80, 

to consider the question of Competitions, and that he was appointed Chairman. He had 

therefore become acquainted with all that had taken place in that Committee, and hence he 

spoke in their name quite as much or perhaps more than in his own. That Committee sent 

in a Report to the Council in February, 1881, but it was not immediately taken into 

consideration. The Conference took place in 1881, and it was not till after the Conference 

that the Coimcil came to a resolution in October, 1881. Having at that time gone through the 

Report of the Committee, which embodied certain suggestions, they approved of some, eliminated 

some and altered others, and the result was that those resolutions were remitted to the hands 

of the Secretaries, Mr. Anderson and Mr. White, and they embodied the result of those 

resolutions (and very ably and properly embodied them) in the paper which had now been 

put before the Meeting as having been approved by the Council at a Meeting on the 20th 

December, 1881, and recommended to the Business Meeting of the Institute convened for the 

9th January, 1882. The matter came before that Meeting in the way described. There 

was not sufficient time then to discuss it, and it comes before this Meeting. What he had to 

say was this : the Committee felt that they had given a great deal of attention to the subject 

which was remitted to them, and he was aware, as Chairman, from the remarks of several 

Members, that they were not altogether satisfied with the filing-down and alterations which 

had been done by the Council. They therefore met again on the second of this month, and 

while fully thanking the Council for the suggestions which they had made as far as they went, 

the Committee ventured to think that the Council had missed some of those points which the 

Committee thought of importance, and he was requested officiedly to send in the notice of 

further amendment to be discussed at the present Meeting. That amendment dealt with 

certain clauses which would probably require to be discussed on their merits separately^ but it 

recast as it were the suggestions of the Council, and turned them into what they ought to be, 

not " suggestions "* but " regulations,'' which all should consider to be right and reasonable, and 
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which, widiout it being possible to dictate them to promoters, should exhibit to promoters of 

competitions what the representatives of the profession thought right, reasonable and fair as 

between the promoters and those who are indueed to competa TfaAt was the position of the 

altered paper, which embodied in italics the amendments and additions, and which had been 

circulated to every Member of the Institute. He had now only to explain to the general body 

that there were certain main objects which the Conmiittee had in view in approaching the 

question, that it was quite possible that in carrying out those main principles, details might be 

open to improvement ; but improvement could only be dictated by experience, which experience 

they had not hitherto had. The general body in appointing the committee had kept 

that most important principle in view, and the committee steadily kept it in view, namely: 

to try and disabuse the public, in the shape of promoters, ot a pernicious idea, that they were 

conferring a benefit upon the profession by inviting lliem to compete for buildings, wb^eas 

it was the universal opinion of architects that the profession conferred a large benefit on 

promoters by sending in competition, drawings. With that object in view, the Conamittee 

endeavoured to think out a system which should exhibit that feeling, which should show the 

promoters that they were not to pay premiums as prizes in a lottery into which the whole body 

of the profession was anxious and eager to run, but that they should, within reasonable limits, 

pay something definite for actual services rendered. With that view, the double system of 

competitions which had been tried at the Manchester Town Hall was taken as an example. 

It was understood that the system had worked well there, worked well in the interests of the 

promoters, and had not been greatly objectionable to the competitors. Those sketch designs 

were sent in from anybody who chose to send them in the first instance, and a 

few were selected, each of whom received, in the second competition, £300. for the 

trouble of working out his design, whether it was ultimately accepted or not So far 

that carried out the idea that promoters were to recognize the fact that services were 

rendered to them by those who worked out the plans, and that they paid for those services — 

whether sufficient or insufficient might be a matter of difference of opinion ; and also of course 

such payments must necessarily have reference to the magnitude of the work, and the means 

at the disposal of the employers. That was one of the main objects which was entirely 

unattainable under the old system of competitions, but was attainable nnder a 

system which the Conmiittee recommended. Then another and a most important main 

principle they had in view was that, when this process had been gone through, 

— and somebody was necessarily (by whatever machinery that was arrived at) considered tbe best 

— ^the best man should not be, as was often the case, quietly shelved, his plans made nse of, 

and his works put into the hands of somebody else ; but that, in advertizing a competition in 

the dual form, there should be a promise in the nature of a contract between the promoters on 

the one hand and the competitors on the other — ^that the best man when ascertained should 

really have the work which he gained. Those were the two great principles that the 

Committee had in view, and if they could be carried out in the way suggested by the Committee, 

or any improvement of that way, he thought that the general body would be satisfied. The 

Committee, after having given a great deal of thought to it, could not hit upon any better plan 

than that which had been submitted. It had been suggested by the public press that more 

labour, certainly not less, was thrown upon the competitors nnder the double system Uian 

under the single. He did not see for a moment how that could be sustained. One knew 

perfectly well that, under the old system, competitors were tdways required to send in 

a perfect set of drawings, plans, elevations and sections, and very often details and that to a 

large scale— a// had to do that. Now under the new plan it was intended that the body of 

competitors should have a minimum of labour on the smallest scale that would really represent 

their powers of designing and planning. Whether the particular scales that had been suggested 

and bad been criticized in respect to certain well-known works still under consideration, under 

the new system, would answer, he did not express any opinion for the present. Time was 

required to show that. It was undesirable to press to an immediate conclusion or opinion from 

the general body of the Institute on the subject under discussion. It would be wise to let this 

present* Session go over, and bring the matter under consideration next Session. In the 

meanwhile it was very easy to criticize, and it was a great pleasure to most people to criticize, 
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but it was satisfactory to him to know, and for him to infonn them that, in two competitions 
with which he was personally connected — the Municipal Buildings for Glasgow and the new 
Town Buildings at Birkenhead — numerous letters had been received by the respective town 
clerks from competitors, or intending competitors, expressing high approval of the system 
adopted, so that at ^ny rate there was a consensus of opinion on the side of approval, even if 
there was an opinion on the other side. There was one person certainly who, under the new 
system, had a much more onerous responsibility, and a much more delicate duty, and that was 
the Referee, because he had to do the work twice over instead of once, and he had to 
undertake the responsibility, in the face of his professional colleagues, of a good deal of advice 
in the drawing up of instructions and so forth, which heretofore had been done haphazard. 
That they could always be drawn up without faults nobody supposed. Even Beferees were 
human, and all that could be hoped for from them was that their professional brethren would 
give them credit, at any rate, for doing their honest best. There was an obvious advantage to 
be gained by the new system, derived from the fact that the professional Referee was put, at 
the outset, in communication with the promoters. He was able to advise them step by step, 
and keep them from going wrong, as they very often would, from ignorance, and he wais 
certainly able (and tifiat was a great gain) to prevent anything like corrupt practices, 
canvassing, &c, with which unfortunately they had been familiar. He could quite understand 
that the Council, when they received the elaborate report of the Committee (for it was so, 
and was intended to be exhaustive of the whole question) were desirous if possible to shorten 
the recommendations in the form of a syllabus, and with that desire the Committee entirely 
sympathized, but they wished him to say that, in doing so, some of their most important 
recommendations had been unfortunately either omitted by the Council, or not expressed as the 
Committee intended. The Committee thought that there were two kinds of competitions possible 
— one by the double system edluded to, and the other without sketches at all, and therefore 
without any labour to the architects who compete. They thought that might apply in two 
ways — first, to men, eminent in their profession, who would not otherwise go into competitions 
at all, from whom a choice might be made on the principles here laid down ; and it also would 
apply to the other end of the scale— the small competitions, which would be too small to be 
worth the expense of the double system. With those observafions he should formally move: — 

That the amended paper ismed by (he Council, and entitled '' Suggegtians for the Conduct of Architectural 
'^^^'^^ioiu,^ he amtendedy altered, and added to, as printed in italics on pages 147 and 148 (right 



hand column) of the Journal of Proceedings (No. 11^, 1881-82, in the further amendment entitled 
" Greneral Regulations, d:c" 

HENRY DAWSON, Fellow, said that it would probably meet the general convenience if 
he were simply to second Mr. Barry's amendment and sit down. He would, however, before 
the discussion was adjourned, ask permission to make one remark, namely, as regards the 
younger members of the profession (he did not think there were any present from Leeds) : that 
if they would frankly and fuUy consider what is involved in. this first mode of competition, 
which the committee called A, they would alter their opinion. One must recollect what were 
the demands upon the labour as well as upon the thought of competitors, under the old system, 
in the preparation not alone of working drawings to a large scale; but they were often 
asked to prepare a specification of the works and also an estimate which should be relied upon, 
and for which the competitor should be responsible. Lastly, they were frequently called upon 
to prepare perspective views. When they thought of the enormous labour thus involved, the 
younger members would see that what is proposed was really not a tithe of the labour that 
was involved in such drawings and specifications as had hitherto been demanded. 

THOMAS PORTER, Fellow, moved the adjournment of the discussion. 

THOMAS WORTHINGTON, Mentha of Council, seconded the motion, and asked leave 
to say that, in two important competitions, the Assize Courts and the Town Hall of Manchester, 
the scale adopted for the competition drawings was not an eighth but a sixteenth. 

Professor KERR gave notice that he would, at the adjourned meeting, move a special 
amendment. He fanci^ that the Glasgow competition to which Mr. Barry alluded had 
already shown the weakness of the new system. He (the Professor) knew one of the 
competitors who spent £200. upon the preliminary sketches. The inducement offered to 
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competitors was to send in a number of designs, and he had heard of two competitors who had 
been selected, and he was quite sure that Mr. Barry would never recommend either of them 
to cany out the work. His amendment, which he would send to the Secretary, would be 
addressed to that most important question indicated in both the forms before thenL He 
alluded to the suggestion or regulation that " from these designs a choice is to be made of 
an architect to carry out the work." That was an impossibility in his opinion. 

It having been ultimately decided that a Special Meeting should be called to discuss tliis 
matter, and the date having been left to be fixed by the Council, the proceedings terminated. 

THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL, 1882. 

9th March, 1882. 
Sir, — The Vice-Presidents and Council, and the general body of Fellows, of the Eoyal 
Institute of British Architects, at a Meeting held on the 6th inst., unanimously resolved to 
humbly submit for Her Majesty's gracious sanction that the Royal Gold Medal for the year 
1882 be presented to Baron von Ferstel, Imperial and Royal "Oberbaurath" and Professor at 
the Imperial and Royal High School of Vienna, Curator of the Imperial and Royal Museums, 
Knight of several Orders, Foreign Associate of the Institut de France, and Honorary Member 
of Institutes and Academies in different parts of the world. It has become, therefore, our 
agreeable duty to -request that you will lay before the Queen the above recommendation. 
Heinrich Freiherr von Ferstel was elected an Honorary & Corresponding Member of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects in 1867. His first great work was the Votive Church 
of Vienna, which occupied him from 1856 until about three years ago, and he is distinguished 
at home and abroad as the architect of a large number of churches, and public and private 
edifices, erected under his superintendence in Briin, Salzburg, Trieste, Vienna and other parts 
of the Austrian Empire.

REPORT OF THE C0T3NCIL TO SUBSCRIBERS AND DONORS. 

Gentlemen, — In fulfilling the duty of reporting on the condition and progress of the 
Architects' Benevolent Society to the Thirty-second Annual Meeting, the Council have much 
satisfaction in stating that the modifications sanctioned by the last Annual General Meeting 
of Donors and Subscribers have greatly facilitated the conduct of the Society's afiairs. 

The number of cases relieved during the year 1881 was 30, and the grants made amounted 
to £381. These cases included applications from Scotland and distant parts of England as 
weU as from the Metropolis. 

The Council have to deplore the decease during the past year of several contributors to 
the Society's funds. Three well-known men, Mr. Decimus Burton, Mr. Anthony Salvin and 
Mr. G. E. Street, passed away in December last, all of whom evinced great interest in the 
proceedings of the Society and liberally contributed to its funds. With Societies as with 
individual, the loss of one's earliest friends is attended with the keenest regrets, for they leave 
a void behind them which cannot be fully replaced. The lamented death of Mr. Street has 
caused a vacancy in the number of trustees, to fiU which the Council have nominated Mr. George 

AA 
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Godwin^ who, should the Annual General Meeting approve, has consented to hold the office. 
The trustees of the Society will consequently be Professor Donaldson, Mr. Charles Barry and 
Mr. Godwin. 

The Income Account and Balance Sheet for the year ended Slst December, 1881, are 
herewith submitted. These, togetlier with the Society's Account Books, have been duly 
audited by Mr. J. Henry Christian. A then slight indisposition prevented Mr. Amtz from 
meeting his brother Auditor on the occasion of the audit; and his subsequent death has 
rendered it impossible to obtain the signatures of both the Auditors. The Council however 
trust that, under the circumstances, the Annual Greneral Meeting will be satisfied with the 
careful examination made by Mr. Christian of the Society's accounts. The donations received 
during the year 1881 were invested in January, and the amount of invested capital has now 
reached the sum of £5550. New 3 per Cent. Stock With reference to the expenses of 
management, the sum expended in 1880 was £50., while in 1881 it was under £40., making a 
reduction of £10., and this in spite of the fact that the printing of new By-laws, Lists of Donors 
and Subscribers, involved an outlay of more than £25. The Council do not, however, intend 
to print and issue another red-book until 1883, and they refer Contributors to the Journal of 
Proceedings published by the Eoyal Institute of British Architects, wherein will be found a 
List of Donors and Subscribers for 1881 (see page 142, ante), as weU as this Report, &c. 

The Council recognize with feelings of satisfaction the liberal aid bestowed by the 
comparatively few Members of the Institute who are Contributors to the Society, but they 
deem it necessary to remark that the available funds for distribution are quite unworthy of 
the character and position of the profession, and inadequate to meet the increasing claims, 
pressing for assistance, with that relief to which numerous cases are in fairness entitled. 
The Institute now numbers nearly 1000 professional Members, not a fourth of whom 
contribute to the Society's funds. The Council, therefore, earnestly solicit support for the 
Society, which it is essential to the interest and respectability of the profession to maintain on 
a sound and permanent basis. To administer relief and consolation is at once the privilege 
and duty of all in the profession who are so fortunate as to be blessed with sufficient means, 
remembering always " That without charity we are nothing worth."

Whebeas the announcement of the death of George Edmund Street, of London, haying 
been received by the Pacific Coast Association of Architects with profound sorrow and regret, 
it was deemed proper by the Association that we join with our professional brethren of 
England and the entire civilized world in adding tribute to the memory of him, who in life 
enjoyed so preeminent a position in the profession The loss by death of leading men, in any 
profession or pursuit of life, naturally creates a void, which, for the time being, none who 
remain feel competent to fill. While the intelligent world bow in submission to the decree of 
Him, who cannot err, in the removal of loved and honoured ones from the paths of life — finom 
circles of friends and kindred dear, and the association of trusting and. admiring minds — it is 
but right that those who are spared should unite in expressions of sorrow and words of 
common sympathy. 

Therefore be it resolved that the Pacific Coast Association of Architects at the City of 
San Francisco, State of California, recognize an irreparable loss to the profession generally in 
the death of our late Professional Brother George Edmund Street.

Mr. St. Aubyn, nominated by the Council, and whose name appears 
in the first issue of the Balloting List, has requested to be excused from serving (see the list 
of nominations, page 153, ante). The second issue of the Balloting List for the Annual 
Election is made to Fellows with this number (13) of the Proceedings, and they are 
recommended to bring the Balloting Paper with them to the Annual General Meeting, as only 
a very few copies remain in the hands of the Secretaries. At the Annual General Meeting, 
each Fellow ^e5«7i^ may erase any name or names from the Balloting List, but the names on the 
List 80 altered must not exceed the number to be elected to the respective oflBces, and all Lists 
which do not accord with these directions will be rejected by the Scrutineers (see By-law XXXI.) 

EEPOET OF THE COUNCIL, 1882. 

The retrospect of the year 1881, although exhibiting much that is gratifying 
and encouraging, must yet ever be tinged with sorrow and regret. It would 
be strange, indeed, were it otherwise, for rarely does a Society sustain such 
a loss as that which overtook the Institute in the death of its President, George 
Edmund Street, a loss which has been truly described as in many respects 
irreparable, and the full sense of which has scarcely yet been realized. This, 
however, is not the occasion for an obituary notice, and the Council can do no 
more than express their keen sense of what the Institute and the profession have 
suffered by the premature removal of Mr. Street. None who were at all 
familiar — and who were not? — ^with his indomitable energy, his herculean powers 
of work, his lively imagination and wide store of practical knowledge, his literary 
power and critical acumen, and above all with his pure and ardent devotion to Art, 
can for a moment doubt that the loss of Mr. Street is not merely that of a 

B B 
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distinguished colleague and brother, but the much greater loss of one rs 
had become a leader of men, whose fame was world-^idde and whose grea 
powers had as yet sustained no diminution and experienced no wanii? 
That such was the estimation in which he was held by his contemporaries, cojI 
receive no stronger testimony than was afforded by the presence of that rail 
concourse of all classes of people, who, on the 29th of December, 18bL 
accompanied his remains to the final resting place which had been accorfeJ 
them in Westminster Abbey; and while unaffectedly mourning* a loss so M 
the Council would point to the too brief career of the deceased master as m 
which may be studied with advantage by every architect. 

The death of Mr. Street was preceded by that of two Past Yk^

It is not proposed this year to invite members to join in a public dinner, 
but arrangements are being made to hold a Conversazione towards the close of 
May.

The first Examination held under the By-law which requires all gentlemen, 
before presenting themselves for election as Associates, to pass an examination, 
has been attended with imlooked-for sucadss. Twenty-four applications were 
received and approved by the Board of ' Examiners ; twenty-two gentlemen 
presented themselves, of whom seventeen passed with credit. Of the remainder, 
three were refused and two were permitted to make a second application, 
and this without payment of any further fee. The Examination which 
commenced on Tuesday the 28th March was conducted by the Board, and the 
work of setting the questions for each day was apportioned in the following 
manner : —

The Moderators were Messrs. C. R. Pink and Hugh St annus, assisted by 
Messrs. Frank T. Baqgallay and T. E. Mundy, all Associates and certificated 
candidates in the Class of Proficiency of the Voluntary Architectural Examination. 
The Oral Examination which took place on Friday and Saturday lasted thirteen 
hours, eight members of the Board having attended. Those who have passed 
are eligible, at once, to become candidates for election as Associates. The 
recommendations for the award of the Ashpitbl Prize, as well as of the Silver 
Medal offered by Mr. Ernest Turner for the best answers to Questions in 
Sanitary Science, will not be made until the close of the July Examination, and 
the presentation of such prizes, if awarded, will not therefore take place until 
next Session. 

The Coimcil regret to be obliged to put on record that the designs and 
drawings submitted for the annual competitions of the Institute were this 
year below the average standard of merit, except Mr. Thomas T. Scott's 
measured drawings of St. David's Cathedral which were exceedingly good. 
The SoANB Medallion was awarded to Mr. A. B. Pitb. The works sent in for 
tiie TiTB Prize, contrasting unfavourably with those of last year, were so 
indifferent as to preclude the possibility of awarding it. Only one Essay 
was received, and the Medal was not awarded. The design for a Stone Bridge 
submitted for the Grissbll Medal, was excellent both in conception and 
draughtsmanship, and its author Mr. H. Phelps Drew is entitled to the 
commendation which his work has obtained. 

The PuGiN Travelling Studentship has been gained by Mr. Francis Hooper, 
and the first Holder of the G-odwin Bursary is Arthur John Gale, Associate. 

The ofl&cial recommendation for the award of the Royal Gold Medal has 
been made on behalf of a foreign practising architect and approved by the 
Queen. Baron von Ferstel, an Austrian architect of eminence, known to 
Englishmen by his works, is to receive the Gold Medal, annually given by Her 
Majesty to some distinguished architect or man of science of any country 
on the recommendation which the Institute of Architects is privileged to make 
to the Sovereign. 
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The Report of the Librarian, Mr. Alexander Beazbley, adopted by the 
Library Committee, has been received by the Conncil. The following are 
extracts from it: — 

I beg to present the following Report upon the Library for the twelve months elapsed 
from 1st April, 1881, to Slst March of the present year. The number of volumes presented 
to the Library is 65 and to the Loan Collection 3, exclusive of periodicals, reports and 
transactions of societies, and of parts of works issued in a serial form. Among the latter may 
be specially mentioned the concluding part of Messrs. Audsley & Bowes's Kerwmic Art of 
Japan, presented by the authors, and completing this superb work. Of pamphlets, other than 
the foregoing, 97 were presented. Of drawings, engravings and photographs, about 87 sheet'* 
were presented, besides the Sketch-book of the ArcMtectural Association. A medal, struck by 
the Sociedad Central de Arquitectos, in commemoration of the Architectural Congress at 
Madrid in 1881, was presented. 

The works purchased comprize 46 volumes for the Library and 13 for the Loan Collection. 
Some of these were bought at the sale of the library of the late Mr. Surges, at which were also 
bought Mr. Burges's drawings (in 3 volumes) of domestic and ecclesiastical ornamental metal- 
work, and stone- work ; his report on King's College Chapel, Cambridge, and a collection of 
sketches for his competition drawings for the new buildings of that college. The purchases 
also include 2 pamphlets, some Parliamentary papers, and the current numbers of the 
Manumentos arquitectSnicos de Espana, 

The number of tickets issued for admission to the use of the Libmry and Loan Collection, 
under the rules which came into force at the beginning of last year, is 55. The attendances of 
readers in the Library is shown in a tabular statement in Appendix A* accompanying this 
Report. The attendances have increased in a highly satisfactory manner upon those of the 
previous twelve months, the increase bein^: — (Day). Members 17.5 and Non-Members 103 
per cent., or taken together 42 per cent. (Evening). Members 30 and Non-Members 23 per 
cent., or taken together nearly 26 per cent 

The number of volumes issued on loan was about 300. The names of the works chiefly in 
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demaxid, and the number of issues per volume, are given in Appendix B .♦ accompanying this 
Beport. The books issued on loan have been used with care, and have on the whole been 
returned punctually when due. There have been some instances of their being retained 
long after they were due, and even after they had been written-for; but these cases were 
not suflBciently numerous to render it necessary for me to do more at present than mention 
the circumstance of their having occurred. Should they continue and become more numerous, 
it may at a future time be requisite to invite the Committee to consider the matter with a view 
to remedial alteration of the Eules. 

The year before last a legacy of £100 for the Library was received from the 
late Mr. T. H. Wyatt, and a grant of £50 was made out of ordinary income ; 
in 1881, the grant amounted to £70, and this year the grant is £60, an 
annuaJ grant which is intended to meet the current expenses of maintenance rather 
than to effect purchases. A sum less than £30 belonging to the Titb Fund has 
been devoted to the purchase of Books on Italian Architecture, and the fact that 
the TiTE Prize is not given this year has permitted the Council to make another 
grant to the Library from that fund. They have also sanctioned a special 
disbursement of about £40 from the ordinary funds for the purchase of works 
commemorative of the late Mr. William Burgbs. 

A statement made in the recent Report of the Architects' Benevolent 

Society has attracted the attention of the Council. It is that from among 1,000 

members — Fellows and Associates of the Institute — not one-fourth contribute to 

the Society's funds, and the facts are even worse than has been stated. Out of 

1,095 professional members not 160 contribute to the Architects* Benevolent 

Society ; in 1881 about 130 Fellows contributed, and this class now numbers 

399, while barely twenty Associates contributed. The Council venture, in the 

kindest but most emphatic manner, to urge upon a large majority of Members 

who do not subscribe, and yet are apparently prosperous, to strengthen the 

hands of those gentlemen who, with the least possible outlay and a very small 

income, are periodically called upon to advise grants, generally insuflBcient and 

always petty, to the widows and orphans of architects, and even to architects 

and assistants who are at times compelled to apply for rehef , not in London 

alone but throughout the United Kingdom. 

The small Special Committee of Council appointed, in February 1881, to 
consider the question of the Royal Gold Medal and report the past history 
thereof, have not yet completed their labours ; and their final report cannot be

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presented this Session. The report of the Special Committee ob Gompetitioni 
appointed by the Institute is still under consideration, and awaits the decision of 
the Fellows ; the Council trust tiiat it may be found possible to call a Special 
General Meeting in May, just befd^e the Conversazione, when the presence of a 
large number of non-metropolitaA Members may render a discussion of the 
subject valuable in practical results. The Special Committee on Light and 
Air, also appointed by the Institute, are not yet in a position to make 
a preliminary report, but important information has been obtained, and 
much more is promised, though some time must necessarily elapse before the 
papers connected with this dijBB^ult subject can be issued to Members. The 
Committee on Professional Practice have not had occasion to meet, the 
various points submitted under this head having been settled by the Council. 
Nor has it been necessary to summon the Board of Examiners appointed under 
the 33rd section of the Metropolitan Building Act, 1855, due probably to the 
large number of certificated candidates for the Office of District Surveyor still 
unbeneficed, and to the improved character of the Statutory Examination which to 
be satisfactorily passed requires varied educational attainments and a great deal 
of practical experience. The Board will, however, meet this month for the 
examination of applicants. 

Mr. George Godwin's munificent gift of £1125 to found a Bursary for the 
promotion of the study of modem architectural works abroad points to the fact, 
too much overlooked perhaps in the world of Art, that something more is 
required from the architect of to-day than a knowledge, however varied or 
profound, of past methods of construction, of classical and mediaeval styles, or 
of different phases of their revival. It is impossible not to feel that this 
suggestion, and the practical means taken to secure its adoption, may eventually 
prove of the very highest service, not to students only but to all the Members of 
the Institute. There is no reason to prevent men of mature age from applying 
to hold the Bursary for a year and returning from America, or from 
European cities, with valuable memoirs on matters of constructional, practical 
or sanitary importance, and such, the Council believe, is the intention of the 
founder. At the same time, a very young man might bring back a description 
of novelty or modification in methods of building or sanitation, even were he 
unable to explain the principle or detail particulars of it — a description which 
might nevertheless be of infinite interest and value to his experienced colleagues 
and elders at home. The first holder of the Bursary has arranged to pay his 
required visits in parts of the United States, and the Council look forward 
with confidence to the successful inauguration of a happily-devized scheme 
for spreading the science of architecture. 

That some similar idea has possessed the advisers of the Gennaii 
Government can liardly be doubted. The proposal to attach an architect to its 
embassy in Paris and also to that in Washington is evidence of the growing 
necessity felt in educated Germany for information respecting current systems ot 
design and construction practised at a distance from home. It remains for tb^ 
architects of all civilized communities to assist and support international inquiry 
of this description ; and the Institute will do weU to remember that wna^ 
among foreign nations is often done solely by the Government must iu this 
country be effected by private ent^rprize and even individual exertion.

NOTICE OF THE WORKS OF THE LATE WILLIAM BUEGES. 

A Notice by R. P. Pullan, Fellow^ of the Works of the late William Bijbgss, 
A.R.A., Fellow i was read. The following is an abstract of it, and of the 
discussion which ensued thereon : — 

So many obstacles prevent us from forming a correct judgment as to the merit of any 
eminent architect during his lifetime, that he seldom then receives bis due tribute of praise. 
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It is only after his death that we can by reviewing his works, as a whole, assign him his 
proper niche in the temple of fame. It takes the study of many years to be able to criticize 
justly any architectural design. This is especially true of the designs of Mr. Bulges, as he 
had thoroughly mastered the spirit and conquered the detail of the style he most affected, 
and the review of his works, made this evening, is for the purpose of proving that he was 
the most proficient, architect of his day, in his particular style. It is necessary to take into 
accoimt his character and disposition, his training and his surroundings, in order to trace the 
influence they had upon his works. His generosity of spirit led him to communicate 
information, gained by the incessant study of years, to his pupils, and to those who sought 
his advice, and in consequence no man has had a greater influence upon the art of his 
generation. He is the only architect whose works have been directly imitated. Another 
trait in his character was his conscientiousness in carrrying out to perfection whatever he 
undertook. In order to effect this, he spared no pains or labour, and by means of constant 
supervision he has formed a school of arfists and artizans thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of his style. Other traits were his boyishness of spirit and his love of animals, and 
the outcome of these we see in the hosts of living creatures which abound in the walls and 
ceilings of his chambers, and his house, and the pavements, capitals, and other decorations of 
the various buildings he designed. He was in short a learned archaeologist, thoroughly 
versed in Ecclesiology and Iconography, an excellent draughtsman, and a conscientious and 
skilful architect. No one acquires greatness unless he is in sympathy with the spirit of his 
age. The revival of the taste for Gothic — the only national style in England and France — 
prepared the way for Mr. Burges's success in the International competition for Lille Cathedral, 
in which he took part in conjunction with Mr. Glutton, and also for his subsequent success in 
that for the Memorial Church, Constantinople. These successes were the foundation of his 
fame. He subsequently had a fine field for the exercise of his inventive genius and 
archsBological taste in the restoration of Cardiff Castle, with which he was intrusted by the 
Marquis of Bute, himself a learned archsBologist ; and Cork Cathedral his best and most 
complete ecclesiastical edifice, which he obtained in a competition with 63 architects in the 
year 1863. He had ample leisure for carrying out his love of detail in these buildings, for 
although they were both commenced more than fourteen years ago, they are not yet quite 
completed. Two other churches are worthy of especial notice, one built for the Marquis of 
Eipon at Studley Royal, and the other for the Lady Mary Vyner, both in the neighbourhood of 
Ripon ; in these his love of coloured decoration was fully exhibited, they are both model 
parish churches, and though designed in the same style — the Geometrical Decorated — they 
are quite different in their general features. Mr. Burges had an opportunity which falls to 
few — that of manifesting his acquaintance with Mediaeval Military Architecture — ^in the 
restoration of Castle Coch near Cardiff, for the Marquis of Bute. This is a complete fortress 
with keep, tower, court-yard, moat, portcullis and draw-bridge, and is perhaps the only 
castle in the country that has been thoroughly restored. Some say that he shone most in 
domestic architecture, possibly because it afforded — on account of the paucity of ancient 
examples — a better opportunity than Ecclesiastical Architecture, for what may be styled 
tramelled invention. Knightshayes built for Sir John Amory, and his own house in Melbuij' 
Eoad, are the best specimens of his domestic work. The latter was the realization of a dream 
of many years. He had prepared designs for the furniture, and even in many cases the 
furniture itself long before the house was built; to this work he devoted the treasures of his 
intellect and skill, and it is what may be called an embodied poem. Everything in it has a 
meaning; the carvings on the chimney-piece, the paintings on the walls and ceilings, the 
stained glass in the windows, all contain some story appropriate to the room in which they 
are placed. The versatility of his genius enabled him to design in excellent taste the 
decorations of the Chapel and Hall at Worcester College, Oxford, and to give a complete 
and elaborate scheme for the decoration of St. Paul's. 

R REYNOLDS ROWE, F.S.A., Fellow, said that, having enjoyed Mr. Burges's friendship 
for a quarter of a century, he had come up from the country to show the Meeting a ground 
plan and photographs illustrative of the alterations, enlargements and decorations executed hy 
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the deceased architect at Qayhurst, in Buckinghamshire, the seat of Lord Carrington, at a cost 
of £20,000. The speaker described the improvements in some detail. 

The CHAIRMAN" said that with all the knowledge and wisdom of the man their 
departed colleague was sometimes fond of appearing to be a child. If his comic humour was 
not always in season the fault was not that of his heart. It could not be doubted that those 
who would rise to move and second the vote of thanks to Mr. PuUan would speak in kindly 
terms of the subject of his Paper. 

CHARLES FOWLER, Fellow, said nothing could give him 'greater pleasure than to 
propose a vote of the kind. He had himself long known Mr. Burges and, though in many 
respects their tastes were widely divergent, he valued his friendship very much. So little did 
he obtrude his great knowledge and wonderful research that it was only after years of 
acquaintance one became thoroughly aware of them. It was only when he had fought his way 
against very adverse circumstances to success that he was encouraged in quarters whence he 
might naturally have looked long before for smiles. 

EWAN CHRISTIAN, Vice-President, in seconding the motion, owned to a comparatively 
limited personal acquaintance with Mr. Burges, but added that all he knew of him had made 
him wish to know more. The subject of Sir. Pullan's Paper, he said, was one of the most 
thorough men he had ever come across. As he had heard from their deceased friend's own lips, 
he prided himself on having learned, like Lord Beaconsfield, how to wait. Mr. Christian had 
thoroughly examined but one of his designs, namely, that for the Cathedral at Edinburgh, a 
more lovely conception than which he never wished to see. The idea of skinning St. Paul's, 
and putting marble where Sir Christopher Wren meant stone only to be put, Mr. Christian 
thought horrible, but owned that Mr. Burges brought out a most magnificent design, which, 
however, it was insisted, would, if ceuried out, have ruined its author's fame for ever. Mr. 
Christian gave a very glowing description of the tower of Cardifif Castle. It had been a thorough 
delight to him to see such a grand piece of proportion. He did not think, however, that its 
designer could ever have become a popular architect, because people did not choose now-a-days 
to live in thirteenth-century rooms. Mr. Christian went on to speak of the two losses, both 
irreparable, which the Institute had sustained in " that terrible year 1881," as Mr. Beresford 
Hope had called it. AU owned the hopelessness of filling up within this generation the gap 
left by Street's death. Nor could they look to find within the same period another William 
Burges; he was just cut off when all his powers had become fully developed. Had the 
opportunity been given him he might have produced something truly magnificent. 

Professor ROGER SMITH, Fellow, in supporting the resolution, said he thought many 
persons were quite unaware how large a fund of genuine kindliness underlay Mr. Burges's 
playful and sometimes brusque manner. He had himself had the good fortune to procure for 
the deceased architect the commission for the Bombay School of Art — a service which he never 
forgot. The speaker said he was anxious that it should not be left unmentioned on that 
occasion that Mr. Burges not only understood but practised other styles than those of the 
twelfth century. He greatly loved Greek art, and his knowledge of early Italian art was not 
only profound but practical. His work for St. Paul's (which unfortunately had not secured 
Mr. Christian's approval) showed at least a thorough appreciation of Italian architecture and 
decoration. For himself he ventured to believe it was Mr. Burges's greatest work, and that its 
not having been carried out was probably the most unfortunate thing in connection with 
his career. Had his plans been realized St. Paul's would have vied in splendour with 
St. Peter's. 

C. FORSTER HATWARD, ¥.S, A,, Fellow, having especially eulogized Mr. Burges's amiable 
communicativeness in his intercourse with his professional brethren, threw out the suggestion 
that further evenings might with advantage be devoted to the consideration of his works. 

0. HANSARD, Member of Council, called the attention of the Meeting to a point 
accidentally omitted by Mr. Pullan, namely, Mr. Burges's extraordinary talent in designing 
goldsmith's work. 

The vote of thanks, which included the name of Mr. Reynolds Rowe, having been 
tmanimously carried, Mr. Pullan acknowledged the compliment, and stated that time had not 
permitted him to read the whole of his Paper.

The Board of Examiners, appointed by the Council of the Eoyal Institute of British 
Architects to examine all persons desirous of becoming Associates, will hold an Examination 
in the Professional Study and Practice of Architecture on the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th July. 
Applications to be examined thereat must be made upon a printed form, to be previously 
obtained of the Secretaries, and the said form, together with the prolmtionary drawings 
required from each Candidate, must be delivered to them on or before 17th June. A fee 
of Three Guineas must accompany the application form and probationary drawings — the said 
fee to be placed to the Candidate's account as his entrance fee should he be elected an 
Associate within 18 months of the date of his passing, and the said probationary drawings to 
be returned to him after the Examination. An exemption from submitting Probationary 
Drawings is made in the case of Practitioners of Architecture who have been in the active 
exercise of their profession since the 1st of January, 1875. Successful Candidates are eligible 
to receive the Ashpitel Prize, awarded annually to him who distinguishes himself most highly 
in any one of the Obligatory Examinations in Architecture held during the year. The 
Eegiilations and Programme of these Examinations, with particulars of the constitution and 
by-laws, obligations of membership, &c., of the Institute, are published in a Paper to be had 
gratis and postfree on application to the Secretaries. The Questions, written and graphic, set 
at these Examinations are not published.

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DR. BEIOHBNSPERGER ON COMPETITIONS, &c. 

In the oourse of a debate in the German Chamber of Deputies, on the 26th April, 
conoeming the improvement and extension of the State Railway Stations, the Member for 
Cologne, Dr. August Reichensperger, Ron. ^ Corr. Meinber, delivered a speech of some interest 
to British Architects. The latter portion of it, translated, is as follows :— 

Gentlemen, it is not in Prussia alone, or even in Germany, that we must look when our attention is called 
to so exhaustive and many-sided a subject as the one now under consideration, but we should rather look further 
ahead of us. In this respect I am glaa to observe that the Secretary of State for Public Works has, as you have 
heard on the occasion of the debate on the Budget, directed his attention to foreign parts. At the peril of being 
accused of Anglomania, as I have often been, 1 will point out England, by way of preference. Indeed a mere 
cursory perusal of English illustrated periodicals, especially the lUtutraUd "Netos^ will convince every one 
desiious of instructing himself in this direction, how extraordinarily far English architects have advanced, from 
an sBsthetic and picturesque point of view, even in the construction of railway stations. At first, they also 
made use of a similarljr sober, frosty, pseudo-antiaue style, in the belief that the mere erection of columns 
sufficed to make everything appear good and beautiful. But now they have abandoned this idea ; the^ have 
returned to their own traditional art conception, and all public buildings, not excepting railway stations, furnish 
proof that the EncHsh possess a trulv national style, which they generally tareat in a masterly manner. 
Those gentlemen wno have visited EiuNiand will, for instance, remember that splendid Railway Palace, planned 
by Sir Gilbert Scott, erected in the xiorth of London, whence you start for Scotland, I mean the St. Tancras 
Station, which may, indeed, be called a complete Gothic Palace, but which is, nevertheless, perfectlv to the 
purpose, perfectly practical. It is an error as deeply rooted as it is cenerally propagated, that if buildings be 
earned out in the mediaeval style, thev are not only expensive but, also, anything but comfortable. 

Gentlemen, this word, ''comfort," we have accept^ from the Englijsh, and I think, so far as that subject is 
concerned, we may fairly take lessons from them. There is no need for a journey to England ; a mere inspection 
of prints, such as are easily to be had, aud which government would haveparticularfacuitiesin procuring, would 
suffice to furnish hosts of most useful themes, and then competition with that nation might possibly be attempted. - 
We^ have not so much money as the English, that is certainly true ; but beauty is not bought for money, 
ugliness is, often, from its verv nature, much more expensive than beauty. It is, however, a matter of course 
that a difference must be maae between railwaj Stations of fiist-rate, second-rate and third-rate importance. 
With re^rd to the grander constructions of this class, it seems advisable to have recourse to com^ttum. It 
app^urs that the Government have already made known through the organ of the Secretary of State, or of one 
of his councillors, that, for instance, in the case of Cologne, on the occasion of the extension of the Bailway 
Station, for which several more or less grand constructions will be required, competition is to be resorted to. I 
am pleased that, on the whole, this idea seems to prevail, the only question in the case of competition is, whether 
it is to be limited, or open to all comers. In this respect I again take sides with the English. Independently 
of certain eventualities, when the question of popularity has to be considered, or when it ma;^ seem advisable 
to avoid hurting anybody's feelings, or to prevent the so-called " sprouting talent ** from bcSng held back, — 
genuine talent is not so thickly sown, — general competition mav certainly be practicable, as was the case on 
uie occasion of the construction of the Houses of Parliament ; but this course ought not to be adopted as a 
rule. Formerly, the English also made use of general competition, but they have long ago abandoned it. A case 
in point is furnished, for instance, by one of the grandest JSnglish buildings constructed of late — ^the new Palace 
of Justice (Law Courts). In this case limited competition was adopted, and the result has proved beneficial. 
Twelve of the most eminent architects were instructed to draw up a plan, perfect liberty being given them as to 
choice of style ; be it stated, by way of parenthesis, they all chose the Gothic style — ^but they were paid for their 
work, and the one who carried off the prize, thus naturally made his fortune. It was the late architect. Street. If 
now. Gentlemen, you will look at the illustration before me, you would, probably, all be convinced that the English 
did not do badly in adopting this course. I think we, also, ought to proceea in thii manner, and invite only 
the most approved architects to compete. A few more might then voluntarily come forward and submit a plan^ 
and welcome ; great general competitions have a tendency to keep the best masters at a distance, and prove 
disastrous to a great many competing individuals, especially beginners fr^h from the examinations, besides 
bein^ anything out propitious to the cause itself. But there is one item in every competition which offers 
considerable difficulty. I can speak of this from personal knowledge,* having been one of the jury in many 
similar competitions. Gentlemen, how is a final decision by jury — ^a sort of Court of Arbitration — to be come 
to t Until now, so far as I have been able to keep this matter in sight, I have invariably foimd that but very 
few, perhaps no one except the prize winner or winners, were ever satisfied with the decision of the jury or the 
Cdurt of Arbitrators. This lies, of course, in the very nature of the matter in point, just as seneially no one 
considers himself more in the right than the person who has been judicially proved to be in the wrong. But 
this state of things ou^t to be prevented as much as possible, so that at least tWe may not be any r«iaofu from 
which an unjust or unfair decision may be deduced. In such cases. Gentlemen^ it is my opinion that a mode 
of ^Qcednre sb(mld bt adopted, lesembling that obtaining in our Courts of Assizes, that is to say — ^in the case

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of a seneral comj^titioii, let all the competiton, and, in the case of limited competition^ only those five or six 
on mom the armtratora haye concentrated their dedaiony be allowed to justify their own plana in the piesenee 
of the Court of Arbitration in session assembled, by way of contradictory demonstration, and criticize those of 
their co-competitors. In this case, those Members of the Court who are not either artists or experts, will be 
placed in a position enabling them to form a correct judgment, or at least to Tote with sufficient oonnaimanctdt 
emue. This procedure we have adopted in our tnals by jury, when, for instance, a case of complicated 
poisoning has to be investigated* In such cases, as a rule, neither judges nor jurymen are likely to be chemisti^ 
but by means of the contradictory procedure, the evidence given by experts, tne croes-examination of wilaieaBes 
&c^ the matter is so thoroughly sifted as to enable the jury to express a conscientiouB opinion simultaneoufilj 
with the judge. The like eiSect would be obtained in the case before us ; none of the competing architectB 
could then say he had been misunderstood, one thins or the other had been overlooked. &c This method w» 
adopted both in Italy and Spain during the 13tii and 14th centuries ; three catnedials built then, for 
instance in Salamanca and Verona, bear witness to the system in point having proved excellent. I would lain 
recommend this proposal to your consideratioiL 

Of course there is another alternative which lies, or I would rather say, seems to lie, near, tolerably near, 
indeed v^ near at hand, namely, to make over the final decision to the latest creation of the Secretary of 
State for Public Works — ^the Acadimy of Architectonic Construction, For my part I would that this Academy 
should be consulted, not only with r^aid to the |>rincipal Bailwaj Stations, but also in the case of the other 
smaller Station builoines. It exists principally, as it results from its statutes, for the purpose of fumudiing a 
technical opinion on all matters connected with public constructions Hence I not only do not exclude this 
Academy, but rather desire it may throw into the scales the weight of its opinion in such cases, also, in respect 
of which no competition is indicated. But, Gentlemen, so far as I am able to form an opinion, the Academy 
of Architectonic Construction does not present any fiUl security, that is to say, a security as exhaustive as 
I should wish it to be in the interest of the cause. The hierarchico-bureaucratic element prevails in this 
institution a great deal too much, as I well know; hence the bureaucratic red-tape style will meet with ever- 
ready acceptance at its hands, and, perhaps, be courted by it for the reason that our architectonic bureaucracj 
naturally aoes not consider it to to in its interest to allow itself to be outwinged b^ sesthetics. This 
bureaucratic element prevails chiefly for the reason that the Official architects sitting in the Academy are 
generally present in Berlin, while nearly all the representatives of free art, or, at least, not the smallest 
proportion of them, reside outside of Berlin, and therefore put in an appearance at the meetings only 
by way of exception. I believe, moreover, that the Seoetaiy of State would do well to keep a 
strict watch over the operations of this Academy. If I do not judge the matter correctljr, Gentlemen, 
the reason is that, curious to relate, this Academy is, to a certain d^;ree, even more isolated than 
a quorum of judges, because it forms an authority which mav not discuss the subject of its 
deliberations with outsiaers. Inasmuch as I take a lively interest in tnis institution, I have aued several 
members of the Academy in question how thev did, how things were managed there, what results have been or 
may be expected to be obtained. The invariable answer was: — ^We may not tell ; it is all a secret of State. 
Fancy anyone talking of '^ Secrets of State" in such matters ! I have exprrased my surprise at this state of 
things in very strong terms, and venture again to express the same in this place. It is a matter of course that 
everything that happens during a B^nce, every individual expression on Uie part of a member, need not be 
published ; the members must be credited with sufficient discretion to assume that they will not trumpet 
abroad anvthing not to the purpose ; but to shut their mouths summarily, by official orders, to prohibit them 
from speaking at all about events happening at the Academy of Architectonic Construction is simply proving 
that neither tne supreme authority nor the institution itself reposes any confidence in them. That great English 
institution, the Royal Institute of British Architects, which certainly reaches considerably further Uian, and 
occupies a position very different from, our Academy of Architectonic Construction, regularly publishes tJl its 
proceedings ; after each meeting a journal in quarto is issued, informing the public of everything that has 
Happened there. This might, and, 1 think, should be done here as well, in a maimer quite independent We 
should then know how we stand with regud to the Academy of Architectonic Construction, and what we mav 
expect from it In m^ opinion this curiosity — I thus call the " Secret of State " — ^is intimately connected witn 
the fact of the excessive prevalence of the bureaucratic element ; it naturally cannot divorce itself very easily 
from the bureaucratic traoitions. There exists fiEuntheartedness in an upward direction, and faintheartedness 
in a lateral direction ; but in the direction of the public there exists a neat deal too little of fiaintheartednegs. 

Gentlemen, I could yet multiply my remarks greatly, for the subject in hand offers so many points 
interesting to me, but perhaps less so to you. Gentlemen, as to enable me to encroach upon your patience for a 
lon^ time yet ; but other matters are set down for discussion, and I must not trespass any longer on your 
patience. I therefore conclude, calling upon the Secretary of State to take into consideration the remarks I 
venture to offer in the interest of the cause. I hope his energy, the interest he tsJces in the matter, and his 
keen eye, will hy dearees—fot he has so many other things to do which are more important to him — ^1 say, bj 
degrees, at least, induce him to grant some remedy. May he be pleased to help and neal where assistance and 
remedy are imperative necessities.

RECENT PROGRESS IN THE ELECTRIC LIGHTING OF BUILDINGS. 

A Paper by John Slater, B.A., Fellow, on Recent Progress in the Electric 
Lighting of Buildings, was read. The following is an abstract of it, and of the 
discussion which ensued thereon : — 

After referring to the revolution which the last three years had effected in the opinions of 
scientific men as to the sphere of usefulness of the electric light, Mr. SLATER observed that this 
revolution was mainly due to the invention of incandescent lighting, which might be defined 
to be the unKmited power of concentrating large quantities of heat into small foci without 
consuming the heated body, which thus became a stable and unchanging point of light, in 
contra-distinction to the arc lights, in which the glowing material was continually disintegrating 
and burning away. The incandescent systems of electric lighting were betsed on the fact that, 
if preserved from combustion, carbon is practically infusible, and the chief difficulties in the 
way of making incandescent lamps lay in the fact that it was necessary to inclose in an 
exhausted glass globe an extremely thin filament of carbon, which must be in electrical 
contact with wires outside the globe, and which must be able to stand an enormously high 
temperature. Messrs. Swan, Lane-Fox, Edison and Maxim had overcome these difficulties 
in different ways. Incandescent lamps could be used with almost all kinds of dynamo 
machines, but they could also be worked with an invention which, as a practical means of 
supplying electricity, must be regarded as the outcome of the past year, but which would be 
epoch-making in the history of electric lighting, viz., the storage batteries, or accumulators of 
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electrical energy. The economic value of incandescent lighting was one of the most important 
points to be considered, and although at present the data upon which to found an opinion were 
but scanty, the cases in which the details of cost had been most accurately worked-out tended 
to show that the economic value of the new means of illumination had been, if anythrog. 
under-rated. The readiness with which the incandescent lights lent themselves to any scheme 
of decoration was one of their chief attractions. There was no necessity for following on the 
lines of gas fittings, as the conditions were so completely altered, but points of light conld be 
placed wherever they were required, and there was no fear of blackening ceilings and decorations 
or of setting fire to the most easily-ignited materials. The progress of this system of lighting 
had been so rapid that architects had 6is yet had no time to turn their attention to its decorative 
capabilities, but when they did so, they would find it fulfil every requirement for perfect 
lighting. Mr. Slater then alluded to the arc light systems, in which less progress had been 
made during the past year, but the sphere of usefulness of these systems had become more 
clearly defined, and the Mansion House was a good example of their adaptation to rooms of an 
exceptionally large size. If these large lights could be concealed and their rays reflected 
downwards from a large screen or a white ceiling a very pleasant and diffused light would be 
obtained, and the slight irregularities, due for the most part to the carbons, would be much less 
perceptible. Simplicity of construction was the great thing to be aimed at in these lamps, and the 
Weston arc lamp was a good example of their newest form, and this might be termed a strictly 
electrical lamp, as contrasted with a mechanical one. The great difficulty with which these arc 
lamps had to contend was in the nature of the carbons, in the manufacture of which but little 
improvement had taken place. The social aspects of this question were very important. These 
concerned the distribution and measurement of the electricity, the conditions necessary for 
reconciling the rights of the consumer and of the purveyor, and the risks to be guarded against 
For electricity to compete with gas as a general means of illumination, it must offer as many 
facilities as its rival ; and the Edison installation in Holbom, and that of the Swan lamps at 
the Savoy Theatre showed practically that this condition was complied witL After describing 
these installations, the author explained the various methods of laying the mains, connecting 
the branches and arranging the lamps so that all were perfectly independent of each other, and 
showed how the strength of the current in the mains was cleverly regulated in proportion to 
the amount of work that it had to do. Perfect insulation throughout was the great desideratum, 
and if this point were always carefully kept in view, the dangers of electric lighting would be 
reduced to a minimum. Considerable attention had been given to this matter in America, and 
the Board of Fire Underwriters of New York had framed a code of regulations bearing on the 
subject. The Crystal Palace Exhibition was an exceptional case, as the installations were 
temporary, and the risks such as could not possibly occur in a well-devized permanent 
arrangement. Mr. Slater then referred to the importance of the subject to architects, and 
concluded his Paper thus: — The progress of electrical science is the most striking feature of 
the latter part of this nineteenth century, and the day is not far distant when we shall fifid a 
certain acquaintance with the subject a necessity for us architects in our every-day work, unless 
we wish to be entirely in the hands of the men whom we employ. I would respectfulif 
suggest to the Council the desirability of requiring a certain amount of knowledge of physical 
science from the candidates in the Obligatory Examination that has recently been set on foot, 
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and the results of which are already so promising. Science has captured the lightning it is 
true, but it is scarcely tamed yet ; let us beware that we do not attempt to deal with this new 
servant ignorantly. Electricity is a new power given into our hands, and it behoves us to 
study its advantages and to guard against its dangers, and to learn to use it, together with the 
older means at our disposal, in accordance with the motto of the Institute, " Usui civium, 
decori urbium." 

Mr. swan thought the Lecture the most lucid ever delivered on the subject. Every 
part of the ground had been completely covered. Mr. Slater seemed to look to him for some 
remark as to the cost of electric lighting. He could confirm the lecturer's statement as to its 
economy, especially that of the incandescent system, which seemed to be the form of electric 
lighting destined to the widest application. The competition was between gas and electricity. 
The simplest mode of comparison was to ask what a given quantity of coal would jdeld in the 
shape of gas made and applied in the most economical way, say 100 horse-power an hour. 
This given quantity, it was shown at length, if used to generate light by electricity compared 
very favourably with the same amount set to work in the production of gas. The difference 
would be found to be between 6 and 20 in favour of the electric light. An economy of this 
magnitude was only obtainable on condition that the motive power was generated in the most 
economical way — in fact, in the way in which it could be produced in large electric-lighting 
factories, for the erection of which, he trusted, ample powers would be soon given by the 
legislative action of Parliament. He thought it of the highest importance that due encouragement 
should be given for the investment of capital in large electric stations, otherwise the public 
would be deprived of the benefit of a perfectly harmless illuminating agent. Mr. Swan deemed 
it a great advantage that the assistance of the architectural profession was being given 
to the electricians, thus helping on a very desirable change in the public mind in favour of 
domestic illumination by means of the new light. The hands of the electricians were quite full 
enough in dealing with the physical aspects of the question, and the decorative work might 
well be left to those represented by the Institute of Architects. 

Mr. ST. GEOEGE LANE-FOX said the Paper had touched on the dangers incident to 
electric lighting, so that he might as well refer to that branch of the question. He might say 
at once that he did not believe in any danger to be compared with that to which gas was liable, 
the friends of which had raised this hob-goblin for their own obvious purposes. Doubtless, one 
or two persons had had fires on their premises caused by careless application of electric 
apparatus. In unscientific hands there must necessarily be risks in dealing with electric light 
systems, and skilled artizans were requisite for the proper execution of the work. Electricity 
could be laid on in the streets as safely as gas or water, as would very soon be seen. The 
lighting of the Meeting-room on this occasion was produced by electricity at a tension of 
some 60 units of pressure, and he would not mind holding the wires in any part of the room, 
and guaranteeing, not only that he would not receive a severe shock, but that he would 
experience none at all. Low tension of the same kind would be that applied to public and 
domestic lighting by electricity. Not only was that form better on the score of safety, but it was 
also more easily insulated, and he felt assured it would be cheaper than high tension electricity. 
Manyfancied that by taking hold of a dynamo-machine, particularly a Brush, one would be sure to 
be struck dead, but that was not the case, as was explained in detail. As to dangers from fire, 
these could only arise from sheer carelessness in manipulation. He believed that in the early 
days of gas manufacture the leakage was something like 50 per cent. After a time the 
engineers managed to reduce it to 30 per cent., and now he was informed, it was not more than 
3 per cent. He thought that with electricity a fair start could be made with insulation on a 
much more perfect scale than was achieved in the best instances of gas insulation. Electricians 
had a better knowledge of the subject, gained from the working of the telegraphs, etc., and the 
whole matter had been so thoroughly threshed out, that there was very little doubt as to the 
proper handling of the various problems in the minds of the experts. There was just one other 
point, the question of stor^e batteries, which the speaker accorcfingly dealt with in some details 
of a technical character. He owned that it could not well be treated in a popular way^ but as 
it was exciting much attention just now, he felt he could not altogether evade it. 
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EDWAKD I'ANSON, F.G.S., Vice-Pre»ident, asked how, as there was no engine, the 
electricity was conveyed to the Institute, and was answered by the PEESIDENT : In boxes. 

CHAELES FOWLEE, Fellow, asked whether, if a person wished to give a brilliant party, 
he could as readily order the requisite supply of electricity as he could order the confectionery 
and the like ? 

The PEESIDENT, having replied in the aflBrmative, and compared it to portable gas, 
went on to remark that some time ago he had the honour of attending a banquet at the 
Mansion House, and scarcely had they finished their dinner when they suddenly found 
themselves in total darkness. Such untoward incidents did sometimes occur, as would happen 
in the infancy of new applications of science. As to the economical controversy, he was hardly 
as yet prepared to give a verdict wholly in favour of the greater cheapness of electric lighting 
without hearing the other side of the question, as represented by the gas companies ; but some 
time back he consulted an authority on the matter, who plainly informed him that to light a 
large room by electricity would be cheaper than to use gas. 

AETHUE W. BLOMFIELD, M.A., Member of Council, in moving the vote of thanks to 
Mr. Slater, spoke of the great pleasure with which he had listened to the Paper. They owed 
the author a heavy debt, not only for his careful and able treatment of the subject, but also for 
the hint he had given them as to the necessity of young architects giving more attention than 
they did at present to physical science. 

C. FOESTEE HAYWAED, r.S.A., Fellow, in seconding the vote, took the opportunity 
to refer to the Godalming experiment in electric town-lighting, and said the original idea was 
suggested by the running to waste of the water from a certain mill, the thought having 
occurred to a miller that this could be turned to advantage for the electric lighting of the streets. 
After the scheme had been carried out, the river Wey, which ran through Grodalming, became 
flooded, and there was a failure of the light for some weeks and to a very considerable extent 
A great outcry arose, and there was a fear that it would be necessary to recur to gas, but happily 
Messrs. Siemens came upon the scene, with their dynamo engines. Electricity again triumphed 
as worked by steam, and the water-miUs, which were too fitful in their moods, were abandoned. 
It was very satisfactory to himself, as a resident in the neighbourhood, to know that, though the 
experiment was not altogether a success at first, it was not allowed finally to break down. 
He regretted only that he could not have the wires brought to his own house, for had the 
authorities granted him the requisite permission he would have had his home lighted by 
electricity weeks ago. 

LEWIS SOLOMON, Associate, asked how it was that the Swan lamp gave such a dear 
white light, and the Edison a somewhat reddish light ? A question was asked respecting the 
meaning of the electrical term " ohm." The vote of thanks having been put fix)m the Chair 
and carried by acclamation, Mr. SLATEE, in the course of his acknowledgment, answered 
the queries addressed to him. He trusted it might not have been deemed presumptuous in 
him to have presented two successive papers on the same subject within the space of little 
more than a year. But the progress of the electric light had been so rapid, the novel shapes 
it had assumed were so striking, and the public interest taken in the subject had been of so 
exceptional a kind, that it stood almost in a category of its own. He had been greatly helped 
that evening by the gratuitous assistance of Messrs. Volckmar and Sellon, whose accumulator 
supplied the lamps in the room. Not to be unfair to the arc light on the score of economy, 
there was no doubt that in large areas, which were its proper sphere, it could be very cheaply 
worked. But although for the power expended, they got a great amount of light from it, in 
the immediate neighbourhood of the lamp itseK, much of that light was incapable of heing 
turned to good account. The different degrees of whiteness were due to the different 
resistances of the carbon filaments of the lamps. On the PEESIDENTS suggestion the 
thanks of the Meeting were voted to Messrs. Volckmar and Sellon. In addition to the 
Lane-Fox lamps there were also shown several Swan, Edison and Maxim lamps, which were 
kindly lent for the occasion.

That the amended Paper issued by the Council, and entitled '* Suggestions for the 
Conduct of Architectural Competitions'' be amended, altered and added-to, as 
printed in itaUcs on pages 147 and 148 (right-hand column) of the Journal of 
Proceedings (No. 11), 1881-82, in the further amendment, entitled "General 
BegiUcUions, &c" 

NOTICES OF MOTION, Ac. 

By Professor Kerr, Fellow, — 

1. That Arehitectiiral Coinpetitions conducted at the expense of the competitors constitute an unseemly 

and minouB straggle for employment which this Institute cannot encourage. But that architects 
may be freely encouraged to compete, on conditions otherwise honourable, whenever the expense is 
borne by the client ; that is to say, when it is understood that the designs are being prepared in his 
interest, and to afford him the benefit of a choice, in return for payment adequate in the circumstances. 

2. That the selection of an anonymous design in a Competition, and the selection of an architect to be 

entrusted with the task of carrying important building operations into execution, are issues so 
different both in practice and in law, that it is impossible for this Institute to lay down any principle 
whereby the author (or professed author) of a design so preferred shall be forced upon the client as 
his arcnitect (unless it were as joint architect) : Except only that, in nelect or limited Competitions, 

F F 
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in which the client has exercised his right of appointment beforehand, the Buccefisfnl competitor naj 
therefore be held fairly entitled, to claim employment unconditionally. 
3. That when all competitors are fully paid for their designs (which is the proper coiDmercial footiiig], 
there is no necessity for interfering with the freedom of the client's choice, whether of a desiga osd 
an architect : But that, whenever the competitors, all or any of them, are paid (even altboog^ 
adequately in the circumstances) a less amount than the standard charge, then they are entitled to 
expect that the proceedings shall be conducted openly in their interest, rather than secretlj in the 
interest of the cBent ; and particularly that the designs shall be publicly exhibited from first to lait, 
both as a guarantee of good faith and as a means of enabling competitors to acquire reputation in 
return for their sacrifice of payment 

By the Leeds Architectural Society. — 

To the President, Council and Fellows of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

Gentlemen, — In the interval which has elapsed since the Leeds Architectural Society presented to jooi 
Memorial on the subject of double Competitions, its members have given this matter further and more 
searching consideration. The result has been to strengthen still more their opposition to the "Sosgestions 
for the Conduct of Architectural Competitions," so far as these aifect the question of submitting premninaiy 
designs prior to the real Competition oy a limited number. 

It is perhaps pardonable on our part, in view of the equivocal remarks made at your meeting of the SOtii 
March, by the seconder of Mr. Barry's Amendment, to state that our Society is composed lai^;^ of expeiienoed 
members of the profession, and that our Council consists entirely of practising members, includuig «m 
Fellows of your institute and two Associates. Many of these have hatl long and extensive experience in 
competition work, such as ought to entitle their opinions to more consideration than you would probably car 
to give to those of " the younger members of the profession." 

As this is probably the l&st opportunitv our Society will have of addressing you on the question of 
double Competitions, the objections which the members take to the system have been collated, and seem to 
be of such overwhelming weight as to justify them in believing that the final result ofyour deliberations 
will not be to recommend the system, except under most exceptional circumstances. Tnese objectionfl m 
as follows : — 

(1). That the adoption of two Competitions increaaa rather than diminishes the cost and labour etUaUdh^ikt 
old system. Anyone acquainted with tne conditions of the Glasgow and Birkenhead Competitions, which mij 
be taken as typical of those to be generally adopted in cases under the proposed system, must know thtl the 
preliminary sketches are practically as complete and entail as much labour as need be required to detennine 
the order of merit without further trial. In both these cases, in the first Competition, the conditions required 
plans of each floor, elevations of each front, two sections, and a perspective view. How many conditions of 
competition under the old system asked for more? Surely a competent professional referee could finallj 
determine the position of competitors with so great an amount of information before him. Certainljan 
intelligent committee of non-professional men could ; and it would be strange, indeed, if a member of our ovs 
body were less competent to understand drawings than the promoters of Competitions themselves. With so 
much required in the first Competition, it is impossible to avoid asking why a few shall be required to 
simply enlarge their drawings so as to make them clearer to the comprehension of one who ought to be abk 
to understand them at first It is thus impossible to avoid saying that double Competitions benefit the 
professional referee alone, at the expense of the unfortunate competitors. In connection with this we voaM 
remind ^ou that one of the most respected members of your Council drew up the conditions and settled the 
Competitions for Over Darwen Town Hall. In this case all the drawings, with one exception, were made to » 
sixteenth scale, and only one more in number was required than in the instances ^ven of Glasgow m 
Birkenhead ; yet the professional referee was able to settle the Competitions from these sketches with peiie^ 
satisfaction to the competitors. It is a proof that no possible reason exists for the second contest ; and we feel 
most strongly that the influence of the Institute ougnt to be used towards mining sketch O>mpetition8 the 
only ones to be demanded by promoters. ^^ 

(2). That it increases the opportunities for the introduction of unfair influence on the part of ioxam 
competitors. It is, of course, useless to conceal the fact that Competitions are specially open to the empiojinent 
of friendly or family influence on behalf of narticular competitors. It is probably impossible to do anjtfaiBg 
that will materially check this ; but^ decidedly, there is no need for our profession to aeliberately increase the 
opportunities for its use. Yet this is exactly what the proposed system would do, by doubling the chances* 
favoured candidate has for making his influence felt, should he get his design into the first selection. A 
condition in a pending Competition of this character might have been framed expressly with such a puij^ 
as, by insisting on the retention of the whole of the designs sent in until after the decision in the final Cm: 
petition, it nves to any competitor in this a chance, should he have power to do so, of inspecting tM 
whole of the designs submitted, and benefiting thereby. It is with pain that our Society feels called npon to 
draw attention to this feature of the question, but it is useless to blina ourselves to the occasional impeifectiopi 
in the conduct of fellow architects and promoters of Competitions ; and they must be considered as factors ifl 
the problems which you are striving to solve. . 

(3). That douMe Competitions are arranged entirely in favour of the promoters, without regard to ihe inten^^ 
architects. Even should tne result of your deliberations be the recommendation of preliminary sketch de»ps 
of so rough a character and so few in number as to really lessen the labour to be demanded from those taJofl^ 
part in the first Competition, you have no power to force your suggestions on to promoters, who will oeverM 
Mtisfied with less thim the preposterously great numb^ of drawings (for a preliminary Competition) requuc° 
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in the etaes of Qlaigow and Birkenhead. No exception can be taken to the promoters of CompetitionB looking 
to their own intereste, r^ardless of those of architectR, but surely this might be left to them, and need not be 
aasisted by the approval of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

(4). TfujU the Tprofoud aystem lends itself specially to the greater use of hired draughtsmanship. If the adoption 
of double Competitions has any specially pronounced tendency, it is that of increasing lai^gely the number of 
those who participate in the first contest, and thus making competition work more speculative even than it is 
at present. As a natural result, principals with a practice keeping them reasonably well employed, would be 
tempted to compete through a skilful araughtsman for ever^r contest of the kind, giving personal attention to 
the matter only when the chapter of accidents might have given the design thus preparea a place in the second 
Competition. The system is recommended on the ground that architects would give more personal attention to 
the competition drawings than they can do now ; but a careful consideration of the question has led our Society 
to take a completely contrary view. 

(5). That the proposed systeniy no more than the present one, can ensure the employment of the successful competitor. 
This naturally must be conceded, for no promoters of Competitions would bind themselves to accept, as architect 
for the actual work, one whom they could not, or said they could not, trust in this position. What then would 
be attained as the result of this cumbrous system, that would double the work of the competitors, if the 
promoters declined or felt themselves unable to accept completely the decision of the referee 7 

(6). That the adoption of double Competitions u:ould have a tendency to lower the remuneration to he paid as 
ordinary commissions. Possibly the effect the new system might have upon the outside public has not been 
properly considered, but it is fair to expect that our emplovers might reason somewhat in tnis way — "For works 
of considerabl emagnitude we have cnme to understand arcnitects risking the labour and cost of one Competition 
for the siJ^e of the chance of securing a good commission, but we find them ready to incur that of two contests, 
perhaps they might be equally eager to risk that of three. Surely if the mere chance of five per cent is 
sufficient to cover all this, the same commission must be far too great a sum to give for work placed in the 
hands of an architect without competition.** Can it be denied that such a mode of reasoning would be a 
perfectly natural and logical one, and one that would not admit of an easy replv 7 

(7). That the system encourages excessive competition. Few persons would be prepared to speak of the 
competition system, under any phase, as being a particularly desirable mode of obtaining commissions. It 
seems to be a necessai^ evil ; one to be guided and rendered* as little injurious as possible to the profession. 
Yet we find the adoption of preliminary Competitions to have doubled or trebled the number of competitors, so 
far as we can judge oy recent results. This can only mean a corresponding increase in the disappointments, 
the heart-burnings, the jealousies, the mental strain and wear, that are the natural accompaniments of keen 
rivalry. The mission of the Institute that stands at the head of our profession should be to check the 
indiscriminate and undignified scrambling for work characteristic of the age, rather than to lend its countenance 
and encouragement thereto. 

No decision that our profession has ever been called upon to make has probably been of greater moment 
than this on the question of double Competitions, and our Society feels that in taking the course it has done, 
and in making this last protest against the possible adoption of the system, it has been defending the 
architectural profession against the most insidious attack that could have been made against it One none the 
less dangerous because those who have made the proposal objected to, have been actuated by pure and honourable 
motives.

To thelh^sident, Council and Fellows of the Royal Institute of British Architects. 
QxNTLEHXN, — The Liverpool Architectural Society has fully considered the various clausea of the 
** Suggestions for the Conduct of Architectural Competitions " which it is proposed to practically make law at 
the next meeting of the Institute ; and, while it generally approves of the same, desires to express its strong 
dis-approval of clause 5, and trusts that it will be expunged from the " Suggestions " before they are issued 
tmder the ae^s of the Royal Institute as the basis upon which future Competitions should be conducted. 

The Society endorses with the utmost emphasis the whole of the clauses of the memorials recently sent to 
the Institute on this subject by the Leeds Architectural Society. A lai^^e number of the practising members 
of the Liverpool Society have recently had experience of a Competition founded on the suggestions referred to,, 
and the Society is therefore in the best possible position to judge of the effect of the oojectionable clause, 
should these Suggestions be generally adopted. 

If all Competitions could be carried on upon the small scale principle without a second Competition 
following, the Liverpool Society considers it would be a great boon to the Profession ; but they are fully 
persuaded that, excepting in very special cases, double Competitions are quite unnecessary.

Suggested Laws for the Control and Conduct of Architectural Comfetitzonb. 
1. The Promoters of an intended competition should, at their first step, appoint two or more professional 
assessors, architects of proved and tested ability whose names shall r)e published in tne original 
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advertisements invitiug the Competitioii and in the instructions, and their desiiian shall goraatk 
Competition in all its stages. 

2. The duties of the assessors shall be, — 

a. To draw up the particulars, conditions and instructions. 

b. To determine which of the designs conform to those particulars, conditions and imtnctku. 
e. To advise the Promoters on the relative merits of the selected designs. 

3. Every member of the body promoting the Competition, and every assessor engaged upon it shall Abrtiia 

absolutely, directly or indirectly, from taking any part whatsoever in the said Competition, andfnn 
acting as architect or in any other capacitv in the execution of the proposed work. 

4. The number and the scale of the re^uixsd. drawings shall be distinctly stated. If perq)ecti7e viewilx 

required, they should be uniform in size, number, mode of colouring, etching, shaoing, &c 

5. Competitions shall be initiated either by inviting preliminary sketches, preparatoiy to a final 

Competition, or by personal invitation. The promoters, with the advice of the professional aoesoR 
shall select from sucn sketch designs not less than 10 per cent, the authors of which shall be iniM 
to join in a final Competition, in which it is desirable that each shall be paid for the prepaiatic&c/ 
his design a sum to be fixed by the assessors. The author of the design selected finm tnese ahill Ix 
employed to carry out the work at the usual chazges, and the other designs returned to their antboa 
cost free. 

6. Where there may be an objection to each design being distinguiahed by the author's name, thedeap 

shall be each distinguished by motto or device, and the same motto or device used by a competitcr 
shall not, a second time, be used by him in any future Competition. 

7. A design shall be excluded from a Competition, — 

a. If sent in after the period named (accidents in transit excepted). 

h. If in violation of the instructions. 

e. If it do not substantially give the accommodation asked for. 

d. If it exceed the limits of the site. 

a. If the assessors, with the assistance of a qualified quantity surveyor, should determine tbtm 
probable cost will exceed by 10 per cent the intended outlay, or the estimate of the competitet 

/. If it can be discovered that a competitor, or anv of his friends, have influenced, or made lay 
attemjpt to influence, directly or indirectly, the decision of the promoters or of the aasaKB 
in their adjudication upon the designs admitted to the Competition. 

8. Anjr competitor who may be a Fellow or an Associate of this Institute shall be called npontoresga 

his Fellowship or Menibership if it is discovered that he himself has infringed Clause/, of |*^ '• 

9. The Assessors to state in the instructions the price per cube foot at whi(£ they wiH estimate m 

proposed building. . 

10. That all the designs, except those, if any, excluded under law 7, shall be publicly exhibited, with tte 

author's name attached at optiom after the final award and not before. The report of theaaesaia 

and the decision shall be published at the time of the exhibition.

MEMORIAL OF THE LATE EDMUND SHARPE, M.A., Fellow. 

FRANCIS C. PENROSE, M.A., Past Vice-President, asked leave to profit by the occasion 
of an announcement of Donations to the Library, to present, on behalf of the President and 
Members of the Architectural Association, the book they had prepared in memory of the late 
Edmund Sharpe, a m'an whom all who knew loved and venerated. Mr. Sharpe had been in 
the habit, for the pure love of the thing, of leading excursions of members of the Association 
to different parts of England for purposes of architectural and archseological study and research. 
He led them also to France, and that expedition was the last he ever commanded, when the 
district of Angoulfeme and the churches in the d^partement of Charente were visited, during 
what in the speaker's opinion formed a very happy fortnight's tour, for he (Mr. Penrose) had 
been one of the party. He thought that when the book which he was presenting came to be 
looked into, it would be seen that the work had been undertaken with a will and in a spirit to 
do honour to the memory of Edmund Sharpe; and though a considerable time had elapsed 
since the visit to Angouleme (in 1875) was made, he thought that the Institute would consider 
it had been well spent in producing the volume he had the honour to lay on the table. 

EWAN CHRISTIAN, Vice-President, begged leave to propose a vote of thanks to the 
members of the Architectural Association for the handsome volume presented in their name. 
The illustrations were admirable and a worthy memorial of the man whose own work, 
wheiever he went or in whatever he undertook, was well and thoroughly done.

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THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL, 1882. 

The S^CBETABT having stated that Baron von Febstel had been reoenUy 
absent from Vienna on a tour of some duration, and that in consequence he had 
found it impossible to make a joumev to London, but that he had written more 
than one letter expressive of his high appreciation of the honour conferred on 
him by Hbe Majesty the Queen, on the recommendation of the Institute of 
British Architects, read a letter received that morning and addressed to himself 
by the Baron von Febstel, as follows : — 

Cher et honorable confrfere, — Oomme j'ai eu Thonneur de vous le faire 
savoir dans ma demiSre lettre, je me suis adress^ k notre Ministire de rExt^rieur, 
dont je re^ois la r6ponse, aujourd'hui, laquelle m'annonce que le Minist^ a 
charg^ notre resident a Londres, de me faire representor par un des attaches de 
I'Ambassade, et que jusqu'a present le nom de ce monsieur ne lui est parvenu, 
mais que toutefois on esp^re que par le prochain courrier on pourra m'en 
instruire. Mais soyez persuade que sur la recommendation qui lui en sera &ite, 
mon honorable repr^sentant se pr^sentera avant le jour fiz^. 

Agr^ez, mon cher Monsieur, Tassurance de ma parfaite consideration, ayec 
laquelle j*ai Thonneur d'fetre votre tr6s devout confrere. 

Vienne, le 1 Juin, 1882. (Signed) v. Febstel. 

The Segbetabt having also read a letter from the Austro-Hungarian Ambas- 
sador, to the effect that Mr. Constantine Dumba, oMache to the Imperial and Royal 
Embassy, would present himself, stated that, instead. Baron Wacken, Secretary 
to the Austro-Hungarian Embassy, had arrived for the purpose of receiving the 
Royal Medal on behalf of Baron von Febstel. 

Baron Wacken having previously been introduced, the presentation of the 
Royal Gold Medal to Baron von Febstel, Eon. Sf Corr. Member^ was made by 
the Pbesident, who spoke as follows : — 

Gentlemen, — It is now thirty-five years ago since Her most Oracious Majesty, modifying 
the original terms of the gift, was pleased to command a Soyal Medal to be confided to 
us for the purpose of annually awarding it to some eminent person, architect or man of sdeiice, 
engaged in aiding and promoting the study and practice of architecture, and to-night we meet 
to present it to the thirty-fifth recipient. 

This Royal Medal, Gentlemen, has been widely distributed, and it has by no means 
been confined to the subjects of Her Majesty : indeed, I find that tiieie have been six French 
gentlemen, three German gentlemen, one Austrian and one Italian gentleman, to whom it has 
been given at different periods, and that there are at present living only six English architects 
who possess it. Of the foreigners — eleven in number — four medals, as I have mentioned, 
have fallen to the honour of the German nations, and to-ni^ht we shall have the pleasure 
of iMinding to the representative of the fifth— Baron von Ferstel, of Vienna — the medal for this 
year. The four distinguished men of his own country who preceded him were the Chevalier 
von Klenze, who did so much and such admirable work in Munich ; August Stiller, who 
practised in BerUn, and whose works many of us know ; Herr Lepsius, the celebrated author 
and archseologist; and Professor Schmidt, of Vienna. I may add that these gentlemen, whose 
works we all of us admire, will have their reputation in no degree diminished, in the eyes of the 
world, by having the name of von Ferstel added to their number. 

I will ask the Secretary to read to you the titles, honours, and a list of the principal 
works, of Baron von Ferstel, and I trust that this honour, though perhaps the latest^ will 
not be the least among those which the many works executed by him during the last 
twenty-eight years have earned for him, not only in the consideration of his own countzTmiB 
but of Europe at large. 
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l*he Sborbtabt then read as follows: — 

Heinrich Freiherr (Baron) von Ferstcl, Hon, d: Can, Mmhtty Imperial and Royal Principal Arclii- 
teetttral Councillor and Frofesaor of the Imperial and Rojal Technical High School of Vienna, Knight of the 
Order of the htm Crown of tiie Second Clase. and of the Austrian Order of Francis Joseph, Officer of the 
French Order of the Legion of Honour, and of the Imperial Mexican Quadeloupe Order, Knight of the Ro^al 
Bavarian Order of Maximilian, for Science and Artj and of the Royal Bavarian Order of Michael of the First 
Glass, Honorary Citizen of Vienna and Brunn, Trustee to the Imperial and Royal Austrian Museum, Foreign 
Associate of the Institute of F^rance, Honorary Member of the American Institute of Architects, of the 
Academies of Bnu8el% Amsterdam, Munich and Rome, Member of the Imperial Academy of Fine Arts of 
Vienna, and of the Imperial Academy of Berlin, &c, &c.

The great number of dwelling-houses and country-seats, as well as small churches and schools, which have 

Q constmcted at a cost of about six millions, do not appear in the foregoing list ; in like manner no 

flocount has been taken of numerous plans for buildings which nave not been put into execution. 

The Pebsidbnt continued as follows : — 

What von have heard from the Secretary will, I am sure, insure your appreciation of the 
care that tiie Council has bestowed on the selection of Baron von Ferstel as the recipient of 
tjiis medal this year. I regret that he is unable to be in England at this time ; it is always a 
pleasure to see and know architects and colleagues who have distinguished themselves so 
wortMIy and so much as Baron von Ferstel ; it is a pleasure to see their bodily presentment 
amd &ces, an honour to us to grasp their hands in friendly euid honest admiration of their 
character and in recognition of their worth. Though I should have desired to have done this 
personally, I nevertheless have very great pleasure in handing to Baron Wacken, here present 
on behalf of his distinguished countryman, the Eoyal Gold Medal for the year 1882, the gift of 
the Queen to Baron von Ferstel, to whom we all wish health, long life and happiness. 

Baron WACKEN, speaking in French, said that at the last moment he had been requested 
to present himself at the Meeting on behalf of his countryman, and before all things, he 
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wished to express Baron von Ferstel's acknowledgments for the honour conferred upon him. 
He had been struck with the practical character of the edifices, both public and piiTate, 
erected in this country. He thought that the President would agree witih him in bearii^ 
witness to the great progress effected of late years in German Architecture. He was sure that 
the distinction with which Baron von Ferstel was honoured by his English colleagues would 
be appreciated both in Austria and Germany, particularly as it had been made by the augnst 
Sovereign of this Elingdom, on the recommendation of the Boyal Institute of Biitisli 
Architects, to whose members, collectively euid individually, the Baron addressed his thaob 
in the name of Baron von Ferstel.

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FRENCH ARCHITECTS on the CONDUCT of PUBLIC COMPETITIONS. 

At a Meeting of the Council of the Soci^t^ Centrale des Architectes (Paris), held on the 
23rd February, 1872, the late Victor Baltard in the chair, the late Gabriel Davioud moved that 
a Committee be appointed to study (1) the question of Competitions, as regards paiticukn 
and conditions, juries of assessors, premiums, means of carrying out the designs, and 
everything of a nature to enlighten administrative bodies as to what ought to be done to render 
as fruitful as possible the application of Competitions to the execution of architectural works; 
and (2) to ascertain the best means of " making prevail " the principles that the Soci6t6 would 
wish to see respected in this matter by the State, the cUpartements and the eammwus. This 
motion of Davioud, who was then the principal Secretary of the Soci^t^ Centrale, was 
carried, and the Committee appointed were MM. Abadie,* Ballu,* Baltard,* Davioud* 
Destors, Diet, H^nard, Hermant, Normand, Euprich-Eobert* and Uchard. On the 17th May 
following, the Council decided to draw up a set of questions to be sent to every Society of 
French architects, requesting replies for tiie purpose of collecting opinions on the subject 

Davioud was the Secretary-reporter of the Competition Committee, and Baltard the 
Chairman ; the questions put were twenty-one in number, namely: — 

1. Are public Competitions advantageous, in principle, as regards the design, construction or lestontion 

of a work of architecture ? 

2. Are they necessary, useful even, for the choiee of all architects anointed to superintend such woikif 

3. What is thought of Competitions limited to a small number of architects ? 

4. In what instances and under what circumstances does public Competition best serve the uiterestB d 

art, of artists, and of administrative bodies ? 
6. Under what circumstances ought public Competition to be set aside ? 

6. Ought administrative bodies who promote Competitions to reserve the choice of an architect to cany 

out the work and give premiums only to the best desi^s ? 

7. Ought the particulars of Competitions to be vague, in order that competitors may not have ^or 

imagination fettered, and that they themselves may suggest arrangements in harmonv with tbeir 
observations, their Imowledffe, or their personal ideas ; or ought the particulars to oe drawn to 
minutelv as to limit the field of study ? 

8. Indicate the best method of drawing up partienlars. 

9. Ought Competitions to be treated as sketches, in order to render them accessible to thoee who csn only

Answers were returned to every one of the foregoing questions, and the reply of ^^ **7 

Henri Labrouste to the Ist question was distinctly aflSrmative.t With regardtothejra,

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whether Competitions should be limited, the answers implied generally that to limit competition 
was contrary to the principle of competition, though Davioud maintained that limited 
competition offered bond fide securities to administrative bodies. It was also urged that in 
a limited Competition designs were supposed to be ordered and paid-for. With regard to the 
10th question, as to the double Competition, the Soci^t^ de la Seine Inf^rieure and the Soci^t^ 
de Nantes replied in the negative, the former stating that a jury ought to be able to judge by 
a first sketch. One answer was that the double Competition was more advantageous to the 
administrative body, but iniquitous (sic) for the competitors, because there are artists who have 
ideas of their own and artists who know only how to adopt the ideas of others ; in a double 
Competition the former would be despoiled by the latter. M. le Poittevin approved of the 
double Competition, but thought it right that all the competitors should be admitted to the 
second, while M. Bourdais was of opinion that there should be first a preliminary sketch, then 
a complete design supported by a public discussion, and that the competitor should have the 
right to alter his first sketch (presumably when making his complete design). The answers 
given to the various questions respecting the appointment and composition of a juiy of 
Assessors were conflicting and of slight value. In reply to Question 20, liberty to use either 
a motto or his signature was advocated for every competitor. 

At the Conference of French Architects in 1873, Bcdtard, then President of the Soci^t^ 
Centrale, put from the chair a series of propositions, some of which the Meeting adopted, 
namdy:— 

^a) ACompetitioniBnotnecefisaryin all cases, (b) A Competition is neceaaarj in certain cases. 

(cS A Competition should be open freely to all. (a) Foreigners should be admitted, except in certain special cases. 

($) No double Competition (U concoun d deux degr^) ought, in any case, to be held. 

(f) The pudges should be elected partly bv the administrative body promoting the Competition and partly 
by the competitors from a list of one hundred, composed as for the juries of the Ecole des Beaux- Arts. 
In June, 1874, another Conference was held in Paris, and the late Henri Labrouste, then 
President of the Soci^t^ Centrale, opened the proceedings with, amongst other things, the 
happy remark that the aim and end of such Conferences were *' non pas de faire rayonner la 
capitale sur les d^partements, mais de faire converger les id^es du pays entier vers la capitale, 
dont le devoir est de repr^senter le pays." At the second Meeting M. Meurillon, Secretary of 
the Society des Architectes du D^partement du Nord, read a Report on the subject of Public 
Competitions adopted at Meetings of his Society in June, 1873, and May, 1874. In the 
Beport the two questions, Nos. 9 and 10, inquiring as to the desirability of sketches or 
complete designs, and as to the double Competition, by means of preliminary sketches from all 
competitors and complete designs from a chosen few, were treated at some length. As regards 
No. 9, the architects of the d^partement du Nord were of opinion that, in a public Competition, 
sketches ought to suffice, especially when it is remembered that finished competition-designs, 
complete and as well got-up as they may be, are generally worth little more than sketches, 
and always have to be re-arranged or re-drawn when the time for executing the work has 
arrived. Further, as to No. 10, they did not absolutely reject the double Competition, though 
they thought it should be adopted only in certain cases and with extreme moderation ; they 
also pointed out the possible injustice, in certain cases, to the authors of sketches presenting 
novel ideas, if, in the second stage of a Competition, every selected competitor were permitted 
to appropriate such novelties to his own use. As regards the jury of Assessors, they suggested 
that it should be composed of five persons: one a member of the Conseil G^n^ral des B&timents 
Civils de Paris, chosen by the administrative body promoting the Competition ; another, a 
member of the Soci^t(& Centrale des Architectes de Paris, appointed by that Society; and three 
others, members of three provincial Societies of Architects, situated in the neighbourhood of 
the proposed works — the three Societies to be selected by the administrative body promoting 
the Competition, and the member of each of the three Societies to be nominated by the Societies 
themselves. The chairmanship of the jury, it was suggested, would be deferred to the member 
of the Conseil GiSn^ral des Bfttiments Civils. As to the question No. 20, the architects of the 
d^partement du Nord advocated entire liberty in the matter of affixing to a design the 
architect's name or a motto. 

In 1878 an International Conference of Architects was convened in Paris, and on the 
2nd August, at a morning meeting held, under the presidentship of M. de Joly, in the Pavilion 
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de ilore (Toileries), the subject of Public Competitioiis was again (Uscuaaed. Davioud opened 
the proceedings. He thought that a prayer should be addressed to the Minister of Pablk 
Works, requesting him to publish regulations for Public Competitions. After remarks in the 
same vein, emd after the discussion had been continued by M. Ach. Hemiant and others, it was 
put from the Chair and carried unanimously that (a) the Government be memorialized witha 
view to the establishment of a rlglcment des concours publics ; that (6) the basis of such rigUmad 
or regulations be agi*eed-on by the Conference at the time of drawing up the Memorial ; and that 
(c) the Conference delegate two or three of its members to furnish the Minister of Public Works 
with all information applicable to such r^leme^it, in conformity with the terms of the MemomL 
Davioud was then called upon by the Chairman to speak respecting the proper oondoct of 
Public Competitions. It was his (Davioud^s) conviction that a Public Competition should be 
conducted in two stages (A deux degr^) ; the general mass of architects must never, he said, be 
compelled to incur a large expense aud lose much time in order to give expression to 
" its idea." What was an " idea " in architecture ? it was a sketch representing two or three 
days' work, and less for him who was skilfuL There should be first a Competition by sketches 
— the particulars of the required building not to be too minutely specified — and from these 
sketches four or five should be selected ; the authors should then be invited to join in another 
Competition, but Davioud would have each of the four or five receive payment for their 
sketches, for in that case, presuming one or two of them hesitated to incur the cost or run the 
risk of a second Competition, each would have been paid for his preliminary work. In die 
second Competition Davioud would have the particulars or programme very fuUy and carefoUj 
drawn up. Then he touched upon the composition of the jury of Asse^ors, who, in Davioud's 
opinion, should not be numerous, but, on the contraT}% few in number, and the reasons for 
whose decision should be given in a Eeport. He would not make any rule absolute in the 
matter of the appointment or composition of the jury ; but when it came to adjudge the 
second Competition he thought that the competitors should be allowed to choose two gentlemen 
to represent them on the jury. Professor Strohm,* of the Imperial Academy of Fine Aits of 
St Petersburg, gave a melancholy description of how some Competitions had been conducted 
in Bussia, and a by-no-means flattering account of des injluenees administraiives. There, he 
said. Competitions were adjudged by high personages, in no way apt at understanding or 
appreciating what they had to consider. When an administrative body would not give the 
award to architects at the end of the Competition, it was sufficient to say that the conditions 
bad not been fulfilled, and the game was played-out Professor Strohm would only allow the 
Minister of Public Works an honorary presidentship, since it was necessary, in his opinion, 
that the Chairman of the jury should always be an architect. In Bussia Competitions were 
badly adjudged, and the competitors rejected often through administrative influences. If bj 
chance a Competition was fairly won, it was the Chairman of the Committee, ignorant of 
architecture and of drawing, who became the director of the works, and the result often was 
that whatever of honour and recompense should have gone to the architect was divided 
between the Chairman of the Committee and the principal contractor. In condusioo, 
Professor Strohm said that he was a member of different committees in Bussia; when be 
presided alone his decision was certain to be accepted as right, but if he had next him a 
government official he (the Professor) would not be listened-to. He concluded by denoanding 
that the Chairman of Competition juries should be a competent architect After some further 
discussion the propositions of Davioud were put The first that Competitions should be double, 
or in two stages (d deux degris), was carried by 27 votes against 19, and this vote was ordered 
to be transmitted to the General Meeting of the Conference ; the second that the JQiJ 
commissioned to assess a Competition in its first stage be composed of a limited number oi 
architects nominated by an administrative body of competent men (par radminidraiuin 
compeienU), and the third that the jury commissioned to assess a Competition in its second 
sti^ be cx)mposed of members of the first jury and of a certain number of members 
nominated by the competitors, were also carried. There remained a fourth proposition, respectziig 
the drawing up by the Conference officials of a programme or schedule based upou the 
forgoing resolutions, and of sending it to the competent authority, but it was not carried, bs it 

♦ Hon. & Corr. Member (St Petenbuig), elected in 1867. 
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was urged* by several that such a schedule should be drawn up by the Conference General 
Meeting. Whereupon the Secretary explained that, two days before, the Conference had 
unanimously adopted a resolution referring to the diploma question, and that the two, Diploma 
and Competitions, might be combined in one vote, to be completed that same evening at the 
Conference General Meeting. But Davioud insisted on an immediate termination of the 
Competition question, which he said had then (1878) remained open for five years, during 
three of which they had been seeking opinions from the provincial Societies, which seemed to 
be in no hurry to give any. It was necessary, in his opinion, to have done with the question. 
Finally, two propositions were carried, to the effect that a programme or schedule should be 
drawn up on the basis of the resolutions passed, and that several delegates from the Conference 
should approach the Minister of Public Works with a view to follow up the Conference decisions 
in the matter.* 

Since then no further discussion of the subject appears to have taken place, or at least 
nothing has appeared in the monthly BullHin of the French Society to indicate in what 
manner the Government regarded the suggestion made to them, or indeed what steps were 
taken by the delegates of the Soci^t^ Centrale to carry out the wish expressed by the Members 
of the International Conference of 1878. Modifications have, however, occurred in the adminis- 
tration of the Society's affairs. In November, 1879, M. Baillyt succeeded M. Lesueur,t as 
President, and other changes, notably in the offices of SecrStaire-adjoint and Sccritaire-ridacUur, 
were made at that annual meeting. The Presidentship of M. BaiUy^ which still continues, has 
evidently been accompanied with success of a somewhat remarkable character, and a reference 
to the monthly Bvilctins, published during the last few months, suffices to show rapidly- 
increasing vitality in the proceedings of the Society. In the Bulletin for January, 1882, now 
edited by M. Eugfene Monnier, an extract from the Journal Official of January 6th, containing 
the terms of a decree made upon the report of the Minister of Arts, is inserted, and the 
purport of it is as follows : — 

" Considering that the Ministry of Arts has in its department the Services cPArchitecttire of Civil Buildings, 
of Historical Monuments, and of Diocesan Edifices ; that if the business within the iurisdiction of these 
different services can continue to be considered by the committee specially appointed for that purpose, there is 
a real interest in submitting to a superior Council questions concerning ^nerally the whole of these services : 
Decreed — (1) The appointment, to assist the Minister of Arts, of a Council, which will take the title of ConseU 
G^n&ctl cPArchitecture. (2) This Council will be composed of Inspectors-Qeneral of Civil Buildings, of 
Historical Monuments, and of Diocesan Edifices, members by right ; also of three members to be nominated 
for one year by the Minister of Arts and to be chosen, one from among the Architects of Civil Building one 
from among the Architects of Historical Monuments, and one from among the Architects of Diocesan Edifices ; 
the Directors of Conservation and Construction will assist at the Meetings with a vote (voix consultative); the 
Secretary of the Council will be appointed by the Minister. (3) The Council will be presided over by the 

Minister of Arts (4) The Council will be intrusted with all general questions bearing upon 

architecture and architectural litigation {contentieux) ; it will be invited to advise upon Competitions, the 
particulars and conditions of Competitions, strikes of workmen in the building trades, bases of charf^ for the 
State buildings, intentions relating to the decrees and notices of the Highways Commission, the fixinff of feee 
or the interpretation of existing rates, new materials, new inventions relating to stnictures, processes of lighting, 
processes of fire-extinction, cost of carriage of materials, tenders and contracts, organization of rounds of 
inspection, the cost price of different kinds ot structures, the rational use (emploi raisoniuf) of metallic structures, 
the organization ot the State buildings, responsibility of the State Architects, organization of public fdtes, &c. 
(5) The Council will be divided into three sections corresponding with the services of Civil Builaings, Historical 
Monuments and Diocesan Edifices ; each section may, after having obtained the authority of me Minister 
of Arts, submit to the Council questions which, from their importance or the diflBculty that they present, 
would require consideration by the Council-General of Architecture. (6) The Council will be summoned by 
the Minister of Arts at appointed times, but over and above such convocation, the Council should meet every 
three months, at a fixed aate, under the chairmanship of the senior member, and at these meetings the Council 
will examine questions submitted under the terms of the preceding fifth article. (7) The office of member of 
the Council-General of Architecture will be honorary. 

It will thus be seen that, though no positive results appear to have emanated from the 
action of the International Conference of 1878, in the matter of Competitions, indirectly a

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point has been gained by the French architeets, inaamuoh as their Minister of Arts has 
included in the functions of the new Council-General of Architecture duties connected not 
only with Competitions, but with the particulars and conditions of Competitiona 

*^* The Beports of the several congresses and conferences held in Paris, at the Palace of 
the Trocad^ro, during the year 1878, have been printed by the French Government. That of 
the Architects, published in 1881, forms an octavo volume of some 420 pages, and it is from 
this volume tJiat the information here given respecting the discussion in 1878 on PubUc 
Competitions is taken. The same volusae- contains a French translation of the ^General 
Regulations (so called) for the conduct of Architectural Competitions *' agreed-to by the 
Conference of British Architects held in London in the year~1872, regulations made " in easa 
in which competition shall he justified by the extent and importance of the work or other special 
circumstances" a qualification which is entirely omitted in the French translation. The 
information, before-given, of the proceedings of the Sociit^ Centrale in 1872, 1873 and 187i 
is derived from the first and second volumes of the Annates, one issued in 1875, and the other 
in 1881. Members are referred to these volumes, as well as to the BvMetin Mcnsuel of the 
Society Centrale des Architectes, which are all in the Library of the Institute. From these 
publications and the Semaine des Constnicteurs an accurate acquaintance with what is passing 
in Paris among architects and artists generally may be obtaineicL The Sem/iine, which interests 
itself in architectural affairs passing in this country, has lately had an article on the Diploma 
question, due to a letter written to the Editor by laurence Harvey, Associate, on the British 
Examination for membership just inaugurated. The publications of the Soci6t^ Centrale as 
well as the Semains des Constructeurs, may be obtained from MM. Duchet & Co. (51, Kue des 
Ecoles, Paris), who from time to time have afforded valuable information to the Institute of 
British Architects. Another circumstance of interest, connected with the work of Architectural 
Societies on the continent of Europe, is that the Sociedad Central de Arquitectos, of Madrid, 
has lately started a Journal of Proceedings, which is published at the office of the Socie^. 
This Bemsta, which is regularly sent to the Library of the Institute, contains much technical 
information respecting Spanish architectoial. matters, and it is edited by the newly-elected 
Secretary to the Society, the Don Jos^ Benedicto. 

EXAMINATION IN ARCHITECTURE : JULY, 1882. 

THE BOARD OF EXAMINEES IN ARCHITECTURE, appointed to examine 
all persons desirous of becoming Associates, will hold an Examination in the Professional 
Study and Practice of Architecture on the 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th July. Applications to 
be examined thereat must be made upon a printed form, to be previously obtained of 
the Secretaries, and the said form, together with the probationary drawings required from 
each Candidate, must be delivered to them on or before the 17th June. A fee of Three 
Guineas must accompany the application form and probationary drawings — tbe said fee 
to be placed to the Candidate's account as his entrance fee should he be elected an 
Associate within 18 months of the date of his passing, and the said probationary drawings to 
be returned to him after the Examination. An exemption from submitting Probationaij 
Drawings is made in the case of Practitioners of Architecture who have been in the active 
exercise of their profession since the 1st of January, 1875. Successful Candidates are eligible 
to receive the Ashpitel Prize, awarded annually to him who distinguishes himself most h^hly 
in any one of the Obligatory Examinations in Architecture held during the year. The 
Regulations and Programme of these Examinations, with particulars of the constitution and 
by-laws, obligations of membership, &c., of the Institute, are published in a Paper to be had 
gratis and postfiree on application to the Secretaries. The Questions, written and graphic, set 
at these Examinations are not published.

At a Special General Meeting of Members only, held on Monday Evening, the 
19th June, 1882, Ewan Christian, Vice-Presidentj in the Chair, the Minutes of the 
Special General Meeting, held 6th March, 1882, for the award of Medals and 
other Prizes, were read and signed as correct. 

The following Members, attending for the first time since their election,

PUBLIC ARCHITBCTUEAL COMPETITIONS. 

Previous to the resumption of the Discussion, adjourned from the 20th 
March, 1882, on the Conduct of Architectural Competitions, the Secretary laid 
on the table the Notice of Motion in reference thereto by Professor Kerr, Fellow^ 
the Memorials of the Leeds Architectural Society and the Liverpool Archi- 
tectural Society, and the " Laws for the Control and Conduct of Architectural 
Competitions," suggested by H. Hardwiokb Langston, Associate. These having 
been printed in the last number (16) of the Journal of Proceedings, and issued 
to every Member of the Institute, were taken as read. . 

The Sborbtart then, by direction of the Chairman, read the following 
Communications: — 

Notice of Motion (see the " General Regulations, &c.," page 147 ante) by W. Milford 
Teulon, Fellow. — 

To substitute the foUowing in place of Clause la, " To advise ai the outHt on the details of the instructions, 
or to advise upon and revise or supplement them if already drawn up ; and afterwards to act as 
the 8ole medium through whom additional infonnation may be obtained, request being made 
within a specified time. 

From Richard Armstrong, Fellow, to the Secretary. 

18, Westbauime Park VUUu, JT., Jwu 11th, 1882. 
Dear Snt, — ^I fear I shall be unable to attend the Meeting on Monday next, when the question of 
Architectural Competitions wiU be discussed. I trust the Institute wiU take no further action in the matter, 
or if they do it will be to do all they can to prevent Members wasting their time and money and injuring the 
profession by joininfj in these Competitions. I do most thoroughly believe that Competition is to a great extent 
the reason why architects now hold such a low position in the estimation of what I may caU the middle class ; 
they are considered rather below a " house acent." There has hardly been a public Competition that I know 
of that has not been unsatisfactory in resmts, and, in most cases, I believe the intended outlay has been 
considerably exceeded ; there surely can be no special reason why in the architectural profession yonn^ men 
exneot kige works at starting. They may be good and artistic draoghtsmen ; but to be an architect it is not 
only necessary to draw well, but also to take care that the money U properly laid out and the costs kept as near as 

HH 
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posaible to the stipulated sum. I have seen a tabulated statement of a number of Competitions^ with a note 
of the prizes offered, and the stipulated cost of the work ; it would be an instructive matter if the costs of the 
works as executed could be stated, it would show the public how badly they are served by Competition. Not 
long ago I saw in a town on the Great Western Railway some public buildings, the first portion carried out, 
without Competition, hj an architect of note ; then, some additional building being required, the Town 
Council had a "Competition," and the result is a caricature of the original portion. Sureljr, if the architect 
was capable of carrying out the first portion, he should have had tne aaditional work given him. The 
explanation in the newspapers was that it was intended to employ some one with less brains and more influence. 
It now seems the seniors of the profession consider it their {>08ition to sit and judge the drawings of others for 
a " consideration ; " surely the rising Members will not permit their work to be traded upon and made to bring 
" grist to the mill " of others, neither will the art element derive much benefit if we study the building hi 
Ciiaring Cross, which represents the combined taste of a " firm " of architects, a " combination " of architects 
and also the united wisdom of the Royal Institute of British Architects. Competitions are so thoroughly bad 
in results, (notwithstanding some few exceptions,) that I do most sincerely hope the Indtitate will not commit 
themselves in any way ; there always will be those with Mends and influence to give them work, and sniely 
they are entitled to do so, and Competitions are merely stalled, in most cases, because the patrons can't agree 
among themselves whom to employ, though they may be quite determined to give their votes for " persons " 
not j)lans. If the Members of the Institute will only band together and say they will not compete, 1 beUeve 
they will do more to raise the tone of the profession than anything else ; with Cotnpetition it becomes a trade 
with all the mean and dirty actions required to puff and push it into the front rank ofsupposed success. I should 
only be too ^lad if Members would get up a non-Competition list, or, if the Institute will nave Competition, let it 
be a Competition of " Commission,* then, doubtless, the enlightened public will get full value for their money, 
and at any rate the other competing Members will suffer no loss ; but this might bring in its train the 
" Commissions " we hear of now and then — " Would you true happiness attain, Let honesty your passions rein." 
The work must be jwiid for somehow, and if a man likes to work for, say, two per cent, surely he has a right 
to do so, more especially as it seems from the reported cases the judges do not uphold the scale of charges of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects. The younger Members may be sure that if they do compel^ and 
gain a work by merit oidy, they may do themselves good in the present, but lay up a rod m pickle 
for themselves and the profession in the future. In all professions the man with friends and means wUl get 
most work at starting, but " brains " will tell in the long run. We shall hear less of bija; offices and Competitions 
carried out by men " clubbing " tojjether, the one with interest, the other with abilities. I feel so stroncly on 
this question that I can harcQy write aU I think, but I do hope and trust the Institute will, as a body, set 
themselves against all Competitions. Do what they will about professional assessors, it's only putting the poison 
in another form, and trying to let the seniors act the part of the monkey with the cat and chesnuts.—

THOS. PORTER, Fellow, remarked on the extreme difficulty and complication of the 
Competition question, which he feared had been plunged into a labyrinth of confusion by the 
extraordinary course taken by the Council in overriding the recommendations of the Institute 
Competitions Committee by the issue of their own "Suggestions." These were so subtlj 
drafted as to seem at first sight but an abridgment of the former, but on critical examination 
they would be found materially different in some of the most vital points. As Honorary Secretary 
of the Competitions Committee, he undertook to show this by sketdiing the history and present 
position of the matter, which left Mr. Barry's Committee, he said, in the anomal oas and 

• In the Library, and worthy the notice of Members, as an example of the care with which a Government 
Competition is conducted in France. 
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uncomfortable position of having to bring forward its recommendations as amendments to the 
Council's proposals. The Competitions Committee had in view three distinct objects: 1. The 
formulating recommendations acceptable to the profession ; 2. The still more difficult question 
of obtaining the adhesion of the profession; 3. The best mode of binding the profession 
permanently to such practical adhesion. The Council attempted to deal with the first 
proposition only, leaving them wholly in the dark as to the second and third points. But 
unless these could be secured the formulating any number of rules would prove as useless a9 
all their former attempts to deal with the Competitions problem. The Council's "Suggestions" 
had already met with most severe criticism and detennined opposition from two of the most 
important provincial Societies, whose objections the speaker backed by unfavourably 
contrasting, as to the most vital points of difTerence, the CounciFs scheme with the Committee's, 
especially animadverting on the Council's double-competition system. He thought that until 
some expression of the individual feeling of each member could be obtained the Institute had 
no guarantee for any practical result of the present discussion. The Competitions Committee 
had urged that the written opinion of all members of the profession should be taken, and he 
regretted that that course had not been adopted. 

HENRY DAWSON, Fellow, spoke highly of the care and thought dispkyed in the 
Liverpool and Leeds memorials, particularly in the latter. The points there put could not be 
misunderstood, but in many of them he deemed the authors mistaken both as to facts and 
conclusions. He could not agree with Mr. Porter as to the question between the Council and 
the Committee; but he was not going into the inquiry as to what the Council had better have done, 
save that he should have preferred their previous consultation with the provincial Societies, 
from but a couple of which virtually had they received conmiunications. They would have 
been much helped had they had many more such. He deemed many of the objections raised 
by the Leeds Society misconceptions. It was never meant that the regulations should be in 
the interests of promoters rather than competitors. The aim was to save the many from an 
enormous amount of labour, and to limit it to the few who would enter second competitions 
whenever these were deemed right and proper ; for it was a further misconception that the 
Council proposed that these should be the rule. He would suggest the prefixing of a 
prefatory statement to Clause 5, showing the kind of works which would justify a double 
competition. He had himself thought of a minimum cost of £25,000. as a limit. He heartily 
endorsed Clause 3 of the Liverpool communication, to the effect that if all Competitions could 
be carried on upon the small scale, without a second Competition, it would be a great boon to 
the profession. Mr. Dawson then canvassed seriatim the principal objections raised by the 
Leeds Society, and explained at some length in each case why he could not admit their force. 
On the other side he thought it of great importance to consider the conclusions come to 
by the French architects, so thoughtfully put before them in No. 16 of the Institute's 
Proceedings. There they had the debates of the French architects in 1872-4-8 on the chief 
points now before themselves, as was shown. The Paris Conference of 1878 was an international 
one, and at this it was carried by 27 votes against 19 that Competitions should be double, or in 
two stages. They seemed to have agreed also that they should be marked rather by motto 
than by signature. He thought therefore that they should pause before concluding double 
Competitions to be in every case injurious and objectionable. 

Professor KERB, Fellow, said he wished merely to test the Committee's report. He 
owned at the outset that he had no expectation of carrying his resolutions. He had not 
proposed them with a view to their being carried, but had thought it desirable to place on 
record the principle for which he had always contended on every occasion on which the 
Institute had discussed the management of Competitions. The point to which he thought 
that meeting desired to direct its attention was, when divested of a little complication which 
had arisen, simply this : " Shall the introduction of a professional assessor be accepted as, in 
Lord John Eussell's language, " a measure of finality in reform," with the expectation of its 
curing all evils, and riddmg the profession of its grievances ? If the appointment of such an 
o£Gicer was not to effect that, what was it to effect, and what was to come next ? He had 
listened very attentively to Mr. Dawson and Mr. Porter. Mr. Dawson he would not pause to 
argue with, but he took his remarks to aim at absolutely nothing but the justification of the 
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double competition, in favour of which he most ingeniously adduced the concIasionB of die 
French architects — whose conclusions, as he (the speaker) read the report, were decidedly against 
any such system. [On being challenged by Mr. Dawson for a reference, Professor Kerr said 
the report was too long to go into, but read from Peoceedings p. 217, when Mr. Dawson 
explained that the propositions quoted were not those of the Socidt^ Centrale, but simply of a 
conference of French architects held in 1873, and referred the Professor to the account of the 
Paris International Conference of 1 878]. Professor Kerr said that with their permission he 
would go at once to the main question. The system of Competition existed It had been 
experimented upon for a good many years, and ever since he could remember had been over 
and over again pronounced ruinous to the profession. Yet the tendency of the age was more 
and more in its favour, and the drift of professional opinion was strong as to its necessity. 
Hence it w«w his own decided conviction that by no combination of the leading members of 
the Institute, nor by its action in any other way, could competition be put a stop to. As men 
of business they must let things take their course. But after all the speeches they had heard, 
and might yet hear, he would ask them whether, if the whole profession and the country were 
to agree to the proppsal now before the Institute, they would advise any young architectnial 
aspirant to go in heart and soul for Competitions. They would not. The wisdom of grey 
hairs would counsel him, whatever appointments there might be of professional adjudicator 
and fair-play committees, to have nothing to do with competitions. The law of accident 
determined the result, and at best, as in an English sweepstakes, a sufficient number of trials 
would leave every competitor on a level with every other. But in fact it was more like going 
into one of those foreign lotteries, which were illegal here, in which, as Adam Smith would tell 
them, the more tickets a man took the worse he was off. So the more architectural 
Competitions a man went into the more certain he was to lose in the end. It was in strict 
accord with the mathematical doctrine of chances that they had been losing so much of their 
money, and such a vast volume of their time. Mr. Dawson looked at individuals, and uiged 
that a young man should have a chance. But they must look at the profession as a whole, 
and must hang by one another, or there could be no general success, at the cost of which eveiy 
individual success must be bought. He wanted to see the profession benefited, and he wonld 
tell them again, as he had told them before, how it might be done. Let every man, as far as 
was practicable, be paid for his work. UnwUling as they might be to believe it, it would be 
found a fact that promoters of Competitions, if properly approached, would be willing to pay 
every man for his labour. They would not allow the " tag-rag and bobtail " to rurfi into a 
Competition such as that for the Glasgow Town Hall. They would not pay all the 120 
candidates, but they would select and pay half-a-dozen or a dozen. He was decidedly in favour 
of limiting Competitions, provided everybody was paid. Payment was the test, and the 
public would pay, as was proved in the instance of the Glasgow Town Hall, and by facts 
within his own experience when he was a pupil at Al)erdeen, where, whenever a public 
building had to be built, the town authorities were wont to apply to two local architects of 
eminence, to whom a third from Edinburgh was added, to make designs, for which each received 
one hundred guineas. The Town Council chose the one tliey thought best, and the other two 
retired without grumbling. He wanted some plan like that adopted in England, and he had 
been hammering at it for years, without seeing the slightest reason for altering his opinion. 
Professor Kerr contrasted these examples with the course pretty uniformly followed here when 
a church was to be built. Half-a-dozen church architects of mark were invited to send in designs 
gratuitously, and did so. One was selected, and the other five went away with their tails between 
their l^s. Gentlemen felt obliged to comply with the custom, but it was not fair. The five 
ought to be paid for their work. It was past his time to engage in Competitions. But younger 
men might depend upon it that the British public, wliich always understood a quid pro quo, would 
pay for their designs if worth the money. The government system — that sketches should be sent 
in by all comers, that a certain number should be selected and their names published, and that 
each of these should receive a handsome fee — was the proper one, and why could it not be 
followed always ? Professor Kerr made reference to what he styled Mr. Barry's Competitions, 
because he fathered the system, and they held him responsible, personally and individually and 
alone, for its success. Had not that gentleman, he asked, better understand their views before 
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going farther than he had gone ? He had read in the papers that Mr. Barry was going down 
by mail that night to assist persons in Glasgow in selecting Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 out of ten 
designs submitted. Professor Kerr said he knew some of the ten men, Mr. Barry did not 
Should Mr. Barry put up as No. 1 a design of a clever young gentleman who had never yet 
executed any large work, did they suppose the Baillies of Glasgow would not think that an 
insuperable objection, and if No. 2 should be a Glasgow man, would that have no weight ? 
[Air. Barry having remarked that they would have to abide by the assessor's advice, the 
Professor said they knew better than that]. He maintained that neither at Glasgow nor 
elsewhere would the authorities be dictated to as to the acceptance of an architect without a 
name merely because his design was pronounced the best. Let them have a professional 
assessor by all means. It was a step in the right direction — an item of honesty introduced 
into a dishonest and pernicious system. L^ them try what they could get out of such 
instalments of honesty, but he did not think, such was human nature, that it would be much. 
He had never yet known a fairly conducted Competition, not excepting those in Which he had 
himself won. What he wanted was as much honesty in other respects as possible, but they 
should b^in with stipulating for the members being honestly paid for their work. 

CHARLES BAERY, F.S.A, Past PresiderU, said it became his* duty, as the mover 
of the Committee's amendment to deal with what had been said. In doing so, 
it was impossible to put out of sight the suggestions of Professor Kerr, Mr. Hardwicke 
Langston and Mr. Richard Armstrong. He somewhat regretted Mr. Porter's line of 
remark as to a seeming variance between the Council and the Committee. Unforeseen 
circumstances had somewhat delayed the discussion ; but as Chairman of the Committee and 
knowing their sentiments, and as an honorary member of the Coimcil and knowing their 
sentiments, he thought himself entitled to declare the objects of both identical, both being 
cdike anxious to cure the admitted faults of the existing sysjbem of Competitions. If, as he 
thought was the case, the Committee went more exhaustively into the inquiry than the Coimcil, 
all that the Council wanted was to epitomize the Conmiittee's suggestions, with the idea that a 
small dose of medicine would be more readily taken than a large one. He agreed with 
Mr. Porter that in lessening the dose they left out some essential ingredients. That was why 
he moved, in the Committee's name, his amendment, which embodied every suggestion of the 
Council, along with some other matters seemingly overlooked by that body, or deemed of less 
importance. He would remind the Meeting that tiie Council had already largely and deliberately 
committed itself, in principle entirely and almost in details, to what the Committee reconunended. 
When consulted by the Lord Provost about the present Competition for the Glasgow Town-hall 
the Council gave, in a letter already published, advice substantially identical with the 
regulations proposed by the Committee. Every Member of the Institute was as well aware of 
that letter's existence as the Council itself; but the important facts might not be known to the 
Meeting that it was drawn up quite independently by four Members of the Council, not one of 
whom was on the Competitions Committee, the contentsof whose Report had not then been divulged. 
He need hardly say that were the Council now to ask the general body to justify it in laying down 
regulations at variance with the advice it then gave it woijdd put itself and the Institute in a very 
fa&e position. It followed that the Council's scheme should be carried as amended and amplified, 
unless the Council should be ready to own to a grave error in the advice given to the Lord 
Provost of Glasgow. At present there was nothing to convict the Council of any error. Nor 
did he think it would dream, after giving that advice, of now giving different advice. With 
respect to the general question he entirely stood by the remarks he made when the subject was 
before them on the 20tli of March; for he had seen no reason to change his opinion. But what 
he did feel was this, that the Institute as a general body might safely leave the Coundl to its 
responsibility for its own letter. But before taking, as an Institute, the decisive step of 
promulgating regulations for the general assent of all its members, he should ask them to pause 
a little. The paper circulated since March had, he thought, met with the very general 
approbation of both town and country members, with the single exception of that vexed 5th 
article, relative to the system of double competitions. That system was at the i«eeent moment 
on its trial in five or six different directions, the exi)eriment8 being in no instance absolutely 
concluded. Some of these competitions were in his (the speaker's) hftuda, biit lie entitely 
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disclaimed sole authorship, or sole responsibility for the system. He entirely adhered to the new 
system, but only in company with many others. Some of these competitions, members of their 
body, including himself, were concerned in. He would have all these worked out before they 
attempted to come to a final judgment, and still more before formulating it in distinct 
resolutions. If these five or six competitions should work out rightly, even doubters might be 
then asked to give in their adhesion to the system. Should they turn out grievous failures, none 
would acknowledge the break-down more readily than himself, and he felt sure his Committee 
were equally open to conviction. Therefore he asked them to let the final result stand over for 
consideration next Session. As to his friend Professor Kerr's criticisms, the only counter- 
suggestion before the Meeting was the Professor's own, as embodied in his notice. Its author 
was a little Utopian if he thought he could induce promoters to pay every competing architect 
[Professor Kerr having protested that he did not say that, Mr. Barry referred him to the words 
of his own resolution: — "That Architectural Competitions conducted at the expense of 
competitors constitute an unseemly and ruinous struggle for employment which this Institute 
cannot encourage But that Architects may be freely encouraged to compete, on conditions 
otherwise honourable, whenever the expense is borne by the client" In spite of some further 
remonstrance from the Professor, Mr. Barry insisted that the words quoted implied that for 
every design sent in, the client had to pay, which, he argued, if applied to the 137 designs sent 
in for the Glasgow building, was absurd. On Professor Kerr's own estimate of 2^ per cent on 
the outiay that would be about £6,000. in the Glasgow case on the £250,000. proposed to be 
expended, a sum which would have to be provided by the Scotch promoters for 
the purpose of giving a trifle all round to the 137 competitors]. Mr. Bany thought 
that quite out of the question. Nobody would welcome more heartily than the 
profession the proposal that everybody should be paid for services rendered, but as men of 
business they must bear in mind that services to be paid for must be of real value, and to judge 
of that there must be selection of the few best from the many designs. And then if the 
selected competitors were paid, was not that a virtual adoption of all that was valuable in the 
principle always advocated with such admirable consistency and ability by Professor Kerr ? 
He (the speaker) paid a high tribute to the courage of his convictions with which the Professor, 
on signing the Committee's Report, as its Vice-chairmc^n, reserved the point that every 
competitor ought to be paid, agreeing, as was to be presumed, with all the rest of the document 
The Liverpool Memorial had been so fully spoken-to by Mr. Dawson that he hesitated to tax 
the Meeting's time by referring to it, yet out of respect to their Liverpool colleagues they were 
almost bound to discuss it under its several heads, and it certainly merited every land of 
consideration. As Mr. Porter had said, if the Committee's advice to the Council had been 
taken, and they had referred it back with any remarks to the Committee, the latter would 
have invited the provincial societies to communicate with them. However, it was 
before the meeting now, though under somewhat disadvantageous circumstances, but since the 
Xiverpool Memorial endorsed all the objections to double Competitions formulated in that from 
Leeds, he would virtually be dealing with it in briefly discussing the heads of the latter document 
On the first of the Leeds objections, " that the adoption of two competitions increases rather 
than diminishes the cost and labour entailed by the old system," Mr. Barry, whilst admitting 
its great weight, if true, denied the truth of the statement It was clearly less trouble to make 
sketches than formal drawings. The suggestion surprised him, and to explain it, all he could 
think of was the possibility that too many drawings might be asked for in a sketch competition. 
Perhaps that might sometimes happen. If so it was not a question of principle, but of detail, 
and the evil would soon cure itself. The intention of course was to ask less labour, not more. 
Were it possible to prove that a sketch Competition requires more unrequited labour the 
objection would be fatal The unrequited labour was much less under the new system than 
under the old. When the objectors said, " It is thus impossible to avoid saying that double 
Competitions benefit the professional referee alone," he felt some personal feeling, and was quite 
imable to understand the objection. The referee's labour was doubled without a double fee, 
which no referee would dream of asking. As there were obviously two distinct labours for the 
referee, with an interval between, he could not with truth be said to be the only party 
benefited by a double Competition. In answer to the objection that such a Competition 
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"increases the opportunities for the introduction of unfair influence on the part of favoured 
competitors/' Mr. Barry, from his experience in two such Competitions, denied the allegation. 
It was due to his clients, the Town Coimcils of Birkenhead and Glasgow, in those instances, to 
bear his public testimony to their perfect fairness, in having done their best, with his own 
help, to keep themselves in the dark as to who were the real competitors. He could re-assure 
any such who might possibly be present as to that He was quite sure there had been no 
undue influence, nor would there be in either case. In both cases the promoters had most 
loyally taken his advice, and he hoped he might appeal to those present to believe that he had 
but one object in view, namely, to get as good a design for his clients as possible, 
on the principle of the most absolute impartiality towards all competitors. On the 
objection, " That double Competitions are arranged entirely in favour of the promoters, 
without regard to the interests of architects," Mr. Barry remarked that the object of 
the Institute's Competitions Conmiittee, at any rate, was diametrically the reverse, viz., 
the abolition of this vice, inherent in the old system, and they might take some little comfort in 
thinking they had done something in that way. He had a letter from the President of the Glasgow 
Institute, Mr. Honeyman, telling him that the Scotchmen there assembled acknowledged that 
the affair had been as satisfactorily conducted as possible, and their only regret was that the 
system had not been adopted long before. Many of the competitors had written to the Town 
Clerk in terms highly approving of the conditions. Those conditions were binding, and he 
hoped the favourable opinions would not be changed by the final result. The Leeds objectors 
asserted " That the proposed system lends itself specicdly to the greater use of hired draughts- 
manship." That, said Mr. Barry, must be matt^ of opinion, but he did not think such a 
consideration worth the time it would take to discuss. He accordingly passed on to the next 
objection, " That the proposed system, no more than the present one, can ensure the employment 
of the successful competitor." In reply he said- that, in both the instances already referred to, 
he had taken care to pledge the Town Council to employ the successful competitor. That pledge 
was embodied in the conditions. As he had been advised, it amounted to a contract binding in 
a moral sense certainly, and prima facie legally too. As to the further objection, "That the 
adoption of double Competitions would have a tendency to lower the remuneration to be paid 
on ordinary commissions," he really could not understand what the Leeds gentlemen were 
thinking of when they said that, because the gentleman to be employed as the successful 
competitor was to get the whole of the usual remuneration, for the first thing to the good, and 
all the selected candidates were to be severally paid, which was the next thing. If the residuum 
got nothing they were at least no worse off under the new system than imder the old. In 
dealing with the last objection, "That the system encourages excessive competition," he 
reminded the objectors that the growth of competition was aclaiowledged on all hands to be 
inevitable, that half a loaf was better than no bread, that the new system was at any rate 
fairer than the old, and that should the dreaded ugly rush come it would prove the profession's 
recognition of the improved state of things. Having cited the French verdict of 1878 in favour 
of the double Competition, Mr. Barry, with the consent of his seconder, Mr. Dawson, b^ged 
that his amendment might be allowed to stand over till the next Session. 

J. MACVIOAR ANDERSON, Hon, Sec., reminded the Meeting that the Council had 
referred the Committee's Report back for the purpose of obtaining the views of the provincial 
Societies. The opinions of provincial members had been taken at the Conference of last year, 
when resolution^ were passed begging the Council to take the matter into their consideration. 

R PHENE SPIERS, F.S.A., Fellow, stated that he was present at the International 
Congress held in Paris in 1878, when the system of double Competition was unanimously 
accepted by the architects in General Meeting. 

The chairman thought Mr. Barry's suggestion, that they should await the results of 
Competitions now in progress, a wise one. For himself, he had always been in favour of double 
Competitions, and he held a very strong opinion on the subject He emphatically warned the 
young men against following Professor Eerr's advice, never to enter Competitions. He agreed 
with Mr. Bmfs criticisms on the Leeds Architectural Society's memorial 

The adjournment of the discussion till next Session was unanimously agreed to, and the 
Meeting closed. 
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PUBLIC OFFICES SITE BILL. 

A BUI for the acquisition of Property and the provision of New Buildings for 
the Admiralty and War Office {see iUvstration). 

The Council having considered the subject of the Public Offices Site Bill, 

then before a Select Committee of the House of Commons, ordered a letter 

to be addressed to the First Commissioner of H,M. Works and Public Buildings, 

as follows: — 

Ibth June, 1882. 

Sir, — ^Having given some consideration to the Public Ofi&ces Site Bill, and to the Plan 
which accompajiies it, prepared in H.M. Office of Works, the Council of the Eoyal Institute of 
British Architects venture to point out what appear to them, ^'udged from a public and 
an architectural point of view, objectionable and defective features m the scheme, viz: — 

1. Without more particular information than is possessed, it is impossible to assert that 

the proposed site is not sufficient for the proper and convenient accommodation of two 
great Public Departments, but the manner i^ which the projected buildings are 
planned in block, with inadequate and cramped quadrangles, conveys the impression 
that a crucial defect of the scheme is to attempt to crowd too much vrithin the 
limits of a site, inadequate for the purpose. 

2. Should it, however, be determined to locate Government Offices on the Spring Gardens 

site, it ought to be an indispensable feature of the scheme that the Mall should be 
continued and opened-up to Charing Cross, somewhat after the manner indicated on 
the QrCcompanying plan. (See the black dotted lines on the plan opposite^ 

3. Although the retention of the existing banking premises of Messrs. Drummonds and of 

Messrs. Cox and Biddulph, is not incompatible with such opening-up of the Mall, 
yet any comprehensive scheme for the acquirement of the Spring Gardens site, for 
the purpose of Government Offices ought unquestionably to embrace these properties 
as well as the remainder of the property in Spring Gardens having frontages to 
Trafalgar Square. By avoiding such properties, tiie scheme proposed in the Public 
Offices Site Bill may commend itself on the score of economy, but to locate important 
Public Offices in the background, shut-in from one of the principal frontages in 
London by property of aii inferior character, is a scheme, which, from all other points 
of view, would appear to court condemnation, and which if carried out must of 
necessity entail discredit and failure. On the other hand, by acquiring the whole of 
the Spring Gardens site, including the frontages to Charing Cross, altihough the cost 
would be greater, an opportunity would be afforded for inaugurating a great Public 
Improvement, and for erecting Public Offices on a more liberal and comprehensive 
scale, such probably as might be deemed worthy of the site and of the nation. 
We are further instructed to add that, should it be the wish of the Select Committee, the 
President of this Institute will be happy to attend and give such further explanations as may 
be desired.

Mr. Chairman and Gbntlsm en, — In compliance with your request that our deputation, which you bn 
kindly consented to receive, on the subject of the proposed improvements at Hyde Park Comer, would be 
provided with a Memorial setting forth the points it i9 desired to bring under the notice of the Metropolitan 
Board, we are directed to state that the Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects, having been led to 
consider the Improvements Scheme of the First Commissioner of Her Majesty's Works by Sir Harry Venej^s 
notice of motion on going into Committee of supply in the House of Commons, and having devoted macb 
attention to the whole subject, venture to express their opinion that, while the general idea of the scheme 
merits public approval, it is defective in two main particulars, viz, : — 

(1.) Inadequate provision is made therein for the relief of public traffic. 

(2.) The removal of the Wellington Arch is unnecessary. 

In respect to the first point, the scheme of the First Commissioner, while affording relief for the conjcetion 
of traffic at Hyde Park Comer, does nothing to ameliorate the block of traffic at the junction of Piccadilly and 
Hamilton Place, and, in the opinion of the Council, no scheme is worthy of adoption which does not provide 
an efficient remedy at that spot. The suggestion which they have accordingly made is the continuation 
westwards of the straight line of Piccadilly, beginning to increase the width of the road opposite to P&rk Lane, 
and doubling its width at the foot of Hamilton Place. This line of road would debouch exactly oppcwte 
Grosvenor Crescent, and the approach to Belgravia from the east would thus be spacious and handsome, being 
nothing less than a prolongation of Piccadilly in a straight line westwards. Thereby the whole oi the traffic 
from Victoria Station and Belgravia going eastwards, and vice-verBd, would be separately provided for; it would 
thus be conducted to and from Piccadilly without at all interfering with the traffic to and from Hanulton 
Place. The Council lay great stress on this point as an essential element in any scheme for facilitating the 
requirements of public traffic in this part of London. 

Respecting the second point, the Wellington Arch in its present position is weU placed, fonning, in 
conjunction with the opposite screen at the entrance to Hyde Park, a symmetrical and not ineffective whole. 
But, placed where the First Commissioner proposes, it would be on a lower level than Piccadilly, central with 
no adjacent building, and valueless as part of an architectural group. A reference to the model prepared by 
Her Majesty's Office of Works will demonstrate that it is practicable, as far as levels are concerned, to leave the 
Arch where it now stands, and to reserve the central roadway passing through it for the exclusive use of the 
Queen. There appears, in fact, to be no valid reason for removing the Arch, and, if this be so, it ifl suieiy 
unnecessary to incur a large expenditure for the purpose of placing the Arch in a less desirable position than 
the one it now occupies. 

We are further instructed to submit herewith a Plan illustrating the points to which the attention of the 

Metropolitan Board of Works is directed by the Council of the Royal Institute of British ArchitectB, and 

soliciting, in their name, your favourable consideration, we have the honour to be, Mr. Chairman an

Sir, — The Board has had under consideration the Memorial, presented to it on Friday the 
30th ultimo by a deputation from the Council of the Eoyal Institute of British Architects, on 
the subject of the proposed improvements at Hyde Park Corner. Tlie Memorial expresses the 
opinion of the Council that, whilst the general idea of the scheme is deserving of approval, it is 
defective in two main particulars : (1) that the provision to be made for the public traflBc is 
inadequate ; and (2) that the proposed removal of the Wellington Arch is unnecessary. With 
the Memorial the deputation presented an alternative plan, showing how in the opinion of the 
Council the objects in view could be better accomplished. 

The Council of the Institute is aware that the improvements in question are to be carried 
out under the direction of Her Majesty's OflBce of Works, and it seemed therefore desirable 
that the Board, before giving a reply to the Memorial of the Council should be made acquainted 
with the views of the First Commissioner on the subject. The Board ha\'ing accordingly had 
the opportunity of ascertaining Mr. Shaw Lefevre's views, finds that he has already explained 
to a deputation of the Council that, with respect to the only detail upon which the Council 
itself appeared to be agreed, namely the widening of Piccadilly from a point further East than 
is shown on the of&cial plan, he had already made provision in this dii^ection in his instructions 
for the working drawings. He also appears to have pointed out to the deputation the 
objections to the Council's alternative plans, which had led him to reject many others of a 
similar nature when considering how best to deal with the question. 

I have now to state for the information of the Council that the Board, having carefully 
considered the arguments in the Memorial and the views of the First Commissioner of Works, 
is unable to see that any sufficient reason has been shown to induce the Board to suggest a 
variation in the plan which has been already determined upon.

Sir, — I am directed by the First Commissioner of Her Majestjr's Works, &c., to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th inst., enclosing a copy of a letter which the 
Institute of British Architects have written to the Metropolitan Board of Works upon the 
subject of the Hyde Park Corner Improvement, and also enclosing another plan for dealing 
with the subject. 

In reply the First Commissioner directs me to say that he is surprized that the Institute 
should after their interview with him, and without infonning him of their intention, have 
sent a deputation to the Metropolitan Board of Works upon this subject with the object of 
inducing that Board to withdraw from the promise which they had given to the Grovemment 
to contribute the sum of £20,000 to the scheme proposed by Her Majesty's Government, and 
for which Her Majesty's Government are responsible. 

I am to remind you that it was stated by the deputation which was received at this 
OflBce on the 27th ult. that the plan which they presented was not approved by the Council 
of the Institute as a whole, and after the explanation which the First Commissioner gave, 
pointing out objections to their plan, he was under the belief that the majority of the 
deputation recognized that its adoption was not expedient. I am also to advert to the 
expression which the President of the Institute is reported in the papers to have used to 
the Metropolitan Board, with reference to the statue of the Duke of Wellington, to the 
eflfect that the present Duke of Wellington and the public would be under apprehension lest 
the statue should go to the foundry, and I am to remind you that nothing was said by the 
First Commissioner to your deputation which could justify any such apprehension. He is 
also surprized to perceive that in their communication to the Metropolitan Board they should 
have stated that the plan gf the Ofl&ce of Works does nothing to relieve the block of traffic 
at the junction of Piccadilly and Hamilton Place, when he had distinctly pointed out to the 
deputation that it was already his intention to widen Piccadilly at this point. 

Tlie First Commissioner learns that the Committee of the Metropolitan Board, to whom 
the matter was referred, have unanimously declined to depart from their previous decision or 
to adopt the plan recommended by your Institute. 

With respect to the amended plan now submitted by the Institute the First Com- 
missioner is of opinion that it is open to serious objection, and he is unable to hold out any 
hopes that it will be adopted.

The Council have received from the Special Committee on Light and 
appointed by them in April, 1881, a Preliminary Report (being some o 
beads of a proposed Report), together with several communications pre» 
to and discussed by the Committee during the course of their deKberal 
These communications and the Preliminary Report here follow, namely:— 

CHAIEMAN'S (J. WHICHCORD, F.S.A-, Pasi President) PRELIMINARY STATEM 

Gentlemen, — We have been asked by the Council, in compliance with a request ma 
the general body of Fellows on the 28th February, 1881, to " inquire into the question o 
Law of Light and Air, as it aflfects buildings, and to make such practical suggestions 
respect thereto as. may seem expedient." I am of opinion that, as your chairman, I si 
lay before you some account of the law as it stands, and of the origin more particularly of 
terms as " dominant " and " servient," when applied to tenements, as well as of servi 
generally. Nor ought I to omit all reference to the many abuses and contradictions p 
have grown out of the modem applications of ancient custom. I cannot, therefore, do t 
than preface my remarks and suggestions with extracts from a critical and historical u 
entitled " The so-called Law of Ancient Window Lights," which appeared in The Bu 
(26th January, 1878), written, as I am now at liberty to say, by a member of this Commi 
After expressing his opinion that in this country the law of window lights or " ancient " li 
is a matter rather of accident than of principle — a law or custom framed upon the i 
ancient maxim of all creation that he shall take who has the power, and he shall keep 
can — the writer says : — 

" Theoretically, the owner of a plot of land in London may build whatever he likei* upon it, over a 
any part of it, and to whatever height he pleases, provided only that his building does in»t injure the pro] 
or affect the rights of his neighbours. For instance, be is not at liberty to darken his neighbouis' wind 
though the nature of such darkening, or what darkens a window, is not defined. SufSce it that he u 
l^ally allowed to build anything on his own land which interferes with the right to light that his neigh 
or lus neighbour's predecessor has enjoyed for a certain period of time. That period is regulated bj an A 
Parliament passed in the second and third year of William IV. (1st of August, 1832), and called the Prescnp 
Act. It is the only measure in which St. Stephen's has essayed to remove difficulties attending what aie 
known as * ancient ' lights, that is to say, windows which have been permitted to exist for at least tv^ 
years. Before the passing of the Prescription Act, the right pertaining to an ancient light could onl; 
enforced by proving that the window existed from time immemorial, — or time whereof the memory of ] 
runneth not to the contrary, — that is to say, from the reign of King Richard I. In 1832 it was enacted, '" 
when the access and use of light to and for any dwelling-house, workshop, or other building shall have 
actually enjoyed therewith for the full period of twenty years without interruption, the right thereto shai 
deemed absolute and indefeasible .... unless .... enjoyed by some consent or agreement, Ac. 
practice, however, of granting injunctions to prevent the erection of buildings which may affect an 'ancM 
light has only become comparatively common during the last ten or twelve years. Before 1866, the beet of 
Lord Chancellors took a broad view of the exigencies of commerce and the progress of improvement in tfi^ 
For more than thirty years after the passing of the Prescription Act, an * ancient ' light was regarded as 
often an obstruction to improvement rather than as a fit object to obstruct improvement. The opin 
expressed, much more than a hundred years before, by Lord Chancellor Hardwicke, was tacitly endorsed . 
opinion that though ' it is true the value of the plaintiff's house may be reduced by rendering the piosp^ 
pleasant, but that ia no reason to hinder a man from building on his own ground.' Indeed, not M 
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Lord Oranworth suggested in one case that dwellers in cities must submit to encroachments upon their 
• rights ' as to windows which dwellera in the country might feasibly claim. But by the zeal of two Vice- 
CliancelloiB in 1865-6 effect was successfully given to the statute which defined and established the prescriptiye 
riglit to light. They grante<l injunctions which caused one Lord Justice to say that the Vice-Chancellors had 
gone too far. Through the efforts of the latter, however, the Court of Appeal was squeezed into seeing that 
such, injunctions were necessary. Even Lord Cranworth consented to undo the effect of what he had previously 
said ; but his adherence was given with a prot^^st. By the Prescription Act of 1832 the reputed custom of the 
City of London was abrogated. Of that custom, which permitted the erection of buildings to any height upon 
old foundations, Lord Cranworth said : — ' The growing necessity for lofty buildings is shown by the great 
multiplication of them in all parts of the metropolis, and I cannot but fear that serious inconvenience may be 
t'elt by the abolition of the alleged custom.' Many experts concur in the opinions of Lord Hardwicke, Lord 
Justice Turner, and Lord Cranworth. They conscientiously belieye that a great misfortune happened when 
the Court of Appeal ceased, in this instance, its constitutional opposition to the Court of Chancery. 

" Before proceeding further, let us attempt to define an easement, or at least to understand an accepted 
definition. According to the great authority, Qale, ' It is a privilege without profit which the owner of one 
neighbouring tenement hath of another ;* and * by which the servient owner is obliged to suffer or not to do 
something on his own land for the advantage of the dominant owner.' The ' dominant ' is that one to which 
the alleged right belongs ; the ^ servient' that upon which the obligation is imposed. The ' right' imposing 
the obligation is called an ' easement,' — a term which comes to us through the French from the Latin. The 
privil^es it includes were called in the Roman civil law ^ tetvUutes ' : thus, the right of the dominant owner 
over the servient owner is called in English law a ' servitude.' This limitation on the power of a servient 
owner over his own land is tersely, and somewhat contradictorily, expressed in the ancient maxim of ' So to use 
your land as not to injure another ' (sic utere ttw ut alienum non losdat). 

" Now lawyers, surveyors, architects, and others who periodically report upon the state of the Law of 
Easements, tell us, in becoming terms, that it is based upon the Roman practice. What is not told by them, 
and what we consider highly essential to know, is not the practice alone, but the real state of the law of 
servitudes in ancient times. It is necessary to understand how feasibly to apply to London the maxim of the 
Digest, — * Let him who would iiyure the lights of his neighbours, or do any other thing to them, know that he 
ought to maintain the form and condition of the ancient structures ' (Qui lurwinihus vicinorum officertj cdiudvt 
qvAdfacere contra comanodwn earum veUet^ sciet uformam ac statum antiquorum adificiorum custodire dehere). It 
is necessary to be minutely informed of the circumstances connected with that law, recorded in the Institutes 
of Justinian, by which the owner is restrained from increasing the height of a house, lest he should darken his 
neighbours' windows (?i€ altitu qui$ tolktt €tde$ stuu ne luminibus vicini official). It is necessary to have a better 
explanation than ha.s yet been accorded to victims of * light ' legislation how certain maxims, which were current 
in Rome 1,400 and 2,000 years ago, are applicable to London in the nineteenth century, — ^how the natural right 
of the owner to the use of his land, even up to the highest heaven (cujus e» solum ejus e$t ah imo usqut ad cceZum), 
provided he so use it as not to affect his neighbour (tic utere tuo ut alienum 7ion kedae) either by force, stealth, or 
favour (NBC viy nbc clam, nec precario) can be made to apply to a province of houses rising every score of years 
nearer to the sky. The very words ' dominant ' and * servient ' betray their origin. Among tlie Romans the 
mutual relation of master and slave was expressed by the terms of ' Dominus ' and ' Servus^ or * Servitus.* The 
power of the master over his slave extended to the right of putting him to death ; he could sell or punish his 
slave at pleasure. A Roman citizen could seize his creditors, or hold them in slavery ; and he used his slaves 
as Englishmen and Americans once used theirs in Jamaica and Virginia. The Roman often gave his slave a 
piece of land, contiguous to or part of his own estate, and this piece was to be cultivated or built upon for the 
benefit of the slave's master, who was thus the dominant owner. Under such conditions of existence the 
eervitutee were clear and comprehensible. There were two classes of servitudes. Either they had for their 
subject a definite person who could exercise the right, and they ceased with the death of the person ; or they 
had for their subject another piece of property, as land or a house, and the person who exercised the service 
{servitus) exercised it in respect of his right to the house or land which was its subject. Servitudes of the latter 
kind were called Prsedial Servitudes. These implied the existence of two contiguous pieces of land, one of 
which owed a service to the other ; and the service was due from the one to the other. The name of dominant 
tenement {Prmdium Dominans)^ which is now used to designate the tenement to which the service or easement 
is due, is a modern invention. A service, now degenerated into an easement, was an advantage to the land to 
which it belonged ; it must have been something that in some way increased the value of that land. It was 
also a thing that was permanently to the advantage of the dominant tenement or estate. The service was

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(ionsidcred as belonging to the dominant estate in such a senfte that it could not be alienated without the ot&te. 
nOT pledged, nor let 

" It would be well if architects would consider how an owner, who presumedly owns his land ab imo tugw 
ad caluntf is to be limited in enjoyment of his own by the owner of a dominant tenement who, either br foiee. 
stealth, or favour (aut vi, aut clam, AVTprecario), or in some other manner, without the consent and concanence 
of any * servient' owner, has acquired such a right as to entirely control servient, that is to say, neighbonriag 
tenements. It would be well, we repeat, for all men of influence to consider how the owner of a dominttt 
tenement can legally increase the value of his own property by, so far as access of light is concerned, practicallr 
embodying all servient tenements within his own estate. Let us imagine a case : that of the ownen of a field 
just outside London, or any other increasing city in England. Say that it is situated at a spot now covered with 
grass and bushes, but a spot which, in twenty years' time, perhaps, will be absorbed in the suburbs already and 
gradually creeping up to it. The field, say, is divided longitudinally in two unequal parts. The larger part 
belongs to one owner ; the smaller part, a mere slice, belongs to another. The former erects on the very dof ai 
hit own ground, and throughout the whole length of the field, an enormous mill, a hospital, or even a gjc 
manufactory. He makes it, say, seven storeys high, and he opens a hundred windows, some fourteen in earii 
storey, directly looking into his neighbour's little bit of the field. The building thus raised is the dominant 
tenement which, in twenty years (that is to say, in nineteen years and a day), will have acquired by prKfflf»- 
tion an absolute and indefeasible right to prevent the owner of the adjoining little slice €rom erecting anything 
upon it except a one-storey building ; and even that would have to be placed at least 10 ft., throu^out tbf 
whole length of the dominant tenement, from the edge of the servient owner's own property. If the owwrcf 
the dominant tenement carried on a special trade, such, for instance, as gim-making, — ^where light is required at 
so low an angle as to enable the workman to look down a gun-barrel, — the servient owner would be alb^tber 
prevented from using his own land for building purposes. He has, however, a remedy at law open to him, and 
the option of applying it within the statutory lapse of years. He may erect on his own land a screen vail 
in brick or stone or wood, and entirely block up the hundred windows of the dominant tenement Bat to ewrt 
such a screen might be attended with a cost double or treble the value of the slice of land he owns,— land, br 
the bye, which might only acquire value after twenty years or more 

" Again, we know of a case which actually occurred. The owner of houses, built on the very verge of tbe 
land he owned, was on the eve of acquiring, by prescription, — ^that is to say, the lapse of less than twenty yeais 
— an absolute dominant right over his neighbour's land. He was on the eve of acquiring the right to prevent 
his neighbour from making the same use of property that he himself, nearly twenty years before, had mm\ 
he Was about to be possessed of the right to drive oflf his neighbour's buildings at an angle of 45 degrees, dravn 
from the centre of hiB basement windows, or, as we said before, if he could show necessity, at a mach low^er 
angle. The servient tenement changed owners just in time to * save its bacon,' if we may use a phia« not 
recogniied in equity ; and the owner of the dominant tenement formally complained that the trade earned on 
within the servient tenement was offensive. The owner of the latter called in a well-known surveyor, who, 
finding that just a few months were still wanting to complete the required lapse of years, built up a lofty bnf 
wall on his client's land, and so prevented the owner of the dominant tenement from seeing, or heanng, or 
smelling the offensive trade of the servient owner. This, which was done only at a vast expense, wonld mt« 
been impossible after the statutory years had elapsed. 

" There cannot be a doubt that the Law, such as it is, is of a character likely to place a weapon m ^ 
hands of evil-doers, and that the owner of the dominant tenement too often acts as a spoliator: that d«'| 
aggressive as well as dominant The law in his case is that of * first come first served * ; and it confesses it^ » 
by the mouths of great judg«s, unable to protect the owners of property from being injured or desfwiled. as 
the protection of the servient owner from the aggression of the dominant, it is all veiy well to say, as lavy* 
do with cool complacency, that it is competent for the servient owner to obstruct aggressive lights, to pro^^ 
himself by screens or walls, and thus prevent the accretion or growing up of the right, but in the case j 
instanced by Mr. Jennings,* before the Institute of Architects, the cost of such protection alone, q« 
independent of all legd expenses, becomes intolerable and an impossibility. The Roman Institutes ^ 
indubitably most excellent in conception ; but somehow in this age of competition and struggle, the maxuu, - 
to use your own as not to injure your neighbour,' has got to be applied, in cases of * ancient ' light, alm«^ ^ • 
for the aggressor's advantage. Whereas it ought to be applied, in the first iiiBiance, to the aggressor niin ? 
the owner of a dominant tenement, — ^in order that the thing which he is permitted and encouraged to o ^

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not be done. As it is, the owner of a bit of land, in the midst of a solitude which after an interval may become 
a populous district, often creates the wr<mg that gives him the right to apply an equally old maxim of misrule : 
— * I have hurt you, but you shall not hurt me ' ; a wrong, moreover, that he is taught to call his right 

" The right to air is inseparable from the right to light, and we would tolerate any anomaly of law or 
custom which prevented the gradual filling-up of breathing-space within the insula of London and the great 
towns. But, if people will only reflect, it is since advantage was taken of the Prescription Act, since the Vice- 
Chancellors in 1865-6 granted injunctions under that Act, that many of the internal breathing-spaces in the 
heart of London have been built upon. There is no law to prevent the owner of an entire insula in any part 
of London from filling up the open yards between its four surrounding sides ; there is no rule, municipal 
enactment, or local by-law, to prevent half a dozen owners from paralysing one lung of their tenements to the 
detriment of those they employ, or of those to whom they let the upper portions of their houses 

** Some of the greatest landowners in the metropolis insert in t^eir leases provisos expressly negativing the 
existence or acquisition by their lessees of any right of light and air, or other easement, over the adjoining 
property of the lessor. Such a clause, which of course is an advantage to the landowner, is equally 
advantageous to the well-disposed lessee and the good builder. But the introduction of such a clause into leases 
is only possible on great estates, or in parts of the metropolis where, according to the old proposition, easements 
have been extinguished by unity. Owners of slices of land, lessors of divided property, lessees of a house, or 
two or three houses, have no other protection than that code or system or custom which can enable so eminent 
a judge as the present Master of the Rolls to deliver, in the maturity of his wisdom, a judgment like that in the 
recent case of Aynsley v. Glover : — ' As I understand^* said Sir G. Jessell, ' the rule now is, and IshaU so decide in 
future^ — unless in the meantime the Appeal Court shaU decide differently — that whenever an action can be 
maintained at law .... then the injunction ought to follow in equity.' It was the same judge who, in 
the year 1875, enjoined upon litigants the moral necessity of being neighbourly. Li the case of Paulig v, 
Waterlow, — ^referring to a large new building erected upon the site of the old Finsbury Market, — ^the Master of 
the Rolls said that he remembered the place very well, because his father lived in Finsbury -square for ten 
years. It was a wretched market, and he was very unwilling that the improvements being effected by Mr. 
Waterlow should be stopped. He did not like injunctions being made use of to get an excessive sum. He 
concluded a generous exhortation, in which attempts to stop improvements were stigmatized in language 
worthy of a Master of the Rolls,- by ordering the agent of improvement — defendant in the case — to jwiy the 
plaintiff — obstructor of such improvement — the sum of £500 and his costs." 

Questions of rights of Light and Air, possessed by properties adjoining each other, have 

always existed ; as towns liave become more populous and consequently land has been more 

crowded, such questions have gradually become more complicated. Of late years, in London 

and the larger provincial cities, the Equity Courts have been deluged with Light and Air cases ; 

scarcely a building has been brought to completion without some question of the kind arising, 

and sometimes it has been a real grievance. On the other hand, it has frequently been a 

complaint without foundation, set on foot from interested motives, to gratify ill-feeling, or for 

purposes of extortion too often suggested by interested professional advisers. The ultimate 

object of this Committee should be to devize a system of general application, defining a 

precise minimum distance and maximum height for new structures, in relation to ancient 

lights, so that while such limit was observed, a new building might be erected without 

risk of interference. But as all cases could not be brought within such a rule, the Committee 

should consider the character of tribunal best suited to finally adjust questions of the kind. 

In these exceptional cases the discretionary powers of a tribunal are most valuable. Take only 

a recent judgment given in the Court of Appeal by the Master of the Eolls (see Land, 25 Feb., 

1882):— 

(Supreme Court of JudiccUure^ Court of Appeal, — Sittings at Lincoln* s Inn, before the Master of the Rolls and Lords 
Justices BaggcUlay and Holkcr,) 

LAWE8 V. CARTER. 

" In this case Mr. Justice Fiy had refused to restrain the defendants, Messrs. Carter, the wholesale and 
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retail i^eedsmen, of Holboru, i'rum electing in Whetstone Park, at the back of plaintifPs premis^e^, Xor. 10 and 
11, Lincoln's Inn Fields, a building yar3dng in height from 53ft to 72ft., and at a distance of 17ft Itv&« 
alleged by plaintiffs that the building in question had the effect of darkening the lights in the back of their 
premises, which are occupied by solicitoi's and suryeyors as Hul>tenant8. An action had previously been 
brought by the trustees of Sir John Soane's Museum, at No. 12, Lincoln's Inn Fields, and the defendant.^ bl 
given an undertaking in that action not to raise their wall beyond a height of 6dft. 

"The Master of the Rolls said that as the law now stood a man might diminish his neighbour's light toi 
certain extent, and the remedy depended upon the degree of obscuration. Even where what mi^ht be termed 
Aome substantial damage had been shown, the Court, since the Judicature Acts, had a discretion as to grantifii: 
an injunction or merely damages. For instance, the Court would not order a building which had ow 
£10,000, such as the Peabody Buildings, to be pulled down at the instance of a plaintiff who hiul suffered 
damage to the extent of £50. In this case, being of opinion that a merely theoretical diminution of light bi 
occurred, he held the order refusing the injunction was right, and the appeal would be dismissed. 

" Lords Justices Baggallay and Holker concurred." 

Only a tribunal could give on the one hand the fullest relief to an aggrieved party, 
especially where any intention to overreach or coerce was detected, and visit vexatious 
interference on the other hand with heavy fines as well as costs. To suggest how such a 
tribunal should be constituted, whether an Equity Judge should preside, and whether a 
practising architect of position could be fairly put forward as a proper assessor, is a material 
point for the Committee to discuss. 

I am of opinion that a general law could be founded on the judgment of the Master of the 
Rolls in the case* of " Hackett v, Baiss " — a judgment which practically adopts the angle of 
45° as the limit to which a building owner should be restricted — but to make such a 
judgment of general application it would require some enlargement in its terms. It would be 
necessary to define the distance at which an obstacle shall approach an ancient light, for 
example, if an angle of 45"* is deemed to be the proper general angle, where properties abut, a 
roof of a new (or obstructing building) might at its starting point be brought into contact wth 
an ancient light, and this would be obviously an injury. I think, however, that this difiScuIty 
could be met It might be laid down that, where no street or other space intervenes between 
an ancient aperture and the obstructing building, the latter shall in no case be brought at its 
starting point nearer than feet to such ancient aperture. To my mind, the preservation of 
the incidence of Light and Air to an ancient aperture at an angle of 45*', both directly and 
laterally, would be a good law of universal application. In fact, though no angle is ever 
admitted by the Courts, the angle of 45** is practically the limit adopted by experienced 
professional men, and I contend that it is only in very exceptional cases that it does not apply. 
If it were made law, nineteen-twentieths of the actual harass and difficulty would be at an end, 
though obviously it will be necessary to show that the general advantage of such an alteration 
in the law would greatly outweigh any possible interference with abstract right. It will also be 
advisable to consider whether in large towns, under certain conditions, the prescriptive right to 
light and Air ought not to be abolished altogether, and whether, on the grounds of p«Wic 
expediency, Parliament should not be memorialized to that effect. Under the present state of 
the law it frequently happens that an old, often disused and petty aperture, dominating an 
adjoining area, is the cause of infinite waste and mischief, and able to mar, for no gpoA 
purpose whatever, the usefulness and beauty of a new architectural structure.

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ARTHUR GATES, Aftmber of Council, 

In the observations which I addressed to the Meeting on the 28th February, 1881, 
reported in the Journal of Proceedings, 1880-81, pp. 188-191, to which I beg leave to 
refer the Committee, I expressed in so much detail my views on this subject, that it is hardly 
necessary for me to reply, at any length, to the invitation of the 22nd February, 1882, but 
I take advantage of the opportunity to state my opinion that the attention of the Committee 
should, in the first instance, be directed not to an attempt to devize some scheme for 
diminishing the evils which, at all hands, it is admitted the present law, as now administered, 
permits and encourages — thus accepting the present state of the law of light and air as 
equitable and correct, — but rather 

To investigate the principles on which it is alleged that such law is based. 

To trace out as far as possible the state of things prior to the Prescription Act. 

To ascertain the reasons which influenced the legislature in enacting the particular clause 
under the alleged authority of which so much extortion is practised. 

To trace out the manner in which this clause has received so wide an interpretation as is 
now given to it, and whether such authority was intended to have so extended a scope. 

To illustrate the mischievous and unjust action of the law, and the opportunities it offers 
for oppression and extortion, and thus give good reason for the pressing necessity for a 
change. 

To inquire into the law of other countries on this subject. I adduced, in my remarks 
above referred to, illustrations from Glasgow which indicate that the really equitable and just 
law in Scotland is directly the reverse of that which is now enforced in England From 
France also, illustrations were given which seem to merit the consideration of the Committee, 
and the law and action in America might well be ascertained ; and I feel assured that in the 
result it would be found that England is the only country where so unjust and oppressive a 
law exists. 

To inquire into the municipal and building regulations in force in other countries, which 
in their application affect the altitude, position, and plan of buildings, so as to protect, in the 
result, adjoining tenements from injury. 

To consider whether some municipal regulations might not be framed — and so regulate the 
height of buildings in towns — and be made by law of universal application in England ; and, 
as regards rights of light which are manifestly encroachments on the rights of the servient 
tenement, to consider how such servient owner could be effectually protected by the Scotch 
system or otherwise from the aggression of his neighbour — the real evil-doer and first 
aggi'essor — the dominant owner. 

Until the impossibility of obtaining a change in the present law has been clearly shown, 
any discussion of schemes for the palliation of the evils it causes would be undesirable, 
and they will not at present, I hope, engage the attention of the Committee. 

THE LATE G. SOMERS CLARKE, Fellow. 
My suggestion to the Committee would be to report that the present law, 2nd and 3rd 
Will. IV. c. 71 , which gives the dominant owner a controlling and arbitrary power for all 
time over the servient owner's property, thereby checking, except under heavy and uncertain 
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penalties, all possible improyeinents in accordance with the advanced spirit of the times, is of 
itself contrary to a wise public policy. That it should therefore be abrogated^ so far as tie 
powers apply to the fronts of buildings next public thoroughfares, no matter the width of the 
latter. That every building owner should be at liberty to erect his new edifice to any height his 
requirements demand, independent of his opposite neighbour. That the present Act of Prescripticai 
should be solely confined to back walls, skylights and back yards or internal courts between 
adjacent properties, and not giving upon public thoroughfares. That a professional assessor should 
sit with the judge trying the Light and Air cases, to assist him in all technical points connect^ 
with the exhibits and models submitted by the respective litigants. These assessors should be 
selected, from their special experience on the subject, by the Coimcil of the Institute, and 
submitted for the approval of the Court of Chancery before appointment. With an experience 
of twenty-five years in erecting new buildings in the City of London, I can recollect no one 
instance in which the money compensation, or any portion of it, accepted by the dominant 
owner as a solatium for loss of light, has been devoted to increasing the apertures or window 
openings on his own premises, so as to mitigate the alleged loss of light complained-of It may 
fairly be assumed, judging from these facts, that in a verj' large proportion of cases settled bj 
compensation the alleged injury has been one of imagination, precedent to the erection of the 
building, and found subsequently, on its completion, an illusion. * 

EDWARD N. CLIFTON, FeOmo, 

With reference to these questions, which were referred to a Special Committee of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, I have a few observations to make. To members oi the 
Institute the questions have a wider range than the simple cases submitted for the decision of 
the Law Courts, particularly with regard to sanitary and architectural matters. In anj 
decision to which the Committee may arrive these will have to be most carefully considered. 
Several propositions have been suggested : 1st. That a building owner should be allowed to 
carry his building to any height he pleases, on paying compensation for any injury he maj 
inflict on his neighbours. To this I most strongly object. On sanitary grounds, it is veiy 
undesirable that enormously lofty buildings be permitted under any circumstances in the 
narrow streets of our crowded cities. Architecturally also I think it would be a mistake m 
such streets to have buildings of the height of, say, Hankey's, in Westminster. Becent 
legislation has been in the direction of limiting the height of buildings, having regard to 
the width of streets. In this limitation I fully concur. The next proposition is the repeal 
of the Prescription Act. I am equally opposed to this. Numerous rights have grown «P 
under the provisions of this Act, and to destroy them would involve intolerable hardship iip>|^ 
those who have so acquired them. My suggestion* for amending the present state ot^^inp^ 
as follows : I would strictly define the height to which buildings may be carried in all streets, 
having regard to their width and also the heights in back yards ; and this to be apph'caole 
the whole kingdom. I have little doubt that, from the experience of many on the Committee 
some satisfactory settlement of these heights might be arrived-at, without unduly mfiiDgiDg 
the rights which any adjoining owner has. Probably some modification of the law in f '^ 
might be made to suit this country.

It having been agreed by the Committee that its members should forward some written 
observations on the subjects of light and Air, as they afifect buildings, I beg, with some 
diffidence, to submit the following remarks and suggestions. It may be useful, in the first 
instance, to consider the origin and foundation of the rights of dominant owners to the 
easements of Light and Air. It appears that prior to the Prescription Act 2nd and 3rd Will. IV. 
c. 71, sect. 3, the right of the dominant owner was not recognized by statute, but depended 
only upon prescription as recognized by the Common Law. The Common Law rights to 
easements of Light and Air have been the subject of actions in our courts of law from a very 
early period, an example of which is found in the group of cases temp. Jac. I., in one of which 
it appears that the Court ordered the partial removal of some buildings which had been 
erected by a servient owner and which had interfered with the free flow of air to a windmill. 
In another ccise the total removal of buildings was ordered upon similar grounds. There are 
also in the old reports cases as to light which show the antiquity of the rights given to 
dominant owners ; but these rights arose under a condition of things, both as to density of 
population, habits of the people and otherwise, very different to the present. Doubtless, prior 
to the Prescription Act, the rights to Light and Air were ^lore diflBcult of proof, and the 
Legislature by that statute has conferred on persons claiming as dominant owners considerable 
benefits which they had not theretofore enjoyed, especially in respect of the easement of light ; 
and they, as a class, have not failed, down to the most recent times, to assert their rights over 
servient owners in a manner which in many cases has worked great injustice. The system 
of letting lands in cities and towns for building purposes has been so largely developed since 
1832 that an extensive class of persons, both occupiers and owners, exists, of which the 
members are entitled to claim certain rights, in respect of dominant tenements, such as could 
hardly have been contemplated by the Legislature when it passed the Prescription Act. It 
cannot be doubted that servient owners desiring to build have in many cases to submit to 
extortion and oppression at the hands of owners of dominant tenements whose ancient lights 
are practically worthless. The servient owner appears in the character of a conquered foe, 
who must submit In natural justice, apart from custom and legislation, the rights of the two 
classes appear equal, and the mere fact of diligence to build ought not to give one owner power 
and rights over the lands of another for which he has not only paid nothing, but, on the 
contrary, the very building in respect of which his claims arise may be in itself a serious 
disadvantage to his neighbour's land. Upon reviewing the decisions of the courts since the 
passing of the Prescription Act, it is evident that the judges have evinced great and increasing 
consideration for the rights of dominant owners. For instances of this I would refer to : 

The doctrines relating to the acquisition of a prescriptive right to a special light for 
special business (Yates v. Jack and Lanfranchi v. Mackenzie, Hesty t;. Union Bank). 
Power to enlarge ancient lights (Jones v. Tapling and other cases). 
Obtaining increased light and air by removal of obstructions in window (Turner v. Spooner). 
Extra light acquired by dominant owner in lieu of light in the ancient direction. No 

answer to claim (Dyers Co. v. King). 
Proof of pecuniary loss by dominant owner not essential. Interference with comfort 
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sufficient. Non-user for several years not material (V.-C. Wood in Dent v. Auction 
Mart Co.), followed to some extent by V.-C. Kindersley in Manton v. Headon. 
Many other illustrations could be given. The present state of the law, as interpreted 
by judicial decisions, appears oppressive both in respect of actual loss sustained by servient 
owners and of the difficulty in carrying out proper plans for building. Whether, seeing that 
dominant owners have enjoyed certain rights in this country for many generations, an attempt 
to assimilate our laws to those of France, certain of the United States of America, and other 
countries, by greatly reducing the rights of the dominant owners, would be successful, it is 
impossible to say ; but it is certain that some important changes in the law are most essentiaUy 
needed, and these might be so framed as to prove of great benefit to our cities. and to remove, 
what is always a great source of litigation, anxiety and injustice. The present inquiry may be 
useful in devising remedies which, without taking away any of the rights which ought properlv 
to be enjoyed by the owners of property so long as the principles of the present law are maintained, 
should protect servient owners, and, in the interests of the public generally, permit the erection 
of buildings unmutilated by the opposition of persons who have scarcely more than a technical 
right to require that the servient owner should shape his buildings according to their dictation. 

Doubtless the Council will receive many practical suggestions as to the rules by which 
the provisions of the Public Health Act and the Metropolitan Management Act, with reference 
to the width of streets, height of buildings, and the air space to be left between and around 
large buildings, might be supplemented, so as to afford to the occupants of the houses the highest 
amount of light and Air compatible with a due regard to the proprietary rights of the ownere. 

The existing machinery by which the rights of the parties when in issue are defined 
would, but for the full occupation of the Courts of Justice on other business, probably 
afford a speedy and efficient though costly remedy. In the present state of business in the 
Courts if a question of light and Air is not decided in a summary way upon injunction, great 
delay ensues, and much uncertainty is cast upon owners of property pending the decision as to 
their rights ; and as to the question whether the building, if continued, may not have to be 
either demolished or reconstructed. In view of this difficulty, it will no doubt be in the 
experience of most arcliitects that every effort is made to buy off the dominant owners rather 
than incur the expense of litigation, and in the great majority of cases such owners receive 
compensation, and succeed in securing alterations in the intended construction of tlie new 
building, when, if their cases had been decided by a Tribunal, they would have got nothing, or 
only a nominal sum by way of compensation for an easement, the damage to which is so small 
as to be imappreciable. It is true the Act of 21 and 22 Victoria, chapter 27, gave power to 
the Court of Chancery to award damages in addition to or substitution for any injunction or 
specific performance claimed in respect of the commission or continuance of any wrongful act, 
and the judges have frequently exercised that power. It may, however, be observed that this 
Act is more frequently of assistance to the owner of the dominant than to that of the 
servient tenant, as damages are occasionally given in cases where an application for an 
injunction would almost certainly fail I venture to think, in case a bold attack upon the 
existing principles of the law upon Light and Air is deprecated by the Council, that the 
following suggestions might be found to apply some remedy to acknowledged mischief without 
trenching upon ground likely to provoke suspicion and hostility in Parliament 
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1. Tliat the plaintift' in any action or proceeding to restrain or recover damages for any 
infringement of his right to light or Air shall be allowed no costs against the defendant, unless 
he shall recover at least £50 damages, or the Court shall otherwise order. The amount here 
aelected is intended to exclude those cases where damage is done, but not enough to justify or 
account for a bond fide resistance. It is true that, by Order LV., Ilule I., of the Rules of the 
Supreme Court, all costs are now in the discretion of the Court, but the suggestion here made 
is intended to supply a rule for the Court's guidance which would have the efTect of altering 
the existing practice. 

2. That the plaintifT shall not be entitled to restrain the progress of any building by 
injunction unless the rent of the dominant tenement, in respect of which he claims, amounts to 
£ 60 per annum. Opinions may differ as to the amount to be fixed. 

3. That, in the absence of express agreement, the builder or tenant of any building shall 
not acquire any right of easements of light or Air as against the owner or tenant of any other 
building erected upon land belonging to the same owner. This may be effected by the following 
clause, which Mr. Cates lately informed the Institute is in common use upon an important 
building estate with which he is acquainted, namely: — 

'' Provided always, and it is hereby agreed and declared, and this demise is made upon the express condition 
that the said lessee, &c., shall not, by virtue or in respect of this present demise, be deemed to have 
acquired or to be entitled to, neither shall he or they, during the existence of the term hereby granted, 
acquire or become entitled to by length of enjoyment, prescription, or by any other means whatsoever, 
in respect of the premises hereby demised, any right of Air or Light or other easement from or over or 
affecting any land or hereditaments belonging to the lessor not comprised in this demise. But, on the 
contrary, it is agreed and declared, and the said lessee doth hereby covenant and grant with the lessor 
&c., that it shall be lawful for the lessor and his or their grantees, lessees, or tenants, at all times 
hereafter to erect any new buildings of any height on any land belonging to the lessor not included in 
this demise, and to raise to any height or alter any buildings not existing, or to be hereafter erected, 
on any such land as last aforesaid, whether any such buildings or alterations as aforesaid may or may 
not prevent, obstruct, or affect the passage of air or light to the premises hereby demised, or any part 
thereof, or to any new building which may hereafter be erected on the land hereby demised.'' 

One of the most eminent judges on the bench has expressed his approval of the 
introduction of this clause into building leases. There would, therefore, seem to be little 
objection to implying it by statute in the absence of a contrary intention. 

4. Statutory recognition might be given to some defined angle of incidence up to which 
limit building might be permitted in all (or at least all but very special) cases. It is probable 
that 45** will be generally regarded as fair to both sides. 

5. A suggestion has been made by Mr. T. Roger Smith which seems eminently worthy of 
attention. With some modifications, which I venture to suggest, it is to the following 
purport (see the Proceedings, 1880-81, page 181) : — 

" Every building owner shall be allowed, before beginning to build, to notify his intention by advertisement 
and by notice affixed to the building, and served on the occupiers of adjacent tenements and by deposit of plans 
in some neighbouring public place, such for example as the office of the Local Sanitary Authority, or, in the case 
of the Metropolis, the offices of the Metropolitan Board of Works, and under the charge of some public officer 
or authority for a definite period (probably about two months would suffice, but say three), and during this 
period he should acquire no right to go higher than before ; but if no protest is lodged at the end of this time 
he \9 to haVe a rij^bt to carry out his deposited plan. Within the period to be specified by law for the purpose, 

L L 
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ttuy (iwiier »»f a domiuaiit tenement may lodge a protest accompanied by a claim for compensation ; ili» 
building owner shall then be entitled to make a survey of the dominant tenement, and if he then pays tlus 
claim, all rights of the claimant shall be extinguished so far as the rights of the dominant tenement ut 
concerned. If he pays the amount into the Court of Chancery before any light is interfered with, he is also to 
be at liberty to go on, subject to the result of an enquiry. If he declines any of these couises, he is not to be 
at liberty to go on beyond the old height till an enquiry has been held and the compensation been assessed and 
paid, or, if the result should so happen, an injunction may be granted to restrain him altogether from proceeding 
further. The mode of making such enquiries should probably be subject to the direction of the ChanoerT 
Division ; the expenses should of course be borne by the building owner, and the usual ten per cent, as in tbi 
case of a compulsory sale, might be added to the amount assessed by way of compensation. Exorbitant 
claims might be discouraged by requiring the claimant to pay all costs, whatever the result" 

6. If the proposals for placing London under a new scheme of local government should 

be carried out, it might be advisable to entrust a Committee of the governing body with a 

primary jurisdictio..— either, 1st, over the whole subject of easements of light and air ; or, 2nd, 

only so far as to decide in each case whether it is a proper one for an injunction. The appeal 

would be to the High Court. If the plaintiff should fail to obtain an interim injunction, he 

should afterwards obtain only money compensation if successful in his action. In conclusion, 

I would again state my conviction that new legislation upon the subjects of Light and Air is 

imperatively needed, and that if a firm and just measure can be passed, it would be hailed with 

satisfaction by the public.

Points for consideration with reference to the law of Light and Air : 1. Whether it is or 
ought to be the law that a man has property in any particular volume or extent of light and 
Air, as appears to be the view of some judges, or whether such rights as he has should not be 
considered as held in common with other members of the public, and liable to be interfered 
with, on just and equitable terms, when such interference would be for the public advantage, or 
when those rights prevent the reasonable occupation or proper development of property in the 
neighbourhood ? 1 (a). Whether for this purpose some tribunal or tribunals should not be 
established for the purpose of enabling the owners of adjoining properties to define and settle 
a building scheme, according to which either may build, even though he should interfere with 
the ancient Lights of his neighbour, and the terms on which such building and interference 
may be allowed, and to settle such scheme before or at the time of the building operations. 
[Wherever disputes arise between sensible men, and when they are well advised, if they 
cannot by agreement settle a building scheme, it is common practice to have one settled by 
arbitration. This might be impracticable, on the score of expense, in the case of small 
properties; but there ought to be some tribunal which would settle the matter without 
putting the parties to the overwhelming expense of litigation.] 1 (6). What should w 
the nature of such tribunal ? 

2. Whether the Prescription Act requires any and what modification with reference 
to Light and Air, and, more particularly, whether it is just or expedient that « 
enjojonent of light for twenty years should confer an indefeasible right to its access and u5« 
in cases where there is no contract, express or implied, for its use or against any but t e 
occupiers of adjoining lands and those claiming by, through, or under them ? Whether i^ ^ 
just or expedient that a reversioner's rights should be affected by the laches or good natuw o 
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his tenant in not obstructing a window opened during his tenancy. 2 (a). Whether, if it is 
light that a landlord's rights should be taken away, he should not have some means during 
such a tenancy of preventing the acquisition of such an indefeasible right either by notice or 
action to declare his rights? 

3. Whether it is just or expedient that the occupier of a house containing an ancient 
light which will be sensibly obstructed by a proposed building or alteration of a building 
should on that ground alone have a right to an injunction to prevent the erection of that 
building ; or whether the rule recently laid down by the Court of Appeal in the case of 
Lawes v. Carter,* that since the Judicature Acts the Courts have a discretion with reference 
to granting injunctions, and that an injunction would not necessarily be granted because 
there was a substantial loss of light and substantial damages ? 3 (a). If Lawes v. Carter lays 
down the right rule, whether some further rules should not be laid down, either by the 
legislature or local authorities, in towns to determine the limits within which that discretion 
will be exercised, so that building owners may know what they may do? 

4 Whether it is just or expedient to prescribe some definite angle within which a man may 
interfere with his neighbour's lights without any liability either to damages or injunction, or 
in any way to prescribe more definite rules as to the passage of Light and Air, having regard 
not only to the rights of the owners of property, but to the rights and interests of the public 
and the sanitary condition of the locality ? 4 (a). Whether the angle of 45° might not safely 
be adopted as a measure of the right to Light ? 4 (b). Whether sanitary requirements would 
prescribe any different angle in respect of Air ? 

I think that all the above points are worthy of consideration. Of course the changes 
indicated in them would involve a good deal of detail, but the first point to be determined is 
whether they are worthy of consideration, and I have therefore only indicated them in general 
terms. 

PEOFESSOR T. HATTER LEWIS, F.S.A., Past Vice-President, 

The consideration of this subject may, for convenience, be divided into Fird, — The 
erection of buildings otherwise than towards the public street, and thus not affecting the 
interests of the public in general. Second. — The erection of buildings towards the street 
involving the interests of the public generally, as well as those of adjoining or opposite owners. 
Third, — ^The invasion of privacy and acquisition of rights to light and air by the opening of 
new windows overlooking the neighbour's premises. And the questions relating to the above 
cases are : A, whether the right at present obtained by a twenty years' enjoyment of the 
easement and by other means, coiQd be made less onerous on building owners ? and, B, 
whether the means of ascertaining the injury sustained could be made more definite ? 

1. No one can doubt that the twenty years' easement often acts in an exceedingly hard 
way (often absurdly so) on an adjoining owner. I recall one case, eg,, in which some small 
openings almost disused, in a long range of stabling which was soon afterwards pulled down, 

* Lawea v. Carter was a cose decided in February, 1882 (and since the Committee met), which is not yet 
reported, with reference to a building in Holbom in which I am informed that the Court said that they would 
not follow Theed v. Debenham, 22 R. Ch. Div. 165, the case of the sculptor in Henrietta Street If this case 
standi* as the law, there would, in my opinion, be a very material improTement in the law on this point, 
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absolutely stopped, for a considerable time, the izse of some valuable building land in their 
rear. 

2. Further, the easement often acts prejudicially to the dominant owner himself, br 
making it imperative on him in rebuilding or altering his premises, to preserve the precise 
ancient openings (or such part of them whose rights he wishes to preserve), no matter how 
much this preservation may interfere with his design in his rebuilding. 

3. Nevertheless, the right which this twenty years' easement now confers has been ?o 
thoroughly recognized in all our Law Courts, that I think it hopeless to attempt any essential 
modification of it. This right, acquired by twenty years' user, will, probably, be strengthened 
by the decision in the case of Dal ton and Angus, wherein it is now decided that a twenty yean' 
user gives a right to lateral support. 

4. There is, however, another means of acquiring the same right as by nser, viz., in the cue 
of two premises belonging to the same landlord, one of whose tenants acquires at once, on 
obtaining his lease, the right throughout his tenancy to enjoy the same amount of hght and 
air as he then enjoyed. This was prominently brought forward by Mr. Locock Webb at the 
Discussion at the Institute, 17th December, 1877 ; but the existence of the right is but little 
understood, and has often, to my knowledge, worked with great harshness. Its resfaiction 
could do little, if any, injuiy to anyone, and might perhaps be obtained. 

5. In regard to the twenty years' easement, it is proposed by Professor Smith to allow 
the building owner to acquire the right of obstructing any ancient light by giving compensation 
to its owner. I confess that I should, in any case, have had very great doubts as to the 
justice and expediency of this : but after the opinion of Mr. Locock Webb, it i-eally appeaw to 
me that it would be useless to aim at so great an alteration in the law, even if we reallj 
desired it. 

6. Another suggestion of Professor Smith's, improved upon by Mr. T. Chatifeild Clarke 
seems to me a much more practical one, and to be well worthy of attention, viz., that the building 
owner should be compelled to give notice to any one whose ancient lights are likely to be 
aflFected, — such notice to explain exactly the nature and extent of the proposed new building, 
and to be served in much the same way as party-wall notices now are. I doubt the expedjency 
of a more extended notice by advertizement In many cases this would lead to an amicable 
arrangement at the outset 

7. Supposing that no agreement were arrived at, and that the case came into the Law 
Courts, the course suggested by Mr. T. Chatfeild Clarke, viz., for the Judge to have the case 
reported on by a professional adviser, would seem to be also a step in the right direction. 

8. But in any disputed case there would arise the questions as to the method o 
determining the precise injury likely to be done. The 45'' angle may now be considered ss 
obsolete^ and recent decisions seem to leave the nature of the method more vague than ever. 
In the case of " Lawes v. Carter," recently decided by the Master of the KoUs, he said that « 
the law now stood, a man might diminish his neighbour's light to a certain extent, and tne 
remedy depended upon the degree of obscuration." 

9. The result appears, therefore, to depend even more than ever upon the ojiai^^ ^ 
witnesses, and I have found that the evidence of unprofessional witnesses is quite as conflicting 
and as puzzling to judge and jury as that of professional men. 
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10. I confess that I can see no definite principle on which the amount of injury, if any, 
can be decided. 

11. But when we think of the great hardship which is often caused to a building owner 
by easements of light in some unimportant part of his neighbour's premises, and the ease with 
which the injury could often be obviated by some slight alteration in those premises, as 
pointed out by Professor Kerr, we are tempted to think that power might be given for the law 
to take this into consideration and to determine accordingly. 

12. In regard to the houses abutting on the public streets, and where, therefore, the 
interests of the public, generally, are concerned, I think that, where the streets are newly 
formed, some such rules as those enforced in Paris, as quoted by Mr. Arthur Gates, might 
well be Adopted. 

13. But such restricting rules would never be allowed in streets now made, as they would 
act with extreme harshness in such cases as, e,g,, the narrow streets and lanes in the City. 

14. The third point, in regard to the erection of new buildings with windows overlooking 
a neighbour's premises, often causes a very serious depreciation in value of the said premises ; 
but I presume that the question of privacy would be treated by the Law Courts much in the 
same way as would be the interception of a beautiful view. 

15. But an equally important point is the right of Light and Air to be acquired over the 
neighbour's premises by an uninterrupted user of twenty years. The present mode of 
preventing this by screens is very objectionable and very difficult, and, lastly, when the new 
buildings are of great height it seems to me that when windows in a new building are to be 
opened overlooking a neighbour's premises, notice should be given to him and some power of 
restriction allowed to him. 



LOCOCK WEBB, Q.C., Hon. Associate. 

1. The subjects referred to the Committee open up a wide field for useful inquiry, 
extending not only to the consideration of — 

(A) The question whether the law and practice relating to vested rights in ancient lights 
requires reform, but also of — 

(B) The question whether the statutes relating to the construction of buildings, local 
management and public health (which for brevity will be referred to as "The 
Building Acts "), contain all such rules and provisions as are requisite relating to the 
construction, ventilation, and drainage of dwelling-houses, which necessarily affect 
most materially the subjects of light and air as regards buildings. 

2. As to the head of inquiry (A). In a paper I had the honour of reading before the 
Institute, the state of the law and practice relating to vested rights in ancient lights was 
briefly explained (see the Transactions, 1877-78, page 88) ; and it does not occur to me that 
I can now usefully add anything by way of further explanation. 

3. The law may, I think, be regarded as clear and distinct. It will be borne in mind 
that Section 3 of Lord Tenterden's Act of 1832, commonly called " The Prescription Act" (2 & 
3 William IV., a 71), operated to make the rijorht to the use of light enjoyed for twenty years 
indefeasiUe, "unless it should appear that the same was t/tijoy^^ hy some consent or agreement 
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expressly made or given for that purpose by deed or ivriti7ig'' and to abolish the ancient customary 
or common law of London, under which landowners had the undoubted right to build upon 
their old foundations within the city, to any elevation and at any time they pleased 

4. I agree entirely with those who think the abolition of that custom was impolitic 
Moreover the 3rd Section, doubtless, was productive of litigation, and tended to unsettle 
rather than to settle titles, so far at least as land in the city was concerned. It operated to 
vest valuable easements of light in some persons who but for that Act would have had no titie 
whatever to any such easements, and on the other hand to take away from others valuable 
rights to which but for such Act they would have had a clear and absolute title. 

5. But this great mischief took efifect nearly half a century ago, and during that period 
vested rights have been acquired under the operation of Lord Tenterden's Act - 1 think 
consequently that it is now too late to attempt to restore the ancient custom of London, and 
that it would be inexpedient to attempt to promote any measure tending to unsettle vested 
rights. 

6. In one respect, however, an amendment of that Act (which would be slight in itself 
and injurious to no one) would, in my judgment, be of great public benefit. As is well known, 
a landowner may still (subject to any regulation as to building frontage or open spaces) build 
to the extreme limits of his boundaries, and to any elevation he pleases, and may open any 
number of windows immediately overlooking his neighbour's premises, provided such building 
does not materially obstruct any of his neighbour's ancient lights or other easements. As the 
law under Lord Tenterden's Act now stands, his neighbour, in self-defence, must necessarily 
within the twenty years erect such a building as would prevent the enjoyment of light to snch 
new windows becoming an indefeasible right, unless some such consent or agreement should 
be made by deed or writing within the saving clause, which I have before set out and 
underlined. It would certainly seem to be a grievous hardship that a man who simply desires 
to protect his own rights of property should have such an onus cast upon him, and I think it 
would be just and equitable that a written notice of objection to any new window which may 
be opened overlooking his premises should be deemed sufficient to protect his building rights, 
and to prevent the subsequent enjoyment of such light maturing into an easement to his 
prejudice. Of course the objection should be made within the twenty years. 

7. As to the Practice, I have again carefully considered the suggestion that, in all casea 
of obstruction to ancient lights, damages in lieu of an injunction would be a sufficient remedy, 
but with great respect I adhere to the opinion I have already expressed in a discussion before 
the Institute. It should be borne in mind that Earl Cairns' Act of 1858 (21 & 22 Vict, c 27) 
gave power to the Court of Chancery to award damages either in addition to or in substitution 
of an injunction, and that under the provisions of the Judicature Act such power is now vested 
in the Supreme Court. The subject of the jurisdiction relating to injunctions may thus be 
regarded as settled, and I venture to think satisfactorily. 

8. The real and substantial points for consideration under this head seem to me to be, 
not whether it would be expedient that damages should in all cases be awarded in lieu of 
injunctions, but whether it would not be expedient that a new judicial tribunal should w 
established, for determining in a summary way questions relating, not to the obstruction of 
ancient lights only, but to all other matters relating to the construction, ventilation ana 
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drainage of dwelliug houses ; for 1 fear it must be admitted that, at present, there is no 
adequate machinery for dealing with such questions speedily and inexpensively. 

9. Take, for instance, as to lights, the case of two neighbours acting in good faith. 
Questions arise between them as to whether a proposed building, if erected, would materially 
obstruct certain lights alleged by one and denied by the other to be ancient lights. At 
present, an action would be necessary for the adjudication of the rights of the parties, and 
necessarily considerable delay and expense would be incurred before the building could be 
safely proceeded with. But why should not the parties have the right of obtaining a legal and 
final adjudication upon such questions, speedily and in a summary way, before the building is 
commenced ? Again, assuming the claim to ancient Lights to be established as to some of the 
windows and not to others, it may well be that a slight modification of the building plans 
would meet the case : why should not the Court itself have power to determine all questions 
between the parties as to the plans ? And many other questions will readily occur to one's 
mind which might with great advantage be determined in like manner. 

10. Take yet another case, for instance, which I fear is not unusual, when a man, not acting 
band Jide, sets up a claim for which there is no honest foundation. How often is a defendant 
induced to submit to imposition rather than to risk his works being stopped by litigation ? The 
establishment of such a tribunal as I suggest would probably put an end to that class of cases. 

11. As to the head of inquiry (B). I do not consider myself competent to express any 
opinion as to whether the rules of construction in the Building Acts relating to the stability of 
new buildings, and their protection from the spread of fire are effectual as far as they go. But 
I venture to think that those rules do not go far enough ; and it would seem that there are no 
adequate provisions in the Local Mant^ement or Public Health Acts to guard against the 
creation of nuisances, in old and new houses, injurious to health. It is not enough to provide 
for the removal of nuisances when discovered, the creation of such nuisances ought to be 
prevented. 

12. Perhaps I am right in assuming that in great numbers of instances throughout 
£ngland new houses are run up, and extensive alterations are made in new and old houses 
without any skilled plan or competent supervision, and to those circumstances are due the evils 
which are constantly brought to light. And the greatest evils probably exist when people are 
their own architects. It strikes me that the law should reach all these cases. 

13. The rules of construction should, I think, provide to the fullest extent against mischief 
such as defective drainage arrangements, defective arrangements of drain-pipes and water 
cisterns, and defective arrangements of what are commonly called " dust-bins," but which are, 
in fact, receptacles of decayed vegetables and other refuse of the house. The necessity for more 
stringent enactments is apparent when, in old and new houses, are discovered such nuisances as 
these, which poison the air and render dwelling houses unfit for habitation, (a) The formation 
of cesspools floating immediately under the basement floors, caused by defective drainage ; (b) 
the connecting of house pipes with sewage and drain-pipes ; (c) open drain gratings without 
any pipe to carry off the noxious gases above the roof of the house ; and (d) the fitting up of 
dust-bins in improper places. 

14. Ought not some provision to be made for the regular and daily clearance of the dust- 
bins ? I think this is done in several continental cities. 
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15. Again, ought not some provision to be made lor an imprcived laying of pipes in houses f 
Now in very many houses water, drain and gas pipes are frequently fitted into walls, and laid 
under floors out of sight ; the water pipes burst, in consequence it may be of frost, and flood 
the house, doing great damage before they can be reached ; and the drain and gas pipes leak, 
filling the bouses with noxious effluvia, deleterious and frequently fatal to health, before the 
cause can be discovered. Then, again, the water cisterns, which should be fitted up in places 
readily accessible and free from dirt and dust, are too frequently found stored away dose 
under the roof or other holes and corners where the water gets heated in summer and frozen 
in winter, and where the water is likely to get polluted by dirt and dust, and also where it is 
difficult to get ready access to the cistern in case of accident. 

16. Sometimes it has been found that the main sewers have been defective, and noxious 
gases escaping therefrom have found their way into adjacent houses. This is a subject also, I 
think, worthy of consideration. 

17. The existence of such evils leads to the conclusion that the statutes relating to the 
construction of buildings, local management and public health, do not contain such rules or 
provisions as are requisite relating to the construction, ventilation and drainageof dwelling houses. 

18. Might not the principle which has been recognized with regard to passenger ships be 
advantageously applied to houses? A passenger ship must contain certain specified 
accommodation and safeguards for passengers, and she is not permitted to proceed to sea until 
she has been examined and certified by a competent inspector. Why should not houses, old 
and new, be governed by some such regulations, and be examined and certified before they are 
inhabited? 

19. There is yet another point to which 1 would invite attention, namely, whether the 
provisions of the Building Acts relating to building frontages and the obligation imposed upon 
the building owner in urban districts, to submit his plans to the local authority, are 
satisfactory ? It is, of course, quite right that there should be a defined building frontage, but 
should it not be so defined and positive that every building owner may know what he has the 
right legally to do^ and what he may not do ? It would seem that, at present, the building owner 
has to pay certain fees and to submit his plans to the local authority who may at his discretion 
either approve or reject the plans, being governed by no rule of law. I desire to speak with all 
due respect of every local authority. But I venture to think that it is open to grave objection 
that such a jurisdiction should be delegated to them without any rules of law for their 
government. It was once remarked by an old writer of eminence that a Ck)urt of Discretion 
was the worst possible Court. 

20. Suggestions. The scheme which I have long had in my mind, and which I hinted at 
in one of the discussions before the Institute, is in substance the following : — 

I. That the Prescription Act should be amended so that the statute should not run 

against any landowner who, within twenty years after the opening of any new 
window, objected in writing to the enjoyment of such light. 

II. That a concise code of laws should be enacted to be called " The Building Code," 
which should embody such of the existing rules as may be deemed right, and such 
additional rules as may be expedient relating to the construction, ventilation and 
drainage of dwelling houses, and to the examination of houses and main drains. 
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III. That a new judicial tribunal should be established, to be called " The Couit of the 

Building Commissioners/' to consist of a president (who should be qualified to be a 

Judge of the High Court of Justice) and two other commissioners. The Court to have 

attached to* it such number of assistant commissioners as may be requisite. The Court 

to have sole and absolute power to hear and determine in a summary way all 

questions relating to (a) the obstruction or alleged obstruction of ancient Lights and 

Air, (&) the construction, ventilation and drainage of houses, (e) the efficiency of 

the main sewers in connection with any such houses, and (d) such other jurisdiction 

as may be deemed expedient to vest in the Court — ^with full power to inspect 

premises, to approve or alter building plans, to award injunctions, damages and 

costs. Applications to be made to a single commissioner or assistant commissioner in 

the first instance, with power of appeal to the full Court of three commissioners, 

whose decision should be final. The Court to sit continuously throughout the year 

on business days. The full Court to sit in London or Westminster. But one 

commissioner or assistant commissioner to hold Courts in the provinces as may be 

required for the speedy despatch of business. 

21. These are the few brief heads of my scheme. It will be observed that one of my main 

objects is to enable building owners to obtain an adjudication on their building plans, and to 

enable all questions arising during the progress of the building to be disposed of in a summary 

way, speedily and inexpensively. I am impressed with the conviction that the establishment 

of such a tribunal as I have suggested is needed, and would be productive of great public benefit

MR J. LEYBOURN GODDARD'S REPORT. 

[Prq>ared by request of the Light and Air Committee, at a Meeting held Srd April, 1882]. 

Gentlemen, — Having been asked to explain to you, so far as I am able, the law 
respecting light and Air, as it existed previously to the passing of the Prescriptioii Act 
(2 & 3 William iv, c. 71), and to show how the law of prescription grew up before fliit 
Act was passed, what were the reasons for the passing of that Act, how that Act was brought 
in and passed through Parliament, and how the law regarding light and air was affected 
thereby, I beg leave to offer the following remarks, which will I think give you the infoimation 
you require. 

It must be well known to you that it is a common custom when speaking of the obstraction 
of ancient windows by new buildings to couple light and air together, as if they were one and 
the same thing and as if the law relating to the one was the same as the law relating to tbe 
other, and when an action is brought for obstruction we almost invariably find that complaint 
is made of obstruction of air as well as light, though injury may have been sustained in 
respect of one only, and though the evidence may be only sufficient to prove obstruction of 
one and not of the other. This is an error,* for rights to air and light are totally dis^^ 
things ; air and light themselves differ in many essential particulars and are subject to different 
rules of law. The only principles they have in common are that they both pass over onr 
neighbour's land to the windows of our houses, and both are provisions of nature for the 
common use of mankind. They are not equally essential to life and health, and they are 
not always capable of obstruction or injury by the same means. We can live without lipii 
but not without air, — the use and enjoyment of the air may be spoiled by impurity whidi 
will not affect light, and the passage of light may be destroyed by the erection of a builoifl? 
which will not render the supply of air less abundant or less pure. We may frequently w 
able to overcome inconvenience from loss of light by using an artificial supply, while there a 
no artificial substitute which will make up for a loss of wholesome air. These distinctions 
are frequently material in law, and may greatly affect claims to rights to uninterrupted cnrren 
of light and air respectively, and the damages to be recovered in an action or the decision o

right relied on as a right to the access of light and air. But tihis is inaccurate. The cases, as a nn^ '^ 
solely to the interference with the ^cess of light, and in no case has any injunction been granted to rew** 
interference with the access of air." See also Qoddard on the Law of Easements, Snd ed, p. 8S5. 
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the Court as to the grant of an injunction. It is therefore essential that they should not be 
forgotten. I am not however aware that they had anything to do with the difference created 
by tia^ Prescription Act between claims to light and claims to air of which more is to be said 
hereafter. 

Before the Prescription Act there was no statute relating to rights to light, air or any 
other easement. The whole law depended on judicial decisions on the common law, that is 
on the unwritten law of the realm as expounded by the Courts, and the law of prescription 
grew up inch by inch as cases came before the Courts for judgment. If therefore we look back 
to the earliest reports we find the principjes of law very unsettled. The cases, however, are 
reported so briefly and in such language that it is not always easy to understand the principle 
upon which a decision was based. 

The law of prescription as applied to easements and other rights is of veiy ancient origin, 
and we find it well established in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. There are, however, cases 
which make it doubtful how far that law was applied to light and air before that reign or even 
at a later date. As an example of this J will refer to a case of Bu^y v. Pope* decided in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. That was an action by the plaintiff against the defendant for stopping 
his light and, £ts the report says : " it was agreed by all the justices that if two men be owners 
of two parcels of land adjoining, and one of them doth build a house upon his land, and makes 
windows and lights looking into the other's lands, and this house and lights have continued 
by the space of thirty or forty years, yet the other may upon his own land and soil lawfully 
erect an house or other thing against the said lights and windows, and the other can have no 
action ; for it was his folly to build his house so near the other's land ; and it was adjudged 
accordingly ;" — and the reporter adds as a note the legal maxim ** Cujva est solum, eftts est 
summitas tuque ad ccdum. This decision, it will be seen, was in direct opposition to the law 
of prescription as it is to be found in other cases, and the reporter gives as a reason for the 
decision the folly of the plaintiff in building so close to the extremity of his own land. I 
think it very questionable if that was the true reason for the decision, but the report of the 
case leads to an inference that the law of prescription had not been applied to light and air 
at that time. However this may be, we find it so applied in an important case which occurred 
in the reign of James I, called AldrecPs case,f in which not only a right to light and air was 
claimed by prescription but also a right to prospect or uninterrupted view. The right to 
uninterrupted light and to purity of air were upheld by the Court, but the right to 
uninterrupted prospect was disallowed, and the reasons for the decision were given by the 
Chief Justice Wray, who said " that for stopping as well of the wholesome air as of lights 
action lies and damages shall be recovered for them, for both are necessary ... but that for 
prospect which is a matter only of delight and not of necessity no action lies for stopping 
thereof, and yet it is a great commendation oi a house if it has a long and large prospect 
.... but the law does not give an action for such things of delight." Several subsequent 
cases are reported in which an attempt has been made to establish rights to uninterrupted 
prospect, but the claims have always been disallowed by the Courts,^ as have also claims of

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right to uudisturbed privacy, that is of right to prevent a neighbour having a window 
overlooking private grounds.* 

After the time of Aldred's case there appears to have been no doubt about the possibility 

of acquiring rights to light and air for ancient windows by prescription, but the dedfiions 

seem rather to have turned for some time upon the technicalities of the law and the practioe 

of the Courts. There are not, however, many reported cases even on these points relating to 

light and air, though there are many relating to other kinds of easements, such as rights of 

way and rights respecting water. I do not know of any case in which the Court of ChanceiT 

was asked to interfere by injunction till the year 1709, but before that time there was another 

process of law having the effect of a mandatory injunction which I ought to mention, and whichis 

reported to have been put in force in an action for obstruction of light in the reign of William 111 

(a. d. 1697). This was a writ of " Qttod permittat prostemere!* In the case of Shalmtr y. 

FiUtneyf the plaintiff brought qtiod permittat against the defendant to permit him pro$Umm 

qwedam cedificia raised within fifty years upon the freehold of the defendant's husband, which 

since his death, had become the defendant's land. The case, as was common in those dajs, 

bristled with technicalities, but notwithstanding all the objections raised the Court held that 

the writ was good, and that so much of the buildings as stopped the lights ought to be 

abated, but no more. At the time this case was decided, however, a more summaiy and 

effectual remedy for obstruction of light seems to have been allowed than even this ancient 

writ of Quod permittat, for the law permitted the party aggrieved, having previously established 

his right in an action, to enter the building owner's land and then and there poll tihe 

obstructing building down himself. This must necessarily have been a dangerous remedj 

tending to unpleasant results, and in the case in question it led to the defendant having to pay 

a small fine for riotous behaviour. The reportj states that " If H. build a house so near mine 

that it stops my light or shoots the water upon my house, or is any other way a nuisance to me, 

I may enter upon the owner's soil and pull it down ; and for this reason only a small fine was 

set upon the defendant in an indictment for a riot in pulling down some part of a house, it 

being a nuisance to his lights, and the right found for him in an action for stopping his 

lights." These cases would perhaps not be worth noticing in this paper were it not that they 

supply a link in the historical chain I am endeavouring to make. They show that though the 

right to have ancient windows unobstructed had at this time become well established, and 

though the recovery of damages by action was fully recognised as a legal remedy, both for the 

original act of erecting the obstructing building and also for subsequently keeping it erected 

and so continuing the nuisance, yet that this remedy, however often the recovery of damages 

might be repeated, was felt to be inadequate. It is obvious that it would not do to allow 

persons aggrieved to take the law into their own hands, and violently enter another's land 

and remove an obstructing building, for a breach of the peace would almost certainly result, 

yet if the building was wrongfully there and working a continuous injury to a neighbour, 

was it imreasonable to suppose that the remedy most suitable for the case was the remom 

of the building ? This was the remedy afforded by the writ of Quod permittat, though tie 

injured party might remove the building without that process if he could do it peaceably.

The first reported case I know of in which the Court of Chancery was asked to prevent 
obstruction of ancient lights by injunction occurred in the year 1709, and the report is very 
brief and scanty * but the case is important as it marks the commencement, so far as I am 
aware, of applications for this special remedy which the Court of Chancery alone had power 
to afford. The next instance reported is the case of Byder v. Bentham.f That was a motion 
before trial of the right for an order to the defendant to pull down an obstruction, but the 
Lord Chancellor refused to make the order saying that he never knew an order to pull down 
anything on motion, but that it was sometimes though rarely done on a decree. At the 
time these cases were determined the Court of Chancery seems to have acted on a principle 
different from that adopted in recent times. At that time the Court never acted by 
injunction in cases of this kind as it did in later years, until the right had been determined 
by a Court of law, — it never instituted an inquiry for itself as to the legal right and then 
granted or withheld the injunction on its own inquiry. Thus in the case of Byder t^. Bentham, 
just referred to, the Court did not take evidence and determine the rights of the parties, but 
it restrained the continuation of the buildiug until the rights had been determined in an 
action at law. So again in the case of Weller v. SmeatonX in which complaint was made 
that the defendant had erected some flood-gates and had by so doing obstructed the water of 
a river from flowing to the plaintiff's mill, the Court of Chancery declined to interfere by 
injunction until the rights of the parties had been determined at law. It will at once be 
QJbvious that this ancient course must have been far more troublesome, dilatory and expensive, 
than the modern one of deciding questions of title, and affording the remedy by injunction 
by the same process. 

It is well known that cases in which the Court of Chancery has granted injunctions to 
prevent obstruction of lights have greatly increased in number as time has gone on, and 
especially in recent years. It would be very difficult and beyond the limits of this Paper to 
examine all the judicial decisions and deduce therefrom every possible rule upon the subject, 
showing when the Court would grant an injunction and when it would leave an injured 
person to his remedy of damages, but to show how the practice of applying for injunctions 
advanced, I may refer to the case of the Attomey-Gefieral v. Nichol § in which Lord Eldon is 
said to have laid down a principle in 1809, that the Court of Chancery would not grant an 
injunction in every case of obstructing ancient lights but only when the injury is such as 
to require the application of a power to prevent as well as remedy an evil, for which 
damages more or less would be given in an action at law. In a modem case of Jackson v. The 
Duke of Newcastle II in 1864, Lord Westbury thought the report of this decision not 
quite correct, and said that he thought it might be collected that Lord Eldon meant to say 
that where the darkening of the ancient windows of a dwelling house has materially injured 
the comfort of those who dwell in it, the Court will interfere by injunction. That learned , 
Chancellor also added that this rule or standard would have no application to a manufactory 
or business premises not occupied otherwise than for the purposes of some trade or

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manufacture ; but upon a similar principle where the obetruction of ancient lights of a 
manu&ctory or business premises renders the buildings to a material extent less suitable fa 
the business carried on in them, it was in his judgment a case for an injunction, and not 
merely for compensation in damages. The foundation of the jurisdiction, he said, appeared 
to be that injury to property which rendered it in a material degree unsuitable for the puiposea 
to which it was then applied, or lessened considerably the enjoyment which the owner had of 
it The Courts he added, considered that injury of that nature did not admit of being 
measured and redressed by damages. The difference, however, between the ancient and 
modem practice as to injunctions seems to me to be, that in olden times the Court would not 
grant them so freely, so that people were left to their legal remedy by action for damages, and 
by repeating the action for continuance of the obstruction, and the Court of Chanceiy wonld 
frequently not interfere as long as that remedy was available ; while in modem times the 
Court grants an injunction at once, although damages might be recovered, if it considers an 
inj\mction the most appropriate remedy and if there is no special reason why an injoncdos 
should not be granted. 

It is unnecessary for me to refer more particularly to cases before the end of the 
eighteenth century. Those which came before the Courts relating to light and air were not 
numerous or, if numerous, they were not reported. There were, however, many cases relating 
to other kinds of easements and rights which involved principles of law as to prescriptioD 
applicable equally to rights of light. To sum up the history to the end of that century, it 
seems uncertain whether the law of prescription applied to the easements of light and air at 
all in early times, and if it did it is doubtful whether forty or fifty years or any other limited 
period of enjoyment, was sufBicient to confer such a right ; that when it became established 
that rights to light and air could be acquired by prescription, the Court of Chanceiy would not 
inquire into those rights itself and grant injunctions to restrain obstruction by compelling 
the removal of a building, but that it left the owner of the right to his legal remedy of 
successive actions for damages, and if that did not compel the offender to remove his building, 
it left him the remedy of getting the obstruction removed by the rude method of pulling the 
building down himself, or if the owner of the building objected, of getting a writ gvd 
permittai prostemere, and lastly, that when the Court of Chancery did assume the power of 
interfering by injunction it left the parties first of all to fight an action at law to determine 
their rights, before it would step in to give the effectual remedy of an injunction which it had 
in its own power, and that even then it would only interfere on special occasions. This was 
the state of things at the beginning of the present century, and it will be seen that the histoiy 
of the easements of light and air was one of gradual but slow progress. 

It may be asked how it was, as the principle of prescription was so well known and 
established in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, that it was not applied to light and air equally 
with other rights. It is not certain that it was not, but if it was not there is a very good 
reason why it should not have been. Cases in those days were decided far more on principl^^ 
and far less by precedent than they have been in later times, and I think the reason is to be 
discovered by considering the principle of prescription, which it will be well now to explain- 
All rights in the nature of easements, called in the law " incorporeal rights " are said to ''lie 
in grant," — that is, they cai^ only be created and passed from one person to another by grw^ 
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that is a gift or conveyance by deed ; but it is obvious th^t if a right of this kind were granted, 
hundreds of yeais ago, that is before the time of memory, by a deed, that deed might in all 
probability have been lost or destroyed. If, therefbre, a person and his predecessors had been 
in the habit of uninterruptedly using an easement for many years over another person's land, 
it was only fair to presimie that he and they had a legal right to use it, for if not the owner 
of the land would have stopped them, as such user must have been prejudicial to his 
interest ; and thence it was only fair to presume that the user had begun lawfully in a grant 
made before the time of memory, but that the deed had been lost or destroyed. It was never 
presumed that such user was and always had been unlawful. Such long user was therefore 
allowed to confer a right, although in fact there never had been a deed, unless the 
commencement of the user could be shewn, and the right was then said to have been gained by 
prescription. Now if the nature of the easement was such, as in the case of a right of way, 
that the right could have been granted by deed to the person or his predecessors who was to 
use it, it was easy enough to presume that there once had been a grant by deed ; but the nature 
of an easement of light and air is such that it does not require or admit of a grant of any right 
by deed. A man may have as' many windows in his house as he pleases to let in light and 
air from over his neighbour's land without a grant from that neighbour. He does no unlawful 
act by making the windows, and he has a natural right to all the light and air which will 
enter, and aU the neighbour can do to prevent his receiving the light and air is to build up 
something in front of the windows, to prevent the light and air coming to them. How then 
could a grant of a right to the Ught be presumed ? It was clearly unreasonable to presume 
a grant in such a case, and as a grant could not be presumed, the whole foundation for 
prescription failed. It is clear then that if the principle of the law of prescription be 
considered, it could not be applied to such things as light and air. Nevertheless it was seen 
to be desirable, if not necessary, that persons having had long enjoyment of light and air 
should have that enjoyment preserved, and also that they should be able to live peaceably 
without any chance of being involved in litigation, — and for this reason the custom seems 
to have grown up of presuming, though contrary to principle, a grant of a right to that light 
which would enter an ancient window in order to found a prescriptive title, just as a grant of 
a right of way, or a right to any other easement would be presumed in order to found 
prescription thereto. But by whatever means such a custom did in process of time grow up, it 
evidently did so with £eu* greater difficulty in the case of light than in the case of other 
easements. ''Anyone," said Lord Justice Bramwell* who reads the cases relating to the 
acquisition of a right to light will see that there has been a great difficulty in establishing 
it on principle.** 

It is obvious that it would in most cases be impossible to give positive evidence of user 
or enjoyment of light, air, or other thing for many years preceding the trial of an action, but 
for prescription it was necessary to prove it for " time whereof the memory of man runneth not 
to the contrary," as the legal phrase runs ; and this was held to mean not merely the memory 
of living persons but for a period extending back to the time of Bichard I. It therefore 
became the practice on proof of enjoyment for a limited time, generally twenty years, to 
allow a presumption that the user had continued for *' time whereof the memory of man

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ninneth not to the contrary," unless evidence were given to rebut that presumption. It was 
from this practice that the period of twenty years became the prescriptive period, but that 
exact time does not seem to have been absolutely fixed till the early part of this oentuiy. 1 
find a case of Cotterell v. Griffiths* tried in the year 1801, in which it was urged by counsel that 
a window could not be said to be " ancient " so as to confer a right to light which had existed 
for thirty years, but Lord Kenyon the judge held that that was sufficient, and said that 
Chief Justice Wilmot had held that if windows were open for twenty years, or perhaps em 
less, that gave the owner of the house such a right that they could not be obstructed, and he 
added that that had been since considered as the law on the subject' About the same time 
,(1803) user of a way for twenty years was held to raise a presumption of a grant of a right 
of way by a deed which had been lost, although it was shown that twenty-six years before aD 
ways over the land had been extinguished by Act of Parliament.-|" This user though capahle 
of raising a presumption of a grant by a lost deed was incapable of establishing a prescriptiye 
right, as the Act of Parliament was evidence that the user could not have continued from 
time whereof the memory of man runneth not to the contrary. 

At a later period (1824) Justice Bayley said : { "I do not say that twenty years* possession 
confers a legal right, but uninterrupted possession for twenty years raises a presumption of 
right and ever since the decision of Darwin v. Upton it has been held that in the absence of 
any evidence to rebut that presumption, a jury should be directed to act upon it" 

It is right to add that a grant could only be presumed and a prescriptive title established, 
if the person against whom the presumption was to be raised knew of the user, and was in a 
position to stop it and did not do so.§ And this was the same whether the right claimed was 
a right to light, air or anything else. It will, however, be seen presently that this is a point in 
which a great change was effected by the Prescription Act with respect to light, for now a right 
may be acquired to uninterrupted light, although the owner of the servient tenement may hare 
been out of possession and incapable of obstructing the light during the whole prescriptive 
period, the tenement being in the occupation of a tenant^ or although he may have been quite 
unconscious, through absence, that his neighbour had opened a new window overlooking his 
land. 

After the commencement of the present century cases relating to prescription and the 
law of easements became much more numerous, the reports became fuller and more accniste, 
and the law became more settled and defined. At the same time people began to see the 
shortcomings of the law and the absurdities which had crept in, and among other absurdities 
which attracted attention was the fiction of the lost grant which everybody knew full well 
never really existed, and the presumption of what was called " ancient user," on evidence 
being given of user for twenty years. At the same time that these legal cobwebs had been 
collecting, others equally absurd had been woven with reference to fines and recoveries, tithes, 
and other matters relating to land, which were utterly unintelligible to the mass of mankind, 
and perplexing to those who understood them. It was thereupon decided by King Geoige IV, 
in the year 1829, to issue a Royal Commission for an inquiry into the whole subject of real 
property, and Lord Campbell was appointed Chairman of the Commission. This Commission

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made a searching and exhaustive inquiry into all the branches of the subject submitted to it, 
and published three elaborate reports. From these reports arose some of the greatest refonns 
in the law of real property the country has known. We have nothing to do with the 
principal alterations in the law which derived their origin from this source, but the first acft 
which sprung from the labours of this Commission was the Prescription Act (2 & 3 William IV, 
c. 71). The procedure adopted by the Commission to gain information as to grievances and 
suggestions for the amendment of the law, was to issue a set of questions to a number of 
persons, inviting answers and suggestions. Three or four of these questions had reference to 
the law of prescription and easements, but none especially related to light or air. As the 
inquiry of this Commission led to such important results, I think it only fitting in thii Papdr 
to set out fully that part of the Commissioners' report, which had reference to the subject 
now under consideration. 

The commissioners dealt with the limitation of actions and the law of prescription 
together, and at the outset of that part of their report, when speaking of both, say, " It might 
at first sight be considered that the duration of wrong ought not to give it a sanction, and that 
the long suffering of injury should be no bar to the obtaining of right when demanded. But 
human affairs must be conducted on other principles. It is found to be of the greatest 
importance to promote peace by aflSxing a period tiO the right of disturbing possession." 
Afterwards they treat of the law relating to prescriptive rights to profits d prendre and 
easements alone, and say : " The law relative to prescriptive rights to profits and easements to 
be taken or enjoyed over the soil of another appears to us to require amendment. This right 
can only be established by what is deemed legal proof of an adverse enjoyment of 640 years. 
By the ancient rule of the common law enjoyment of such a right was to be proved from time 
whereof the memory of man runneth not to the contrary, or during legal memory. Had this 
meant as far back before the dispute arose, as could be proved by living witnesses according 
to the usual duration of human life, the rule would not have been unreasonable, but the limits 
of legal memory were formerly fluctuating. They were long made to depend upon the period 
for bringing a writ of right, which till 32 Henry VIII was not any certain period before the 
commencement of the suit, but dated from some historical event from time to time, as the 
beginning of the reign of Henry I, the return of King John out of Ireland, the journey of 
King Henry III into Normandy, or the coronation of Eling Eichard I. The last epoch being 
fixed by the statute of Westminster 2nd, c. 46, as the time after which seisin must be proved 
to maintain a writ of right, it was thence adopted as the commencement of legal memory. 
When 32 Henry VIII provided that there should be a progressive period for writs of right, 
legal memory ought, preserving the existing analogy, to be considered as intending a period 
of 60 years next before the dispute arose, but unfortunately the analogy to writs of right was 
dropped, and the reign of King Richard I was adhered to, and is considered the commencement 
of legal memory at the present day. The practice of the Courts has created a remedy to this 
inconvenient and absurd rule in ordinary cases ; for on proof of enjoyment as far back as living 
witnesses can speak raises a presumption of an enjoyment from the remote era. In some 
cases, however, the practical remedy fails, and the rule produces most serious mischiefs. A 
right claimed by prescription is always disproved by showing that it did not or could not 
exist at any one point of time since the commencement of legal memory, or although it

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originated before the commeucement of legal memory that at some subsequent period the 
servient tenement, or that over which the right is exercised and the dominant tenement, or 
that to which the right is attached once belonged to the same individual, whereby the 
prescriptive right was extinguished. Amidst these difficulties it has been used of late for the 
purpose of supporting a right which has been long enjoyed, but which can be shown to have 
originated within the time of legal memory, or to have been at one time extinguished by unitr 
of possession to resort to the clumsy fiction of a lost grant which is pleaded to have been made 
by some person seized in fee of the servient tenement to another seized in fee of the dominant 
tenement." 

It is unnecessary for our present purpose to quote the next part of the commissioner's 
report. They go on to explain the falsity of this presumption of the lost grant, which, though 
gravely proposed by counsel, sanctioned by the judge, and accepted by the jury, was well 
known to counsel, judge and jury to have no foundation in fact. The commissioners then 
recommended that adverse enjoyment of a profit d prendre or easement for sixty years before 
any action in or over the soil of another person should for the future be deemed conclusiTe 
evidence of a right to such profit or easement. But as to this period the commissioners 
proposed a further modification of what they had suggested, and said, " But we are also of 
opinion that with respect both to profits and easements a shorter period, viz., twenty jears, 
should also be established as affording presumptive evidence of right, liable to be rebutted by 
proof that during that time the servient tenement was occupied under a lease, or was held bj 
a tenant for life, or by a person under disability." 

With respect to the presumption of a grant of a right claimed wliich was always necessary, 
as I have already explained, to support prescription, the commissioners say, " But we think 
the necessity of alleging the grant of an easement in pleading might in all cases be dispensed 
with. The right to an easement, generally speaking, is in truth acquired, not by any deed, 
but by the acquiescence for a given time of a party competent to interrupt the exercise of the 
right ; and this is now in substance considered equivalent to a grant, though no grant be 
executed." This recommendation, it will be observed, only relates to the mode of pleading a 
claim to a prescriptive right ; it does not affect the actual law, and as a matter of fact after 
the Prescription Act was passed it still remained as necessary to show the circumstances from 
which a grant might be presumed as it was before, except in those cases in which the Act 
declared the right to be " absolute and indefeasible." 

It might have been supposed that after this inquiry and elaborate report the government 
of the day would have acted upon it, and brought in bills to carry the recommendations of the 
commissioners into effect, but such does not appear to have been the case. The pages to 
which we naturally turn to see what was done in Parliament are those of Hansard, and there 
I find but a very scanty report of what took place, but certainly the Government took no steps 
in the matter. The great question of Reform was at the time occup)dng the attention of the 
Legislature, and disturbing the mind of the country, and that may have been the reason why 
the Government did not take the subject up ; but be it what it may, all the real property 
subjects seem to have fallen into the laps of the Lord Chief Justice of the King's Bench, Low 
Tenterden, and Mr. Campbell ; and we find the former a-s the introducer of the Presciiptiofl 
Bill in the House of Ix)rds. At its introduction the Bill was not confined to profits d p^^'^ 
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and easements, as the Act was subsequently, but it contained also provisions relative to tithes 
and other matters. These provisions gave rise to some petitions and debates in Parliament, 
and they were ultimately separated from the rest of the Bill and became a distinct Act (2 & 3 
Wm. IV, c. 100). I do not find in Hansard that there was any debate whatever respecting 
the easement clause of the Bill, nor that there was any petition respecting them. The only 
reported speeches about them appear to have been those made on the occasion of the first 
introduction of the Bill (for it was introduced three times) on March 15, 1831. Lord Tenterden 
then explained that the Bill was divided into parts, the first relating to profits, as rights of 
common, for which he proposed a period of sixty years for an indefeasible title, and thirty for 
a presumptive title ; the second relating to easements, for which he proposed the periods of 
forty and twenty years ; the third part relating to lights, for which he proposed the period of 
twenty years only; the fourth part relating to tithes; and the fifth to terms of years in 
conveyances. He said he had availed himself of the suggestions of the late Real Property Law 
Commission, when he thought them suitable for his purpose, and the Lord Chancellor expressed 
his great admiration at the able and luminous manner in which Lord Tenterden had brought 
the matter forward, and he spoke of the importance of the subjects. 

It will be observed that Ix)rd Tenterden made a difference between the easement of light 
and other easements. He did not explain the reason for the difference, and I do not find that 
the Soyal Commissioners suggested that any difference should be made. The difference must 
have originated with Lord Tenterden, and he is reported to have said on the subject tliat 
" The third part relates to ancient lights and their obstruction. As to these also judges were 
often obliged to leave it to juries to presume that they were ancient lights. It was in his 
opinion preferable to fix the period of twenty years by law, for which period, if uninterruptedly 
enjoyed, they were to be secure from challenge, unless originally enjoyed by contract or 
agreement." He is not reported to have said anything about the ancient customs which the Act 
swept away, and the Bill seems ultimately to have passed through Parliament without any 
discussion or objection whatever, except on the subject of tithes. The Bill was brought in the 
first time on March 15, 1831, but the Parliament was dissolved before much progress had been 
made. It was re-introduced by Lord Tenterden on August 19, 1831, and reached the stage of 
committee on September 22, and was then ordered to be reported, but Parliament being 
prorogued on October 20 the Bill seems to have progressed no further. It was introduced 
again in the Lords by Lord Tenterden on March 30, 1832, and became law on August 1 of 
that year, without, as far as I am aware, any discussion or amendment, except with ^ reference 
to tithes and the terms of years in conveyancing which do not appear in the Act 

I can only suggest one reason why that remarkable difference, which is so considerable 
and of such importance, should have been made between rights to light, and rights " to any 
way or other easement, or to any watercourse or the use of water," as the 2nd section of the 
Act has it. I explained that the law of prescription in theory depended upon the possibility 
of presuming a grant, but that in the case of light and air to a window it is not strictly 
speaking possible to presume a grant, as no grant is required to entitle a man to make a 
window in his own house, or to give him a right to the light and air which naturally vdll 
enter it To defeat a claim to a right of way or water after twenty, but before forty years 
user, it is still sufficient to show that no grant of the right could have been made. The words 
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of the Act with regard to them are, that after twenty years user they " shall not be defeated 
or destroyed by showing only that such way or other matter was first enjoyed at any time 
prior to such period of twenty years, but nevertheless such claim may be defeated in any other 
way by which the same is now liable to be defeated," which includes the showing of an 
impossibility of a grant having been made. This provision clearly could not be applied to 
Light and Air for which no grant is required, and for this cause I think it probable that the 
distinction was made by Lord Tenterden which places prescription to light after twenty years 
enjoyment on the same footing as prescription to ways and watercourses after user for forty 
years, and makes the right absolute and indefeasible. 

I have now traced the history of the easements of Light and Air up to the time when 
that important Act which made such an alteration in the law was passed, and the only part 
of my task that remains is to show the effect of the Act as it is illustrated by the subsequent 
decisions of the Courts. To comment upon all thesie decisions would be to write a book, and 
beyond the scope of this Paper, but there are some in which leading principles have been 
discussed which therefore demand some attention. 

The first thing to be noticed is that the third section of the Prescription Act mentions 
Light ouly, and says nothing about rights to uninterrupted currents of air. Whether this was 
an oversight or not I am unable to say, but I am inclined to think it was. It has been a 
question whether a tight to Air was not included in the expression ''other easement" in 
the second section, but in the case of Webb v. Bird* which was a claim of right to wind for 
a windmill, it was decided that it was not, " for," said the judge, " it appears to me that this 
section was not intended to give a right after twenty years to eveiy sort of enjoyment which 
may be classed under the general term easement^ but that it was meant to apply only to the 
two descriptions of easement therein specified, viz. the right to a way or watercourse which 
may be enjoyed or derived ' upon, over, or from any land or water.* I do not think the 
passage ' of air over the land of another ' was or could have been contemplated by the 
Legislature when forming that section." And in another place he adds, " The L^ialature 
evidently considered the passage of light " (which, said the Master of the Rolls, in Shirges v. 
Bridgman^'f bears a very close analogy to that of air) " to stand upon a different footing from 
the other easements with which it had been dealing In the preceding section, and if it had 
intended to extend the right to the uninterrupted passage of wind and air it would have done 
so in express terms." It will be seen, therefore, that the law relating to light and that relating 
to air now stand upon an entirely different footing, though, as I remarked at the commencement 
of this Paper, we commonly find in practice the two coupled together when a window is 
obstructed, as if the law was the same for both. It should, however, be added that, though 
the Prescription Act does not touch the subject of air, and though no right can be acquired at 
conunon law to have the air passing over an open space unobstructed, yet that a prescriptive 
right at common law to have the air accustomed to enter a window xmobstructed has been 
recognized as law ever since the time of Aldred's case, j in the reign of James I. Nevertheless,

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though au iujunctiou may now be obtained without diflicully to stop the obstruction of light, 
it would require a strong case to induce the Court to restrain interference with a current of 
air to a window, unless the obstruction also hindered the access of light. Lord Selbome, as 
Chancellor, said that he has observed that in all that class of cases a formula had crept into 
the pleadings, and from the pleadings had passed into evidence as to air as well as to light ; 
but that the nature of the case which would have to be made for an injunction by reason oi 
the. obstruction of air was toto cobIo different from a case of light. Cases, he added, are very 
rare indeed, and must be very special, such as to involve danger to health, or something very 
nearly approaching to that, to justify the interference of the Court on the ground of the 
diminution of air.* 

I have already made some remarks upon the difference which was made in the 
Prescription Act between rights to ways and water and rights to light. Before leaving the 
subject altogether I think I ought to call more particular attention to the exact words of the 
sections relating to those rights respectively, and to the peculiar effect of the third section, as 
it was explained in a judgment of the late Lord Westbury in the House of Lords. That 
judgment is also worthy of attention, because the learned lord so clearly explained the nature 
of a right to light, and a popular error respecting it. The second section of the Act states 
that no claim which may be lawfully made at common law by custom, prescription, or grant 
to any way or other easement (which has been held to mean only any other easement in the 
nature of a way or right to water, though this limitation has recently been condemned by the 
Lord Chancellor in the great case of Angtcs v. Dalton,^ which relates to support for buildings), 
or to any watercourse, or the use of any water, when such way or other matter shall have been 
actually enjoyed by any person claiming right thereto without interruption for the full period 
of twenty years shall be defeated or destroyed by showing only that such way or other matter 
was first enjoyed at any time prior to such period of twenty years, but nevertheless such claim 
may be defeated in any other way by which the same is now liable to be defeated ; and where 
such way or other matter shall have been so enjoyed as aforesaid for the full period of forty 
years the right thereto shall be deemed absolute and indefeasible, unless it shall appear that 
the same was enjoyed by some consent or agreement expressly given or made for that purpose 
by deed or writing. The third section, which relates exclusively to light, says, that when the 
access and use of light to and for any dwelling house, workshop or other building shall have 
been actually enjoyed therewith for the full period of twenty years without interruption, the 
right thereto shall be deemed absolute and indefeasible, any local usage or custom to the 
contrary uotwitbstanding, unless it shall appear that the same was enjoyed by some consent 
or agreement expressly made or given for that purpose by deed or writing. 

I have already called attention to the fact that the Act places a claim to light after 
twenty.years enjoyment on the same footing as a claim to a way or a right to water after forty 
years ; this will be seen more clearly now that I have given the language of the sections, 1 
have also explained the only reason which I can imagine for the difference ; so that I have 
need to say nothing more on that point in this place. I therefore pass on to the important 
case of Tapling v. JoneSyX in which Lord Westbury, who was Chancellor, explained the nature

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of the easement of light since the Act, and the principles of law which now govern it After 
reading the third section of the Act his loixlship said that " it is material to observe with 
reference to the present appeal, that the right to what is called ' an ancient light/ now depends 
upon positive enactment. It is matter juris positivi, and does not require, and theiefoie 
ought not to be vested on any presumption of grant or fiction of a license having been obtained 
from the adjoining proprietor. Written consent or agreement may be used for the purpose of 
accounting for the enjoyment of the servitude, and thereby preventing the title which would 
otherwise arise from uninterrupted user or possession during the requisite period. This 
conservation is material, because I think it will be found that error in some decided cases has 
arisen from the fact of the Courts treating the right as originating in a presumed grant or 
license. It must also be observed that after an enjoyment of an access of light for twen^ 
years without interruption the right is declared by the statute tq be absolute and indefeasible; 
and it would seem, therefore, that it cannot be lost or defeated by a subsequent temporary 
intermission of enjoyment, not amounting to abandonment. Moreover this absolute and 
indefeasible right, which is the creation of the statute, is not subjected to any condition or 
qualification, nor is it made liable to be affected or prejudiced by any attempt to extend the 
access or use of light beyond that which, having been enjoyed uninterruptedly during the 
required period, is declared to be not liable to be defeated. Before dealing with the present 
appeal, it may be useful to point out some expressions which are found in the decided cases, 
and which seem to have a tendency to mislead. One of these expressions is the phrase " right 
to obstruct." If my adjoining neighbour builds upon his land, and opens numerous windows 
which look over my gardens, or my pleasure grounds, I do not acquire from this act of my 
neighbour any new or other right than I before possessed. I have simply the same right that 
I before possessed. I have simply the same right of building or raising any erection I please 
on my own land, unless the right has been by some antecedent matter either lost or impaired, 
and I gain no new or enlarged right by the act of my neighbour. Again, there is another 
form of words which is often found in the cases on this subject, namely, the phrase '* invasion 
of privacy by opening windows." That is not treated by the law as a wrong for which any 
remedy is given. If A. be the owner of beautiful gardens and pleasure grounds, and B. 
is the owner of an adjoining piece of land, B. may build upon it a manufactory with a hundred 
windows overlooking the pleasure grounds, and A. has neither more nor less than the right 
which he previously had of erecting on his land a building of such height and extent as will 
shut out the windows of the newly erected manufactory." The learned lord then proceeded 
to apply these principles to the case before the House, which related to the effect on ancient 
lights of opening new windows and increasing the size of the old ones, which is beside the 
purpose of this Paper. 

The only other point to notice with regard to the third section of the Act is the power of 
acquiring right to light, " any local usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding." This 
provision had the effect of abolishing an ancient custom in the cities of London and York, and 
possibly in some other towns, whereby any person possessed of an ancient foundation was at 
liberty to rebuild on that foundation to any height, notwithstanding that the effect of raising 
the height of the building above the old level was to obstruct the light accustomed to enter 
a neighbour's ancient window. The custom is mentioned in several old cases, as Jldm^ 
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case,* Hughes v. Kee)ie,'\' Ryder v. Beniham.X and WynstanUy v. Z«e,§ but I do not find it referred 
to in the report of the Real Property Commissioners, nor in Hansard's report of the proceedings 
in Parliament It was held that the Act had abolished the custom in the cases of the Salter's 
Company t?. Jay,|| and Truscott v. Merchant Taylor's Company.^ 

I have now reached the end of my subject, not but that much more might be written if 
details were to be investigated. That cannot, however, be in this Paper, for if they were this 
writing would cease to be what was designed, a mere historical sketch to trace out the growth 
of the rights to light and Air, the ancient remedies for obstruction of those rights, the 
application to them of the principles of the law of prescription, and the origin and effect of the 
Prescription Act, and it would become a practical treatise on the law, which you are aware I 
have already written as part of a work on the Law of Easements. Before, however, laying down 
my pen, I would remark how greatly the number of cases which have come before the Courts 
has increased in recent years. It may be a fair subject of inquiry why this has been. It is of 
course impossible to say with any certainty, but I think there are several causes to which the 
increase may be attributed. First the population has increased, and particularly in cities and 
towns where Light and Air cases almost always spring from ; secondly, the cities and towns 
and the rage for building have greatly increased ; thirdly, business of all kinds has very greatly 
increased, and this has obliged owners of business premises to supply the want of offices, to pull 
down low buildings and build higher and more extensively than before, and thus to cover vacant 
plots of ground which before laid open to their neighbours' advantage ; fourthly, the increase 
of business has rendered small back rooms, and holes and corners, which were previously not 
valued, of importance for trade and offices, and this has rendered the light accustomed to enter 
all ancient windows of far greater value than it was in olden days; lastly, the increased facility 
of litigation may have had something to do with it, as people can now get a remedy for a 
wrong in far shoi-ter time, and at far less expense than was the case years ago. I question 
much, however, whether the increase is so great as it is supposed to be. Lawyers have of late 
years devoted so much time, attention and care to the reporting of cases which have come 
before the Couils, that every case, involving even a trivial point of law, is now reported and 
preserved, while in olden days few cases were reported, and then the report consisted only of 
a short and imperfect note. To estimate the respective numbers of ancient and modem cases 
by the numbers reported is without doubt a very deceptive thing.

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PRELIMINARY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Some of the Heads of Proposed Report agreed-to at a Meeting of the Light arid A 

Committee held 15th June^ 1882, the details to he left for further consideration. 

I. — The Prescription Act requires modification more especially in respect of its conferrii 

in twenty years an inalienable title to light against reversioners unable to prevent ti 

acquisition of the right and persons under disability. 

II. — With reference to the future rights of light: — 

(a) A building owner should be bound to give notice of all new lights, &c., open( 
or increased by him so as to affect adjoining property, otherwise no right shou 
be acquired. 
(6) Such notice should be given to every adjoining owner having a greater intere 
in the property affected than as tenant for a year or from year to year. 

(c) On such notice every adjoining owner according to his right should be able i 

register his objection to any right of light being acquired by the building owni 
in some OflBce or Court. 

(d) The County Court would be a convenient Court. 

(e) Such registration should have the same effect as* if a physical obstruction ha 

been erected. 

To he considered: — 

(i) What notices or processes will be suflScient 
(ii) Within what time the registration should take place, both wit 
reference to actual service, and any constructive service that ma 
be adopted with reference to an owner who cannot be found c 
who is under disabilities. 
(/) A different time may be adopted with reference to the two sets of cases. 
III. — With reference to where a prescriptive right to light has been acquired: Thei 
should be a special tribunal to deal with all questions of light, with power (1) to authorize o 
(2) to forbid the erection of a building which will infringe ancient rights, or (3) to authorize i 
subject to the payment of compensation. 
To be considered : — 

(i) The constitution of such tribunal, 
(ii) The right of appeal, if any. 
(iii) To whom. 
(a) If any appeal be allowed it should be limited in its extent and character, ani 
all questions of damage in respect of light and air should be referred to it. 
To be considered : — 

What notices should be required, and to whom, before applicatioi 
to the tribunal. 
IV. — What, if any, rules may be adopted as to an angle within which a man may builc 
without any action being brought against him for infringement of light ? 

(a) As regards lights fronting to streets an angle may be adopted giving an absolat^ 
right 

To be considered: — 

(i) Whether any less angle than 45** may be allowed, 
(ii) What law should govern lateral lights and other lights in inclosed 
spaces and in the rear of houses.
